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Annual Report of W. H. Card, Secretary. 


My Dear Fellow Member:— 

In my last report something was said about “loyalty.’”’ It’s a Rhode 
Island Red word and the warmth and glow of Red is its synonym. No 
other specialty Club of any other breed of fowls has such claim. to. this 
word of words as the Rhode Island Red Club of America with its pro- 
gressive enthusiastic band whose membership of 2,000 strong the Sun 
never sets upon. The duties of this office equal those of a correspondence 
bureau. Compiling Red Hen Tales and getting into circulation 3,000 
copies of same; yearly notice of dues and the follow-up jogs; sounding 
the gong for the ears of the advertisers; answering innumerable Shake- 
sperean. letters in ‘‘“Much ado about nothing,’ smoothing down the rough 
places, filling complaints, consulting the Executive Committee, making out 
due cards; buying and distributing silver cups and silk ribbons; keeping 
positive and accurate account of all moneys paid in and settling bills on 
time and standing sponsor for same. These are some of the few duties 
that try the nerves of your Secretary and callous the finger tips of the 
stenographer, yet the watchword is “‘loyalty’’ and MUST ever be, not only 
of your President and Secretary-Treasurer and every officer, but also every 
member who believes in the success of this great Club and the breed it 
represents. 

The Club is slowing recovering from the catastrophe of 1911 and its

ciation of the moral as well as financial assistance of those tried and true 
members who so staunchly stood in the breech in the hour of our Club’s 
distress and also must I voice my regard for the membership at large who 
have accepted my work, motives and plans without question and in all 


-loyalty and honor. 


Let us therefore remember only the good things; the sunshine in 
your eyes lays the shadows at your back; the future is before us and the 
success of the Club is in the hands of its members. |

For Changes Adopted August, 1909, See Revised Edition of American 


Standard of Perfection. 
Disqualifications. 


Feather or down on shanks or feet, or unmistakable indications of a 
feather having been plucked from the same. “4 

Badly lopped combs; side sprig or sprigs on the single comb. 

More or less than four toes on either foot. 

Entire absence of main tail feathers. 

Two absolutely white (so-called wall or fish) eyes. 

Wry or squirrel tails. 

A feather entirely white that shows in the outer plumage. 

An ear-lobe showing more than one-half the surface permanently white. 
This does not mean the pale ear-lobe, but the enameled white. 

Diseased specimens, crooked backs, deformed beaks, shanks and feet 
other than yellow or red horn color. A pendulous crop shall be cut 


hard. 
Under all disqualifying clauses the specimen shall age the benefit of the 
doubt.

Apparent vigor is to be regarded with the consideration of shape. This 
being a utility breed, ruggedness is of vital importance. 
Where the word carriage is used, is meant such a position as the. bird 
’ assumes when in the upright posture and in a state of penoreans 
repose. 


Shape of Male. re ay! apt 


Head—Of medium size and breadth, carried in a horizontal position and 
slightly forward. 


Beak—Medium length and regularly curved. 
Eyes—Sight perfect, and unobstructed by breadth of head or comb. 


Comb—Single, medium in size, set firmly upon the head, perfectly straight 
and upright, with five even and well defined serrations, those in front 
and rear smaller than those in the center, of considerable breadth 
where it is fixed to the head. 
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Comb—Rose, low, firm on the head, top oval in shape and surface covered 
with small points terminating in a small spike at the rear. The comb 
to conform to the general curve of the head. 


Wattles—Medium and equal in length, moderately rounded. 


Ear-Lobes—Fairly well developed. Symmetry of proportion in head ad- 


juncts is to be considered. 


Neck—Of medium length and carried slightly forward. It is covered with 
abundant hackle, flowing over the shoulders, but not too loosely 
feathered. 

Back—Broad, long and in the main nearly horizontal; this horizontal 
effect being modified by slightly rising curves at hackle and lesser 
tail coverts. Saddle feathers of medium length and abundant. 

Breast—Broad, deep and carried in a line nearly perpendicular to the base 
of the beak; at least it should not be carried anterior. 

Body—Deep, broad and long, keel-bone long, straight and extending well 
forward and back, giving the body an oblong look. 

Fluff—Moderately full, but feathers carried fairly close to the body, not 

a Cochin-fluff. , 

Wings—Of good size, well folded and the flights carried horizontally. 


Tail—Of medium length, quite well spread, carried fairly well back, in- 
creasing the apparent length of the bird. Sickles of medium length, 
passing a little beyond the main tail feathers. Lesser sickles and 

tail coverts of medium length and fairly abundant. 


Legs—Thighs large, of medium length and well covered with soft feathers. 
Shanks of medium length, well rounded and smooth. 


Toes—Straight, strong, well spread and of medium length. 


Color of Male. 


Beak—Red horn color, or yellow. 


EKyes—Red. 

Face—Bright Red. 

Comb, Wattles and Ear-Lobes—Bright Red. 
Neck—Red, harmonizing with back and breast. 


Wings—Primaries, lower web black, upper web red; secondaries, lower 
web red, upper web black; flight coverts, black; wing bows and wing 
coverts, red. 

Tail—Main tail feathers and sickle feathers, black or greenish black. Tail 
coverts mainly black, but may become russet or red as they approach 
the saddle. 


Shanks and Toes—Yellow or red horn color. A line of red pigment down 
the sides of shanks is desirable. 
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Plumage—General surface rich brilliant red, except where black is speci- 
fied. Free from shafting, mealy appearance or brassy effect. Depth 
of color (red) is slightly accentuated on wing bows and back, but the 
least contrast between these parts and the hackle or breast the bet- 
ter; a harmonious blending is what is desired. The bird should be so 
brilliant in lustre as to have a glossed appearance. The under-color 
and quill of the feather should be red or salmon. With the saddle 
parted showing the under-color at the base of the tail, the appearance 
should be red or salmon, not whitish or smoky. Black or white in 
the under-color of any section is undesirable. Other things being 
equal, the specimen having the richest under-color shall receive the 


award. 


Shape of Female. 


Head—Of medium size and breadth, carried in a horizontal position and 
slightly forward. 

Beak—Medium length and slightly curved. 

Eyes—Sight perfect and unobstructed by breadth of head. 


Comb—Single, medium in size, set firmly upon the head, perfectly 
straight and upright, with five even and well-defined serrations. 


Comb—Rose, low, firm on the head, much smaller than of the male and 
in proportion to its length narrower. Covered with small points and 
terminating in a small short spike to the rear, 


Wattles—Medium and equal in length, moderately rounded. 


Ear-Lobes—Fairly well developed. Symmetry of proportion in head ad- 
juncts is to be considered. 


Neck—Of medium length and carried slightly forward. Hackle sufficient, 
but not too coarse in feather. 


Back—Long, in the main nearly horizontal. In the completely matured 
hen it would be described as broad, whereas in the pullet not yet well 
matured it will look somewhat narrow in proportion to the length of 
her body. The curve from the horizontal back to the hackle or tail 
should be moderate and gradual. 


Breast—Deep, broad and carried in a line nearly perpendicular to the base 
of the beak, at least not anterior to that line. 


Body—Deep, broad and long, keel-bone long and straight, giving the body 
an oblong look. 


Fluff—Moderately full, but not too loose( Cochin) in feathering. 
Wings—Of good size, well folded and the flights carried horizontally. 
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ROSE COMB RHODE ISLAND RED (Male.) 
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Tail—aA little shorter than medium, quite well spread. The tail should 
form no apparent angle with the back, neither must it be met by a 
high rising cushion. 

Legs—Thigh, of medium length and well covered with soft feathers. 
Shanks of medium length, well rounded and smooth. Toes straight, 
strong, well spread and of medium length. 


Color of Kemale. 


Beak—Red horn color, or yellow. 

EKyes—Red. 

Face—Bright red. 

Comb, Wattles and Ear-Lobes—Bright red. 

Neck—Red. The tips of the lower hackle feathers should have a black 
ticking, not a heavy lacing. 

Wings—Primaries, lower web black, upper web red; secondaries, lower 
web, red, upper web black; flight coverts, black; wing bows and wing 
coverts, red. | 

Tail—Black, or greenish black. 

Shanks and Toes—Rich yellow or red horn color. 

Plumage—General surface color lighter and more even than in the male, 
free from shafting or mealy appearance. Except where black is speci- 
fied the color is a rich even shade of bright red, not as brilliant in 
luster as the male. The under-color and quills of the feathers should 
be red or salmon. Black or white in the under-color of any section 
is undesirable. Other things being equal, the specimen having the 
richest under-color shall receive the award. 


NOTE—The above is the last Standard of the R. I. Red Club of America 
before the R. I. Red became a standard fowl, and is published as a record only. 
The correct standard is now in the “Standard of Perfection” and can be ob- 
wet from S. T. Campbell, Secretary American Poultry Association, Mansfield, 
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Shape Diagrams of Rhode Island Reds.

Now that the idea of a correct color-scheme for Rhode Island Reds 
is pretty well understood, the time is opportune to consider the type to fit 
this correct color-scheme. 

Shape is more definite than color on a Rhode Island Red because 
each line can be followed; it should be as distinctly different on each breed 
as the difference between a giraffe and a horse. 

Color is indefinite because of the wording of the Standard for Rhode 
Island Reds which reads, “‘rich brilliant red’? which may be interpreted as 
a shade of red from deep orange to dark blood red, therefore we use the 
words “correct color-scheme”’ which embraces all these shades and only 
definitely bounded by the words ‘‘a harmonious blend or even color’’ which 
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means that the plumage shall be exactly the same shade of color from 
head to tail. 

We are to suppose that color is correct on every bird shown by the 
diagrams. 

Fig. 1 represents correct male type or shape as approved by the Execu- 
tive Committee of this Club and notice further, that it fits the Standard 
reading of same. 

Fig. 2 shows correct type except tail is carried a trifle too low, also 
comb has seven serrations instead of five and eye is light colored. 

Fig. 3 outlines a type of Rhode Island Red quite often seen in our 
show 100ms and is quite deceiving in shape to the casual observer who 
sees a)\ oblong but does not differentiate between it and an oblong with 
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top or back line perfectly horizontal; then again it is more rotund or an 
appearance of depth without meat substance; noticeable also in the short . 
pudgy thighs. Right at this point is an object lesson worth while. 

Note that Fig. 2 has poor comb and eyes; comb is alloted eight points 
and eyes two points for color or ten points in all, which leaves ninety points 
to be considered, even if comb and eyes were removed. (Novices leave 
such a bird home because of his poor comb and eyes), but the cuts for 
these imperfect sections hardly aggregate two and one-half points. 

Fig. 3 with perfect comb and eyes has no cuts in these sections; but 
every other section from head to tip of tail is subject to sufficient cuts to 
aggregate not less than five points on type alone. (This is the bird the. 
novice takes to the show because he has a perfect comb and eyes.) But 


/ 
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note the fact that head points belong to the minor sections and to be con- 
sidered major points only when all else is equal; too much importance is 
placed on comb and eyes and not enough on body lines throughout by the 
novice. In other words, ten points for head and adjuncts is ranked equal 
to ninety points for body entire in their first-sight conclusions. But Fig. 2 
wins over Fig. 3 when fully considered by Standard reckoning. 

Fig. 4 is not an exaggeration but another type liable to confound the 
novice because of the long, perfectly horizontal back line and general 
poise yet the immense height chopped breast, elevated tail, slim neck, 
spindley shanks and elongated thighs are no part of the true Rhode Island 
Red type. This bird is generally narrow-chested and knock-kneed, and in 
breadth and capacity far inferior to Fig. 3. Birds like Fig. 4 also lack 
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vigor and stamina, and while it has the same horizontal back line as Figs. 
1 and 2, its show bird worth is far below Fig. 3 which has a sturdy virile 
appearance. 

Fig. 5 is also a broad virile appearing bird, but of no semblance in 
any line to a Rhode Island type; where Fig. 4 is oblong, even though very 
imperfect, therefore should be placed ahead of Fig. 5 which might be 
called of Wyandotte or Orpington type. 

Fig. 6 is a type bred and fostered in the search of correct color. The 
position of this bird shows the larger part of the body ahead of the legs 
yet an oblong on a slant, giving the bird a sort of a game shape very un- 
like Rhode Island Red type. The correct horizontal type has legs exactly 
under center of body and thus cannot come to a poise other than horizontal. 
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Fig. 6 with legs nearer stern feels the extra weight in front and 
throws his body into a position to adjust the load to an easy poise on his 
legs; hence the oblong on a slant. This brings us to a comparison of the 
legs against the head points. As before stated, most novices consider the 
head and adjuncts very important sections; but note, by the above, the 
legs are far more important. When wrongly placed on body they throw 
every body section out of true with Rhode Island Red type completely 
obliterated; whereas the poor comb and eyes on Fig 2 has no effect what- 
soever on type. 
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Female Diagrams. 


_ Fig. 1 represents the correct type for a Rhode Island Red female. 
Fig. 2 has the correct back line, but lower lines suggests the Orping- 
ton, although body is oblong and poised correctly. : 
Fig 3 is an oblong but with a sloping tilt to body and has a high- 
pitched tail. This type somewhat resembles the Buckeye type. 
Fig. 4 has a longish body, evenly and correctly poised, but the cushion 
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on back line and the heavy abdomen leaves but little trace of the Rhode 
Island Red shape. 

Fig. 5 is a fit mate to Fig 5 in male type and shows no sign of Rhode 
Island Red type. 3 

Fig. 6 is the slender boned leghorn type of Rhode Island Red females 
whose crow-head and beak and spindle shanks indicate a weak constitu- 
tion and poor productive powers. 

To arrange these diagrams with color differences is a matter for 
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different consideration and in combine with type calls for a judicious exer- 
cise of that factor called judgment. 

Type fadists decry the color craze and vice versa, yet in the diagrams 
for both male and female from Fig. 1 to 6, there may be colors that would 
completely change the arrangement of the figures as now placed; thus it 
is that suppositious comparisons could be brought forward without end 
with the controversy as to which, color or type, is the most important, 
still unsettled. Yet there is no gainsaying the fact that the so-called color 
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craze made Rhode Island Reds what they are today; namely the leading 
and most popular breed in the show rooms of the world with the overflow 
surpassing all other breeds in the utility field; an achievement beyond 
accomplishment with the crazy-quilt color patterns of a decade ago, even 
if the type was correct to a hair. 

It is the union of both color and fe that is the desire of every up- 
+o-date Rhode Island Red fancier and breeder and no more stress should 
be given to one than to the other; to do so is Fadism. 
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These diagrams are for the beginner and novice that he or she may 

be able to differentiate correctly and easily between those that are true 
to type and those that are not true to type whenever and wherever dis- 
played. 
; The Standard says that type makes the breed and color the variety; 
but with Rhode Island Reds color DOES NOT make the variety, it makes 
the breed just as much as type makes the breed. Therefore color is just 
as important as shape in Rhode Island Reds. 

Our breed is the one breed where head points make the variety, as 
the color and type is exactly the same on both the rose combs and the Single 
combs. And at this juncture I would advise that the breeders of Rhode

Island Reds the world over incline to constructiveness not destructiveness; 
accepting the other fellow’s ideas with tolerance in the common cause of 
the best breed on earth.

RHODE ISLAND RED HEN TALES 


Surface Color Diagrams of Rhode Island Reds. 
(By W. H. Card. All Rights Reserved.) 


This article with accompanying illustrations is written and designed 
expressly for the vast majority of Rhode Island Red breeders everywhere, 
“The Beginners,” and perhaps incidentally to materially assist the minor- 
ity who for years may have gazed upon that which they had never noticed 
anent Rhode Island Red color. There is no attempt in this article to de- 
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fine any exact shade of red which may be termed as Rhode Island Red 
color, but every effort is made to define and impress upon all the great 
value of ‘“‘Harmony”’ or evenness of color on both male and female Rhode 
Island Reds. The accompanying charts up to Figure 12 deal wholly 
with surface color and are what may be called flat surface color diagrams 
treating only of shades of color rather than the color itself in the entirety. 
Some defects are purposely exaggerated and emphasized that the beginner 
may be more forcibly impressed and gain a better understanding of said 
defects and their relation to harmony of color. Shape has not been 
ignored and the oblong effect made plain; said outlines having been ap- 
proved by the Executive Committee of the Club who were practically 
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unanimous in their approval of same. The beginner with Rhode Island 
Reds naturally tries to grasp the idea of one certain fixed shade of red 
for the breed and in searching for it just as naturally misses the main 
point of the Standard which calls for a harmonious blending of all sec- 
tions; in other words, an even surface color from head to tail. The rich 
brilliant red some define as cherry,,red and it best expresses the true 
Rhode Island Red color, nevertheless the rich brilliant even cherry red 
is seldom found complete from head to tail-on a Rhode Island Red of 


either sex; such a bird is worth much coin of the realm; on the other hand 
shades of red just as brilliant but much darker than cherry red are more 
common and are generally of one even shade in surface color from head 
to tail; hence the reason that the darker shade wins so often; while not 
absolutely the cherry red it has the merit of an even blend and harmony 
in all sections, whereas the cherry red bird more often is uneven in 
surface color, neck being a shade or so lighter and shoulders a trifle darker 
than cherry red. This brings us now to a study of the charts or diagrams 
and bear in mind in this study we deal only on surface color everything 
else considered equal. 

Figure 1 represents one even shade from head to tail; practically 
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perfection. Figure 2 shows an even shade in every section same as 
Figure 1 except a much lighter shade at and about stern, a color defect 
not often noticed in profile but quite evident from a stern view. The 
beginner therefore can readily see that Figure 1 must be placed first, 
everything else being equal. Figure 3 describes a bird called the blanket 
red from its appearance. At a casual glance it appears of a perfectly 
even shade throughout, but a closer examination discloses that neck, back 
and saddle are of one even shade of red and that breast, body and stern 
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are also of one even shade of red, yet with the upper part a shade and 
sometimes more, darker than the lower parts; hence the term blanket; 
the discrepancy of shade between upper and lower parts is inharmonious 
and therefore imperfect or do not match. Figure 2 has only a patch of 
imperfection and wins second ribbon with Figure 3 next. 

Figure 4 is a back-throw to the one-time pumpkin necks which are 
conspicuous today by their absence from all up-to-date shows; this bird 
also carries the accentuated color at shoulders. Such a hackle leans 
toward an orange red; the shoulders toward chocolate and these shades, 


both very defective, spoil the harmony very decidedly, therefore Figure 3 
is not displaced and wins third. 
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Figure 3 has even shades of genuine red, but upper and lower parts 
do not match and Figure 4 has evenness broken too abruptly by colors 
before and beyond what is real red; hence‘ the greater defects. 

Figure 5 shows a bird carrying defects hardest to define by word 
description of any defects common to Rhode Island Reds and they are 
intentionally emphasized and magnified on diagram because of this. 
This black bar across wing is easily detected, although not often as prom- 
inent as seen on diagram; the white or light marks on breast represent 


the very obnoxious shafting which mars the plumage of many birds of 
the very best strain of Rhode Island Reds. Of course it is never so 
prominent as on diagram because it is not white but a much lighter shade 
of red than the ground color and is really the shaft of the feather itself 
from which it takes its name; again harmony of color is destroyed and 
to a greater extent than on any figure yet presented; there is no doubt of 
its position in fifth place to the foregoing. 

Figure 6 is the “Joseph” of Rhode Island Red males. If he has 
not a coat of many colors he surely carries a coat of many shades and is 
worth no more than market value per pound, and should not be allowed 
more than sixth ribbon even in no competition in any self-respecting show. 
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Figure 5 while very defective has the merit of well bred ancestry; 
Figure 6 has the pumpkin neck, the golden saddle, the chocolate shoul- 
ders, salmon stern, cherry breast and chestnut wings; all colors akin to 
red but of such a diversity that harmony has taken ignominious flight; 
this conglomoration represents the mixed up indifferences of the so-called 
utility reds and is the progenitor of the notorious 40 colors on 40 birds of 
the same breed. 

Figure 7 commences the diagrams of the females and is on the 
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same plane as Figure 1. Note slight ticking at base of neck as called 
for in standard; otherwise an even shade from head to tail. Figure 8 
has an even surface from head to tail except shades of lighter red sprink- 
led on breast and is of a roan appearance which on diagram is exaggerated 
so that a beginner will not pass this defect which is not really very serious 
unless too extensive in area covered. Figure 9 has shoulders, wings and 
back to tail marred with a lacing of darker color breaking the even shade 
desired. In this Figure 9 special attention should be paid to the mean- 
ing of lacing in relation to harmony. As there are females with a lacing 
of brilliancy of the same shade as main part of feather they should not 
be confounded with Figure 9 which has lacings not of the same shade

as main part of feather; note we say lacings of a darker color on Figure 9. 
The female with the lacings of brilliancy is superior to Figure 9 but is 
not perfect, in that the lacings are defined by their brilliancy from the 
main color and are like sand dunes on a level plain; spoil evenness of 
surface. | 

In show placements Figure 7 is first, Figure 8 second, Figure 9 third, 
and if a female with lacings of brilliancy was in the completition she 
would be placed between Figures 8 and 9, Figure 8 having only a small 


defect and Figure 9 spreading over a greater surface. The lacings of 
brilliancy were spoken of here to differentiate between the two kinds of 
lacings found on Rhode Island Red females. Figure 10 is a female of 
pure color throughout except neck which tends to golden and is akin to 
the abominable pumpkin neck and is a serious defect, even though localized 
in neck because of its wide difference of shade from rest of body color 
and should be punished accordingly by no better than fourth place. 
Figure 11 is mostly found on adult females and its spotted appear- 
ance is supposed to come from imperfect moult, although some old breeders 
claim it but the out-croppings of the haphazard breeding of early years 
of the breed when the male color was the only color selected. Its un- 
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character, yet the above carefully studied will reveal to the student those 
not diagramed. 

This subject is almost inexhaustible in comparisons and deductions, 
therefore we have not the space to more than treat on surface defects, 
other things being equal. -The diagrams show relative values on the 
surface and as surface color and shape are two-thirds of a Rhode Island 
Red the beginner can surely grasp the importance of this study in surface 
color. Figure 13 shows some defects on male under color as well as 
hackle defects; the same being brought out on Figure 14 for females. 
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Feather A on male is almost solid black except shaft, which is a light red 
and is related to the hackle of laced breeds. Feather B on male and 
A on female has a black striping down center with outer edge dark red 
and shaft of feather a light red; this feather is generally found on males 
which produce always shafting on body of its young males and females. 
The only solution to this problem is to kill before breeding season, all 
males with this defect. 

C is found only during moult and entirely disappears when moult 
is complete and is related to the standard ticking of females; (such a male 
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is worth keeping over to breed the ticked neck on females.) Feather D 
on male and B on female represent the even rich red under-color wanted 
on all high class reds. E shows smoke under color entirely on males and 
-D on females. A bird with this defect at chick age will never lose it when 
an adult and should be relegated to the broiler pen. F on male and F 
on female shows the true red to skin. G on male and E on female are 
feathers that demand much closer attention from breeders than is generally 
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given them. Note that the under-color from the surface down half way 
is smoky, but also note that it is of the correct red from that point down 
into skin. It is most generally found on young immature chicks; the 
beginner believes it the same as Figure E on male and D on female and 
promptly kills the chick as a cull, whereas if the bird with this defect was 
allowed to mature this smoke would disappear and a ribbon winner would 
be saved. 

Figure C on female chart represents the slight ticking at base of 
hackle or neck as per standard. Under-color is a secondary considera- 
tion in the deliberations of all up-to-date judges, and the breeder-fancier 
in Reds must differentiate in his breeding problems and his showing 
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problems in this regard. Surface color tells the novice and the inex- 
perienced the variety or breed; under-color could never do this, hence © 
secondary, yet under-color tells the veteran and experienced breeder the 
breeding values. Again under-color many times determines the awards 
in close competition and should never be ignored by the judge in his 
placements. 

In conclusion allow a few words of advice.

Compare these charts at home and in the show room; note differences 
and become posted on your Reds; cull carefully even if grain is high; a 
$25.00 cockerel pays for a lot of wheat to raise more $25.00 cockerels 
with; $25.00 birds can afford to be fed on high priced grains and a line- 
bred strain of high class Rhode Island Reds pays the bills in spite of the 
high cost of living. :

It seems only the other day that I received my Red Hen Tales for 
1914, but my constant reference to its interesting pages reminds me that 
my dues must be paid and doubtless it is wise to tell my fellow Red 
Breeders that despite the war we are stil] keeping our end up. 

Now it is just as well to tell you that I am certain that next season 
will see a big boom in Reds out here, and it will be a source of pride and 
pleasure to me to realize it. 

As the father of Reds in this state, I am watching events, and my 
efforts in importations are beginning to bear fruit, others have followed 
Suit and a little later on the few will have become many. Now, fellow 
members, bear this in mind. You who have the goods. Don’t be afraid 
to let us have them. We will pay, but mind we get them. I am candid 
with you, and if you are to get the gold, give us good value in flesh and 
feathers. 

Our readers will be pleased to hear that Reds are beginning to come 
to the fore on the show bench. In the Metropolitan area they are quite 
the largest classes and in the way back country shows the Reds have found 
a place. 

I get large numbers of letters from all parts about them and the 
hold is beginning to grip tight. In addition to this I entered a pen of Reds 
in one of our hottest laying competitions and they have done well. They 
have one month yet to run, but for the eleven months’ lay the six birds 
produced 1,302 eggs or an average of 217 eggs per bird. I fully anticipate 
this pen will average about 230 eggs by the end of the month. Seeing is 
believing, and in new breeds people want convincing proof, and on this 
occasion they have got it. I have always held the opinion that Reds will 
in a few years take the lead in our laying competitions, but it will take 
a little time to fix our individuals. The breed is in its infancy here, but 
when we get fairly on our legs we will have the breed. I have spent a 
lot of money on my hobby, and it is gratifying to see so many following 
in my steps. 

We have a lot to conquer yet. Judging will be something for the 
heads to master. I have had some amusing experiences in my own little 
way. I’ve had known alls in my yards that have bred Reds in America 
and England who have doubtless come with the object of giving me a 
lesson on the cheap, but they could pick any but the right ones, so Iam 
afraid their knowledge must have been in their minds. 

I also had a letter from a lady giving me a description of a cockeral 
she required. I fancy she must have written her letter with a Standard in 
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front of her. She gave very minute details of what she wanted, but as I 
could not honestly give her a bird with all the good points she wanted 
I had to write to her: Can’t supply, but sorry. 

Another important step will I hope be taken, and that is to form a 
Rhode Island Red Club. We will soon be getting strong enough to launch 
out I hope on this project. I see its many advantages, but “‘Rome was 
not built in a day,’’ and so far my efforts have been to get the breed on a 
footing. In this I am confident I have succeeded, and it won’t be my fault 
if the old adage—nothing succeeds like success—is not exemplified over 
this side. 

We have every chance to make Reds the grandest breed in the com- 
monwealth. The birds themselves will, appeal to all and their sterling 
qualities from the shell to maturity will always give them a pull over any 
other breed. I am also pleased to record the fact that our leading poultry 
papers are giving great prominence to the breed and news is the assistance 
we appreciate and want. 

In conclusion I would tell you Red Breeders to keep their eyes open 
for biz. We have good fanciers here, and when the Red enthusiasm gets 
a bit warmer over here they should score, but as I have already written, 
give us the goods.

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RHODE ISLAND RED QUALITY AND ITS VALUE. 
(By CHINA HANCHETT.) 


Quality is the controlling factor in the value of all fancy poultry. It 
cannot be acquired in a season and only by sticking everlastingly at it 
can we obtain results. We might call it perpetual motion in the poultry 
industry. The show room is responsible for its value and the judges 
advance or retard it. There are some judges whose names will always 
be synonymous with certain breeds and we owe much to them for advo- 
cating certain requirements. 

American breeds are the most popular because they produce eggs 
and meat combined, and the commercial value of any of these birds is 
about one dollar. By scientific breeding it is possible to produce birds of 
great value. Those that are as rare as gems are the most valuable. That 
is one of the reasons. why the Rhode Island Reds bring large values be- 
cause so few of them breed true to color and type. All birds show more 
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or less quality which can be distinguished easily. Some breeders cater 
to color, some to shape, but Reds have improved so fast the last few years 
that they must have everything to be winners in the larger shows. How- 
ever, one important factor must be kept in mind and that is a good type 
bird without proper color is practically of no value as a show bird, while 
a good colored bird with fair type has a real value. We are all after 
quality, whether it is in a suit of clothes, a pair of boots or shoes, an auto- 
mobile or anything else, but we do not all have the purchasing power to 
procure the quality we desire and we are obliged to drift along with 
secondary material. It is the same with fancy birds. The best quality 
that we can possibly get at the start puts us just so many years in advance. 
Then if we have the brains and push we can produce the goods. Often- 
times it is heard in the show room how much is this bird worth? How 
much should I ask for it? Of course a breeder with a reputation can get 
better prices, but competition is becoming so keen that the small breeder 


is coming into his own and oftentimes produces more quality than the big 


breeder. The extensive can afford to advertise on a large scale which is 
absolutely necessary to do business. 

Quality is a matter of selection behind good blood lines and in select- 
ing the birds for the breeding pens use dark red males, harmonious and 
brilliant in outer color with strong, rich, clean, sound under-color, good 
tail, clean wing markings and sound hackle free from white or lacing 
mated to females with necks darker than their backs with no ticking 
whatever, good exhibition surface and sound red under-color with proper 
black markings. The prepotency in all birds varies greatly, even in 
brothers and sisters. Never discard a good bird for small faults until you 
have tried him out. Some defects can be used in the breeding pens if 
offset by the opposite sex. The results obtained are often good, but it 
is best to avoid them if possible and do not breed from birds with char- 
acteristic defects, such as split wing, white in ear lobes, laced hackles. 

When you find the birds that have these color qualifications you 
will not get results unless the male or female possesses certain type. 
If you want a milk type in cows, one has got to breed for it. If you want 
egg types in fowls, breed for it, if meat, it is the same, and right here 
is where the Reds have got it on all the other breeds. The egg, meat and 
fancy types are combined, making it possible to produce the best layers 
from show birds. All animate things come from a cell and better results 
are likely to come through the male. He must have a type that is broad, 
long and deep. The smaller matings we have the better. We can then 
follow the lines closer. The expression that we must have new males 
occasionally to keep up the vitality of the flock is not often heard among 
fancy breeders, for the good reason that we discard all ailments and poor 
vitality and breed only the good qualities, and no matter whether it is 
the horse, cow or any other animal, we must select that which we desire 
to obtain, working for a fixed type with proper color, the value of which 
depends upon the amount of quality that we are able to produce. 
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UP TO THE MINUTE WITH RHODE ISLAND REDS.

The Up-to-the Minute Red is what we who are showing in the larger 
shows are striving with all our might to attain, and we assure you it is 
no small matter, especially so to enable us to go into such a show as 
Chicago and Madison Square Garden in competition with the world. For 
while the poultry world may not all be at these two shows, the birds will, 
for every nook and corner of every show in the land is scraped as with a fine 
tooth comb for the “Good enough for Chicago class” and breeder's like 
myself, Mr. Crowthers, Mr. Scranton, Mr. Ault and numerous others who 
take pride in breeding their own winners are obliged to be up to the 
minute or mighty close thereto in order to be in the ribbons. It is mighty 
fascinating work, this breeding of Reds. We believe there is no other 
fowl in all the world quite so hard to breed true to color and type as 
Rhode Island Reds, and the fascination for breeding them is so much the 
stronger therefor. We are finding that blood lines are the great con- 
trolling factor, hence we who wish to improve from season to season Ccan- 
not afford to buy birds of unknown origin and uncertain blood lines for 
the sake of winning a blue ribbon. We can safely buy a male or female 
ever and anon from some breeder with an established strain like ourselves 
who developing better color or type, head-points, etc., the blood of which 
would be well to add. Thus the ideal Rhode Island of today is not the 
work of one man but the work of many, a sort of an evolution going on 
showing a steady improvement as each show season comes around. This 
evolution of the Red has not all come about through the breeder-fancier, 
but the idealist has been working in advance hewing the way with higher 
ideals for the red breeder to attain. 

Our worthy Secretary has been one of the advance agents of better 
Reds, so have our artists, Mr. Sewell, Schilling and Louie Stahmer, in 
keeping before us an ideal type to breed up to, while our judges have 
taken care of the color question by raising our ideals year by year, from 
the dull salmon color of ten years ago to the deep, dark velvet lustrous 
red of today. Our ideals have been raised much like the musician raises 
the ideals of his pupil from rag time to classical music and our Reds have 
come along up with us through careful breeding according to those ideals 
laid down to us in the show room and by the artist. 

We note in this month’s Rhode Island Red Journal, a very able 
Eastern judge of Reds, in mentioning our winnings at New York State 
show at Syracuse, where the largest class of Rhode Island Reds ever seen 
at a fall show were on exhibition, and of a quality never before attained 
or surpassed, in which Mr. Tracey says were more strictly high-class birds 
than he ever before saw in a poultry show. In speaking of our First Cock 
at Syracuse, he says, “‘A. A. Carver of Seville, Ohio, sent a cock bird that 
attracted a world of attention, winning first in a walk. He was somewhat 
dark but had brilliancy to burn.” 
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To those who have ever seen this cock, we should say that he is up 
to the minute in color, and meets our ideals of today. Our ideals are and 
always have been for a dark bird, so long as we could get them rich even 
and lustrous, with velvety surface showing fineness of color, and not a 
chocolate brown dull color. 

We predict that it will take hereafter birds as dark as the Syracuse 
Cock to win in the big shows, and it will be well for the fancier to bring 
his ideals up to this rich dark color, providing it is of the right bloom, 
for like a pearl the Red of today is in a great measure valued by his luster, 
providing the standard type and other points are good. 

We find that such a bird as our Syracuse cock makes a wonderful 
breeder, and this bird is bringing for us this year the greatest crop of 
show birds ever on this farm; hence not only is this color up to the minute 
for the show but for the breeding pen. How fortunate it is that we have 
now a fowl so beautiful, and our ideals have brought us up to a point 
where we do not have to double mate our show birds to get them to re- 
- produce in color, both in males and females. How fortunate this is for 
the amateur who knows nothing about double mating. He can take up 
the breeding of Rhode Island Reds by obtaining ideal color and type and 
have success from the start, while with some breeds he would be lost in 
a confusion of cockerel matings, pullet matings, etc., etc. We tried and 
experimented for past several seasons with double matings, etc., to get 
results, but we find the old laws of nature. Best to the best brings the 
best, providing the laws of nature are followéd through the blood lines 
as well. 

The law of nature will not stand any deviation and we must stick 

closely to the text or we are lost. So it is with all sorts and forms of 
earthly growth, Nature is King, and to be in the King’s company, we 
must abide by his laws and edicts. The man who gets lost is he who 
Knows more than his King. In this respect the Rhode Island Red Club 
of America has been very fortunate, for if there was ever a club of good 
fellows working together in harmony, one for all and all for one, it is this 
Srab... 
We have all tried to be good winners and good loosers. We have 
stood by those who judge our birds honestly to a man. We have frowned 
on the dishonest judge and the shows that tolerate them. We have always 
had a hearty hand shake for the honest winner and the honest judge. For 
this one reason, we stand together as a man with our worthy Secretary, 
for we all know that under his stick, we get what is coming to us, no more 
and no less. To the brothers who are not with us, come in and help do 
your share towards advertising this great fowl, for in ‘‘Union there is 
Strength.’’ 
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Popularity of the Reds in the Pacific Northwest. 
(By OSCAR NELSON, Coeur d’Alene, Idaho.) 


In complying with the request of our Secretary to write an article 
on the Reds for the Red Hen Tales, I do not do so with the idea of adding 
too or subtracting from any new information regarding the Reds that is 
already submitted. I do it merely to tell, if I can, what we think of the 
Reds here in the Pacific Northwest. I have been judging poultry shows 
for the last five years. The Reds were popular when I first started out 
with the wand and some sceptical people told me their popularity could 
not last. Did it last? You had better believe it did. The Reds today 
are the most popular fowl in the Northwest. Take any show, little or 
big, and the Reds make up from one-fourth to one-third the show. And 
they are being bred to such a perfection now that it is no wonder the Red 
breeders are almost crazy over them. Let any poultry man go into Red 
ally at any of our better poultry shows out here and unless he is already 
married to another variety he will emerge a Red enthusiast. 

What is the reason for all this unbounded enthusiasm? They show 
well in the shows, but that alone would not make them popular. Let me 
tell you, they are the best little old chicken that ever came down the 
pike. They are hardy, lay well, are easy to raise and one of the finest 
table fowls. I am speaking for the Pacific Northwest now; it may be 
that a different climate such as too warm weather all the time would not 
be good for them, but such weather as we have here is perfectly agreeable 
to the Reds. I have bred over 20 other varieties and have dropped them 
all for the Reds. 
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Keeping an Accurate Record of My Rhode Island Reds. 


Have you ever had the experience of toe punching every chick during 
a hatching season and then in the fall after having lost a chick now and 
then during the summer, round up your chicks in the fall and wonder what 
has become of the chicks you hatched from a certain hen or pen. 

After this had happened to me I began to figure a way of keeping 
a record, whereby I could tell at any time how many chicks I had from 
any mating and also the total number of chicks on hand. 

At the time of setting my incubator or hen, as the case may be, I 
make out a card (like the one illustrated) drawing lines across same 
so as to make it all a mass of squares large enough so as to allow me to 
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fill out with the necessary figures. Across the top row I have a space for 
Pen No. 1, Pen No. 2, Pen No. 16, etc., using a column on the card for 
each lot of eggs. In the space below each I mark the number of eggs set 
from each pen or hen as the case may be and then at the extreme right 
mark the total number of eggs set. On this card I also mark the total 
cost of eggs set. When I test the eggs I note the number of eggs tested 
out from each pen, also total number of eggs tested out. When chicks 
are taken from the incubator I again mark in the next lower space the 
number of chicks hatched from each pen and the total number of chicks. 
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When I take chicks from incubator (in which all are hatched in pedi- 
- gree trays or baskets) I at once toe punch them. Then I take the card 
used during the hatch, turn it over and again divide same in columns as 
on previous side and at the top of each column draw a pair of chick feet 
and mark between the toes the mark just as this lot is punched, below 
this the pen or hen number and below this the number of each kind of 
chicks in each lot. Below this I leave a ruled space, in which I can keep 
track of the losses of chicks each week separately for the first four weeks. 
I then place this card right in the brooder, in which I put the lot of chicks. 

In case I find a dead chick I look at the toe punching and place a 
pencil mark in the column on card showing the same punching and accord- 
ing to the week in which the loss occurred. 
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While this matter is hard to explain by referring to the card (illus- 
trated herewith), I hope you will be able to get my idea clearly fixed in 
your mind. It takes more time to tell about this than it takes to fill out 
the card. Some people may say why go to so much bother, but I have 
found that it really saves time in looking up what I have accomplished 
at any time I want to refer to these cards. For instance when I place the 
eggs in the incubator I mark the date and generally the time of the day, 
A. M. or P. M., as well as the day of week, and then lay the card on the 
top of the incubator, where I can refer to it easily. 

By referring to my cards I can at any time tell how many eggs I have 
set from each pen or hen, can tell how the fertility runs, how the hatch 
runs, from any pen or hen, and in the brooder can tell how many losses 
I have from each pen or hen, how many losses I had in the first, second, 
third week, etc., the total chicks taken from the brooder. By saving these 
cards I can tell the total cost of all eggs set, percentage of fertility, 
losses, etc. 

Since doing this I have learned that in every case where fertility is 
poor, I always get a poor hatch, and also have heavy losses afterwards. 
If the eggs from a certain hen run poorly I can place her with a different 
male bird and if fertility does not improve then take out of the breeding 
pen at once. 

Another record I always keep, besides cost of feed, number of eggs 
laid and countless other things, is a record of the breeding of every bird 
I sell, a description of same as to color, etc., as well as the buyer’s name 
and address, so that in the future if wanted I can sell a bird to this party 
and give him one with the same or different breeding if wanted. 

Finally does it pay to go to all this bother of keeping records? I 
find it pays in many ways. I know just what I am doing at any time and 
have made a number of sales to people just because I could tell them the . 
exact breeding of my birds. I can sell birds and eggs to the same people 
at various times and give them just what they want. Finally I will say | 
that I have charged up every cent of expense to my Reds, given them 
credit for all receipts, and find that they have made good right from the 
start and making good to a greater extent every succeeding year, as con- 
cerns color, type, satisfaction to me, as well as in the number of dollars 
of profit to me, and lastly but by no least in the satisfaction to my cus- : 
tomers, ;

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Head Points of Rhode Island Reds. 


(By EM, HOBT,) 


Shakespeare says ‘‘I can easier teach twenty what were good to be 
done, than to be one of the twenty to follow mine own teaching,” or in 
other words, it is easier to tell the other fellow what to do than to do it 
yourself. 

I read with much interest in the September issue of the Rhode Island 
Journal the valuable articles in relation to ““MATING RHODE ISLAND 
REDS FOR COLOR” by I. W. Bean, the famous breeder of the well known 
Harvard Reds; ‘‘“MATING AND BREEDING FOR RHODE ISLAND RED 
SHAPE” by the enthusiastic fancier and able writer, Ira M. Crowther, 
and last but not least, “JUDGING RHODE ‘ISLAND REDS” by W. H. 
‘Card, one of the most prominent and well known judges of the breed. 
They each, in their articles on the above subjects, certainly hit the 
_ nail on the head and all breeders of both Rose and Single Combs can well 
profit by same, as all of their comments are valuable and aid greatly in 
the breeding, mating and selecting the Reds for the show room. 

It is with much diffidence that the writer attempts to enlarge upon 
the comments from the pens of such prominent writers of this comparative 
new but popular breed of birds. 

However, there is one important subject upon which it certainly is 
not only appropriate to discuss, but also to breed, and as to that, I refer 
to Head Points. 

These sections are very important, whether to the novice or veteran, 
as the comb, head, beak, eyes ‘and wattles count twenty-four in scale of 
points of all sections under the Standard, which only lacks one, of being 
one-fourth to make up the one hundred perfect points, to which we never 
arrive, but I have rarely, if ever, noticed articles written by prominent 
breeders covering or commenting on these sections, and it is as important 
to mate and breed to overcome defects in head points as any other, in- 
cluding color and shape in other sections. In fact, if our show specimens 
are deficient in head points, for instant, the Rose Comb having large, 
heavy and wide combs or as we sometimes put it, ‘‘a beef comb” or the 
Single Combs, heavy and lopped with uneven points or side sprigs, they 
should be heavily penalized by the judge, even if good in all other sections. 

If we use a male with a bad comb and light colored eyes, we can 
rest assured that those defects will crop out in their offspring and no 
matter how good in other sections, and what is much more unsightly in 
an exhibition specimen, than one having a top heavy or so-called ‘“‘beef 
comb” and light colored eyes, while all breeders know that such speci- 
mens do not conform to the Standard and such defects are very distasteful 
to the true fancier and he should discard the breeding of such birds and 
the genuine fancier will consign them to the block instead of selling them 
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to the novice, telling him that they are bred in the purple from “high 
flyers’? and may produce such. 

The writer well remembers of purchasing a so-called ‘‘first winner’’ 
from a prominent breeder of the Rose Comb Reds, for which a fancy price 
was paid with the understanding that he was ‘fit to win” in any ordinary 
show, but imagine my surprise, upon uncooping this ‘‘winner’’ (?) to find 
that he carried a big and heavy comb on the top of his head that looked 
like a flat piece of beef steak, so wide that it obstructed his eyesight, and 
this little so-called winning specimen, weighed five and one half pounds 
and the chances are, if he ever got up to weight, his comb would likely 
have doubled in size, and, as a breeder, was no better than a cull. 

One season I used a male, fine in every section, excepting his comb 
was a trifle large and a groove running diagonally through it, but on 
account of his line of breeding, he was placed at the head of one pen, but 
he stuck the same kind of a comb on at least seventy-five per cent. of his 
chicks and it takes too much time and expense to breed out such defects, 
when they can be obviated by discarding such breeders, and if the be- 
ginner and novice understands this, he can mate and breed to overcome 
such apparent defects, while we may all disagree to a certain extent on 
the color problem, as fanciers and judges both may differ on what may 
be brilliant red or rich red, as there are many different shades of red, 
which we may call either brilliant or rich, but when ‘outs’ are so plain 
and conspicuous, there is no excuse for using specimens possessing such. 

Any breeder can as well discern between such defects as he can be- 
tween right and wrong, but when we come down to the color question, 
then fanciers and judges may both disagree as to what one call the correct 
shade, but we can all breed from birds carrying good head points and 
easily follow the Standard without any misunderstanding or disagreement, 
and everyone who breeds for the fancy, should mate and breed specimens 
having these requisite points as well as correct in color and shape, as they 
are all important elements in production of fine specimens and should be 
taken into consideration by all fanciers who aim to improve the ‘‘Reds’’ 
and produce the best. 


Reds in Florida. 


In the ‘‘Land of Sunshine and Flowers’’ the Reds reign supreme as 
the most practical fowl for all people, including the fancier, for what 
other breed is so easy to put in show condition and at the same time 
producers of quick maturing broilers and friers and early fall and winter 
layers? And here it seems appropriate to say that in the preparation of 
fried chicken the old Florida negro ‘‘Mammy” stands without a peer and 
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many similar statements are given in the accounts of more able writers 
of their visits to Florida. 
In a climate so enervating as this, all poultry are inclined to become 


indolent, but, owing to a game cross in their early origin, the Reds re- 


main vigorous and active which is so essential to fertile eggs and strong, 
healthy chicks. baat 

To best demonstrate their greater activity, one should visit a plant, 
where both Reds and other so-called all purpose breeds are kept, and a 
glance will suffice to impress the onlookers with the superiority of the 
Reds in this respect. 

Before migrating to Florida we kept several of the American breeds 
at our Northern home and all paid their upkeep and left some pin money, 
but these same breeds when tried here soon changed from energetic 
workers to the worst drones. Therefore in the last three years we have 
eliminated all breeds in the American class except the Reds from our 
yards. 

From Chickhood to Marketdom, all along the line, the Reds have 
demonstrated to us their greater worth as an all purpose breed, a few 
instances of which we will note as they come to us: 

First—During our hatching time Florida has its rainy season and 
at this time their little Mediterranean Cousins droop their wings, cease 
to grow, and sometimes die, but the baby Reds when well housed and 
cared for give their usual healthy chirp and show no ill effects whatever 
from ‘the bad weather. 

Second—When the broiler stage is reached in their development 
their excellent quality commands a price of at least three cents per pound 
higher than the average price. The Pullets saved for layers are develop- 
ing quite rapidly now and prospects look good for eggs and plenty of them 


in a few short months. 


Third—In early fall these pullets saved for late fall and winter layers 
molt quickly and are in excellent condition for the winter trade when 
eggs bring their best prices owing to the great influx of Northern tourists 
who annually spend their winters in Florida to escape the rigors and 
dangers of the cold weather at home. 

Fourth—We are continually hearing, ‘‘Kill the two-year-old hen, she 
is past her usefulness.” This is no doubt true of most breeds, but is 
emphatically contradicted by our third pen of last season. This pen, com- 
posed of eight females of two and three years of age, made an average of 
one hundred and seventy-three eggs each for the season. Government 
Statistics show that the average American hen lays but sixty eggs per year. 

Fifth—tThe above record was made with no other range than a twenty 
by eighty foot run which demonstrates their adaptibility to confinement. 

Sixth—Lastly when their days of usefulness are o’er their plump 
yellow carcasses find a ready market and one sale generally leads to many 
others, as all discriminating people easily recognize the excellence of the 
Reds as a table fowl. 
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We might also mention that the pullets lay quite as early as those 
of the Mediterranean breeds and to substantiate this statement we cite 
the experience of two of our customers last season whose pullets laid their 
first egg at 159 and 162 days respectively. 

Thanking Secretary Card for his invitation to write an article on 
‘Reds in Florida,’’ and trusting that we have not entirely disappointed 
him, we will close by saying to our fellow poultrymen of Florida and the 
North as well, You cannot go amiss in breeding Reds and if well kept 
they will keep you. |

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A Few Words of Comment on Articles of Interest to Red 
Breeders. 


(Which have been published in the poultry press during the past few 
months. By HAROLD TOMPKINS.) 


In addressing a few words to my fellow members of the Rhode Island 
Red Club of America, I would like to call attention to the rapid strides 
made in producing the even surface color which we all desire. 

In most every show room nowadays we see plenty of these smooth, 
even colored birds with now and then a little type thrown in. 

Now while I am a true lover of Reds, as they were meant to be by. 
those who started them and made them what they are today, I firmly 
believe that there is no need to sacrifice type for color or color for type, 
but think every breeder should insist on our judges combining these two 
qualifications in the winners of that breed which has never seen an equal. 

We see in the poultry press a lot of reading matter from the leading 
breeders headed ‘‘Plea for Type or Plea for Color,’ but after being con- 
nected with Reds for the past fifteen years and over, I can say from 
experience that it is the man who always combines these two main qual- 
ifications that can show an even colored flock of true typed Rhode Island 
Reds, and it takes a few years of line breeding to produce a flock that 
will run even in both respects. 

Another matter which has received a great deal of attention in one 
of our leading journals during the past summer is the mating of both 
R. C. and S. C. in the same breeding pen. 

While some certain few may have had some success in so doing, I 
fail to see the benefit obtained by the general public in trying it out, for 
while phenomenal results might come in one season it is the line breed- 
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ing which counts in the long run in producing a flock of birds that run 
to requirements. 

One thing that I have noted in going over the different strings in 
the show room is that the fellow who is producing his good ones by ‘“‘Safe 
and Sane”? methods is the one who is showing the most uniform string, 
and not several types and colors among his own string. 

To the older breeder, who has his methods firmly established, there 
is no need of saying much, but to the beginner goes the credit of making 
the Reds as popular as they are today, for without the beginner, the ex- 
tensive poultry plants which are now carrying Reds almost exclusively, 
would have to invent some new breed to make their plants pay. 

It is to the beginner that I would give the following advice: Start 
with birds from straight line bred stock, and select breeders each season 
with due regards to type and color, and in this manner your task of land- 
ing high honors in the show room will be materially lessened in the years 
to come. 
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The Good Old Utility Red. 


The Red as a utility fowl has certainly had a checkered career. . It 
started out auspiciously when old Capt. Tripp and his rival friend, John 
Macomber, began a poultry crazy quilt back in the 50’s. And yet was it 
acrazy quilt? Was it not more in the nature of proof that science is really 
only sanctified common sense? For these two unlettered men, probably 
not at all conversant with the principles of scientific breeding, developed 
the leading utility fowl of the times simply by clearly getting in mind what 
they were aiming at and then going to the several breeds and taking what 
they wanted and stirring it up in their melting pot, evolving the present 
Red. As Kipling has said: 


‘When ’Omer smote ’is bloomin’ lyre; 
"E ’eard men sing by land an’ sea, 
An’ what ’e thought.’e might require, 

"E went an’ took, the same as me.”’ 


So did old Capt. Tripp and if he did not develop an ideal poem like 
old Homer, at least he did give us an ideal fowl. 

The next episode in the life of the breed was when the color became 
more standard and the fancier’s eye caught it. The true fancier is an 
artist and a poet, although he may do you bodily injury if you call him 
those hard names. But he is, just the same. He has the artist’s eye for 
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symmetry, for color, for harmony of detail, and he is like Homer and old 
Capt. Tripp. in that what he thinks he may require he goes and takes, a 
kind of ethical larceny, so to speak. He went and took: the Red and 
after giving a vote of praise to the old Captain, it seems to me that we 
should give one to the fancier, for he developed the richest, warmest and 
most beautifully proportioned of all birds. In fact so efficient was his 
work that it seemed for a time that the breed would be a fancier’s bird 
purely and simply. But this only seemed so because of a popular fallacy, 
another proof that the public is always wrong, that because a bird was 
beautifully colored it could not lay! The quicker we disabuse ourselves 
of this fact the sooner we will approach the truth, for some of the richest 
colored Reds today are the best layers. 

The third episode in the life of the breed is still episoding, so to speak, 
in that the pendulum has swung back. First it was all utility, then it was 
fancy first and utility second, now it is utility and fancy hand in hand, 
for the Red is most highly appreciated today because it is the ideal em- 
bodiment of the business hen, and if you doubt that the little business 
hen is a large factor in what is called big business today, get the statistics 
and they will surprise you. We find the Reds today laying the most eggs 
and the most in winter, we find them winning at laying contests and also 
find their eggs placed first in egg exhibits, we find them winning as dressed 
birds and we find more and more profitable poultry plants today breeding 
them. And with all that, if you walk down Red Alley at any show, just 
count the number of exhibits of Reds and then count any other breed. 
Just do it for amusement at two or three shows and the result will in- 
terest you. 

But pride goeth before a fall and a haughty spirit before destruction, 
and that comes from higher authority than Kipling or even old Homer. 
So let us not blind ourselves by well deserved praise into seeing the beau- 
tiful sunset so hard that we step into the puddie. Let us realize that only 
by hitching our chariot to a star can we keep our ideals up and let us see 
what improvement we can now make in the utility side of the bird. 

In the first place the Red is now a good winter bird. That alone 
shows its leaning in that direction, and I for one think that the time has’ 
come when we should concentrate our minds and effort not so much on 
getting more eggs the year round, but on getting more in the winter 
months. It would be childish to take the reader’s time trying to show 
how much more desirable winter eggs are than summer eggs, mere men- 
tion carrying its own proof. How simply this desirable end can be 
reached! Simply harking back to old sanctified common sense Tripp and 
taking what we think we may require! Just living among our birds from 
day to day, trapnesting them and breeding from those who are the best 
performers. If we cannot trapnest because we have not the time or facili- 
ties, still a man who loves his birds knows them by their first names. He 
knows the biddy who was on the nest through November and December 
and January, and it is a simple matter to pick her up some day and put 
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‘ a little celluloid band on her and breed from her. Probably if you told 
him he was scientifically breeding he would have the law on you for 
calling him out of his name, but it is the truth, just the same. Now if that 
man will breed his heaviest winter laying hen to a cockerel, who is also 
out of one of his heaviest laying, winter laying, hens, and then will breed 
the best cockerel of that mating back to the dam he will fix the heavy 
winter laying quality and in the chicks will have some from which he can 
choose the best winter layers and repeat the performance. The weeding 
out of the drones is as important as the selection of the workers. In each 
flock there is probably a small proportion of hens that may lay a ridicu- 
lously small number of eggs and those few in the spring breeding season, 
and unless they are weeded out they may be the very ones whose eggs 
you breed from. 

A great deal has been said about the broodiness of Reds, most of it 
pure nonsense by non-thinkers, for a heavy winter laying Red, who has 
done her duty laying in the winter, is ready to do her other duty and per- 
petuate her species just about the time some of the non-winter working 
breeds get busy. So Mr. Farmer goes out in the spring to decimate his 
_ flock and what does he take? Why of course the broodies in the break- 

ing up coop and by carefully manicuring them around the Adam’s apple 
he proceeds to kill off the flower of his winter layers! Then contentedly 
he breeds from the non-winter workers and in the end he gets a plentiful 
supply of eggs around the Fourth of July when even a wooden hen would 
lay a pine knot! It is well to breed away from broodiness till it is evenly 
balanced, and it is necessary that some breeders should breed away from 
it strenuously in order to supply stock to those who have not the time 
to breed away from it, but to kill off the broodies in the spring is little 
less than murder. 

The same selective breeding that will develop the winter egg pro- 
pensity will develop and intensify other already desirable traits in the 
Red. Those who eat pheasants know the fine full breast they have and 
the same is true of some of the game breeds. The Red can be developed 
the same way simply by line breeding. In fact it is simply remarkable 
what can be done in that line. By breeding from birds with fullest breasts 
and mating them to males from birds with fullest breasts and themselves 
having fullest breasts—but why go farther? A child can reason it out. 
It is simply a matter of putting known principles into execution, and if 
as many had put these principles into execution as have put the poor win- 
ter laying and summer broody hen into execution the breed would be even 
more popular today. 3 

The main thing to remember is to go back and consider old Capt. 
Tripp. ‘‘And what he thought he might require he went and took.’’ Go 
thou and do likewise. Do you admire a properly shaped Red? All right 
then, breed from them and to that standard. Do you like a fresh egg in 
December, by which is not meant one so “fresh” that it rises and smites 
your nostrils? Very well, then, take the trouble to breed from birds that do 
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lay in the winter. Do you dislike knock kneed, long beaked, camel necked, 
anaemic birds? So much the better. Then do not use that kind of a male 
nor breed from that kind of a female. It is all in the individual breeder’s 
hand. He can develop a flock into something far better or he can run it 
out in a very short time. Of course the hardest thing most folks do is to 
think. They would rather work and to develop either the fancy or utility 
end of any breed takes thought and plenty of it. Happy the man who to 
‘‘And what he thought he might require he went and took” can add “‘the 
same as me.”’ 

In poultry farming the same rule applies as in character farming, 
‘‘Whatsoever ye sow that shall ye also reap.’’ Let us breed up.

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SHAPE. 
Its Importance in the Breeding Pen. 


Shape (or type) is the bird in hand while color still flits about the 
bush. Color is that will-o-the-wisp that keeps us on our toes. Shape 
allows us to sit back and view with complacency sur wonderful (?) 
achievements in leading nature. 

Some, who do not produce standard color with consistency, make a 
loud holler about shape, presumably for commercial reasons. When you 
find a man entertaining himself and a few beginners, talking about the 
Type of his birds and emphasizing its importance over Color, look him 
up and see what degree of success has rewarded his efforts in producing 
the right color. 

It may be that even the eyes of his birds are yellow. 

In a little booklet, descriptive of my birds, which I issued last spring, 
I made the statement “‘Type is easy—-any amateur can breed Type,”’ ex- 
pecting a flood of criticism. Much to my surprise, however, I have received 
instead, congratulations for having the ‘“‘nerve to pull such a bone’’ accord- 
ing to the consensus of prevailing “dope.’’ As a matter of fact, I strongly 
suspect it was my position on this question which brought from our 
hustling Secretary, who knows me as a “‘Colorist’’ an invitation to make 
Shape the theme of an article for RED HEN TALES. 

One whose command of our language ‘‘as she is spoke’ was some- 
what limited once said to me ‘“‘One hand bird is worth two bush birds.”’ 
This statement applies conversely to Shape and Color, except that the ratio 
is wrong. I would say rather, that in actual value to a breeder, one color 
bird is worth a whole road full of Shape birds. 

I very well remember one Sunday about twelve years ago when the 
late Dr. Aldrich in company with Colonel Bryant came to my place to 
look over my REDS. I had then been breeding Reds only two or three 
years. The REDS of the earlier days were of pretty good type generally, 
but. the color was so crude that I was thinking of little else than how to 
get rid of yellow necks, bronze tails, and smut and white in under color 
which were so aggravatingly prominent instead of the rich, dark, brilliant, 
solid and harmonious RED of my dreams. In looking over a bunch of 
fifty cockerels which I had reserved for breeding and sale (having dis- 
carded the worst), the good doctor with a merry twinkle in his eye, re- 
marked that he “liked their long backs and good shape.’’ I would have 
been better pleased had he singled out even one bird and commended his 
color. 

Sensation won first and Color Special at both Madison Square Garden 
and Boston, and his blood is today in most of the best rose combs of the 
country. 

Surprise, from the same flock and similarly bred, won second and 
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Shape Special at the same Garden show, and the following year won first 
‘Cock and Shape Special at Boston. Did anyone ever hear that he had 
founded a great family of winners? 

Color must be given first importance, abso-complete-lutely first if 
we would make progress. Shape may be safely left until color is definitely 
fixed. By this I do not mean that we should ignore Shape altogether, but 
rather that a bird of superlative color, though deficient in shape need not 
be discarded in breeding as it should be easy to find mates for such a bird, 
having at least fair shape and as has been shown by the Dr. Aldrich inci- 
dent, true Rhode Island Red Shape is in the ancestry of the breed. Being 
latent it is readily developed whenever the individuals are moderately good 
in that requirement, while many, perhaps most, flocks are deficient in the 
real standard, dark, brilliant RED color. 

Important in the shape of a Rhode Island Red are a long (indefinitely 
long) back, straight and fairly broad; tail carried at the proper angle, or 
lower and well spread; legs well apart; breast full and well rounded. 
Good bone, apparent vigor and horizontal carriage, while perhaps not 
strictly shape yet are important to a full appreciation of shape. 

The standard description which requires the breast to meet a per- 
pendicular dropped from the base of the beak merely expresses the natural 
way an alert, healthy, vigorous bird carries the head—always projected 
slightly forward, typifying activity. Shape is easily defined and equally 
easy to recognize, but its importance as compared to color IN A BREED- 
ING BIRD has been greatly exaggerated. 

My friend Crowther, in a recent plea for shape, among other things 
says, ““Remember, the hardest task is to get the birds to start with, also 

; Keep these words before you all the time—broad, long 
ana fieen. A bird of that type is sure to have vigor and to give you type.”’ 
Well, friend Crowther may be right. He ought to know. He has been 
breeding for type and talking type for a long time while I have been breed- 
ing for color, yet getting so much type in my birds that I rather fancied 
it was not much of a problem, though not quite as easy as friend Crowther 
says. Still, he may be right—probably is. Anyway, friend Crowther has - 
strengthened my conviction that it is not worth while to worry much about 
type while color continues to be a real problem. 

Most sane judges are disposed to favor the bird that is “There with 
the color.” This is as it should be, but is confusing to beginners who have 
been taught to look upon shape as paramount and color is incidental. 

Judge Card has written that as much can be accomplished in three 
years’ breeding for shape as in ten years of color striving. It is my ex- 
perience that two generations can produce as great improvement in shape 
as is possible in a decade of color breeding. 

We should never lose sight of shape, but those who subordinate it 
to color have made the real progress, not only in Rhode Island Reds, but 
in other breeds as well.

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REDS IN NORTH DAKOTA. 


When the average Eastern man wishes to mention a country, that is 
supposed to be as cold as Siberia. it is not unusual for him to think of 
North Dakota. Stories printed in Eastern papers regarding snowstorms 
and cold weather, which, in almost every case, are exaggerated, are the 
causes. Many people think that North Dakota is a part of the Great Amer- 
ican Desert. Nothing could be more untrue. With the United States 
record wheat crop of over one billion bushels, North Dakota, with about 
six hundred thousand people, raised one-seventh of that great crop. We 
raise a great many things besides wheat, but this crop alone would pro- 
duce two hundred and fifty dollars for every man; woman and child in the 
state. The whole western half of this large state is underlaid with lignite 
coal, and government surveys show that we have more coal than any of 
the Eastern States. You may think that I am in the real estate business, 
but this is not true. I have lived in the state for nineteen years and have 
a good idea of its resources and its future. People who know of our 
boosting qualities sometimes tell a story that runs as follows: ‘‘A ship 
on the ocean had struck an iceberg and was sinking very rapidly. The 
people were very much excited and some one suggested-that they should 
find a minister and have him pray. None could be found and it was sug- 
gested that some one get up and say ‘something.’ Finally a man came to 
the front and stepped up on a chair and said, ‘No one else seems to have 
anything to say, and, if there are no objections, I would like to say ‘some- 
thing about’ North Dakota.’ ”’ 

This article is suppose to say something about Reds. This breed has 
been growing in popularity in North Dakota and we now have several good 
strains of both Single and Rose Comb Reds. Our air is very dry and seems 
to produce fine strong birds. Our longest days are in June when daylight 
appears at about three o’clock and it is not dark at ten o’clock. Bright 
sunshine and long days bring the youngsters on in good shape and they 
seem to mature very rapidly. There is as much difference in opinion about 
the proper color of Reds and other points as you will find in other places. 
The place that the Reds are really making good is on the farms, it being 
found that they produce eggs as well as meat, and the farm Reds are in- 
creasing very fast. 

Our Rhode Island Red Club is a rather recent affair, but I think when 
the list of members is published, it will be found to make a good showing. 
Our annual show will be held in Fargo on January 31st to February 5th, 
and we expect several hundred Reds. We have found that belonging to 
the Club is going to cause many men to exhibit who have not done so 
before. We have heard many expressions regarding the surface color 
diagram given by Mr. Card in the 1914-15 year book. I believe that the 
value of this article to the beginner cannot be estimated, and it is also 
of value to the man who thinks he knows all about Reds. We believe that 
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there are birds in North Dakota that would have a good chance of winning 
in the larger shows, but their owners have not got up courage enough to 
enter them. We feel sure that Reds are going to grow in popularity in 
the state and that the Rhode Island Red Club of America will be entitled 
to a large part of the credit for these results. 


Why Reds Are the Most Popular Breed of Today. 


Having bred many varieties of chickens in our time, including White, 
Brown and Buff Leghorns; Barred and White Rocks; Light Brahmas and 
White Wyandottes, we believe that as a utility breed there is not one that 
will equal the Reds, inheriting the strong vitality of the game she is able 
to resist the diseases which other breeds are prone to succumb to. Then 
being a prolific layer she brings in the dimes and dollars, and is equal to 
any other breed as a meal fowl. But after all it is to the Fancier that she 
appeals most. Who is there that does not think red a beautiful color? 
Even the baby will reach its little hands for the bright red playthings 
and most of us have heard the older people tell, how proud the little boy 
used to be of his first pair of red topped boots. We might name numerous 
things which appeal to children, such as the red sled to the boy, the red 
hair ribbon to the girl. Then there is the beautiful red rose, the emblem 
of love. So it is with the true chicken Fancier, he not only admirers his 
flock of Reds, but he loves them. Most people admire the bright things 
in this life, true there are a few who seem to like the dark, dull things, 
and to be gloomy and sad. Then coming back to the chicken world what 
is brighter and more beautiful than a flock of rich, brilliant Reds, and what 
will chase the cares of life away more than to sit and watch your birds, 
noting each change in their plumage, as they grow nearer the standard 
of perfection. At the official A. P. A. show for the state of Arizona, which 
was held at Prescott October 21 to 23, 1915, out of 450 birds that 
were cooped, seventy-three of these were S. C. R. R. Reds, this being 
by far the greatest number shown of any one breed. W.M. Wood, Super- 
intendent of the poultry department, in giving his report of the show, 
said: “The display of Single Comb Rhode Island Reds was the sensation 
of the show. They occupied the most of the entire central portion of the 
show room, and were continually surrounded by admirers of this popular 
breed.”’

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Constitution. 
ARTICLE I. 


Name. 
The name of this Club shall be the Rhode Island Red Club of America. 


ARTICLE II. 
Object. 


The object of this Club shall be to promote the interests of Rhode 
Island Red fowl; to encourage breeders to adopt the true type and color; 
and to maintain a uniformity in judging. 


ARTICLE III. 
Officers and Their Duties. 


Section 1. The officers of this.Club shall be a President, a Vice Presi- 
dent, a Secretary-Treasurer and an Election Commissioner. 

Sec. 2. The management of the affairs of this Club shall be vested 
in the hands of an Executive Committee which shall consist of the Presi- 
dent, the Vice President, the Secretary-Treasurer and nine other members. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the President to preside at all meet- 
ings of the Club and of the Executive Committee. He shall call a meeting 
of the Executive Committee when in his judgment such meeting is neces- 
sary, or upon written request signed by four members of said committee. 
He shall call a special meeting of the Club when requested to by a vote 
of the Executive Committee, or upon written request signed by fifty mem- 
bers of the Club representing at least five states. He shall audit all bills 
against the Club before their payment. The term of office of the Presi- 
dent shall be one year. In case of a vacancy in this office it shall be filled 
for the unexpired term by the Vice President. 

Sec. 4. The Vice President shall perform all the duties of the Presi- 
dent in his absence. He shall hold office one year. 

Sec. 5. In the absence of the President and Vice President, a mem- 
ber of the Executive Committee shall preside. 

Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of the Secretary-Treasurer to keep an 
accurate record of all meetings of the Club and of the Executive Com- 
mittee. He shall keep an accurate list of the members, shall conduct all 
correspondence of the Club and shall execute such other writings for the 
Club as he may be directed to do by the President or by a vote of the 
Executive Committee. 

He shall have charge of the financés of the Club and shall keep the 
books necessary to show the exact pecuniary condition of the Club. He 
shall collect all dues and other resources and shall pay all bills that have 
been audited and approved by the President. He shall present to the 
Club at its annual meeting a written report showing its progress, develop- 
ment and accomplishments, and its financial condition during the year 
last past. He shall receive a yearly pay of $250. He shall hold office 
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.for one year. In case of a vacancy in this office, it shall be filled for the 
unexpired term by the Executive Committee. 

Sec. 7. The nine members of the Executive Committee shall be 
elected the first year after the adoption of this section as follows: Three 
for the term of three years, three for the term of two years, and three for 
the term of one year. Three members of the committee shall be elected 
annually thereafter. On the first election the three candidates receiving 
the highest number of votes shall be declared elected for the three year 
term, the three receiving the next highest number of votes for the two 
year term, and the next three for the one year term. 

The Executive Committee shall have entire management and control 
of the affairs of the Club and shall make or authorize any and all neces- 
sary contracts, subject only to such action as may be taken by the Club. 
They may meet as hereinbefore provided and five members present shall 
constitute a quorum, one of whom must be an officer and act as Chairman. 
They may offer prizes as hereinafter provided. They shall audit or cause 
to be audited the Secretary-Treasurer’s books at the end of the financial 
year and report at the annual meeting. They shall publish each fall a 
revised edition of a Club annual known as Red Hen Tales. A vacancy 
on the Executive Committee shall be filled for the unexpired term by said 
committee. 

Sec. 8. The Election Commissioner shall be elected by a majority 
vote at each annual meeting of the Club. 

On the first Tuesday of September of each year the Election Com- 
missioner shall mail to the address of each member of the Club a printed 
nominating ballot blank, naming the officers to be elected; the nominat- 
ing ballots to be returnable within thirty days and to be signed by the 
member whose vote it represents, 

On receiving and counting the nominating ballots the Election Pec 
missioner shall ascertain by mail who among the three candidates for each 
office receiving the highest number of votes, are willing to stand for elec- 
tion, informing each candidate of the number of votes cast for him and 
for each of the other nominees thus honored for the same office. 

On receiving authority to formally announce the various successful 
nominees, the Election Commissioner shall, within thirty days of the 
counting of the nominating ballots, mail printed election blanks to all 
Club members, said election blanks to be returnable within thirty days. 
The names and residences of all candidates to be voted for shall be printed 
on the ballot, and opposite each name a square shall be printed. The. 
ballot shall contain full instructions for the guidance of voters as to the 
manner of marking. 

Exactly thirty days after the mailing of the election ballots, the 
Election Commissioner shall count all votes received by him in the form 
of printed ballots that are properly marked and legibly signed by Club 
members entitled to cast the Same, and shall immediately notify the officers. 
of their election. 
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: The counting of election ballots shall take place at a specified place ~ 
and hour, which shall be announced on the printed ballot blanks mailed 
to each member, and each candidate shall have the right to be present in 
person or by an accredited representative to witness the counting of all 
ballots. No vote shall be counted except those cast upon the official ballot. 
No ballot shall be counted that is in any way changed or tampered with, 
or has anything pasted upon it. No change may be made in a ballot once 
cast, even by the member casting such ballot. 

Sec. 8. Officers of the Club shall hold their respective offices until 
their successors are elected and accept their positions. The terms of 
newly elected officers shall commence the first day of May following such 
election. 


ARTICLE IV. 
Members. 


Section 1. Application for membership must be made in writing and 
forwarded to the Secretary together with membership fee. A candidate ~ 
is admitted by a majority vote of any Executive Committee meeting or of 
the annual Club meeting. Should the applicant be rejected, his member- 
ship fee will be returned. 

Sec. 2. An application rejected at any meeting cannot be voted upon 
again until the next annual Club meeting. 

Sec. 3. Any member may withdraw from the Club by giving written 
notice of his resignation to the Secretary, provided that such member shall 
have discharged all his obligations to the Club and there are no charges 
pending against him. 

Sec. 4. Any member of the Club who shall be deemed guilty of con- 
duct derogatory to the Club may be suspended from membership or be 
expelled from the Club by a majority vote of the Executive Committee, 
ten days’ previous notice in writing having been given to the member with 
a copy of the charges preferred against him, and an opportunity given 
him to be heard thereon. A member thus expelled may appeal to the 
next annual meeting, and the vote thereat shall be final. 


ARTICLE V. 
Meetings and Elections. 


Section 1. There shall be an annual meeting of the members of the 
Club, the time and place of holding which shall be determined by the 
Executive Committee. — 

Sec. 2. Twenty-five members shall constitute a quorum. 

See. 3. No member shall be allowed to vote or have a voice in a 
meeting unless he is in good standing with the Club. This means that 
his dues must be paid up and that there are no charge pending against 
him, but should not be construed as meaning to bar a person from de- 
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fending himself against preferred charges when he has been summoned 
to the meeting for that purpose. 

Sec. 4. All officers shall be elected by ballot and the one receiving 
the highest number of votes shall be declared elected, except the Secretary- 
Treasurer, who shall be appointed by the Executive Committee, and he 
shall be subject to dismissal by said Executive Committee at any time 
his conduct is such as to warrant his removal from office. Said Secretary- 
Treasurer must be placed under bonds of not less than $1,000 yearly with 
some reliable bonding company. Said bond premium to be paid by the 
Club. 

Sec. 5. Special Club meetings and Executive Committee meetings 
may be held as hereinbefore provided. 

Sec. 6. No state shall be entitled to more than one member on the 
Executive Committee. 


ARTICLE VI. 


Dues. 


Section 1. The financial year shall end on the first day of May of 
each year. 

Sec, 2. The membership fee shall be $1.00 which carries the appli- 
cant’s membership to the following May ist. Except were applicants join 
between the dates of March 1st and May Ist, they shall be given a mem- 
bership card for the following calendar year. 

Sec. 3. The annual dues shall be $1.00, payable May ist of each 
year, for the ensuing fiscal year. Any member who has not paid his dues 
by the first day of July following shall receive a warning notice, and if 
his remittance is not received by August ist the Secretary shall drop his 
hame from the membership roll. 

Sec. 4. April 1st of each year the Secretary shall notify each mem- 
ber of the Club that his dues are payable the first of the following month. 


ARTICLE VII. 


Prizes. 


Section 1. The Executive Committee shall have the power to offer 
prizes out of the funds of the Club, and these prizes shall be of four 
classes as follows: 

Sec. 2. The first class shall be the Annual Club Prize which may 
be a trophy cup or cups, or cash, or both, and which shall be offered in 
three sections of the country at some reputable poultry show. The 
western prize shall be offered west of the east boundary of Ohio and 
north of the north boundary of Tennessee. The southern prize shall be 
offered south of the south boundary of Kentucky and east of the Mississippi 
River or in some state south of the south boundary of Pennsylvania and 
east of the Ohio River. The eastern prize shall be offered east of the 
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east boundary of Ohio and north of the north boundary of Maryland. 
Any member of the Club in good standing may compete for these prizes. 

Sec. 3. The second class shall be the State Cup. This may be offered. 
at some representative show in each state where we have ten members in 
good standing. This cup is to be competed for only by Club members. 
residing in the state in which it is offered, and is offered for the best 
display of either variety; first prize to count five points, second prize 
to count three points, third prize to count two points, fourth prize to count. 
one point. In case of a tie the member showing the largest entry shall be 
awarded the cup. In states having a branch organization, this cup shall 
be forwarded to the Secretary of such branch and shall be placed by him 
and the President of such branch at whatever show they consider will be 
the most representative in their respective state. In states not having 
a branch organization, but having ten or more members, the State Cup 
may be placed by the Club Secretary and the State Secretary together. 
States having thirty or more members are entitled to two cups which are 
to be awarded the same as above with the exception that one cup shall be 
awarded to the rose-comb string winning the highest number of points, 
and the other cup to the single-comb string winning the highest number 
of points. Both cups must be offered at the same show. 

Sec. 4. The third class shall be Club Badges for special shape and 
color. These shall be furnished shows applying for them by the Secre- 
tary, who shall use his judgment in donating the same. Any member 
of the Club in good standing may compete for these badges. 

Sec. 5. The Executive Committee may also offer prizes at their 
discretion. 

Sec. 6. In order to compete for any of the above prizes, a member 
must be able to show his membership card for the calendar year in which 
the: prizes are offered. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


State Branches. 


Section 1. In states where our membership numbers ten or more,. 
members may organize a State Branch and shall elect a President and. 
a Secretary and such other officers as they may deem necessary. 

Sec. 2. Such elections may be held by meeting or by mail. 

Sec. 3. The Secretary of each state branch shall be the official with 
such state. 

Sec. 4. State branches may form their own Constitution or By-Laws,. 
but these shall in nowise conflict with the rules and regulations of the: 
parent Club. 

Sec. 5. When the members in a state have organized their Secre-. 
tary shall communicate the fact to the Club Secretary and inclose there- 
with a copy of their rules or laws. The Club Secretary shall, in turn, 
if the organization has been in strict conformity with the rules and regu--

lations of the parent Club, forward to said Secretary a certificate signed 
by the President and the Secretary of the parent Club, acknowledging 
such state branch to be properly organized and to be a part of the parent 
Club. 

Sec. 6. State branches may send a delegate to Club meetings, who 
shall have one vote for each ten members of his branch who are Speen 
from such meeting. 

Sec. 7. No person can become a member of any state branch until 
he has first joined the parent Club and has paid his membership fee 
thereto. 

Sec. 8. No person shall continue to be a member of any state 
branch after he has ceased to be a member of the parent Club. 

Sec. 9. The parent Club shall not inflict any dues, taxes or assess- 
ments upon the members of the state branches as such. 

Sec. 10. State branches and their entire organization shall at all 
times be amenable to the parent Club. 

Sec. 11. States having less than ten members and states having, 
more than ten members, but who have failed to organize a state branch, 
shall have a state Secretary appointed from among their number by the 
Executive Committee, who shall look after the affairs of the Club in whom 
the Club Secretary will do business pertaining to his respective state. 


ARTICLE IX, 


Amendments. 


Section 1. This Constitution and By-laws may be amended or ap- 
pealed by not less than a three-fourths vote at the annual Club meeting 
or by the same at a special meeting, thirty days’ notice having been sent 
to the members by the Secretary.

RETROSPECTION 


In looking over copies of past issues of the Red Hen Tales from 
1906 to the present time and reading the articles contained therein, I 
note particularly that Stamina, Vigor and Capacity are the big thoughts 
in R. I. Red breeding with color and type, seemingly secondary factors 
This is but natural as the originator William Tripp sought first Stamina 
and Vigoi, nevertheless believing that the brilliant red color was the 
“high ‘sign’? of virility and strength and extraordinary productiveness. 
The history of the breed reveals the clear foresight of Mr. Tripp in 
building for the future as well as his keen insight into the deeper 
problems of advanced prepotency in breeding live stock; but his method 
was complete out-breeding while the latter-day saints of R. I. Red-dom 
believe in in- -breeding, as the study today with the breed is to improve 
color and fasten and fix the type, but the solid foundation formed by 
Mr. Tripp in his many years of out- -breeding evoluted a breed of 
such great vigor that ten years of continued in-breeding for color and 
type has not shown any deterioration in virility and productiveness 
yet with tremendous advance in uniformity of ‘ype and color in the 
oldest and best strains of the breed. 


In the 1906 Red Hen Tales are articles by the late Dr. “igich and. 
Colonel Bryant which show the trend of opinion toward the better bird 
of uniformity in color and type. The keenness of Mr. Tripp’s. far- 
sightedness, fully equalled by the visions of these two great men in 
R I. Red history who not only spent their time but much. of their 
world’s goods to advance this, their chosen favorite. The thought of the 


| early breeders of R. I. Reds who sought uniformity of color and. type was 


not far removed from the ideas of today. In the early days it was the 
even colored individual, today, it is the even colored strains; the first 
to appear was the even colored male and ten years ago a premium of 
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high merit was on an even colored female. But today, the female of even 
color whether pullet or hen, fills every cage in our best shows; but color has 
not changed to any great extent, the even colored individual of today 
is of no better color than the even colored individual of ten years ago. 
But in 1906 the even colored bird was a rare and valuable specimen 
whereas today the uneven bird is the exception with the grand brilliancy 
of surface plumage indicating that stamina and vigor are still the big 
factors even though methods of breeding have been radically changed. 
As I read over the articles from year book to year book I note the 
praises of song and story and the abundant enthusiasm of the many 
writers, then glancing through the 1916 book I still find in the list of 
nembers many names of those enthusiasts of auld lang syne, some of 
them still bubble the red enthusiasm of yore, others are as strafigers 
to the younger generation of Red breeders. Nevertheless, what the old 
boys might write today in comparing the bird. of yesterday with the bird 
of today would be among the most interesting chapters of R. I. Red 
history and now that the Club has an official news organ, (The R. I. 
Red Journal of Waverly, Iowa.) we of the present invite the aforesaid 
old timers to reminesce a bit through the columns of our worthy paper. 


Now that there appears strong indications of a solid Red fraternity, 
it seems opportune to cite herein an article written by Reese V. Hicks 
in the 1909 Red Hen Tales and the thoughts it contains are worth ail 
consideration by every breeder of Reds who desires for their greatest 
benefit and advancement. 


Disadvantages of More Than One Club. 


The question is frequently asked nowadays ‘‘Are the specialty clubs 
becoming too numerous?”’ | 

So far as Rhode Island Reds are concerned, I am confident that the 
three clubs will tend to weaken rather than strengthen the popularity of 
the breed. That is a broad and, you may think, a bold assertion, but-a 
careful analysis of the field today and the breed as we find it confirms me 
in the opinion. 

Take the color of the Rhode Island Red. Red is not a fixed or abso- 
lutely known color to each and every eye, like white or black. When you 
say ‘‘red’’ to an average ten people, a different mind picture or ideal of 
red will come to the minds of nearly the entire number. One auditor 
will call up a vision of brilliant cherry red (and even cherry red may 
have different shades), and ancther will call up a deep rich garnet 
red, a third will see a mixture of blending of the two, and so on. You 
may take five selected shades of red and put them before five different 
people and ask them to pick the ideal red as described in our Standard of 
Perfection and the chances are that no two will agree on the shade. 
The color of the Rhode Island Red then is to many people an unfixed 
color’. This being so, I regard it as very important that the club-work 
for the breed be directed by one club alone. Why? Because with 
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two or three clubs, there is much danger that a division will arise over 
this color, or rather shade question. One club is likely to teach that 
a certain shade is the ideal color while another club will hold to a 
different shade. The officers of a specialty club are supposed to be 
experts in the characteristics of the breed the club seeks to promote. 
If two specialty clubs for the same breed have officers that teach dif- 
ferent colors, the confusion will grow worse instead of better in Red 
circles. To my mind this is a strong reason why we should have only 
one club, so that one ideal of color may be fixed and work toward harmony. 
The shape of the Red is also a knotty question with many breed- 
ers. Wyandotte and Rock types pass current with too many breeders 
as the ideal. With two or three clubs the same danger as in color arises 
—different teachings by the different clubs. | 


It may be argued that the different clubs are for promoting the 
variety, as single and rose combs. That is true. But should not the 
rose and single comb have the same color and the same shape? Most 
assuredly. Then does not the danger increase when you set up different 
clubs with different types and colors perhaps? Ina word, there is more 
danger of two sets of officers and two sets of executive committee men 
working toward different ideals than there is of one set. The danger in- 
creases even more rapidly when you tack on the third club. 


Then the time comes, when the American Poultry Association will 
be consulting the specialty clubs for suggestions about color, shape 
and other characteristics. Unless unity of action among the breeders 
is secured through a good strong club, the best interests of the breed 
will suffer. If two, or worse, three clubs go before the association 
with different types and different shades of color, then the best in- 
terests of the breed will surely suffer. History of breeds little bred 
now will show that here have been danger points that the breed failed 
to get by. A breed may be “clubbed’’ to death very easily here. 


Another thing, with one club only, you have a larger fund to use 
in offering cups and specials. Unquestionably more breeders will join 
one big booming live club than will pay three dollars into three weak, 
sniveling, insignificant clubs. The breeder knows that in union is 
strength and he wants to get in among that strength. 


While it is true that every one doesn’t ‘‘follow the crowd,”’’ yet it is 
well to have the crowd along, and you will get nearly every thing going. 
The bigness of a club is an excellent advertisement for not only the club, 
but the breed. 


Rhode Island Reds differ in many respects from the other breeds 
Being a new breed, comparatively, to the fanciers over a good part of 
the country, their characteristics are not so well known as some other 
breeds. It is therefore, as formerly pointed out, important that one 
guiding idea prevail along disputed lines of type and color 

During the past year it was my pleasure to be in many of the 
leading show rooms of the country. Reds were shown in them from 
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practically every quarter of America. The greatest complaint I heard 
against Reds from their severest critics was their lack of uniformity 
in type and color. Frankness compels me to say that this complaint is 
not without a foundation. It is not confined to any one section. I saw 
as many birds I thought too dark at Madison Square as I did at Kansas 
City. I saw as many birds too light, as I thought, at one show as at 
another. In a word, the color and type are not altogether a fixed idea 
in any one section. The danger of different type and different color 
shades are the two rocks that will be the wreck of the Reds unless care- 
fully guided by one club. 

My own individual idea is that the Rhode Island Red Club of 
America, having originated in the same clime as the birds themselves, 
and having so wonderfully brought the birds to popularity in so short 
a time, should still be entrusted with the guiding care of the breed yet 
in the formative stage. 

So give us one good strong club. Let that club push the work of 
securing members in every part of the country. Let cups be offered 
wherever the members of that state desire. Every breeder get behind 
and boost. It has been predicted that the Reds would go the way of the 
other breeds, but the breed not only has superior merit but also had, 
and we believe will still have, proper advertising of its merits to a public 
that wants the best.

I find no copy of the 1910 Red Hen Tales and the first issue after 
the 1909 book seemingly is the 1912 edition which was the first Red 
Hen Tales issued after I took office. 

The toast which graces the top of the very first page of the 1912 
issue is really a concentrated-condensed opinion of the legions of Red 
breeders the world over. We quote in full: 


The 1912 Toast to the Greatest Breed of Fowls Ever Bred. ? 


Here’s to the fowl so large, from a State so small, that, while 
scratching its native soil, enriching the land of Massachusetts, it feeds 
on the corn of Connecticut, filling the egg baskets and the flesh pots 
of the Universe. Its stentorian voice heard on the Pacific, while its 
tail feathers dip in the Atlantic Its color is a brilliant resplendency 
of ruddy hues, and beside it, the glories of the Aurora Borealis are 
like unto a tallow candle. “YEA VERILY.’ 


In this 1912 Red Hen Tales is an article by the late Col. Bryant 
pertaining to color and shape; every Red breeder should read and 
re-read this article. There are still copies of the 1912 book at this 
office which may be of interest to new members. It also contains the 
history of the most critical time the Club has ever experienced, as well 
as numerous other articles by writers who knew their breed. 

The 1913 edition marks a decided change in the appearance and 
style of the book with a Red Hen’s Tail which tells the tale as it should 
be. Enthusiasm is not spelled in capital letters in the writings in this 
number; whether it was a reaction from the fever-and-ague of 1911 
or a surfeit of Red vision we have no means of knowing but as the 
cash book was the key note of the situation and the member- 
ship numbered 1,565 at this time, the officers saw no cause for 
worry and the fortunes of the club wiggled on to the issuance of the 
1914 publication in which number enthusiasm again lifted its head in 
spite of the handicap of the lean years. The year 1916 found the Club in 
better financial condition, the old Red enthusiasm swinging into line 
and in uniformity keeping pace with the color and type of its Red 
children. This last book contains color and shape charts unequalled 
as true guides to the beginner who is not perfectly sure as to the desired 
type and color of the breed.

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EXPLANATION OF RESOLUTION ON REBATE. 


The resolution of two years ago “to allow a rebate of 25 cents 
from the Parent Club fee of $1.00 to State Branches, for current ex- 
penses of said branches,’ was taken from the table at the last Annual 
Meeting and placed in the hands of the Executive Committee for con- 
sideration, same to be reported upon at the next Annual meeting. This 
resolution has for its aim the elimination of State Branch dues, which 
will entitle every member in the Parent Club, in good standing, to be a 
member of the State Branch: without cost, thereby tending to increase 
the membership of the Parent Club by the extra growth of the State 
Branches. The financial condition of the Parent Club in the past has 
prevented the acceptance of this resolution, yet, progressive members 
believe it worthy of attention and a strong, valid means of rapidly in- 
creasing the membership of the Club, which in turn, will place the Pa- 
rent Club on a sound financial basis, better fitted to boom and further 
the interests of the breed without an increase in the amount of the year- 
ly dues. Every member of the Club should study this resolution, so 
as to be prepared to vote intelligently on this measure at the proper 
time 


NOTICE TO ALL MEMBERS. 


A resolution has been placed with the Secretary which calls for a 
division of the Annual Meeting into Western, Eastern, Southern and 
Northern divisions. The Western and Eastern membership to be di- 
vided into divisions bounded by the points wherein the time changes, 
with the Southern division bounded by the northern boundaries of the 
Southern States and the northern division to include Minnesota, Wis- 
consin, Michigan and Canada and that the REGULAR ANNUAL be 
desinated at some eastern REGULAR ANNUAL to be held after the an- 
nuals of all other divisions: All matters pertaining to the Parent Club 
will be regularly voted upon at the division annuals and each to report 
to the National Secretary, same reports to be presented to the REGU- 
LAR ANNUAL and considered as regular votes binding and valid upon 
all matters under consideration at the REGULAR ANNUAL. 

(The above resolution will be up for consideration at the next an- 
nual of the R. I. Red Club of America.) '

Let everyone be broadminded enough and have true sportsmanship 
spirit enough to be willing to give and take and not expect everything 
to come our way nor that any distinct section of the country should 
be especially favored. 

The membership of this club extends over a vast territory and it 
is only fair and right that the offices, club meetings, etc., be passed 
around even though to some it may seem impracticable. 

Don’t begin to talk of organizing another club the minute some- 
thing does not go to please you. Our executive board is always made 
up of men who are fair enough to adjust grievances in a fair and 
impartial manner and they should be consulted on same before you 
rashly take a wrong step. We must have harmony and cooperation to 
accomplish real things. | 

Some contend that by having two clubs more spirit and interest 
is added and thus more boosting done—in a way this may be true 
but on the other hand the financial support is so divided that neither 
club is sufficiently able to do what might be done. 

If all will join forces and promptly pay their annual dues to the 
one club it will be made possible for the one club to offer more tempting 
specials than have ever been offered by any breed club and in many 
other ways do efficient work. 

I would suggest that there be some reforms in our manner of con- 
ducting our annual elections. | 

First, the Election Commission should be compelled to mail a ballot 
to every member of the club in good standing at least 20 days before 
the time set for the counting of ballots and that the ballots after being 
counted by him that they pass through the hands of our secretary. 
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Not that I think there have been any irregularities in our election 
but some provision should be made for the benefit of any who might 
be unduly suspicious. 

While I am no longer an active breeder of Reds yet I am as deeply 
interested in them and in this club as I have ever been and want to 
assure you that I am standing Keg? to do my part to help boost both 
club and breed. 

To every one of you I want to extend thanks for the support you 
have given me during my two terms as president and wish for you 
a most prosperous future in the breeding of the Best breed of fowls 
ever produced. I also want to ask every one to lend their support to the 
upbuilding of this club.

Fifteen years’ experience with Rhode Island Reds has proved to 
my satisfaction that there is no other breed that will hatch as high 
a percentage of good livable chicks during twelve months in the year. 
The wonderful prepotency and vitality possessed by the Red is one of 
‘its strongest assets and the main reason that I am positive it will hold 
its present position for years to come. 

Secretary Card has done wonderful work for the Rhode Island 
Red Club of America and for every breeder of Reds in the country. 
Not many men would have tackled the unpleasant job of rehabilitating 
the Club after the financial blow it received through the action of the 
former secretary.

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A PROTEST. 


In the breeding of live stock there are two classes in particular 
‘whose ideas are diametrically opposed one to the cther, yet who are 
as one in hindering the progress, popularity and success of whatever 
live stock they chance to breed. They may be designated as the ultra- 
fancier and the ultra-utilitarian. Of the two the ultra fancier is the 
least harmful as his choice, especially in poultry, is some breed of pe- 
culiar physical characteristics which pertains only to the fancy and in 
this narrow orbit he moves without much harm to the general welfare. 
But, the ultra-utilitarian uses for his fadism and sordid gain the most 
popular, most useful breeds and therein is he dangerous and a menace 
io the future of poultrydom. The ultra-utilitarian has only one object 
for which he bends every energy and thought and that is high egg pro- 
duction which of itself is commendable but breed characteristics, traits, 
type and color are as nothing to this utility fanatic yet so untrue to his 
rabid utility ideas thet he must needs use pure-bred stock to accomplish 
his object. To be absolutely true to the principles of utility he should 
use nothing but mongrels or “‘Just hens‘‘ that have no set color or feather 
pattern, type or breed characteristics; yet his breeding methods soon 
reduce the pure bred foundation to just this condition; i. e., ‘‘just hens’’ 
that are far removed from the characteristics of the breed of their 
origin or standard requirements and therein lies the danger to that 
breed. If he could use fixed external characteristics to determine great 
egg production in time he would have a breed of type if not of color which 
would stand for advancement, but the ideas and theories that certain 
shapes mean great egg production has long ago been disproven as a 
fact therefore he has nothing tangible to breed from except the past 
performances of dams and the prepotent ability to breed on of the sires 
and as he has no regard for color or type it takes but a very few years 
before all identity of the breed chosen is lost. In white or black breeds 
this is not so apparent but in this breed of our choice (R. I. Reds) these 
ultra-utilitarians are leading us back to the days of William Tripp with 
his Red Roosters and mottled, ring-streaked, speckled and all shades 
hens. No doubt about the ability of this sort to produce large num- 
bers of eggs; they did just this in William Tripp’s time over 75 years 
ago; in fact it is what kept them in existence up to 1898 and is one 
great factor in the popularity of R. I. Reds today; nevertheless in 
William Tripp’s day and up to 1898 market price only per dozen for 
their eggs was all that the breeder received; not until they became a. 
recognized standard breed did their product in eggs command prices 
of any moment for hatching purposes and it’s just this one factor. 
of standardized breeding that made the breed the most popular on earth: 
naturally their great ability as egg producers supported their standard 
worth and which only proves that utility and fancy are inseparable 
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factors in the progress and popularity of any breed, and any method or 
move which endeavors to pry asunder these two powerful infiuences 
tends toward degeneration and ultimate failure. 


In our egg laying contests the ultra-utilitarian has had full sway 
with all breeds, but with R. I. Reds are they reaping the harvest in egg 
sales which would seem their due from such great producers? 

In answer: It is apparent that one sale per order is the limit and 
if the buyer should get one look at the pen in the contest there would 
not be even the one sale. Yet the buyer who does not see but reads 
- of the great records of a certain strain in this contest, sends out his 
good $10.00 for 13 eggs from which to hatch chix that he may have 
such layers; naturally he expects family or breed characteristics of 
color and type as well as this desired egg trait; they are advertised as 
R. I. Reds and in his mind this means an even shade of rich red from 
head to tail covering a shape, oblong and horizontal; but when chix 
grow to maturity he finds short, long, high and low types; with all 
shades of black, brown, yellow and red jumbled on the plumage of each 
and every bird and he believes he has been woefully stung as the evidence 
of his eyes causes him to believe that they are the worst kind of mongrels. 
His business sense tells him that $10.00 per 13 is a pretty stiff price to 
pay for eggs from which to hatch chickens whose sole recommend is 
the ability to lay large numbers of eggs for eating purposes only; same 
which can be procured fresh from any market for an average price of 
35 to 40 cents per dozen. .Mr. Buyer is disgusted; but he feels that if 
the red color and the pronounced type were there he would have some- 
thing to show for his $10.00 which would represent a breed whereas 
his worse than mongrel lot excites his ire rather than his praise even 
with their great egg laying ability and he reckons that his $10.00 would 
have gone a long way toward buying fresh market eggs. Therefore he 
never repeats an order with an ultra-utilitarian and loses all further 
interest in R. I. Reds deeming them all alike with no settled color or 
typg. But this is only one of hunderds of like instances and it is time 
that concerted action be taken by all progressive Red breeders to halt this 
pernicious method of breeding R. I. Reds, a method which has not even 
the merit of fadism but is nothing less than perverted commercialism. 

Breeders whose mental calibre can only grasp one idea or problem at 
a time assert that one cannot breed for eggs and standard requirements 
in the same strain of fowls. This has been disproven many, many times 
with the most modern strains of high show quality Reds and right in 
the egg laying contests at that Good, sound, even Red color and R. I. 
Red standard type is no bar to great egg production and in a R. I. Red 
strain which combines a standard beauty as well as great egg production 
there is certain advancement for that strain far above the misnamed HE 
Red whose only merit is high egg records and whose excessive demerits 
are entirely antagonistic to the traits and characteristics Beis the breed 
whose name they disgrace. 

The use of the score card at the egg laying contests is letting in 
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much light and benefit to the laying ability of the high scoring specimens 
as well as revealing the low standard status of high laying pens which 
masquerade under standard breed names. In some pens of R. I. Reds 
(so-called) the names: ‘Harlequin,’ ‘Joseph’s Coat,” “American Rain- 
bows,’ would be more appropriate and even the above names indicate 
a beauty not found on these counterfeit R. I. Reds of such mediocre 
show quality. Such pens are from the yards of the ultra-utilitarian 
and should not be recognized as R. I. Reds by any of the Red brethren 
in the vast membership of the Rhode Island Red Club of America 

In one egg laying contest wherein were 21 pens registered as R. I. 
Reds there were but four pens that really represented the breed as per 
standard requirements in type and color;these four pens were owned by 
progressive, up-to-date breeders of R. I. Reds whose fame and names in 
the fancy world and exhibition halls are known from shore to shore of 
this great continent and whose strains are also noted for high egg pro- 
duction. The use of the score card in the laying contests will eventually 
weed out, automatically, these mongrelized or degenerated strains and 
the imposition in egg sales is also marking time for their elimination. 
Nevertheless, we as a Club desiring the best for this best of all breeds 
should as a body discountenance the breeding and public display of such 
arrant caricatures of the justly famous Rhode Island Reds.

The receipt of Red Hen Tales reminds me of the fact that I must 
give an account of my stewardship concerning the breed out here. 

I told you in my last report that I hoped to form a Rhode Island 
Red Club—I did so and there is now a strong membership. I have to 
thank our worthy first president, Robert Bannister, Esq., R. J. Hillsmith, 
our first secretary and treasurer as well as many other enthusiastic Red 
fanciers for their assistance in my efforts but we accomplished the task 
and much good can be done thereby. 

I get reports from the various states in the Commonwealth con- 
cerning the Reds, and they are booming, to put it mildly. They are the 
breed that is here to stay.. Grillers sell wholesale at a dollar up to a 
doliar and a half per pair. - 

Cockerels fetch two dollars to three dollars and a half a pair, for 
killing, sensational prices compared with leghorns that bring half a dollar 
pex pair. 

People are waking up to the fact that Reds are the profitable fowl 
for all purposes, and where you see fifties of them here today in a season 
or two you will see thousands. That is how I sum them up in Australia 

I was a highly successful White Leghorn breeder. Now I don’t own 
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only one. He helped to make my name as a breeder—-but he is pensioned 
off to keep my Red cockerels in order and he is an artist at the game. 
Out here I keep an old bird to check the Red cockerels fighting and it 
is wonderful to see how they control pugnacious youngsters. 

A great difficulty here is judging. Everyone is a judge in his own 
way and the only solution I see is for clubs to let each man judge his 
own birds and give each one a first prize. Each one has his champions 
in his own idea and each one should be first; so I say give them all a 
first prize—they may be happy. 

Quite a number of breeders are entering for competitions for layers 
and it is a step inthe right direction. One can sometimes kid to the 
public about his layers. Still they like a bit of proof as well, I am at- 
taching hereto the record of a Red hen of mine in the Single Hen test, 
12 months, at the Hawkesbury Agricultural College in this state. This 
hen laid 278 eggs in the 12 months, and the score will doubtless interest 
many of the Red breeders on your side It gives me a fair idea of what 
I can expect to breed up to and though she fell into a heavy molt last 
week she was in excellent health and weighed 51% pounds on the com- 
pletion of the test. 

This hen is the progeny of stock I got from J. L. Harrison, 167 
North Lake Avenue, Pasadena, California. I am sure it will be a source 
of pleasure to Mr. Harrison to hear this score—but he gave me a square 
deal and good sound healthy vigorous birds and I don’t want to take all 
the credit to myself for this hen’s performance. I know of several 
breeders here that are importing birds. I have already predicted this, 
and let me tell you this, fellow members, these are only the forerunners 
of many more, provided you give us the goods. Don’t think anything is 
good enough to send out here. We want the best, Encourage us and 
you will be right. There is nothing like giving a straight tip. I give 
it to you I have spent my money on a good object. I am willing to 
spend plenty more. You have nothing in America too good for me and 
I will buy. Poultry, or rather, Reds is my hobby. What I make I 
spend on stock, so you know your mark. 

I now want to give you the numbers of entrees in the Rhode Island 
Red Section at the Royal Agricultural Show to be held this month. 
This show is the biggest in the Commonwealth and is the greatest ad-. 
vertising medium for breeders of all classes of stock and poultry—Cock, 
Hen, Cockerel, Pullet. 


These numbers give ample evidence of what the breeders here think 
of the Reds and they will be attractive in the Poultry Pavilions. 

The coming season should be a boom one. We are short of cattle. 
They are frightfully dear. Meat is to the general run of people at a 
prohibitive price. On the other hand we have a large surplus of wheat 
and as a consequence poultry foodstuffs will be very cheap. Red 
breeders should score heavily as there will undoubtedly be.an. enormous 
demand for table poultry. : 

In.conclusion I would bring one important point under the notice 
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of our readers—it concerns one and all—and it is this. It is a note of 
warning but it is a word in season. You Red breeders have a chance 
for a new market. You know it by your correspondence. I told you I 
would get the breed on a sound footing out here. I think I have filled 
my part of the contract. Yours is: the chance for business. But, above 
all, don’t be pursuaded that we want late hatched birds sent out here. 
It’s no good for you—it’s no good for us. Send it once and you will 
send no more. I have bought my experience and I talk straight. I love 
the Reds and I don’t want to see their progress out here marred.

RHODE ISLAND REDS IN GEORGIA. 
(By DR. G. W. BROWNING.) 


A few years ago Reds were very scarce in Georgia. In those days 
zames seemed to take the lead with most poultrymen, then came the Leg- 
horns and Rocks, then the Orpingtons, but about six years ago the Reds 
began to come to its own, and today they are the most popular of all 
poultry, even in the show room, but until the last two or three years 
they have run too light in color and with hackles lighter than bodies.

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J don’t mean ali of them has been this way but the large majority, but 
today we have Reds that will compare with most any state in the Union 
and one only has to visit the shows at Atlanta and State Fair at Macon 
to be convinced that we have real Reds here in the sunny South, as well 
as the East. In my opinion it is much harder for us Southern breeders 
to get birds that will hold their color than the North on account of the 
long hot summers which, if the color is not bred into the very bone, will 
fade them out, and if a Red goes through one of these hot summers and 
stands the acid test for color it will make good and stay Red in any 
country on earth. Now I hear a great deal about scarlet red, cherry 
red, crimson red, and even shade of red all the way through, but let me say 
to you Red breeders, it makes no difference how even in color and how 
brilliant if it is a shade too iight in color it will not stay even. If a 
cock hackle will come lighter first moult and if a hen body will come 
lighter. If this even color is a very deep or dark red it stands a chance 
if line bred to hold its original color after it moults, and my interpreta- 
tion of the standard of perfection is to have them so dark in color and so 
dyed in that there will be no question about their being red and I for one 
am going to breed for that dark color, long body carried horizontally, 
yellow legs and a vigorous constitution that will reproduce itself without 
any deterioration in type or color, and still remain what Mr. William 
Tripp and McCommer intended them to be—the best utility fowl on earth. 


EXCERPTS FROM THE KACKLE ON THE NEED OF 
COOPERATION. 


(By ALFRED D. ROBINSON, Point Loma, Cal.) 


Perhaps no business, certainly none of its vast proportions, shows 
such a complete lack of business sanity as this chicken matter. There 
is no comprehensive cooperation among those engaged in it; on the 
contrary, there is a vast amount of individual petty warfare that exists 
simply because the unity of interest has not been sensed. 

Specialty clubs of small membership, and therefore restricted in- 
fluence, struggle along here and there giving a few cups and ribbons 
at shows and once in a while publishing something. Why are not these 
bodies large in numbers and powerful in influence? There is no reason 
except that a curiously misconceived jealousy seems to belong to the 
poultrymen as naturally as the smoke goes upwards. 

Barred Rock breeders, let me argue with you a while. We are thou- 
sands strong in numbers in the West and no one hundred of us ever 
got together in the interest of our breed. Does that look as if we had 
not an ounce of common sense? Outside of our own fancy and in the 
general poultry run this lack of organization is selling eggs today for 


~—less than they can be produced by ninety per cent. of us. 
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We have not got hold of our dignity of belonging to a billion dollar 

industry so we act as if we were running a peanut stand, and the rest 
of the world take us at our own valuation and withhold the reward of 
labor because we don’t insist that the laborer is worthy of his hire. 
; Even at our best shows not twenty-five per cent. of the specimens 
that ought to be cooped are entered, chiefly because each ‘man wants 
to win and is afraid he won’t. This has justification only in the smallest 
sense and the one who stays away does not escape from the larger 
defeat, which is in losing the popular boom that follows large classes 
and which helps every breeder of the variety that has anything to market. 
| I can’t boom Barred Rocks for the benefit of Rosecroft alone. It 
I can send birds back east and win good prizes, the resulting benefit 
to Barred Rocks generally on the Coast will be vastly greater than my 
individual reward. 

You can’t run down the other fellow’s birds without sharing in 
the depreciation any more than you can discolor one part of a glass of 
water and leave the rest clear and you can’t live to yourself alone.

When dear old William Tripp—of sainted memory—elaborated his 
hetrogeneous collection, composed of a mixture of Shakebag, Cochin 
China, Red Malay and Chittagongs, or at least their descendants, to 
produce a general purpose fowl, one that would vie with the best in 
producing eggs and meat, he builded better than he knew, and doubtless 
could he view the fulfillment of the breeding endeavors as practiced 
between then and now he would scarcely recognize the product. It is to 
be readily supposed that his eye would be charmed and the ‘innermost 
cockles of his heart’? warmed by the beautiful shape and brilliant, lustrous 
red color of this child of his creation, and he would immediately agree 
with our secretary that they were “HUMDINGERS.” Doubtless his 
next move would be to dig deep down in his jeans and extract therefrom 
one cold, hard “iron man’’ and forward the same to the afore mentioned 
“secretary gentleman” for membership in the Rhode Island Red Club 
of America. His real awakening, however, would take place when he 
received his Red Hen Tales and glanced over the list of members from 
his native state and saw only fourteen names inscribed. It is, however, 
a lamentable fact that such a condition pertained at the beginning of the 
year 1916. Only fotirteen members of the club in the state that claims 
parenthood to the greatest breed of poultry in existence, viewed either 
through the eyes of the utility poultryman or the fancier. Such a condition 
should not pertain. MUST NOT PERTAIN if you please, and to that 
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effect a few enthusiastic Red breeders gathered in the city of Pawtucket 
one evening late in September last and formed the State Branch of 
the R. I. Red Club of America with the avowed purpose of not only 
pushing further to the front their favorite breed but also to enlist 
as many as possible Red breeders of the state under the banner of the 
Club. The result of this union of a few was to first declare all members 
of the parent club members of the State Branch and to add fourteen 
new members to the roster in two months, making a total paid mem- 
bership at this writing of twenty-eight. With this nucleus, however, 
they expect to emerge from the year 1917 with a full hundred members. 

The ambition of the Branch is not to simply enroll a number of 
members, have them receive Red Hen Tales and be eligible to compete 
for Club prizes, but to make a living, vital organization; not only of 
benefit to the individual, but of MORE benefit to the breed itself. We 
have the goods. Let’s make the most of it. Let us take the achievements 
of the past as our beacon, and steering a true course by its helpful rays, 
complete in the next decade the elaboration of what has been heretofore 
deemed possible, the perfect Rhode Island Red. The Rhode Island State > 
Branch is going to do ‘‘it’s bit’ toward this end and we want the co- 
operation of every Red breeder in the state and country. Come with us 
and help us make the Club in our state—the smallest state it is true— 
but the birthplace of the breed just the same—the strongest champions 
of the breed which has been so traduced in the past as “‘Scrubs,”’ “‘barn- 
yard fowl,’’ etc., and to place that same breed where it properly belongs, 
viz., where all shall do it reverance and cry with a world encircling voice, 
HAIL! HAIL! HAIL! the Rhode Island Red. The grandest chicken 
of them all. 


NON-SITTING REDS 


One of the advantages of the Red hen is her adaptability as a sitter 
and brooder. She is favored by her size and abundance of plumage to- 
gether with the quiet, mild disposition of a careful, attentive mother hen. 
During the brooding season in most flocks of Reds the tendency to brood 
seems to prevail with persistency. 

Red breeders also feel they have a breed that is unusual as layers. 
Winter laying is easiiy accomplished with the Reds. Their vigor, strong 
constitutions, adavtable to all climates and weather make possible con- 
sistent layers the year round. As layers the Reds are being developed 
just as they are in color. For the highest record laying it is desirable 
that the hen lay the year round with no breaks. Broodiness interferes 
with continuous laying. 

The heaviest layers among all breeds are light sitters or as the case 
may be, non-sitters. Some Red breeders have dispaired of the Reds ever 
becoming the heaviest layers. It has been found, however, that by carefully 
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selecting and breeding only the very heaviest layers the sitting tendency 
disappears. As high as 82 per cent. egg average during the brooding season 
has been reached by heavy laying; trapnested, non-sitting Red, pullets 
(82 eggs in 100 days.) 

Four years ago I discovered among my heavy layers a non-sitting 
pullet. During the close of the brooding season she layed 45 eggs in 
50 days. She was the second prize show winner as a pullet at the Mid- 
state Poultry Show, Central City, Nebraska. She has never become broody 
and is now in her fourth year; is vigorous and still laying. 

An interesting thing about this hen is the fact that when mated 
the second year to one of her best show-quality cockerels the combina- 
tion produced birds like her. 21 out of 40 pullets and hens in last year’s 
pens showed no disposition to sit. They laid close to a 73 per cent. aver- 
age for the brooding season from March to July. Four years of care- 
ful selecting, recording, line-breeding and developing has convinced me 
that non-sitting Reds are a reality. <A few sit lightly but are easily 
broken and begin laying promptly. The record hens from this strain 
range from 220 to 253 eggs during the first 12 months laying.

ROUP. 


The genuine roup is well nigh incurable. The bird supposed to be 
cured of roup is never fit for breeding, and no matter how good a show 
specimen should only be used for show purposes or market poultry. 
Domestic poultry are more susceptible to the effects of dampness than 
any animal. Roup and its kindred diseases are generally the result of 
dampness, and ill ventilated roosting quarters. Many of the kindred 
troubles may be cured, and does not leave the bird unfit for breeding. 
Common colds with symptoms of running at the nostrils sometimes develop 
into roup, but if taken in time can be quickly dissipated. A good rem- 
edy for common cold is to take equal parts of black pepper, mustard 
and ginger mixed with flour and add water enough to make dough pills 
about the size of the end of the finger. Give one of these pills each night 
for three nights running, and also swab out the nostrils with a feather 
dipped in kerosene. 


CANKER 


Canker, another trouble quite common, comes generally from foul 
litter. When canker gets in the wind pipe unless it is removed at once 
victims will quickly die. To all appearances such a bird is not sick, 
but suffocates, because of the stoppage of the wind pipe, and the symptoms 
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are violent gasping for breath. This core in the wind pipe resembles 
mucus membrane in diphtheria. It can be quickly removed by taking a: 
hair pin and inserting the loop end in the wind pipe over the obstruc- 
tion and bearing down on the threat and pulling out the loop end of 
the hair pin which will generally release and remove the membrane. 
The membrane should be burned so as not to infect the other chickens. 
After the removal take a feather dipped in water, and then dip the feather 
into permangate of potash crystals and then swab out the mouth and 
throat with this feather. Permangate of potash should be used as above 
directed two or three times to insure the complete removal of the canker. 
If canker cases which do not get into the wind pipe, but are in the throat, 
- and around the tongue are not removed and neglected it will cause the 
germs to infect.every internal from the throat to the vent and the victim 
will grow light and finally die. If used as a breeder it will transmit 
this cankerous tendency. Birds with chronic cases of canker should be 
burned or buried 6 feet underground. Sometimes in the beginning of a 
cold the bird may have a hard mucus like canker appear in the eye. This 
should be removed at once, and is easily removed with a tooth pick or 
sharpened end of a match, but allowed to remain, eventually w#ill grow 
into a cankerous form which is part and parcel of the genuine roup. 


BRONCHITIS. 


Bronchitis is probably fatal if allowed to develop. There is no 
known remedy, but can be prevented by being prompt in common colds. 
The quarters should always be dry and well ventilated, and not allowing 
litter in the roosting room. All litter should be in open scratching room 
and never in the roosting recom. Open front houses which are of suffi- 
cient depth should have a litter, but kept as near the opening as possible 
to insure dryness. <A good litter which will abstract dampness the best 
ig a mixture of straw, (no hay,) and of course shavings. Young chickens 
are more apt to develop bronchitis and kindred troubles than adult fowls, 
but if grown right they will resist these troubles when the cold and damp- 
ness Gomes on. Young chickens after three months of age should be fed 
whole corn besides their other feed, and that whole corn adds to their 
fat is an erroneous impression, because their growth will prevent this. 
At the same time fat and oils in the corn tends to make them more re- 
sistent to these ailments, and in cold nights and mornings in the early 
fall the corn acts as a fuel to warm them, and keeps them warm, and 
' thus prevents cases of roup. Corn is also better feed for growing poultry 
_than is generally given credit for. . 

In the feeding of corn as above directed the main thought in its use is 
for Rhode Island Reds, a breed which does not have a tendency to grow 
fat inside, and can be fed to adult Rhode Island Reds as well as to 
chickens through the winter without any harmful results, but the corn 
in any form must be two years old, and thoroughly cured. The new 
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corn should not be fed after the first of February until the following fall. 
The reason is because the germinating period for corn starts about this 
time, and lasts until about the first of July, and corn in the germinating 
process develops what might be called the green heart which in its | 
chemical age is poisonous until after the corn is thoroughly cured by dry- 
ing process of time or kiln dried. In the roup and kindred troubles it 
is easier to prevent these troubles than to cure them, hence in the care 
of the young stock especially every effort should be made to guard against 
these troubles. 

But never give medicine to well chickens. In other words do not 
put condimentals or condition powers in the feed which is fed to the 
general flock, because in the fall these condition powders are apt to 
open the pores of the chicken, and cause the well chickens to take cold, 
and yet when you find a bird ailing, and you notice the droppings are 
greenish in color give the bird a large capsule of castor oil at once, as 
castor oil is the best first aid remedy known to Poultrymen. The green- 
ish droppings indicate some sort of a toxic poisoning, and the castor oil 
drives all this out, and another dose does the rest. I believe in the use 
of castor oil capsules instead of the fiuid, as castor oil fluid many times 
combines with the mucus in the throat and chokes the bird to death, 
whereas the capsule can be easily pushed down the throat with the 
finger without any danger to the bird. Sometimes a dose of Epsom Salts 
will help the bird in case of a sudden cold, but for general internal 
troubles castor oil is the best remedy. Do not delay in doctoring the sick 
chickens, as instant aid many times saves the valuable bird, and also 
prevents a long spell of sickness which generally leaves the bird unfit as 
a breeder. When a chicken is very seriously sick a sharp hatchet is 
economy, Ordinarily it costs 75 cents to doctor a 50 cent hen and even 
when a bird is valuable, and is very seriously sick its best value is never 
regained and should never be used as a breeder. 


RED HENS and RED FEVER. 


Yes, you bet I have both and expect to have as long as I am permitted 
to stay on this old globe. In early life when I was a boy, the old farms 
in Coshoctor County, Ohio, where I Irst remember that I was a living 
being and when I began to have ambitions to do something to help along 
I took to the biddies and a sort of chicken fever took hold of me 
and as I grew up the desire also grew in me to spend my time with the 
flocks of chickens and other farm yard fowls. During the lapse of 
years since I reached my majority I have tried out several of our best 
breeds of chickens. I have bred and raised Rocks, Wyandottes, Leghorns, 
Anconas, Light Brahmas, Cochins and some others and every one of these. 
breeds have some good qualities to recommend them. They all have some 
shortcomings and I was never quite satisfied with any of them. In look- 
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ing around for another breed to tie to by chance I bought some S. C. Red 
eggs from a breeder whose stock was always in the blue whenever he 
put them on exhibition. From that sitting of Red eggs I started my 
present flock of S. C. R. I. Reds and to say I am well pleased with my 
new love would be putting it mild They have met every expectation and 
more. To begin with they hatch out large, strong, vigorous chicks and 
make it their business to live and grow with a rush, and never take 
time to think about dying. Last year I did not have a single chick to 
die of disease or lice. In a few weeks after they are hatched you are 
having fried chicken and in a few weeks more you are gathering pullet 
eggs. But this is only the utility part I have said nothing about the 
beauty of the most beautiful bird of all the farmyard fowls. To my eye 
the Rhode Island Red is sure a beauty. What could be more beautiful 
than a flock of female Reds all the same size, all the same shape, all 
the same color and shade, all as near alike as so many pins. Then the 
male with his stylish make-up, his dark glossy red coat, his bright red 
eyes with his blood red comb, etc., and his putting on style to beat the 
band. Nuf sed. Step into the room where a poultry show is being pulled 
off, you look over the rows of coops. The greater part of the room 
seems to be deserted but down through the center aisle people are crowd- 
ing and elbowing their way along and you can bet your last dollar that 
that is the Red aisle. That alone is enough to convince anyone that 
the Reds are the most popular fowl of all. The Rhode Island Reds are 
best for the fanciers because most beautiful and most in demand as a 
fancy, most in demand as utility, and for an all around farm fowl they 
are the best of any old hen that has come this way in the last 100 years. 
We owe it to ourselves. We owe it to our brother Red breeder, we owe 
it to our club to boost for the Reds every day in the week, every week 
in the year. Boost! Boost! Boost!

BACK YARD POULTRY PAYS. 


Well I should say it does even on a small back lot. I went into 
the poultry business for recreation as I am in the drug business which 
is very confining, although I would not have stayed in it for four years 
if it had not been profitable. After visiting several Poultry Shows I 
decided to breed what I thought was the best breed on earth and I 
selected R. C. Rhode Island Reds. They alway remind me of an unknown 
chemical compound, as you do not know when you mate them just 
what you will get until they have matured. I have one house 8x12 feet 
divided into two pens and one small house 4x8 feet; each pen has a 
yard 16x36 feet with plenty of shade for summer. With such small 
quarters I can only house about 24 birds during the winter, in the 
spring I hatch about 125 little chicks and about May when old hens 
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have reached the high price on the market I sell off all of my hens ex- 
cept five or six of the best which I keep for laying and breeding. This 
makes room for the chicks as they come on. I always sell my culls 
from the chicks in May and June while they bring the top notch price, 
in fact I did not sell a springer this season for less than 25c on foot 
and up as high as 40 cents early in the season. You have to boost your 
own game Tell them they are corn fed and raised under sanitary 
conditions. The same applies to my market eggs as I get 5 cents above 
market price for them. I do not average 12 laying hens the year 
around. I keep a strict itemized account of my chickens just the 
same as any business should be kept, giving them credit for every egg 
laid and every chicken sold or killed, then I charge them with all feed 
or any other expenditures made for them. The following is a state- 
ment taken from my itemized account kept during the year.

R. I. RED COLOR 


A summing up of a show specimen of almost any breed reveals 
that the surface color and the shape is three-quarters of the show 
worth of that specimen. 

The idea of a correct red for R. I. Reds is still an idea and will 
be nothing more nor less until the standard describes a fixed shade of 
red. <A rich brilliant red as described by our standard can be any shade 
from a bright red silk necktie to a ripe dark cherry, therefore a most 
intangible hue unfixed in its character. | 

We all have our idea of what shade of red we think is correct but 
that don’t make it so and according to the reading of the Standard the 
other opinions have as much license to be correct as our idea. 

Personally, the color on the wing bows of a high class Brown Leg- 
horn male appeals to me as the handsomest shade of rich brilliant red 
that ever graced feathers and I believe if we could produce a R. I. Red 
with this rich brilliant sparkling shade of red covering the specimen 
from head to tail in one even shade we would have attained perfection 
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in live red color, but here is the intangible color description of the 
Standard to make and to mould opinions as various as there are breed- 
ers, yet notwithstanding all this there is one tangible note in this Red 
Standard. It requires a harmonious blending of all sections; an even 
shade of rich brilliant red and this word “‘even’”’ is easy of interpreta- 
tion and is the ‘‘keystone-word”’ in R. I. Red color description. 

We may chase the chimera of correct color until the crack of time 
and never get anywhere in unity of opinion; but, these words, ‘‘har- 
monious blending and even’’ tangible and definite, have accomplished 
more in five years application than the 50 years prior in the search for 
a fixed red color. Be it dark, medium, cherry, rosewood, or bright bay 
in all brilliancy, it fills the letter of the law for a rich brilliant red as 
laid down in the Standard and dark birds are the most consistent win- 
ners because they are the most consistent in Standard requirements of 
a harmonious blending of all sections and of an even shade from head 
to tail, and no one can dispute the fact that they are a rich brilliant red, 
therefore have every Standard qualification. 

Now here is a point anent this dark red plumage A red plumage 
too dark loses its brilliancy or luster. This a color-law of red which 
when it loses its power, not only loses its brilliancy but its red color as 
well. Thus, the question of too dark means not red, nor brilliant. 

On the other hand the bright bays; the rosewood, the titians, or 
the cherries are brilliant yet generally of several shades of red on the 
one bird and do not conform to the Standard requirements which calls 
for a harmonious blending in all sections. The Brown Leghorn wing 
bow color surely would outclass the darker shades if covering the speci- 
men in an even shade or a harmonious blending of all sections; nev- 
ertheless, the fact remains that such specimens are a rarity and if we 
were to breed for a fixed, color of this grand hue we would be open to 
many doubts and peculiar deductions in both the’ breeding yard and 
judging aisle which would block the wheels of progress for the breed 
that are running so smoothly on the tracks of a harmonious blending 
of sections and one even shade from head to tail. A study of Rhode 
Island Red, history for the last five years shows that the one and only 
factor which has placed R. I. Reds in such high estate as fancy fowls 
is the rigid application of the even shade which is the only tangible 


reading in the Standard description for R. I. Reds. To have ignored 
this reading five years ago would have been criminal to the best inter- 
ests of this grand New England production. Again I assert that rich 


brilliant red does not describe a fixed color hence there is no eorrect 
shade of red to conform to the Standard as it now reads. 


There is an old saying that ‘Of two evils choose the lesser.” In 
Farm flocks R. I. Reds of the darker strain are generally uniform in 
color and show much better breeding than Farm fiocks of the lighter 
red strains. The defects in dark birds in a Farm flock of that shade 
are not particularly apparent unless handled, whereas, the birds of the 
light shades are mostly ring streaked and speckled or the females of 
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a red approaching buff with males well bedecked with pumpkin hackles 
and golden saddles; all in all suggestive of mongrelism. 

Thus it is that the dark reds are the most popular because they 
show the better breeding. 

In dark males the tendency is to degenerate to a chocalate hue and 
dark females to a brown shade yet easily detected because of the lack 
luster which always accompanies these shades. 

The bright bay sort of males have a defect in top plumage which 
is fully as defective as chocolate and that is a rusty top-tinge to the 
brilliant red which has the appearance of a sun burn; this is generally 
found on back and shoulders and mars uniformity of surface colors. 
The females of the bay sort have the defect generally of unevenness of 
color from head to tail a defect hard to overcome in the lighter red 


strains.

CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE I, 
Name. 


The name of this Club shall be the Rhode Island Red Club of 
America. 


ARTICLE II. 
Object. 


The object of this Club shall be to promote the interests of Rhode 
Island Red fowl; to encourage breeders to adopt the true type and color; 
and to maintain a uniformity in judging. - 


ARTICLE III. 
Officers and Their Duties. 


Section 1. The officers of this Club shall be a President, a Vice Pres- 
ident, a Secretary-Treasurer, and an Election Commissioner. 

Sec. 2. The management of the affairs of this Club shall be vested 
in the hands of an Executive Committee which shall consist of the Presi- 
dent, the Vice President, the Secretary-Treasurer and nine other members. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the President to preside at all meet- 
ings of the Club and of the Executive Committee. He shall call a meeting 
of the Executive Committee when in his judgment such meeting is neces- 
sary, or upon written request signed by four members of said committee. 
He shall call a special meeting of the Club when requested to by a vote 
of the Executive Committee, or upon written request signed by fifty mem- 
bers of the Club representing at least five states. He shall audit all bills 
against the Club before their payment. The term of office of the Presi- 
dent shall be one year. In case of a vacancy in this office it shall be filled 
for the unexpired term by the Vice President. 

Sec. 4. The Vice President shall perform all the duties of the Presi- 
dent in his absence. He shall hold office one year. 

Sec. 5. In the absence of the President and Vice President, a mem- 
ber of the Executive Committee shall preside. 

Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of the Secretary-Treasurer to keep an 
accurate record of all meetings of the Club and of the Executive Com- 
mittee. He shall keep an accurate list of the members, shall conduct all 
correspondence of the Club and shall execute such other writings for the 
Club as he may be directed to do by the President or by a vote of the 
Executive Committee. 

He shall have charge of the finances of the Club and shall keep the 
books necessary to show the exact pecuniary condition of the Club. He 
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shall collect all dues and other resources and shall pay all bills that have 
been audited and approved by the President. He shall present to the 
Club at its annual meeting a written report showing its progress, develop- 
ment and’ accomplishments, and its financial condition during the year 
last past. He shall receive a yearly pay of $250.. He shall hold office 
for one year. In case of a vacancy in this. office, it shall be filled for the 
unexpired term by the Executive Committee. 

Sec. 7. The nine members of the Executive Committee shall be 
elected the first year after the adoption of this section as follows: Three 
for the term of three years, three for the term of two years ,and three for 
the term of one year. Three members of the committee shall be elected 
annually thereafter. On the first election the three candidates receiving 
the highest number of votes shall be declared elected for the three-year 
term, the three receiving the next highest number of votes for the two- 
year term, and the next three for th one-year term, 


The Executive Committee shall have entire management and control 
of the affairs of the Club and shall make or authorize any and all neces- 
sary contracts, subject only to such action as may be taken by the Club. 
They may meet as hereinbefore provided and five members present shall 
constitute a quorum, one of whom must be an officer and act as Chairman. 
They may offer prizes as hereinafter provided. They shall audit or cause 
to be audited the Secretary-Treasurer’s books at the end of the financial 
year and report at the annual meeting. They shall publish each fall a 
-revised edition of a Club annual known as Red Hen Tales. A va- 
cancy on the Executive Comimittee shall be filled for the unexpired term 
by said committee. 


Sec. 8. The Election Commissioner shall be elected by a majority 
vote at each annual meeting of the Club. 

On the first Tuesday of September of each year the Election Com- 
missioner shall mail to the address of each member of the Club a printed 
nominating ballot blank, naming the officers to be elected; the nomin- 
ating ballots to be returnable within thirty days and to be signed by the 
member whose vote it represents. 


On receiving and counting the nominating ballots the Election Com- 
missioner shall ascertain by mail who among the three candidates for each 
office receiving the highest number of votes, are willing to stand for elec- 
tion, informing each candidate of the number of votes cast for him and 
for each of the other nominees thus honored for the same office. 


On receiving authority to formally announce the various successful 
nominees, the Election Commissioner shall within thirty days of the 
counting of the nominating ballots, mail printed election blanks to all 
Club members, said election blanks to be returnable within thirty days. 
‘The names and residences of all candidates to be voted for shall be printed 
on the ballot, and opposite each name a square shall be printed. The 
ballot shall contain full instructions for the guidance of voters as to the 
manner of marking. 
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Exactly thirty days after the mailing of the election ballots, the 
Election Commissioner shall count all votes received by him in the form 
of printed ballots that are properly marked and legibly signed by Club 
members entitled to cast the same, and shall immediately notify the 
officers of their election. se | 

The counting of election ballots shall take place at a specified place 
and hour, which shall be announced on the printed ballot blanks mailed 
to each member, and each candidate shall have the right to be present in 
person or by an accredited representative to witness the counting of all 
ballots. No vote shall be counted except those cast upon the official bal- 
lot. No ballot shall be counted that is in-any way changed or tampered 
with, or has anything pasted upon it. No change may be made in a 
ballot once cast, even by the member casting such ballot. 

Sec. 8. Officers of the Club shall hold their respective offices until 
their successors are elected and accept their positions. The terms of 
newly eleeted officers shall commence the first day of May following such 
election. 


ARTICLE IV. 


Members. 


Section 1. Application for membership must be made in writing and 
forwarded to the Secretary together with membership fee. A candidate 
is admitted by a majority vote of any Executive Committee meeting or of 
the annual club meeting. Should the applicant be rejected, his member- 
ship fee will be returned. 

Sec. 2. An application rejected at any meeting cannot be voted upon 
again until the next annual Club meeting. 

Sec. 3. Any member may withdraw from the Club by giving written 
notice of his resignation to the Secretary, provided that such member 
shall have discharged all his obligations to*the Club and there are no 
charges pending against him. 

Sec. 4. Any member of the Club who shall be deemed guilty of con- 
duct derogatory to the Club may be suspended from membership or be 
expelled from the Club by a majority vote of the Executive Committee, 
ten days’ previous notice in writing having been given to the member with 
a copy of the charges preferred against him, and an opportunity given 
him to be heard thereon. A member thus expelled may appeal to the 
next annual meeting, and the vote thereat shall be final. 


ARTICLE V. 
Meetings and Elections. 


- Section 1. There shall be an annual meeting of the members of 
the Club, the time and place of holding which shall be determined by 
the Executive Committee. 
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Sec. 2. Twenty-five members shall constitute a quorum. 

Sec. 3. No member shall be allowed to vote or have a voice in a 
meeting unless he is in good standing with the Club. This means that 
his dues must be paid up and that there are no charges pending against 
him, but should not be construed as meaning to bar a person from de- 
fending himself against preferred charges when he has been summoned 
to the meeting for that purpose. 

Sec. 4. All officers shall be elected by ballot and the one receiving 
the highest number of votes shall be declared elected, except the Secretary- 
Treasurer, who shall be appointed by the Executive Committee, and he 
shall be subject to dismissal by said Executive Committee at any time 
his conduct is such as to warrant his removal from office. Said Secretary- 
Treasurer must be placed under bonds of not less than $1,000 yearly with 
some reliable bonding company. Said bond premium to be paid by the 
Club. 

Sec. 5. Special Club meetings and Executive Committee meetings 
may be held as hereinbefore provided. 

Sec. 6. No state shall be entitled to more than one member on the 
Hxecutive Committee. 


ARTICLE VI. 


Dues. 


Section 1. The financial year shall end on the first day of May of 
each year. . 

Sec. 2. The membership fee shall be $1.00, which carries the appli- 
cant’s membership to the following May lst. Except where applicants 
join between the dates of March Ist and May ist they shall be given a 
membership card for the following calendar year. 

Sec. 3. The annual dues shall be $1.00, payable May ist of each 
year for the ensuing fiscal year. Any member who has not paid his dues 
by the first day of July following shall receive a warning notice, and if 
his remittance is not received by August list the Secretary shall drop his 
name from the membership roll. 

Sec. 4. April lst of each year the Secretary shall notify each mem- 
ber of the Club that his dues are payable the first of the following month. 


ARTICLE VII. 
Prizes. 

Section 1. The Executive Committee shall have the power to offer 
prizes out of the funds of the Club, and these prizes shall be of four 
classes as follows: 5; 

Sec. 2. The first class shall be the Annual Club Prize which may 


be a trophy cup or cups or cash, or both, and which shall be offered in 
three sections of the country atsomerep utable poultry show. The west- 
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ern prize shall- be offered west of the east boundary of Ohio and north 
of the north boundary of Tennessee. The southern prize shall be offered 
south of the south boundary of Kentucky and east of the Mississippi 
River or in some state south of the south boundary of Pennsylvania 
and east of the Ohio River. The eastern prize shall be offered east of the 
east boundary of Ohio and north of the north boundary of Maryland. Any 
member of the Club in good standing may compete for these prizes. 


Sec. 3. The second class shall be the State Cup. This may be offered 
at some representative show in each state where we have ten members in 
good standing. This cup is to be competed for only by Club members 
residing in the state in which it is offered, and is offered for the best 
display of either variety; first prize to count five points, second prize 
to count three points, third prize to count two points, fourth prize to count 
one point. In case of a tie the member showing the largest entry shall be 
awarded the cup. In states having a branch organization, this cup shall 
be forwarded to the Secretary of such branch and shall be placed by him 
and the President of such branch at whatever show they consider will be 
the most representative in their respective state. In states not having 
a branch organization, but having ten or more members, the State Cup 
may be placed by the Club Secretary and the State Secretary together. 
States having thirty or more members are entitled to two cups which are 
to be awarded the same as above, with the exception that one cup shall be 
awarded to the rose-comb string winning the highest number of points, 
and the other cup to the single-comb string winning the highest number 
of points. Both cups must be offered at the same show. 

Sec. 4. The third class shall be Club Badges for special shape and 
color. These shall be furnished shows applying for thm by the Secre- 
tary, who shall use his judgment in donating the same. Any member of 
the Club in good standing may compete for these badges. 

Sec. 5. The Executive Committee may also’ offer prizes at their 
discretion. : 

Sec. 6. In order to compete for any of the above prizes, a member 
must be able to show his membership card for the calendar year in which 
the prizes are offered. | 


ARTICLE VIII. 
State Branches, 


Section te states where our membership numbers ten or more, 
members may organize a State Branch and shall elect. a President and 
a Secretary and such other officers as they may deem necessary. 

Sec. 2. Such elections may be held by meeting or by mail. 

Sec. 3. The Secretary of each state branch shall be the official with 
such state. 
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Sec. 4. State branches may form their own Constitution or By-Laws, 
but these shall in nowise conflict with the rules and regulations of the 
parent Club. 


Sec. 5. When the members in a State have organized their Secre- 
tary shall communicate the fact to the Club Secretary and inclose there- 
with a copy of their rules or laws. The Club Secretary shall, in turn, 
if the organization has been in strict conformity with the rules and regu- 
lations of the parent Club, forward to said Secretary a certificate signed 
by the President and the Secretary of the parent Club, acknowledging 


such state branch to be properly organized and to be a part of the 
parent Club. 


See. 6. State branches may send a delegate to Club meetings, who 
shall have one vote for each ten members of his branch who are absent 
from such meeting. 


Sec. 7. No person can become a member of any state branch until 


he has first joined the parent Club and has paid his membership fee 
thereto. 3 


Sec. 8. No person shall continue to be a member of any state 
branch after he has ceased to be a member of the parent Club. 


Sec. 9. The parent Club shall not inflict any dues, taxes or assess- 
ments upon the members of the state branches as such. 


See. 10. State branches and their entire organization shall at all 
times be amenable to the parent Club. 


Sec. 11. States having less than ten members and states having 
more than ten members, but who have failed to organize a state branch, 
shall have a state Secretary appointed from among their number by the 
Executive Committee, who shall look after the affairs of the Club in whom 
the Club Secretary will do business pertaining to his respective state.

Amendments. 


Section 1. This Constitution and By-laws may be amended or ap- 
pealed by not less than a three-fourths vote at the annual Club meeting 
or by the same at a special meeting, thirty days’ notice having been sent 
to the members by the Secretary.

Secretary Card has requested me to tell you how I conceived the new 
Constitution under which the Rhode Island Red Club is now operating. 
First, let me say, that the other members of the Constitution Committee 
did yeoman work, and made valuable suggestions that were incorporated 
in my original draft that was sent to each member of the Committee. 

My experience with Club work goes back some years. For five years 
following 1900, served as Secretary of the “‘American White Wyandotte 
Club.’? Acted as Secretary of the ‘‘Water-fowl Club of America’”’ for two 
years, and served as President of the National ‘“‘White Wyandotte Club” 
four terms; the ‘American White Plymouth Rock Club” four terms; and 
of our ‘‘Rhode Island Red Club of America two terms. In addition to 
these offices, have served as a member of the Board of Directors, or 
Executive Boards of several other specialty Clubs, including those for 
Buff Rocks, Buff Orpingtons, and White Leghorns. Am giving you this 
summary in order to show that my past experience had taught me some- 
thing of the necessary things in a Constitution to make the Club a real 
one. 

Our Country is a big one, and it has proved to be impossible in the 
Standard-bred poultry industry to bring all the representative breeders 
from Coast to Coast into one show-room. Their birds may be represented 
ati the leading shows, but, they are unable to leave home to make the 
trip, or the cost of the trip looks to be out of proportion. to the benefit 
to be derived. To make a real lasting success, every member of a Club must 
be placed in close touch with the benefits to be derived from his member- 
ship. In the nature of things, the big National meets must be at some 
point where the largest classes“are found, and the largest number possi- 
ble of the members gotten together. The breed and the breeders derive 
the most benefit from having the National meets so placed. Now comes 
the question, if this-eondition prevails as to the National meet, how can 
every member of the Club receive the direct benefit from a really big and 
official meet;and how, can the Country be covered during a term of years, 
by a series of such meets. It seemed to me some years age in connection 
with my work in another Club that the Zone, or District system was the 
answer. It was tried, and worked wonderfully. When applied to a second 
Club, it did not work as well, because the ability in the Secretary’s office 
was lacking. We had the Secretary, and this division of the Country into 
Districts, the Districts into States, and when the time comes, the States 
into sub-Districts, or Counties looked to me to be the way out for us, 
and the way the “‘Rhode Island Red Club of America’’ could grow to 
be the largest specialty club in existence. The way we are going forward 
by leaps and bounds, it looks as if it had proved to be the correct way. 

With our big National Meet going to a large and important show, and 
each year in a different part of the Country. With our large District 
meets (and some of them are now approaching in size our National 
Meet), going to large and important shows in the Districts. With our 
States that are organized, now holding large and important State meets 
each year, we are rapidly approaching the point that I hoped for, and 
every Club member can place his best birds in competition with those 
of the finest breeders in his section, and win official Club awards that 
really mean something. Later on, my vision sees this same method be- 
ing employed in Counties or smaller Districts in each State. You mem- 
ee have it in your power to bring about this condition whenever you 

esire it. 

A Club is made or broken by its Secretary. The President and other 
Officers can do their best, and work hard, but, unless the Secretary is 
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the strongest link in the chain, little will be accomplished. We have a 
proven National Secretary, and, a mighty able lot of District Secretaries. 
These men, or women, are the active members that are in touch with the 
membership as a whole, and this is why they are given places under the 
new Constitution on the Executive Board to the exclusion of the District 
Presidents. They do the most work, can be of most benefit to the Club 
on the Board, and, I believe deserve the honor. This was something new 
in our new Constitution, and seems to be working nicely. 

As time goes on, and the expansion under our Constitution continues, 
it will soon be true that every member of the Club will know personally 
the Secretary of his branch, or District, and be in close touch with the 
executive workings of the National body. This is as it should be in a 
democratic organization like ours. The sooner the smaller units are com- 
pleted and working smoothly, the better it will be for our breed, and for 
our Club. 

It has been my privilege to visit shows in various parts of the Country. 
No matter where I have gone, a warm welcome has been extended to me 
by the Red Breeders. They are a fine lot of royal enthusiasts, and true 
sportsmen and women in every sense of the word. There is no such thing 
as North, East, South or West among Red Breeders, nor among:our Club 
members. Each and every section of the Country is working heart and 
soul for the good of each Breed, the good of the Club, and the good of 
each one of us as individuals. The smaller our big Country can seem to us 
in our thoughts, and the closer together we can come in mutual good- 
fellowship, the bigger and better our Club will become. We must not for- 
get for one instant that we have the best Breed and the best Club in the 
Country, but, there are a few others close to us in both particulars, and a 
little let up on our part meansthe other fellows will be shaking our dust 
and going out in front. 

The subject assigned me at first glance looked very dry, and wondered 
if it would be possible to write anything at all that would be worth read- 
ing on your part. If you have gotten the vision for the future that I have 
tried to convey to you, and, realize that our membership can easily be, and 
should be in the tens of thousands, your time in reading this has not been 
wasted. 

In closing, want to say one word regarding the Amendment made to 
our Constitution at Kansas City. To me, it is a big step forward. The only 
criticism that has been made has been, it looks like establishing two 
classes of membership. Secretary Card has given you in very clear language 
in the press the exact conditions surrounding this sustaining membership, 
but, am going to try and tell you just how it appeals to me. Every mem- 
ber has the best interests of the Club and the Breed at heart. Many mem- 
bers breed Reds because they love them, and as a fad or fancy. These 
members do not need to become sustaining members, unless they wish to 
do so. They have the same standing in the Club with their active member- 
ship that they would have as sustaining members. There are hundreds 
of members in the Club however that not only breed Reds because they 
love them, but, are selling stock and eggs, and either have their flocks 
self-supporting, or are making money from them. I believe that everyone 
of these hundreds of members will be glad to become sustaining members 
with the knowledge that their additional $3.00 will help swell the 
‘Booster’? fund that has done so much for each one of them in making 
the wonderful merit of the Reds more broadly known, and helped to make 
the demand greater for everyone who breed Reds to sell. The large 
breeders can contribute larger sums as they have in the past, but, every 
sustaining member will know he is helping to carry on this grand good 
work that is for the benefit of all.

Every member of our Club should be conversant with the intents and 
purposes of this constitution. Its whole plan and thought is for the great- 
est good to the greatest number. Its working plans are so arranged as to 
lessen if not to prevent political connivance or the formation of sectional 
cliques, which would disrupt and undermine the best interests of the Club 
and retard its progress which has so signally begun through the operation 
of this most wise Constitution. 

Its Officerate has representation from every section of the country 
through the Secretaries of the different Districts who constitute, with the 
President; Vice President and National Sec., the Executive Committee of 
the Club through and by which all business of the Club is done; this wide 
distribution of power holding in check any movements or plans not com- 
patible with the wishes of the entire membership of the Club. 

The fifty cent rebate to each State Branch amply meets the needs of 
the Branch and automatically makes every member of the Parent Club 
a member of the State Branch without further cost. The gratis arrival of 
the R. I. Red Journal each month keeps every member in touch and up to 
date with current events in Red circles and the doings of the Club in every 
section and every State or wherever there is a membership. The Club is 
wisely divided into five Districts composed of States within prescribed 
boundaries, but all working under the complete jurisdiction of the Parent 
Club, controlled and carried on by the Executive Committee as per Article 
4—-Section 3 and 4, but not interfering with District or State Branch rights 
and powers long as said Districts or State Branches conform to and abide 
by the laws of the Parent Club. | 

Section 10 or Article 4 should be studied by every member; its import 
is valuable and it is the privilege every member should exercise for the 
advancement of the Club and breed. | 

Article 6 deals with committees and their duties. 

Article 7 section 9-10-11 are important; read them over. 

Also every section in Article Ten. 


It is by the conscientious and continuous observance of these rules 
and laws throughout the Constitution that our Club has grown to such 
wonderful proportion and as individual members or units which make up 
this great army of red enthusiasts, we must remember that the laws 
WHICH MADE SUCCESS must be continued and obeyed to KEEP 
SUCCESS.

CONSTITUTION 
Sept. 10th 1920 
ARTICLE I. 
Name. 
Section 1. The Club shall be called the Rhode Island Red Club of 


America. 
Section 2. The address of the Club shall be that of the Secretary- 


Treasurer. 


_ARTICLH II. 
Object 


Section 1, The object of the Club shall be to promote the breeding of 
Rhode Island Red fowls; to urge the adoption of the true type and color 
by breeders, exhibitors and judges; to advance the true interests of the 
breed; and to bring their unequaled all-around good qualities to the at- 
tention of the world. 


ARTICLE III. 
Membership 


Section 1. All members in the Club shall be Active Members. 

Sec. 2. Any person of good character and reputation may become an 
active member or a sustaining member of the Club. Application shall be 
made to the State Secretary, the District Secretary or the National Secre- 
tary-Treasurer, and must be accompanied by the membership fee for one 
year. 

Sec. 3. Membership shall be acknowledge by the Club membership card 
and shall date from the time of such acknowledgment, terminating on 
October 1st, following, unless renewed. Membership fo rany year may be 
proven by the card of the Club for that year. 

Sec. 4. The Annual Dues shall be $2.00. Of this sum, $1 shall go to the 
Club treasury, and 25 cents to the District treasury, 50 cents to the Branch 
treasury, and 25c for the official organ, which will be mailed free to all 
members in good standing. A. Sustaining Membership; may be taken 
out by any member by paying a fee of $5.00 per annum, $2.00 of which 
pays the regular annual dues, the $3.00 balance going into the Booster 
Fund to insure its constant operation. No member is obliged to take out 
a Sustaining Membership. It is entirely optional with the free will and 
accord of each member. 

Sec. 5. Charges of misconduct of a member must be made in writing 
to the Secretary-Treasurer or to the President; they shall be considered by 
the Executive Committee with the defense of the member; the said Com- 
mittee may, on a majority vote, suspend or expel the member. 

Sec. 6. An expelled or suspended member may appeal trom the decision 
of the Hxecutive Committee and the matter shall then be submitted to the 
vote of the Club members at the Annual Meeting. Unless the majority of 
the members voting shall reverse the decision of the Executive Com- 
mittee, an expelled member shall be ineligible to future membership in 
the Club. 

Sec. 7. Members may resign by giving notice to the Secretary-Treasurer 
in writing; but no resignation shall be accepted if the member be in 
arrears for dues or if there be any charges pending against him. 

Sec. 8. The United States and Canada shall be divided into five major 
districts; this division is made in order to have five major meetings and 
exhibits each year in addition to the Annual meeting of the Club and 
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to the State meets, to secure better representation for members in all 
parts of the country and bring about closer cooperation. The country shall 
be divided into Districts as follows: Ms map’ 

District 1, or Eastern: All states east of Indiana and Kentucky and 
north of North Carolina; all Canada east of the 85th Meridian of Longi- 
tude. 

District 2, or Southern: All states south of Kentucky and Virginia and 
east of the Mississippi River. ’ 

District 3, or Southwestern: All states south of Kansas and Colorado 
and west of the Mississippi River. 

District 4 or Central; All states west of Ohio and West Virginia; north 
of Oklahoma; east of Wyoming and Colorado; and all Canada that lies 
beween Alberta and the 85th Meridian of Longitude. 

District 5, or Western: All states west of Nebraska; north of New 
Mexico; and the Provinces of British Columbia and Alberta. 

District officers shall be President, Vice-President, and Secretary- 
Treasurer; these three officers together with two members at large to 
constitute the District Executive Committee. The members of the Club 
residing in the District shall decide the place of holding the District meet- 
ing by a mail vote, and the Club District Cup shall be offered at this 
place. 

The Secretary-Treasurer of each District shall be bonded; the amount 
of the bond to be decided by the District ecutive Committee; the 
Premium per bond to come from the District treasury. 

Districts may be governed by their own Constitution and By-Laws, but 
these must not conflict with the Constitution and By-Laws or Rules of 
the Rhode Island Red Club of America. 


As soon as Districts are organized the District Secretary shall notify 


the Secretary-Treasurer of the Club. The Secretary-Treasurer of the 
Club shall keep the District Secretary informed as promptly as possible 
of new members, of those who are in arrears or against whom there are 
charges pending in the District territory. ; 

Sec. 9. Any State in the Union or Province in Canada shall organize 
a branch of this Club, providing there are at least ten members in each 
proposed branch territory. These branches shall hold annual meetings at 
the show at which the state cup is offered for the purpose of electing 
officers’and transacting other business as may come before the branch. 

Branch officers shall be President, Vice-President, and Secretary- 
Treasurer; these three officers to constitute the Executive Committee for 
the Branch. The members of the Club residing in the branch territory 
shall be members of the branches. The members of the branches shall 
decide the place of holding the branch meeting by a mail vote’ and the 
Club State Cup shall be offered at this place. 

In states and provinces where no branch has been organized, the 
National President shall appoint a state Secretary whose duty it shall be 
to look after the interests of the Club in his state or province, and to per- 
fect a state branch as soon as ten or more members are secured. In making 
these appointments’ the president shall be guided by the choice and 
recommendation of the District officers. . 

Sec. 10. District Secretaries who fail in the proper performance of their 
duties can be removed by the District Executive Board, and a new Secre- 
abe : fill the unexpired term shall be elected by the District Executive 

oard. 

Sec. 11. Branch Secretaries who fail in the proper performance of their 
duties can be removed by the Branch Executive Committee and a new 
Secretary to fill the unexpired term shall be elected by the Branch Execu- 
tive Committee. 
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ARTICLE IV. 
Officers 


Section 1. The officers of this Club shall consist of a President, a Vice- 
President, a Secretary-Treasurer, and an Election Commissioner. 

Sec. 2. All officers shall be elected by ballot and the one receiving the 
highest number of votes shall be declared elected, excepting the Secre- 
tary-Treasurer. The Secretary-Treasurer shall be appointed by the Execu- 
tive Committee February 10th of each year, and he shall be subject to dis- 
missal by said Executive Committee at any time his conduct is such as to 
warrant his removal from office. 

Sec. 3. The general supervision and conduct of the affairs of the Club 
shall be vested in the Executive Committee, which shall consist of the 
President, Vice-President, Secretary-Treasurer, and the Secretary- Treas- 
urer of each of the five Districts. 

Sec. 4. The Executive Committee shall carry out the instructions of the 
Club, shall authorize expenditures (but no expenditures shall be authorized 
beyond the assets of the Club), shall devise means to carry out the objects 
of the Club, shall make such rules as may be deemed necessary during 
the year for the conduct of meetings, the awarding of prizes, etc., and 
shall perform such other duties as are delegated to it by the Constitution 
and By-Laws. 

Sec. 5. The President shall preside at such meetings as he may attend, 
shall carry out the instructions of the Executive Committee, shall approve 
proper and authorized claims against the Club, and shall perform such 
other duties as are customary to the office and not herein otherwise 
delegated. 

Sec..6. TheSecretary-Treasurer shall, as Secretary, conduct the general 
correspondence and keep the records of the Club. He shall, as Treasurer, 
collect all money due, and shall pay from the funds of the Club such 
claims as are properly authorized and approved. He shall furnish a bond 
of not less than $1000. Amount of bond to be decided by the Executive 
Committee. The premium of said Bond to be paid by the Club. 

Sec. 7. The Secretary-Treasurer shall be paid a salary of $500 per 
annum, out of which he is to pay his clerical expenses. 

See. &§. An officer shall remain in office until his successor is elected 
or appointed. 

Sec. 9 Officers appointed by the President shall hold until the next 
annual election. 

Sec. 10. The Election Commissioner shall publish a nominating ballot 
in the September issue of the Official Organ. There shall be blank lines for 
filling in the nominations for the two elective officers. Each member will 
detach this blank, fill in his nominations, sign and mail to the Election 
Commissioner to reach him not later than the last Tuesday in September. 
He shall on that date count the nominating ballots and shall ascertain 
by mail who among the three candidates for each office receiving the 
highest number of votes are willing to stand for office. Inform each 
candidate of the number of votes cast for him and for each of the other 
nominees thus honored for the same office. 

On receiving authority to formally announce the various successful 
nominees, the Election Commissioner shall mail copy for the election 
blank to our Official Organ to be printed in the November issue. This 
blank will be printed in our Official Organ, and is to be cut out, filled in, 
signed, and returned by mail to the Election Commissioner by each mem- 
ber on or before the first Tuesday in December following. The Election 
Commissioner shall close the polls at 3 P. M. of the first Tuesday in Dec- 
ember, shall count and record the votes, shall immediately notify the offi- 


ee 
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cers of their election, and shall send a copy of the election returns to the 
Official Organ for publication in the January issue. 

The official election ballot printed in the Official Organ, and mailed 
to each member in this manner, shall have printed on it the names and 
addresses of all candidates to be voted for, and opposite each name a 
square shall be printed. The ballot shall contain full instructions for the 
guidance of voters as to the manner of marking. 

The counting of ballots shall take place at a specified place and hour 
after 3 P. M. of the first Tuesday in December. Announcement of same 
shall be printed on the election ballot. Each candidate shall have the 
right to be present in person or by an accredited representative to witness 
the counting of all ballots. No vote shall be counted, excepting those on 
the official ballot. No vote shall be counted that has not been properly 
marked, and legibly signed by a Club member. No ballot shall be counted 
that has been in any way changed or tampered with. No change can be 
made in a ballot once cast, even by a Club member. 


ARTICLE V. 
Voting 


Section 1. An Election Commissioner shall be elected by a majority vote 
at each Annual Meeting of the Club. The duties of the Election Com- 
missioner are given under Section 10, of Article IV. This Section also 
gives the method of procedure to be followed in our Annual Election. 

Sec. 2. Officers of the Club shall hold their respective offices until 
their successors are elected and accept their positions. The terms of newly 
elected officers shall commence the first day of February following such 
election. 

Sec. 3. The officers of each District shall be elected by a mail vote 
taken in the same manner as prescribed above for the National officers. 
The District Election Commissioner to be elected at the District Annual 
Meeting, and follow the instructions outlined for the National Election 
Commissioner in securing the votes for the District Officers. 

Sec: 4. Immediately after the adoption of this Constitution, the Presi- 
dent shall appoint a temporary Election Commissioner for each District 
to conduct an election for District officers, terms of their offices to cor- 
respond to those of the National Club. 

Sec. 5. District officers shall hold office as per Section 2 of this Article. 

Sec. 6. No proxies can be voted at any meeting of the Club, excepting 
each District can send a representative to the Annual meeting and em- 
power him to cast one vote for each ten members in his District on such 
matters as may come before the Annual meeting. This proxy must be 
signed by the President and Secretary of his District. 

Sec. 7. No State shall be entitled to more than one office in Parent Club 
or District. 


ARTICLE VI. 
Committees 


Section 1. The President may appoint Committees to prepare for and 
handle any special matter, meeting, event or action. 

See. 2. District Presidents may appoint Committees to prepare for and 
handle any special matter, meeting, event or action pertaining only to his 
District. 

Sec. 3. State Presidents may appoint Committees to prepare for or 
handle any matter, meeting, event or action pertaining only to their State 
or Province. 
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ARTICLE VII. 
Meetings 


Section 1. Annual meetings of the Club will be held to discuss and 
decide any changes in the Constitution or By-Laws or measures for the 
good of the Club and to act on any business not properly covered by the 
Executive Committee. 3 

Sec. 2. The time and place of holding the Annual meeting shall be de- 
cided by a mail vote of the Executive Committee. 

Sec. 3. Special meetings, as may be deemed avisable shall be arranged 
for by the Executive Committee, and announcement of the time and place 
shall be made sixty days before such meeting. 

Sec. 4. District Annual meetings will be held to discuss all matters per- 
taining to the District not properly covered by the District Executive 
Committee. The time and place of the Annual meeting shall be decided 
by a mail vote of the District Executive Committee. 

Sec. 5. Special District meetings, as may be deemed advisabie, shall be 
arranged for by the District Executive Committee and announcement of 
the time and place shall be made: sixty days before such meeting. 

Sec. 6. State meetings may be held at such time and place as the mem- 
bers from any state may decide by vote. Such vote shall be taken by the 
State Secretary. 

Sec. 7. Special meetings may be called at the request of three members 
for a State, or may be arranged for by the proper officers without re- 
quest. Notice of such meeting shall be given to members in the territory 
covered by the meeting. 

Sec. 8. In the absence of proper presiding officers at a General, District 
or State meeting, a chairman shall be chosen and a clerk appointed who 
shall send a copy of the minutes to the proper Secretary. 

Sec. 9. Twenty-five members shall constitute a quorum for a meeting 
of the Club. 

Sec. 10. Ten members shall constitute a quorum for a District meeting. 

Sec. 11. Five members shall constitute a quorum for a State meeting, 


ARTICLE VIII. 
Prizes 


Section 1. The Executive Committee shall have power to offer prizes 
out of the funds of the Club, amounting to fifty per cent of the sum in 
the treasury. 

Sec. 2. District Executive Committees shall have power to offer prizes 
out of the funds in the District Treasury amounting to not over fifty per 
cent of these funds. These District prizes to be offered at District shows. 

Sec. 3. Branch Executive Committees will follow Section 2, Article VII, 
for their Branch Annual meetings. 

Sec. 4. All prizes offered by the Club shal] be open to competition only 
to birds owned by members. 


ARTICLE IX 


Publications 


Sec. 1 The Club shall issue each year a year bcok or register that shall 
contain a full list of members, the Constitution and By-Laws, the report 
of the Annual meeting, the reports of the officers for the preceding year, 
records and announcements of the Executive Committee and essays and 
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papers by the members. This shall be carefully edited and the Executive 
Board may insert or omit any matter at their discretion. This year book 
Shall be published as a volume by itself, or incorporated in the official 
Club organ, as the members may vote each year at the annual meeting. 
In the absence of such a vote, the Executive Board shall decide the 
method of publishing same. 

Sec. 2. Notices and announcements may be issued thru _ the official 
organ, and shall also be sent by the Secretary to all papers having a 
circulation of over 5000. 

Sec. 3. By the majority of the votes cast at the Annual meeting, an 
official organ of the Club shall be adopted for one year. 


ARTICLE X. 


Amendments 


Section 1. This Constitution or the By-Laws may be altered or amended 
by a three-fourths vote at the Annual meeting, or by the same vote ata 
special meeting. 

Sec. 2. Amendments to this Constitution or By-Laws must be submitted 
to the Secretary by members ninety days before the Annual meeting, or 
any special meeting called for that purpose. 

Sec. 3. Proposed amendments shall become part of the Constitution 
upon receiving a three-fourths vote at the Annual meeting or such special 
meeting.

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REMINISCENCES 


Your secretary has requested me to write some of my reminiscences 
pertaining to Reds of the past. 

My opinion is that Geo. W. Tracy is the only qualified historian on 
either the Reds or their owners or perhaps I had better say exhibitors. 
That reminds me that George used to be a professional walker and the 
first. time I saw him was at the Madison Square Garden shuw in 1906. 
He was looking up Frank Read as Frank had been showing winners for 
a few years and George had the notion that he wanted to get into the 
game, and the way he paced the aisles gave one the impression he wasn’t 
a back number on the track. Records of later years showed George to be 
a winner: with Reds at the very place he had been a winner in walking 
matches. 

I first became interested in Reds about 1898 from accounts read in 
Farm Poultry then edited by Mr. Hunter. Even at that time the lower 
part of Rhode Island and sections of Massachusetts had many farm flocks 
of Reds. While the first ones I bought weré Single Comb. I never brea 
them but having previously been breeding Wyandottes, I took to the Rose 
Comb Reds and my first purchase was a trio from a farm in Shrewsbury, 
Mass. where a friend of mine was superintendent. This trio for those days 
was a remarkably good one and were bought in 1901 which was the 
foundation of my stock and I began showing the following winter. 

In December 1902 at Hartford a granddaughter of one of the original 
females won 2nd-in quite a large class and it was at this time I was in- 
duced to join the R. I. Red Club of America by Robert Tuttle. John 
Crowther was Secy. of the club and judged the show. This particular 
pullet had quite a record. She lived to be 9 years old, was never broody 
and each year moulted out a pullet color. 

The following year another pullet got 1st at Hartford and that in 
competition with Tuttle. 

An amusing thing happened at Meriden in 1904 when this non-fading 
hen was entered her third season. Many instances are on record where 
an early hatched pullet has been entered as a hen and won as such, but 
this hen was entered as such, properly labeled but I assume the show 
attendants thought she was a pullet and put her in pullet class. 

Imagine my surprise when I got to the show and found she had been 
placed 3rd as pullet, one of my pullets getting 1st and another 4th. I 
protested to secretary and the judge. Showed them a sealed leg band put 
on previous year at Springfield show and offered to furnish proof but 
Thos. McGrew who was judge, said she was a pullet and would not change 
awards. Thought I would be consoled by telling me he had hatched buff 
cochins in January and exhibited them the following December as hens. 
However I had 11 entries and won the cup. 

The most remarkable R. C. female I ever ran up against was really 
the foundation of Mr. Tuttle’s fine strain. She won as a pullet the first 
time at Hartford in 1901 and for a number of years won ist consistently 
at Hartford, Boston and New: York and I think at shows farther west 
either St. Louis, Chicago or Cincinnati, but I believe was once beaten as a 
hen by one of her own daughters. 

Mr. Tuttle bred this hen for years and linebred her get until he had 
the best flock of R C Reds during his time. 

As I lived near Tuttle, I used to visit him often. For years much has 
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been written about smut. I used to fight shy of it and on my visit once to 
his yards for a breeding cockerel he offered me a young cockerel with 
a lot of smut tor $8.00 I took one without smut but white in hackle which 
never amounted to anything as a breeder whereas the following year he 
exhibited the smuty cockerel at Boston as a cock, won Ist prize and 
sold him for $150 a big price in those days. 

Well to go back to earlier days, many of the present day members are 
not familiar with the ups and downs of the club, of the time and money 
spent by individuals in fighting oppositions. 

There was for a number of years strong opposition against allowing 
them to be ‘admitted as standard fowls but no breed has had such a 
succeeding string of persistent workers as the Reds have. 

Aldrich, Bryant, Tuttle, Sibley and others have passed away but they 
were among the leading founders of exhibition Reds and it cost them 
as well as others of us, hundreds of dollars that present members are 
now benefited by. The club was formed at Coffee Tavern, Fall River, 
Mass. 1898 andthe following year at same place a standard was 
formulated. : 

A more detail standard was made at 4th Annual meeting in Boston, 
Jan. 1901. 

At the annual meeting Jan. 1903 it was voted to have the 1901 standard 
revised which was done. 

At the annual meeting Jan. 18, 1900 a resolution declaring that the club 
does not recognize the pea-comb in R. I. Reds was adopted and Jan. 16th, 
1902 the club voted to have show secretaries notified that it was the 
wish of the club that in premium lists, R. I. Reds should be included 
under American Class and rose and single combs be judged separately. 

At many shows S. C. R. C. and Pea Comb were all entered together. 
Isaac Felch was strongly in favor of having the breed developed with 
Pea Combs and admitting only such to the standard but the members had 
opinions of their own. 

The single comb variety was admitted to the standard at Rochester, N. 
Y. 1904 and the Rose comb variety at Cincinnati in 1906. The writer was 
elected-Secy. of your club at this latter time. In 1898 there were only a 
few members to organize and in 1900 there were 51, in 1901, 103, in 
1902, 135 in 1906, 445. 

At the annual meeting at Boston, Jan. 1908 we had reached 1200 
members and two or three years later club matters got into a bad state 
of affairs due to an absconding secretary but thanks to a number of years 
of hard work by present secretary the club is now in better condition than 
ever before. 

Here is a bit of information that only a few of the early day R. I. 
fanciers know. 

Dr. N. B. Aldrich who was really the backbone of the club in its early 
history, exhibited S. C..R. I. Reds at Madison Sq. Garden in ‘‘Any other 
variety class’? in 1891-92. This was the first year Buff Plymouth Rocks 
were exhibited there. 

In 1891 he entered some R. C. Reds at Philadelphia as Buff Wyan- 
dottes, and 8 of those birds were bought by two prominent Buff Wyan- 
dotte breeders. Naturally’the Reds of those days were lighter than present 
day Reds but they were used in some instances to tone up the color of 
buffs. 

There was considerable controversy in the early days about the Reds 
being call Wyandottes and Rocks whereas as a/ matter of fact Reds had 
been used to help out the others. Later when Reds got in demand there 
were unscrupulous dealers who were using cull Rocks and Dottes to fill 
their orders and breeding yards in order to meet demands. I do not find 
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any Reds entered at Boston in 1898 and I haven’t an 1899 catalog but in 
1900 there were 49 single entries, 11 Pens Single Comb and 49 single 
entries, 6 pens Rose Comb, quite an entry for 20 years ago. 

They did not take so well in New York until a few years later and 
due to one exhibitor, the Rose Combs outnumbered the single combs. 

To Samuel Cushman belongs the credit of the first propaganda on 
Reds. He advertised quite extensively, got out illustrated circulars, wrote 
many long articles for poultry journals and while he only lasted a few 
years at the game, he did work up considerable enthusiasm and competi- 
tion. 

As I look over these once familiar names of early exhibitors, Macomber, 
Crowther, Cushman, Stafford, Cochran, Allen, Freelove, Buffington, 
Shove and some others who were exhibitors of Reds at Boston twenty 
years ago, Daniel P. Shove is the only one whose name I now see in print. 

A year or two later came Tompkins, Bean Park, Todd Bryant, Lowe, 
Shay, Conant, Read, Ginston, Harris, Sanborn, Richardson, Morse, Delano 
and others but of the lot only Tompkins and Bean are known of today. 

I first met Tompkins at Hartford in 1903. He had his broad grin then 
but the time it broadened out so wide you couldn’t see his eyes was at 
Madison Sq. Garden in 1907 when I met him on the street before entering 
the building. He had just won 25 places on S. C. and R. C. including 8 
firsts out of 10 and 6 seconds out of 10 in classes of 150 S. C. and 88 
Fe. 4; 

It did me good this last winter to meet him again at Madison Sq. Garden 
after a lapse of a few years. | 

{It wasn’t until 1904 that Tuttle went out for larger fields and entered 
at New York and getting a taste of the good things, went again and later 
to St. Louis and Boston. 

There were two men in particular who had a way of upsetting calcula- 
tions of S. C. Breeders by irritatingly entering a few top notchers and 
winning high honors for quite a few years either at New York or Boston. 
They were Frank Read and A. C. Chapin. Louis Anderson did the same 
trick with R. C. females. 

There are not many who know how long Secy. W. H. Card has been > 
judging Reds but the writer exhibited under him at Hartford in 1905 
where ‘he had a class of 99 R. C. to judge and I exhibited under him for 
about 8 years. 

As Secy of the club in 1906 and 1907 I became acquainted with many 
Red fanciers as well as other poultry men with whom it is a pleasure to 
meet at the shows. One of these with whom I have formed a close friend- 
ship is Philip Caswell. | | 

It was at Springfield in 1904 that in competition with him we first 
met. In Jan 1906 Caswell had been asked to accept Presidency. He con- 
sented provided he could select his running mate for Secy and at the 
N. Y. show he spoiled my day by pestering me all day to consent which I 
did before leaving for home. 

We were elected at the notorious Cincinnati meeting at the time R. C. 
Reds were admitted to the standard. While working on the largest edition 
of Red Hen Tales ever issued during 1907 I visited his home at Newport 
(in fact I had been there in 1906) we took a ride all through lower 
Rhode Island and visited the original Trip farm but there were no good 
Reds there. In fact the only good ones seen out of thousands was at 
Almy’s farm, he just getting,a good start in exhibition R. C. Reds al- 
though he had thousands of the utility farm flock grade. AS you might 
_ know Almy was off to a ball game in Boston or New York. 

While there was outside opposition from A. P. A. members in the 
middle west against admitting the Reds to the standard, and I don’t blame 
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them because they had only seen a few scrubby culls in their section, the 
S. C. were admitted in 1904 at Rochester, N. Y. 

There was no good reason why both varieties shouldn’t have been, 
but a compromise was made by accepting one variety and the R. C. were 
to be taken in later. There was a breeder of R. C. Reds who wanted them 
admitted as American Reds and he actually outwitted the Red breeders 
by getting application in a formal way. May be there wasn’t a hot A. P. A. 
meeting at Cincinnati in 1906 but Aldrich, Bryant, Tompkins, Tuttle, 
Shove, Rigg and Caswell were there not to be turned down, and the Rose 
Combs were admitted as R. C. Reds and not American Reds. 

Have the members noticed that there is an unwritten law that no officer 
shall use his title in advertising his stock. This has been in force for over 
15 years with exception of cue slip which was corrected. 

Officers . of nearly all other clubs resort to the selfish custom of 
mentioning their office and thus take advantage of other members. 

To the above names mentioned in this rambling letter could be men- 
tioned many other members who were but slightly less prominent but 
who were active and loyal in their day. It was with New England breeders 
with whom I was most familiar with but by 1906 and 1907 the club was 
growing rapidly and the Middle West has forged ahead in membership 
but it covers a bigger territory. 

Regarding changes in the breed during the last 20 years, naturally big 
improvements have been made and of course the members have multiplied 
rapidly. There were good individual specimens shown 20 years ago but 
not good strings. The color of males then was as a general rule, lighter 
and more uneven in shade. Good colored hens were very scarce and few 
fit for exhibition. Pullets were fair but not uniform. There were always 
some poor specimens shown by back countrymen and this had a tendency 
to cause criticism of other poultrymen against the breed and of course 
at shows where entries were small some mighty poor specimens were 
awarded prizes. The principal improvement is evenness of color all over 
the birds and of course the best shows have nothing but a high class of 
birds and in the majority of shows there is more interest in Reds than 
any other breed unless it be on account of some club meet but for years 
Reds have often out numbered other classes. 

It is with regret that I notice very few familiar early day Red breeders, 
names either as advertisers or members but I assume many are like my- 
self, still interested but inactive and content to let every dog have his day.

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RECOLLECTIONS 


I am practically out of breeding reds at the present time, but am just 
as much a crank on reds as ever, and when I think back what they were 
when I started in exhibiting and the advancement they have made both 
in quality and quantity, it is hard to realize the way they have changed. 
I can remember the first time I put any in a show room; I started breed- 
ing Red about 1900 and 1904. Middletown started in to hold a poultry 
show and they urged me to show some of my birds. I told them I had. not 
thought of showing and in part had nothing to show; but to help out I 
made seven single entries. So when the day came there was no cleaning 
up nor nothing preparatory about it; simply put seven into one box and 
took them to the show. As I was going down Main St. I stopped in front 
of a meat market and the market man came out and looked into the box 
and just think of it, he had the cheek to ask me if I sold them to kill. 
I told him he must be crazy; they were for exhibition and was going to 
put them in the show. He said I might as well keep them in the box as 
I would never get a ribbon. Judge Dave Nichols handled the Red Class 
and it was quite a large-class for the first show... Well; when the clouds 
rolled by I found six ribbons on my coops and the seventh bird had a 
good sized feather on her leg, and the Judge said she would have been 
placed only for that. The outcome was that I won best display. 

Now just stop and think a minute, how those birds would look in a 
show room today, then you could see what a change had been made in 
Reds. 

Once I was most ready to throw up the sponge on account of pumpkin 
necks, but Judge Card told me not to quit as my birds were as good as 
the average and in fact better, so I kept at it bound to get some better 
than the other fellow and I think I must have got there as my birds have . 
won quite a few Championships in the large shows. 

I made no mistake when I joined the Rhode Island Red Club of 
America and the American Poultry Association and I would like to say to 
all my brother breeders, both old and young, if you are not a member 
of the Red Club join now before the shows. If you do not, and ever show: a 
red you may be sorry as delays are dangerous. 

I can quote you an instance where an exhibitor made a mistake by ~ 
putting it off. When I was at Louisville Ky. last December judging the 
fourth Dist. show a party from somewhere west had two cockerels in the 
show and I think these were the only reds he had on exhibition. He won 
Ist and 2nd cockerels and was placed for best male in the R. I. Red 
Classes also best male in the American classes; that is if the owner was 
a member of the Red Club and the A. P. A. I had the pleasure of meeting 
the party at the show the next day and asked him if he was a member. 
He told me he did not belong to either one. But he made up his mind at 
-once that he would not get left the second.time and gave me $2.00 to 
give to Secy. Card to put him down as a member at once. Delays are 
dangerous. Join even if you do not show; help boost the Club along. 

While at the fourth Dist: show last winter I met a lot of red breeders 
and handled some fine reds and can honestly say that both breeders and 
birds were on the top shelf with the East. The single comb hens and 
pullets were as good a class as I ever had the pleasure to handle, the 
only defects were in wing markings, they had type and that bright snappy 
red to the skin and a smooth even surface. 

In conclusion I would say; look out brother breeders and not get the 
reds so dark as to get that dark dull under color. 

Wishing you all the best of luck and bright future for the Reds

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THE WHY OF RHODE ISLAND RED COLOR 
(Written expressly for the Red Hen Tales by W. H. Card.) 


In all the articles on Rhode Island Red color that I have written, I have 
tried to use the ‘‘King’s English’ in the clearest, plainest manner possible 
for me to do and with a conciseness and brevity that should not confound; 
avoiding always, long drawn or involved sentences that my readers might 
get at the meat of the thoughts, intents and purposes which so often has 
prompted me to write on this apparently puzzling question of R. I. Red 
color. | 

To many people of many minds, the same thing look different: 

Realizing this fact my endeavor to forecast the evolution and develop- 
ment as well as the reasons thereof, of this color called Rhode Island 
Red as seen on the feathers of this popular American breed, calls for 
concentrated thought and careful deliberation in presenting the present 
indications and signs of what the TRUE COLOR will be like. Yet; as I 
review the opposition, the misunderstandings, the criticisms, personal 
flings and flaunted theories which have combatted the main thought of 
my previous articles, I am almost in despair of ever getting the real facts 
before my readers; nevertheless, I shall persist. Personalities I have 
buried deep; “‘requiescat-in-pace’’. Criticisms are mostly misunderstand- 
ings of my motives—-which imagine me as domineering, a hypnotist and 
spell-binder with the pen; a player to the gallery whose main stock, in 
trade is unproven theory born of my fertile and active imagination, yet, 
be it said without fear, favor or cavil; seeking no sympathy, asking no 
help; what I have written and what I still write is based om nothing less 
than the prime fundamental laws of nature as portrayed in all domestic 
animal life and breeding; not what I say; but exactly as nature proves 
and has proven since animal life began upon the earth, and so if possible, 
I shall try to correct some erroneous impressions, apparently prevalent, 
caused by my past writings on this much talked of color. First; I never 
write of theories; forty eight years of constant work with poultry; fifteen 
of which have been in close association with the breeding and judging 
ef R. I. Reds must naturally clinch SOME FACTS, 

My motives have ever been to HELP; My experience of near a half 
a century has taught me the missionary spirit; my pen and ink spell- 
binding is simply enthusiasm over discovered truths; I trust I’ve made my 
points clear. 

Relative to Rhode Island Red Color; The fixed principle which pro- 
duces it is no different than that which produces the color and markings 
on any other breed of fowls, nor the prime characteristics on any other 
domestic animal, be it goats; sheep; cattle or swine. That fixed principle 
' is absolutely as inevitable in its workings as the rising and setting of the 
SUN and is the great law of IN and LINE-BREEDING. 

Space forbids quoting examples in swine; cattle; horses, sheep and dogs 
to prove this fixed principle; suffice to call attention of our red breed of 
1920 in its entirety; not’to a few rare specimens of now or a decade ago. 
Today, Rhode Island Reds are of one even shade of red from head to 
tail with only the variation in the color of different families preventing 
a fixed shade of red (the Standard not specifying a fixed color) but 
specifying an even shade. But the big main thought is this; that this even 
Shade of red on all high class different families entire of Rhode Island 
Reds, was brought about by persistent, patient and long continued Line- 
Breeding and selection to produce that evenness. and right here; lets 
think about this; Apropos of this; I’m reminded of my old drawing 
teachers advice; namely; ‘‘Look twenty minutes and draw five minutes

and then you will understand HOW to draw; so I advise to just ponder 
and think awhile in deep study and note the results. In that thinking 
spell, it comes to mind that R. I. Red history tells us that there are not 
less than twelve different breeds in the makeup of this breed; but the 
main color scheme of all these breeds was RED; with orange and black 
as secondary colors. The Red of the Malay was of a blood red shade; the 
Brown Leghorn carries this blood red hue on the shoulders of the male 
with in many instances, orange in hackle and saddle; the Partridge 
Cochin; the Ginger Pit Gam? and the other red selections also had these 
three prime colors, namely Red; Black and Orange and the under-color 
was dark-slate on every breed used in the origin of the Rhode Island 
Reds. With no especial pains to re-produce certain color and markings the 
breed was out-bred for upwards of fifty years; (outbreeding means to 
mate unrelated fowls continually.) Body shape was followed‘ only to re- 
produce the laying type, although not so recognized as a science as it is 
today. This method of breeding for one result only; simply rehashed and 
jumbled the three colors producing the same mixed and indiscriminate 
color and markings of the various ancestors on the one fowl and not until 
1898, when the Rhode Island Red Club of America was formed, was 
there any effort to smooth or tone down the various red, black and 
orange shades into one even’ red hue from head to tail. With three 
dominant colors to work with the progressive breeders of 1898 must needs 
pursue some method by which the three colors would blend and mingle 
into ONE COLOR and that metnod which common sense prompted them 
to follow. was not unlike that of mixing mineral paints, and that method; 
IN and Line-Breeding. 3 

Our splendid RED MANTLE which today spreads itself on every farm; 
hamlet and town in America is all-sufficient proof of this supreme law and 
method. ‘“‘This article is in defense of line breeding nor of my past articles; 
I am simply trying to show my readers the all compelling force which 
governs the color question of the Rhode Island Reds.”’ 

No color is so powerful and dominant as RED; black is also a dominant 
factor but not so dominant as red yet more dominant than orange and 
thus it is when measures were taken and methods followed which would 
tend to mix and blend these three colors into ONE HUE that the red 
would be all-dominant and the mixture produce a shade of red showing 
in its hue the INFLUENCE but not the colors of the lesser dominants of 
black and orange, and this modified red color on this breed under the 
new influence of a different breeding method became, what is now known; 
as Rhode Island Red color. Again just like the mixing of mineral paints, 
the new red color would show on different families in different shades ac- 
cording to the manner of application of the method in producing it and 
the care taken, by selection, to hide the black and orange in the dominant 
red plumage. All breeds of domestic animals and fowls of any worth or 
value were moulded in this crucible nature to a finished product where 
like WILL beget like even as animals and towls of the wild. 

Our Rhode Island Reds are no exception and to this law they owe their 
being as we find them today and by this law must the breed in its entirety, 
secure the true and fixed red color of the future. 

Before going farther as to the color of the future, I desire to waive all 
thought of smut, lemon hackles or striped necks, etc., except to state that 
this one law is the ‘“‘Open-Sesame”’ that eliminates and eradicates all the 
defects which will persist in any breeds of domestic fowls in the first 
quarter of a century of its existence, furthermore; I take no issue with 
the use of smut; it is a necessary factor in some breeding operations of 
the present time; I recognize that fact very clearly, also; I have no argu- 
ment against out-breeding; it is a wonder-worker, especially in begetting 
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vigor and stamnia. But, with our breeds its best results in color and type 
are found ONLY where long-continued line-bred stock is OUT BRED. The 
strongest exponents of out breeding know absolutely, that two unrelated 
fowls of several and various red and brown shades with dark slate under 


color and of unknown and mongrel breeding WILL NOT produce young 


or even one specimen; unless a sport, of an even shade of red with under 
color free from smut, furthermore; that from two such specimens CAN 
NEVER be produced the even shade of red desired. The history of our 
breed shows the MACOMBER HEN of an even shade of red and to re- 
produce her even shade she was bred back to her own sons long enough 
to get other even specimens and so on, till today the even shade of red is 
the rule, not the exception. All out-standing Rhode Island Red specimens 
from out-breeding were produced every time from good families of reds 
where pains and care had been taken in the selection and breeding for 
the desired even shade and those good families were only producd 
through the main law and fundamental principle to all nature as found 
ONLY in Domestic animals; namely IN and Line breeding. And what is 
line-breeding? simply; breeding from related specimens; nothing more 
and nothing less, so far as that point goes; yet; that of itself is not 
enough. These related specimens MUST ever be of the best in vigor and 
stamnia with the highest quality in color and type; in short; PROPER 
SELECTION. 

To go a bit farther along this line of thought; lets take anjexample. A 
phenominal individual male which leads the van of winners, produced by 
hit or miss methods is worthless as a producer UNLESS he is bred back 
to his progeny for sufficient number of seasons to produce enough blood 
corpuscles of his characteristics in the resultant young to re-produce. him- 
self better than seventy five per cent from the final matings. 

In other words; this individual bred to unrelated females will produce 
a FEW similar to himself, BUT the longer he is bred back to his own 


daughters up to or near the limit of stamina and vigor (which for safety 


is three seasons) the greater the number of specimens that will carry his 
grand and good qualities. Instead of a few there will be, literally, 
hundreds of high class birds at the end of even three seasons of such 
breeding and this has absolutely been proven time and again with all sorts 
of domestic animals and fowls. 

Coming back to the thought of the true and fixed color of the Rbcde 
Island Reds of the future; we may safely state that it is a SHADE of 
Red that will be, of a necessity, of the greatest exhibition value ard 
commercial worth? “It can be nothing less than deep vivid red surface 
regardless of the wishes, notions or theories of any individual or: Club 
influence. The Club membership clearly recognizes this fact and evinces 
it by their persistent endeavors and strong desires to produce such a color 
and shade. But what is this shade of the greatest exhibition value and 
commercial worth? “It can be nothing less than a deep vivid red surface 
dark enough to appear brilliant without losing its red tone in sunlight or 
shadow and light enough to allow the pure rich red under-color to exactly 
MATCH the surface in all sections at all times.”’ 

This'is not my color; nor the color of any individual nor of the Club. 
Yt is the inevitable outcome of the scientifically planned evolution of the 
three prime colors into one shade brought about by the insistent demand 
for a fowl of red color with the highest possible exhibition quality and 
commercial attainments. ’Tis said that the Mills of Gods grind slowly but 
surely; Our hopes and desires wait upon this thought; yet this red color 
of highest attainment is almost a reality in this year of 1920. 

A careful analysis of the red color values as seen in the show room of 
the present, reveals the all powerful sweep of this color evolution, 
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irresistibly éleansineg this red hue to a purity ver acne in its character 
and brilliant coloring. 

To better satisfy ourselves and to fix and form some idea cf this 
ultimate color let us carefully differentiate and compare colors and values 
as seen on modern Rhode Island Reds. 

There is a shade of Rhode Island Red on surface so dark that at a 
distance, even in brilliant sunshine, it looks bronzy-black; its under- 
color is five shades lighter red. 

There is a shade of Rhode Island Red, so light or faded that there is 
no life; no lustre to its surface and the under color is streaked and washy. 
The skilled exhibitor and breeder passes them both by as not up to specifi- 
cations. Again; here are two birds exactly alike in type and brilliant dark 
even red surface color with hardly a fractions difference in head points. 
One might sell for $5.00 but no more. The other will easily sell for twenty 
times five dollars;what is the difference? 

One has a dark slate under color; the other a strong red under color 
a shade or two lighter than the surface but free from any trace of dark 
slate or smut. One represents ordinary commercial value the other high 
exhibition value and commercial worth. Compare another specimen of 
like type with the better one of the above two. 

This one is of a shade of red not so dark but of a vivid brilliant hue 
that sparkles with the intensity of its red coloring and even from head 
to tail with an under-color of exactly the same shade as surface in rich- 
ness and strength of color. 

What valid argument could be presented that could value this last 
mentioned specimen less than five times the exhibition value and com- 
mercial worth of the other good specimen? 

Need we present any stronger evidence of the COLOR which must pre- 
vail some day? Yet; I hear the question; Is it possible ever, to produce 
and re-produce fowls and families of this sort? 

Just as possible as it has been to produce and re-produce the many 
thousands of even colored reds from that one lone Macomber hen of long 
ago. In fact; it has been my great privilege within the past season to have 
bad under my fingers just such specimens’ that carry this highest 
attainable red color scheme of one exact shade from surface into skin, and 
produced ONLY by long continued linebreeding and proper selection with 
not one particle of smut in the under color used in six generations of 
breeding, and to more clearly explain; would say that this breeding implies 
the use of smut before the first generation of the six named; but it also 
conclusively proves and clinches hard and fast the MAIN CAUSE of this 
high color attainment which eliminated smut entirely from the under 
color without in the least impairing the red hue of either the surface or 
under color, was this all-supreme law and method of Line-breeding and 
proper selection toward the desired end. 

Yet; in general; Red families of this sort are ‘few and far between; 
The majority are still in the seething stage of evolution wherein the 
crudities, scums and alloys are too near the surface to permit of but few 
specimens of this sort, such of which even though carefully mated, pro- 
duce abundance of smut and other defects, and the opposite may be seen 
with a pen of even well colored surface birds with smuty under-color, 
producing the sort that looks exactly like the real thing and corrals big 
money by big wins at big shows. Yet; to depend on such is like playing 
margins on the stock market or rolling the bones; its entirely a gamble 
and your luck, ever fickle at the best, determines your fortunes. Permanent 
success comes not to the swift but to the plodder whose main religion is 
dogged persistence along carefully laid out plans and methods. And now 
in conclusion I ask my readers to listen to one more thought. I have 
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handled thousands of R. I. Reds in the course of the years gone by and 
the all important thing with Rhode Island Reds today, far and beyond the 
proper red shade, (which has a different hue in different minds) is the 
ONE EVEN SHADE of red from head to tail with a rich red under color 
free from smut matching the even red surface and for the encourageraent 
of thousands of breeders, even though the despair of some, this even shade, 
not yet of a fixed hue, is on the vast majority of all Rhode Islands of both 
sexes and varieties in every part of America. 

As a final word let me say. I trust my friends who agree and my friends 
who do not agree with my thoughts as herein expressed, will understand 
my honest motives that we may collectively continue as one grand united 
brotherhood in the advancement and betterment of this breed of one 
even shade of red from head to tail, unequalled by any other breed of 
fowls on earth today; and the END is not yet.

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LETTER FROM CHARLES F. SHAW, SECRETARY RHODE 
ISLAND RED CLUB OF SOUTH AFRICA

Dear Mr. Card: 

Your request for a ‘“‘story’’ on the foremost breed of poultry finds me at 
an opportune moment whilst sailing away from the country of their 
creation. 

During my visit to the United States I was much impressed by the con- 
siderable advance made in ‘“‘Reds”’ from a color standpoint, which would 
indicate that this feature has received a great amount of attention of late 
years. Fortunately, type has been well taken care of at the same time, and 
not deteriorated as in England owing to an attack of color and size mania. 

This is as it should be and the result is that the Rhode Island Red in 
America is a thing of beauty and a joy forever. : 

If I may be allowed to criticise however I would, suggest that breeders 
pay a little more attention to headpoints. 

I had not, owing to my late arrival in your country, the privilege of 
attending many shows but those reds I have seen show clearly that the 
leading breeders have achieved such a state of perfection in type and 
color of plumage that they now could well afford to go after head points. 

I think, friend Card, that you are too much inclined to minimize the 
importance of these. A fiery red, round full eye and an evenly serrated 
comb, not too large and coarse, are points of great value in stamping the 
quality of a strain. I agree that in selecting breeder the comb is perhaps 
a secondary consideration, but I am inclined to place more importance on 
the color of the eye. I have noticed repeatedly, that where color is the 
strongest, sometimes running to an excess of black, one finds a deep red 
eye and this especially in males is a good breeding feature and of great 
value when the color is “‘washing out” of a strain. 

This color question in R. I. Reds has been the subject of considerable 
controversy in most countries who have taken up the breed extensively, 
including South Africa. 

The cry is that we should decide upon a certain shade of color, which 
it is suggested all can breed to, but in asking this, breeders have not given 
the necessary amount of thought to the color characteristics of the bird 
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itself. The danger would be in my opinion in fixing a standard shade of 
red which could not be produced concurrently with that evenness of sur- 
face and undercolor required by the Standard of Perfection. 

Breeders should therefore bend their efforts in the first place to produce 
an even colored bird throughout and aim for consistency. 

In doing this they will find that the shade of color which runs more 
even, and which is more frequently found with clean “‘burn your fingers’”’ 
under-color, is the DARK CHERRY RED of the rich and brilliant ap- 
pearance required by the Standard. 

The body-fluff should be an ‘‘outcrop’’ of the under fluff which would 
therefore need to be of the same depth of color; in fact the whole color 
scheme should resemble a costume, the foundation of which, represented 
by the under-feathers and body fluff, being a deep rich red, covered on the 
neck and wings and breast by an over-garment slightly darker in ap- 
pearance owing to the silken sheen of the surface plumage in these sec- 
tions. Again; Mr. Card, you further commit yourself in the January issue 
of the American Poultry Journal to the statement that under-color is a 
secondary consideration; this may have been the case in ‘the past but 
certainly not today. You redeem yourself later in the same article by stat- 
ing that to win today a bird must have under-color of the ‘‘cleanest, 
richest and hottest red clear to the skin.’’ Quite so friend; under-color is 
not and will never be a secondary consideration. 

Unfortunately the Standard of Perfection is rather ambiguously worded 
in this respect; it lays down the rule or recommendation, that all other 
points being equal, the specimen with the soundest under-color must win. 
This has led some judges to consider that it is not at all necessary to look 
at the under-color only in case of a necessity of deciding between two other- 
wise equal specimens. I for one, am confident that this is not the interpre- 
tation which those gentlemen responsible for the framing of the Standard 
would accept and therefore would recommend that it be dropped or dif- 
ferently worded in the next revision. 

I would also be agreeable that a decided amount of while in under-color 
should be a disqualification. Let us attempt to do away with those birds 
with white in under-color at the base of the neck and tail. 

This leads to the main point of my story in regard to color. My conten- 
tion is that in judging the breed for color, the plumage of each section 
should be taken as a whole; i. e., the color of the feathers from skin to tip, 
including the quill looking for evenness throughout as described above. 

Whilst on the color question I would like to touch on that common de- 
fect, black in hackle of the male bird. This is sometimes seen as a ticking 
similar to that called for in the Standard female and therefore the least 
objectionable. This minor defect from a show point of view is useful in 
a breeder, especially when mated to clean hackled females. This ticking in 
the hackle of the female called for by the Standard is perhaps a weak point. 
In judging by comparison I would place a little value on it, but on the other 
hand if left out of the Standard would not wish to cut for its presence. 

Black striping orspangling in the male hackle ishowever a major defect, 
both from a show and breeding standpoint and I would be loth to use a bird 
with this defect. A striped hackle in the male is the principal cause of shaft- 
ing in the female progeny which is a major defect. One word on the much 
debated question of SMUT. Many of our foremost breeders are of the 
opinion that the use of smut in mating is unnecessary. I will not go so far 
as to subscribe to this doctrine, but would advocate great care in the use of 
Smut. \ 

I prefer it, if ‘at all, in the male bird, and then only in the form of bar- 
ring half way up.the under portion of the feathers; preferably, on the 
back. I may be wrong, but am of the opinion that smut in the female tends 
to breed cockerels with back and wings coverts too dark. 
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My ideal mating is therefore a standard bred cockerel strong in surface 
and under-color, especially in the breast, with good head points, fiery red 
eye, evenly serated comb of moderate size and well marked flights and 
tail, mated to yearling hens true in every respect to standard type with, 
if anything, accentuated length of back and strong in bone. The flight 
feathers in the females may well be without black markings if, and this 
is important, the feathers and quills are red to the skin. 

I have little to say on type with the exception, perhaps in relation to 
size. It is of the highest importance that the breed should be kept down 
to the present standard weight, as any attempt to increase same results 
in large, lanky, rakish males and will also affect the laying qualities of 
the breed. I will conclude my remarks with a message of good will and 
fraternal greetings to all RED MEN in America from South Africa. 

I had not the good fortune to visit your wonderful Club show at Kansas 
City which was a record in the history of the breed, and worthy of the 
bird itself. I however had the pleasure of seeing some of the winners at 
the Clover Meadow Farm, Willoughby, Ohio, the home of the ‘“‘Invincible 
Aristocrats’’ where my friend Mr. F. M. Osborne Jr. and his good lady 
gave me the heartiest of welcomes. Well; Friend Card; here’s more power 
to your elbow. Get on with the good work and may the red breed continue 
to flourish is the wish of

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BUILDING A STRAIN OF HIGH EGG 
PRODUCING REDS 


(By MRS. H. A. DANIELS, Grafton, Mass.) 


The heavy laying strain of Rhode Island Reds is never the result of 
ehance or indifferent breeding methods. The secret of obtaining results 
from any flock of poultry is the same as in working for success in any pro- 
session and requires the same application and study. The scientific funda- 
mentals of cause and effect and results in using these laws to the desired 
end must be intelligently studied. 

In working for high egg production which is the sound basis of com- 
mon sense poultry work breeding to Standard must be closely followed. 
One might just as well consider demolishing all breed characteristics in 
poultry and reverting to the obsolete ‘‘dung-hill’’ as to consider working 
without due respect for and guidance by the Standard of Perfection. It is 
a case of ‘‘Handsome is and Handsome does.”’ 

So, in discussing this very important phase of poultry culture it is fuliy 
understood that all rules of selection are applied to birds that, first of all, 
are free from Standard disqualifications, at least. They may not be show | 
birds but they must be such as can be recognized by the description as set 
forth in the Standard. 

High record layers (in the trap nest, not on paper). are what the public 
demand today. No one wants Bolshevik hens. The secret of building such 
a flock is really no secret but the result of intelligent work along’ certain 
lines. ik / 

First, consider the foundation stock, which must be the best one can 
obtain. Put the initial purchase price into quality instead of quantity. No 
matter how high class the foundation birds are one will have enough culls 
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without starting with them. Get birds or eggs from breeders who pay at- 
tention to both production of eggs and Standard breeding. The combina- 
tion is being worked for by many high class breeders. Buy from a breeder 
who knows his families for generations. This is merely good sense as it 
pays to pay the other fellow for his work so that you may get a good foot 
hold. 

Second, vigor must be assured. Without strong constitutions bred 
from years of vigorous stock no flock can maintain high production and 
standard weight. 

Third, after vigor comes selection which applies to all that makes a 
fine bird. You won’t find many 90 point birds that will lay over 200. This 
puts the true test to the endeavor, lends interest to the genuine poultry 
lover. After selection for individual appearance is made which should be 
2s stringent as possible use the trapnest. This means work for some one. 
Certainly. Of course there are methods of selection based on bodily con- 
formation of the hen that in a degree take the place of the trapnest. In 
using these methods which are the principle of all culling work in ex- 
tension schools, ete., one can decrease the number of drones in the flock 
but real breeding improvement cannot be made as rapidly and with as 
much certainty as in the careful use of the trapnest which enables one to 
know to a finish what each and every hen is doing in producing as well 
as re-producing. Unless a high record hen lays eggs that will hatch and 
produce birds with her laying ability she is practically useless. When one 
or more hens are located that lay up around the 200 egg mark and give 
a good percentage of hatchable eggs, producing good layers in turn, use 
and hold that blood as’ tho it were a river of gold nuggets. 

Standard-bred males from a 200 egg dam that has produced pullets 
laying 200 or over are double in value had this dam laid 200 and no 
knowledge of her progeny. Hold these fine old birds as long as they are 
vigorous. I prefer a two or three year old hen that has proven a good 
breeder to an unknown pullet. 

Fourth, watch for prepotent fecundity which is this very point mention- 
ed above—the power to produce, in quantity, offspring with the desired 
traits. Males from such dams are what are needed in heading breeding 
pens. If the dam transmits her laying ability—-and at the same time, her 
good hatching tendency it follows that her prepotency will tend to 
include this identical power of producing eggs that hatch well in off- 
spring. 

I place emphasis on prepotency because there have been many cases 
used to illustrate where exceedingly high record hens have failed sadly 
in making good as a breeding proposition. Too often this, I fear, has been 
because the hen did not lay because she was bred to produce but because 
she was stimulated to overtax her organs and, in consequence, nature 
called a halt when it came to reproduction. Thus the constant warning 
from experienced breeders against forcing breeders. 

Fifth, care, which includes all the comforts possible for the modern 
hen. Without care all the rest of the good work avails nothing. It is about 
50 per cent. in the work of the flock. 

Care commences in the care of the breeders who are to lay the eggs 
to hatch the 200 egg flock from. Prenatal care has much influence on the 
entire subject, more I believe, than at present is credited. Health must be 
MAINTAINED AT ANY COST all along the line. The slight fall cold, lice, 
mites, frosted combs and toes all produce a set back at whatever stage of 
erowth. Hens must receive food to make a rich, heavy bodied egg that will 
hatch a lusty chick. I want chicks that will scratch as soon as they find 
any material to scratch in. Get them on the ground—Old Mother Harth 
supplies a stimulus to live that nothing else can so when a substantial 
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ration is fed that is necessary to keep them coming they will stay up. The 
span of a fowl’s life is too short, at best, to allow of any days ‘off.’ Do not 
force for early maturity. Let nature take its course. Precocious egg pro- 
duction in a Red will tend to hold back body growth with the result of 
the diminishing in size of the flock. The eggs will be small, unsalable for 
some time. Standard weight pullets, with reproducing organs developed 
along with body size will have the equipment to lay large eggs and keep it 
up for long periods. To expect an immature pullet to give a good account of 
herself for twelve months in the trapnest is as sensible as to expect an in- 
complete machine of any sort to turn out a paying manufactured article. 

To produce the largest number of eggs it is necessary the hens have 
material that is balanced to make the eggs. If she is fed all yolk making 
material it is impossible for her to make the eggs she would if given an 
equal supply of white forming food. The more eggs she makes the more 
food she consumes hence the more grit she uses with which to grind this 
food and at the same time, the more shell she requires to cover the eggs. 
luge production requires a large water consumption hence it must be pal- 
atable, in Summer clean and cool and in winter clean and not too cold to 
relish. If a hen drinks cold water enough to supply her needs in below 
zero weather she will become so chilled as to render her incompetent in 

laying. 

Fresh air keeps the blood pure, consequently the digestive organs more 
active thus facilitating the manufacture of eggs. 

Exercise is essenial all the time. All functions of the hens anatomy re- 
quire that she keep moving all her waking time to be an efficient pro- 
ducer. Artificial lights are worked along this line. But be very careful 
when using them for breeders that they do not defeat their own end. It is 
too often the case where one thinks if a ‘little is good a lot is better’. 

Gentleness in attending the flock will make or mar the results. Hens are 
naturally friendly and, also, naturally nervous. To succeed, given all the 
above, one must add or begin with, that curious, compelling love for 
feather creatures that puts the comfort of the flock before any personal 
inconvenience. One who truly loves his flock will understand just what 1 
mean, others stand by and wonder how it is done. 
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PRACTICAL CULLING OF RHODE ISLAND REDS 


The Vigor and stamina which have been such pronounced characteristics 
of the RHODE ISLAND REDS were the result of the long years of out- 
crossing which the early breeders practiced. 

This stamina has given us a breed with such pronounced laying ability 
that it has not been necessary until the last few years for us to breed and 
select especially for egg laying qualities. However as we pay more and 
more attention to color, head points and other refinements it becomes 
more necessary to practice line breeding in order to more firmly implant 
these qualities in the several strains that have been established. 

This line breeding has in some flocks and will continue more and more 
to impair the high egg production of the breed unless we realize the peril 
at once and by suitable methods of selection keep and breed only those 
Specimens that we have reason to believe will maintain the high standard 
of egg production which the reds have achieved. 

We will go through an imaginary flock, rejecting those that fail to 
measure up to our high requirements. 
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The first hen we examine we find to be going light, just a bunch of 
feathers. She should at once be killed.and buried as she is not fit for 
market. | 

Second Hen:—An overgrown speciman, broken down with fatty tissue. 
She should be sent to market. 

Third Hen:—In fairly good flesh and with good vitality but an ex- 
amination shows ‘“‘Cow horn’’ type of pelvic bone, very crooked and rigid, 
Send her to market as this is a breeding defect and her pullets would 
probably have same fault. 

Fourth Hen:—Shows a long, narrow head, straight beak and thin 
shrunken shanks. Market her for lack of vitality, 

Fifth Hen:—A hen with good vitality and in good flesh. tdwerer her 
abdomen is covered with a thick layer of hard fat and her pelvic bones are 
very thick. She is the typical beef type and will not be a profit maker for 
the owner. 

Sixth Hen:—Has the appearance of a good layer, bright eye, good 

flesh, and straight pelvic bones but an examination shows that she has 
very small capacity, in other words a small abdomen and she should be 
marketed.as she has not the room to consume and assimilate enough food 
to produce eggs in profitable numbeys. 
— Seventh Hen:—We now come to the kind of hen that we want to keep, 
and I am glad to say that we find large numbers of just this type. She is 
of medium size, long in body, broad in back, carring the width well back, 
in fairly good condition of flesh, has a bright eye, an alert air, has a 
short, well curved beak, broad head, stout, well turned shanks and short 
toe nails. 

She has a large abdomen, both wide and long covered with thin, pliakle, 
wrinkled skin. Her pelvic bones are straight, thin and well spread and she 
has a general air of health and well being. This is the type of fowl that 
we need to keep and use as breeders and you may feel assured that such a 
hen will pay her way in eggs and make a good carcass for market when 
her useful days are over. 

She will also help to lay the foundation of a type of REDS that will go 
down through the years, a fitting monument to the skill and wisdom of 
the breeders who with painstaking care refuse to use enysnins, but the best 
in their breeding yards.

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REDS AMONG MANIACS 


One of Webster’s definitions of a maniac is ‘‘a violent derangement of 
mind marked by nervous excitement, hallucinations, delusions and mad- 
ness.’’ Yet there is another definition not found in Webster and that is, 
a native born State-of-Mainer. But we poor ‘‘down-Easters’”’ that were 
born maniacs, so can’t help it, that have gone into breeding R. I. Reds 
and have followed the poultry shows for several years past cannot deny 
Webster’s definition, because we have seen every symptom in his above 
definition as we have gone up and down the Red alley during the time 
and just after the ribbons were hung. 

As a life long breeder, exhibitor and sometimes judge of cattle, the 
writer has come to the conclusion that there is a bond of similarity be- 
tween the breed and the breeder. To illustrate; everyone knows, that is at 
all familiar with cattle, that the Ayrshire is one of the most nervous, 
restless and high strung breeds. If you have never realized this try 
breaking a good strong healthy two year old heifer to lead that never had 
a halter on before and you will. And Ayrshire breeders are very much 
like them. I have seen more ‘‘wordy scraps” and protests put up by them 
than all other breeders put together. On the other hand take the Here- 
ford breed of cattle, they will get along together in the most tranquil man- 
ner any where and under any conditions, and I never saw a bunch of 
Hereford breeders that wouldn’t bunk together, eat together and take 
what came their way with a smile. 

We all know that the R. I. Red color has got pretty hot. We also know 
that competition has got even hotter. It is only the fellow with grit and 
determination that sticks until he has attained the top. We all know that 
the R. I. Reds are chuck full of vim and vigor so it really isn’t strange 
that Webster’s definition of ‘‘maniac’’ does apply in some degree to us 
Maine Red breeders. But while we may appear rather violent at times and 
are always subject to hallucinations and delusions about our own birds 
before we get them placed alongside of others in the Red alley, (and we 
always show signs of nervous excitement between the time the judge com- 
mences his work and the time he hangs the ribbons) yet, like our chosen 
breed, we are very peaceable when once acquainted and we R. I. Red 
breeders are pretty well acquainted and, through our State organization, 
we hope to be more so. I do not. wish to give the impression that we are 
scrappers because we are not. But the size and quality of the Red exhibit 
in our shows does indicate that the breeders are the up and coming sort, 
the true sports that make success. 

The first Reds in Maine were, if Iam not mistaken, hatched from eggs 
bought in Massachusetts by Geo. P. Coffin then of Freeport, who was later 
Secretary of the R. I. Red Club. W. J. Drisco of Addison and Isaac Clark 
of Portland got some soon after. These birds attracted considerable at- 
tention although, as I remember them in comparison with the Reds of 
today, I fail to see why they should, but they possessed the vigor of a new 
bird and soon proved their quality as a utility fowl, both as meat and egg 
producers. These strong utility features account for the popularity of the 
Reds among the rank and file of Maine’s poultrymen and today I do not 
think I am stretching the truth when I say there are two R. I. Reds where 
there is one of any other breed. 

But the utility quality is not all there is about them, and when such 
fanciers as Geo. P. Coffin, and soon after, his brother H. L. Coffin also 
of Freeport; Geo. Wiseman of Lewiston and others I could name, took 
hold in earnest to develop the fancy points it is no wonder that Maine 
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Reds have always held a strong place among the fanciers. And why not? 
There is something about the rugged climate, if not the rugged conforma- 
tion of Maine that imparts health and vigor and quality. 

Maine apples head the list for flavor and keeping qualities. Maine seed 
potatoes are sought from all over the country because, in exhaustive ex- 
periments that have been made in other states even as far south as 
Florida, it has been proven the yield was much greater from the Maine 
grown seed. Maine cattle are known all over the world because of their 
freedom from disease. Of the thousands that were tested for tuberculosis 
last year less than 3 per cent. were found diseased. So with poultry. They 
are a healthy vigorous lot. White scours in chicks are unknown except 
when brought in either eggs or day-old-chicks from other states, very rare 
indeed is it that any form of roup or other contagious disease appears, and 
health is the one great essential to quality. Reds in Maine grow quickly, 
mature early and have the bloom or gloss of health when matured. Maine 
bred Reds have given account of themselves in all the large shows, as they 
are eagerly sought by the wealthy fancier. Notwithstanding the present 
popularity of the breed in Maine, I feel safe in saying they have not yet 
reached their zenith. Their extreme beauty, as bred today, makes them 
a bird to attract the eye of any true fancier, and the’ breeding for fancy 
color does not in the least impair their utility qualities. So let’s all boost. 
We have the best breed on earth, the largest and best organized club in the 
world, with the most wide awake bunch of fellows behind it, and a loyal, 
efficient set of officers at the head, so why shouldn’t we boost.

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REDS IN KENTUCKY 


Report By C. J. Ingraham, State Sec’y With Extracts From Mason 
County Agent’s Report 


In the Blue Grass State, where the best of Golden Burley is grown for 
the luxury and dreams of many; in the State where’ thousands of 
thoroughbreds have been bred for the sport of Kings, to thrill millions 
of breathless spectators, the little Red Hen is scratching her way to fame 
in the hearts of the farmers as well as in the pens of the fancier. For the 
past three years Reds have won at the Kentucky State Fair sweepstake 
prizes, also silver cup for the best dual purpose hen in 1920. | 

In the vicinity of Louisville you will find two breeders of Reds to one 
of any other breed. In Eastern Kentucky twenty-four counties have 
adopted the Rhode Island Reds. In the back yards of the City of Louis- 
ville the writer has seen bred and grown to maturity birds that have 
won Sweepstake prizes and blue ribbons in the strongest competition in 
the Central States, thereby demonstrating that they are a fowl that will 
thrive in close confinement as well as on free range. 

There were birds in the Farm Flock Exhibits at the State Fair this 
year that were worthy of entry in any show room, which speaks well for 
the Kentucky farmers and the good work done by Mr. D. D. Slade, 
Specialist in Poultry Extension work of the Kentucky State College of 
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Agriculture and his able assistant in standardization, Mr. A. S. Chapin, 
during the past six years. In the fall of 1913 the Kentucky State College 
of Agriculture took up the work of Poultry Standardization. Tests made 
prove conclusively that one breed of poultry for a county was not only 
the ideal thing to push, but was also the practical thing to do as 
well. After careful consideration four breeds were decided on: Rhode 
Island Reds, White Rocks, Barred Rocks and White Wyandottes. Progress 
has been rapid each year and now sixty-nine counties have been 
organized, twenty-four of which have adopted the Rhode Island Reds. 
Four counties in the state now have live hustling Rhode Island Red 
Associations (Madison, Mason, Laurel & Lee). 

In 1919, 152,355 pure breed R. I. Red eggs were distributed among 
the farmers in Eastern Kentucky, and it is estimated that over 200,000 
eggs from standard bred Reds will be hatched in this section of the State 
in 1920. Not only are they breeding Red fowls in Eastern Kentucky, but 
tney are breeding red cattle, Duroc Red hogs and painting their silos and 
barns red. As Mr. Spence, Madison County Agent, puts it, they are out to 
paint the state red, and I am told that this good work is spreading in ad- 
joining states, and Hastern Kentucky is reaping the benefit of furnishing 
foundation stock and eggs. : 

‘Those tarmers, and tarmers’ wives, in Kentucky who once just raised 
chickens are now taking pride in their standard bred flocks, and are 
showing them at the County Fairs. The Berea Rhode Island Red Associa- 
tion of Madison County holds an Annual show of Reds exclusively, and 
at their annual picnic serve Rhode Island Red eggs and _ springers 
exclusively. These good Kentucky folks know that for a show-egg-meat- 
breed Rhode Island Reds cannot be beat. They have proven to their own 
satisfaction that they will produce eggs and lots of them when eggs are 
scarce and the prices high. They have proven that they will make the 
best of fryers in the shortest period of any dual purpose:‘fowl, and as an 
exhibition bird they are sure that there is no fowl on earth to equal their 
beauty when they are in full bloom. 
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Report of Geo. Kirk County Agent for Mason Co., Ky. 


Rhode Island Reds began to attract considerable attention in Mason 
County in the spring of 1918, when the Maysville Chamber of Commerce, 
thorugh the efforts of A. S. Chapin of the Kentucky Experiment Station, 
and George Dodson, President of the Mason County Poultry Association, 
agreed to handle orders for eggs from pure-bred flocks. The 3000 eggs 
which were brought into the county that spring were good, bad, and 
indifferent, but the farmers and poultry raisers had become interested, 
and in January, 1919, the writer enlisted in the ranks of the Mason 
Country Poultry Association and a very creditable Poultry Show was 
given in the February of that year. Special attention and prizes were given 
to the ‘‘Red’’ entries, and the interest aroused thereby made it possible 
to distribute more than 38600 eggs of excellent quality through the 
County Agent’s office during the hatching season of 1919. 

As a further incentive to the purchase of eggs from pure bred flocks 
of ‘‘Reds’’ President Dodson made arrangements whereby every purchaser 
of eggs through the Standardization plan received a copy of the Rhode 
Island Red Blue Book and a years subscription to the Rhode Island Red 
Journal. 

This year through the efforts of the Mason County Poultry Association 
a splendid array of ‘‘Reds’’ were collected and sent to the Standardization

Exhibit at the Kentucky State Fair, where all of the firsts but two, all 
of the seconds but two, and all of the third premiums were won, for a total 
of $204.00 in cash and premiums offered to ‘‘Reds’ in the competition 
between the different counties under the standardized plan. Mason 
County placed second, losing to a most outstanding exhibit of White 
Rocks from Oldham County. The owner of the first cock at the State Fair 
refused $100 for him. | 

Any progress which has been made in poultry work in Mason County 
is due to the Standardization work, and with that the name of A. S. 
Chapin is inseparable, as he has been the one to ‘‘carry on’ under any 
and all obstacles. He had more influence, and has done more for the 

Standardization Work in Kentucky than any other two men in the State. 
Given the opportunity he will put Kentucky on the map as the outstand- 
ing poultry state in the Union. And the best poultry section of the state 
is standardized on ‘““REDS’’. 

Since the spring of 1919 Mason County has developed a market for 
eggs and breeding stock in twelve counties in two states, and there have 
been over 10,000 eggs distributed within the county for hatching purposes. 
We have a Riode Island Red Club now being organized and will continue 
to increase the number and improve the quality of the Reds in Mason 
County. ; 
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RHODE ISLAND REDS IN CANADA 


To say something about the progress and popularity of Rhode Island 
Reds in Canada is an easy and a pleasant task. 

lt wiil not be necessary 1n any part of this short article ‘To regret to 
report’ that things are as they are. 

To adequately describe the enthusiasm for, and the interest taken 1n 
Reds on the part of Canadian poultrymen and the public in general, needs 
a very tacile pen and an abundant and luxuriant vocabulary. 

In this broad land of ours, reds for many years, slowly but steadily, 
by virtue of their worth and beauty, and more particularly the former, 
crept into the affections of poultry keepers. How often we have heard 
the remark ‘‘I don’t like them but they lay the eggs.’’ Now all has 
changed; from the rocky Atlantic coast to the mellow Pacific shore; from 
the International boundary to the Arctic circle. 

During the past few years, reds have gripped the fancy of every 
poultry keeper and have enthused breeder and public alike by their 
ability along commercial lines; by their beauty in their down-to-date 
state of perfection and by the money making possibilities in the breeding 
of them, which are results of the qualities mentioned. 

Lacking the necessary equipment as mentioned above of one who 
would attempt to do ample justice to Reds in Canada, I will endeavor to 
give some slight idea of conditions in Rhode Island Red circles in the 
Dominion. 

A few years ago, reds were rather scarce in Canada and considerable 
of an oddity. They were in few hands and were kept and _ bred, 
principally by fanciers and were rarely seen on the farms or on the 
average city or town lot. Conditions now are different. In the great 
North-Western Provinces, generally known as the “Granary of the 
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Empire’. Reds lead all other varieties in point of numbers. They have 
proven themselves good performers in the severe winter climate of that 
portion of the country and as a consequence, have become firmly es- 
tablished on the farms, in the city back yards, and in the affections of the 
fanciers of those Provinces. . 

In Ontario, despite Government encouragement of another variety of 
fowis, reds are to be seen everywhere. 

A Motor or Railway trip through any part of the Province proves that 
ot are being bred in numbers. | 

I do not believe the time is far distant, when despite other influences, 
Reds will be the dominant fowl of ‘‘Old Ontario.’ 

in Quebec and the Hastern Provinces the same tale can be told. 

Keds are coming rapidly into general use and demand, and are ap- 
preciated even by those who breed other varieties. 

iu tne Lroregolng paragraphs 1 have not toucued on tue SHOW rooms, 
which are a gauge of the popular feeling toward all varieties of fowls. 

The history of Rhode Island Reds in the exhibition halls of Canada is 
one succession of triumphs. Year atter year red exhibitors have steadily 
increased until at the present time, taking the country- as a whole, no 
varieties are shown in greater numbers than are single comb and rose 
comb R. I. Reds. 

10 SuvW alter show, either one comb os the other will lead the variety 
list of entries and they have been known to hold first and second place in 
the same show. 

While numbers are gratifying, quality is of course what counts, and that 
respect Canadian Reds can hold their own. In the past breeders have been 
free and ready buyers of the best in seed stock; so that today, our show 
rooms can boast of many choice exhibits, that would do credit to any on 
the Continent. 

Canadian Reds have gone to American shows, even to Club meets and 
have demonstrated their quality by winning a fair share of the awards. 
Mr. Card and Mr. Tucker have been welcome and much appreciated 
judges at our shows and can be referred to for candid level-headed 
opinions of Canadian quality. Mr. Card judged the Red Club meet at 
Guelph for two years and no doubt, has vivid recollections still, of the large 
entries of top-notch quality that greeted him there. 

The future is bright with promise for Rhode Island Reds in Canada. No 
cloud appears on the horizon; with increasing interest from year to year 
and new breeders continually entering the fancy. There is every prospect 
that in quality and quantity, the next five to ten years will surpass even 
the most optimistic forecast of the well-wishers of the breed. 

No one can make a mistake in tieing up to Reds as a business proposi- 
tion and from the fancier standpoint, no variety will give more pleasure 
in the production of high class specimens or more competition in the 
show room. i 

What more can a poultry breeder want?

THE FOURTH DISTRICT 


At the annual meeting of the Rhode Island Red Club held at 
Minneapolis in 1918 a resolution was passed providing for the division 
of the Club into Districts and the following Committee was apointed to 
draft an entirely new Constitution based upon the aforesaid division. 
The Committee consisted of Messrs. M. F. Delano, Ex-Officio, O. R. 
Ernst, C. P. Scott, J. C. Johnston and W. E. Nelson. 

As a result of their action the country was divided into five Districts 
and the Fourth District included the following states, viz: Indiana, 
Illinois, Michigan, Wisconsin, Minnesota, North Dakota, South Dakota, 
Iowa, Kansas, Nebraska, Missouri and Kentucky. 

In Mr. Studier’s account of this meeting in the Rhode Island Red 
Journal he predicted that such a division was the greatest forward step 
that the Club had taken and we might now examine somewhat as to the 
present condition of the Club in order to see how reliable a prophet he 
was. Before doing this however it might be well to note some of the 
reasons advanced for forming these District organizations and see how 
good the vision was of the members advocating the step. It was thought 
that more effective work could be expected where there were six groups 
of supervising officials scattered all over the country than where there 
was but one set of National officials who were not well scattered. 

As there were many states who were not organized into branches it 
was felt that such organizations could be better accomplished through 
the help of the District officials than by leaving the work to the National 
officials alone. The advocates of the new plan said that the annual Dis- 
trict Meetings and Shows held in conjunction therewith would create 
much interest and enthusiasm, bring together members from a wider area 
and be helpful in devising methods for advancing the best interests of the 
Club and its members. As each section of the country might have local 
problems to handle it was thought that these District meetings were a 
good place to try and solve them. It was but natural to expect that inas- 
much as the District officials were nominated and elected by the members 
that they would be greatly interested in making a good record while in 
office and that the President and Secretary in particular would through 
word of mouth, correspondence and writing articles for the Official organ . 
be helpful in stimulating effort and imparting useful information that 
would be quite advantageous. 

Some of the things that actually happened in the Fourth District were 
that a Membership Contest was put on in the winter of 1920 and five 
fine cockerels were promised by the District officials to the contestants 
securing the largest number of new members by Oct. 1st 1920. Two of 
these cockerels were single and an equal number were rose comb and the 
fifth cockerel was given to the member securing the largest number of 
rew members as between combs and he would therefore win two cockerels. 
A membership contest was also put on as between states and the state 
securing the largest number of new members between Feb. Ist 1920 and 
Feb. 1st 1921 would win a $50 silver cup that would be bought and 
paid for out of the District treasury. These two contests created a good 
deal of interest and brought in many new members. At the 1919 Annual 
Meeting held at Louisville it was voted to have the District award two 
best display ribbons at each state annual show to any member residing 
in the District. One ribbon to be for single and the other for rose combs. 
When the Fourth District was first organized there were a number of 
unorganized states within its confines and prompt action was taken to 
have state secretaries appointed in such states whose business it was to 
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organize a branch when the state had ten members. As a result of this 
action and that taken afterwards a numb : of states were thus organized 
so that now there are but two states that are not organized. The policy of 
our officials has been to award the District Meeting to the branch making 
the best showing and to not consider any offer for this Meeting unless so 
backed up and as a result Louisville in 1919 and St. Paul in 1920 were 
so selected. The Kentucky state branch together with the most valuable 
assistance of its Louisville members acquitted themselves nobly as to 
regular and special prizes offered, building used in which to hold the 
show, satisfactory management and generous hospitality offered. A flower 
and Pet Stock Show was held in connection with the poultry exhibit and 
a fine banquet given in connection with the business meeting. St. Paul 
will also be found to be an equally satisfactory place and a large exhibit 
is expected. 

Prior to both awards each branch was given an opportunity to make 
an offer and ample time allowed in which to present the same. 

As showing the enterprise of the members of this District both National 
Shows held since the same was organized have been held at Kansas City 
and in each case $1,000.00 was offered as special premiums and the 
special premiums offered by Louisville and St. Paul were much more than 
half of this. As a result of favored territory and the interest and enter- 
prise of its members the Fourth District has increased in membership 
from 300 on Jan. 1st 1919 to 633 a year later and since that time this 
number has largely increased and it has the largest number of members 
of any District. The entire membership has increased during the same 
period from 7438 to 1598. I take these dates to compare the number of 
members as the first officials of the District took office on Feb. Ist 1919. 

During this time the Fourth District has done its share in wiping out 
a deficit of $365.37 and converting the same into a surplus of $1541.43. 

Both of our Secretaries have been. diligent in preparing monthly 
articles for the Official Organ which have been very useful in disseminat- 
ing information and arousing and sustaining increasing interest in Club 
affairs and it seems to the writer that in view of the facts herewith 
presented and others that might also be mentioned that Brother Studier 
can qualify as a reliable prophet and that the beginnings already made 
are but the forerunner of still greater things that will happen to increase 
the efficiency of the Rhode Island Red Club of America.

A NEAR TRAGEDY 


THE TALE OF A RED MALE 
Recorded By Helen Dow Whitaker 


My childhood was not a happy one. My earliest recollection should have 
been of cuddling with my brother and three sisters under my mother’s 
wing and listening to her soft, contented ker-r-r. Instead it is of foul air, 
a damp box and of my dear mother’s restlessness as with beak and toe- 
nail she vainly strove to rid herself of something nameless in polite poultry 
circles. . 

Whispered she, “If only I could get out from this box, I know a dry 
dusty place back of the old wood shed where I could clean up and free 
you, my darling chicks, of that stinging, burning torment upon your downy 
heads. Then, too, a bug and bit of green could be had for you for the 
scratching if we could crawl through the garden fence. These pancakes 
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always soggy with what is left over in the coffee pot are not suitable food 
for you.” 

My second recollection is of the day when a wire frame was placed over 
the opening of our coop and thereafter, although before dark we were 
frightened back into our foul damp box and shut tightly in until long after 
daylight, yet by day we had the blessed relief of fresh air; and not-with- 
standing the ground was hard, mother worked up a little loose earth 
which she rubbed well into her own feathers and brushed over our heads 
mitigating but not wholly relieving our sufferings. How mother loved us! 
How she suffered with anxiety later when we grew old and brave enough 
to squeeze through the wires for little forays alone into the world. While 
we sought the bits of green and flies that helped to keep us’ alive she 
watched and warned always with her ‘‘cluck-cluck” that danger was near. 

Mingled with these early memories is one of rushing under mother’s 
protecting wing and sticking only my head out upon the approach of The 
Purchaser—for so we came to call her. She was tremendously big and she 
creaked when she stooped over. She seemed always angry and she always 
spoke with force. 

Some of her remarks were ‘“‘Ten dollars for fifteen eggs! Ten dollars! 
Three weeks I worked to hatch them. THREE WEEKS, I say, and what 
result? Five chicks. FIVE! And that—that—that Red man—Indian, I 
say,—he says, “‘For such an early hatch and some other things considered’”’ 
—Other things! ‘“‘What I should like to KNOW’’—“‘‘it was all that could 
be expected.” ‘‘All! Well how poultry persons can justify such prices and 
such treatment. I say, I do NOT see.”’ 

Five weeks dragged on. Oh the torment at our heads. Oh the stifling 
and dampness by night. Always soggy pancakes to eat in the morning and 
cold potatoes at night. Always fright when we ventured out alone. Mother 
growing thinner and thinner with less and less warmth to brood us at 
night. One night my brother did not come to sleep with us. He lay so still 
in the corner of the box that I was frightened. 

Then came the morning and The Purchaser who counted, ‘‘one, two, 
three, four,—where is that little one?’’ She peered into the coop and saw 
brother so very still. She threw up her hands, gave a sort of snort, and 
hurried away. It was a beautiful sunny day but miserable we all huddled 
close to mother. In about an hour back came The Purchaser and with her 
was a man. Soon I learned he was the one whom The Purchaser when she 
talked to herself called ‘‘That Indian” so I will call him the Indian, too. 

The Indian looked at us. He seemed very sad but not angry or sur- 
prised. He picked me up very, very gently so that I was not afraid. He 
blew into the fluff upon my head, I think he saw some thing The Pur- 
chaser had never seen but then he wore pieces of glass over his eyes and 
the Purchaser did not. He held me in his hand and I would have slept had 
not The Purchaser been talking so loudly. 

She was saying, ‘‘Ten dollars—Three weeks—five chicks—and now no 
vitality for one was dead after the best of care. Coop shut up every night— 
fed regularly twice a day.’’ Suddenly she paused with her mouth open 
She had noticed for the first time my wing feathers were tipped with 
white. With a great wheeze she stooped over and dragged one of my sis- 
ters by one leg out from under mother. As she so held her suspended in 
mid air sister’s wing tips showed mottled brown and black. 

Now The Purchaser was almost shouting, ‘‘Black and white feathers! 
Why these chicks are not R. I. REDS at all. TEN DOLLARS and NOT 
thorough breds.”’ 

The Indian had been trying to say something about chick feathers and 
permanent color and pedigreed hatch for some time but The Purchaser 
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was not listening. At last he made himself heard: ‘“‘Here is a ten dollar 
bill, Madam. I refund the purchase price of the eggs. If you will sell me 
these four chicks I will add another ten dollar bill to the one you now hold 
in your hand.’’ 

The Purchaser paused in astonishment. She peered at the bills. Then 
suddenly, ‘““‘What about this hen? Am I to stand the loss of this hen which 
I bought especially to hatch those eggs?”’ 

‘“‘No, Madame, What is your price on the hen?”’ calmly asked the Indian. 

“Two dollars and seventy five cents,’’ said The Purchaser. 

‘Isn’t that rather high for one not a-er-pure-bred?’”’ 

“Not a bit. I dare say you have sold one of yours for as much, or even 
$3 and your stock has black and white feathers and you can’t deny it in 
sight of these chicks,’’ replier the Purchaser. 

The Indian laughed at that but he drew some shining pieces from his 
pocket which he counted into the Purchaser’s hand; whereupon she ex- 
plained, ‘‘I know a farmer’s wife who has some good Minorceas and got a 
Brahma rooster this Spring. I will get some stock of her. Minorcas are 
great for laying and the Brahmas are fine eating.”’ 

‘Then I trust, Madame, you are quite satisfied,’ said the Indian. ‘‘If 
I could have a large paper sack?”’ 

She brought one and I and my three sisters were placed therein. We 
were frightened but could hear mother’s cluck from under his arm. After 
considerable giggling during a long walk, the Indian stopped on a back 
porch and called, ‘‘O, Mary! Have you a bit of oil left from that salad 
dressing we had for dinner?”’ 

“Yes, plenty of Wesson oil on hand but you haven’t—ttrouble have you?”’”’ 

“IT have been buying trouble,’ said the Indian, as he dumped us out 
of the bag into Mary’s lap. 

“The poor, poor little dears,’’ she said and the voice was so quiet that 
we were not one bit afraid. Then she rubbed her fingers gently all over 
our heads and throats and back of our necks and under each wing leaving 
a cool sensation where ever she touched. Meanwhile the Indian was very 
busy with mother, dear. Then we all went through a gate and stopped 
near an old apple tree. Mother was put on the ground and we were placed 
near her and left alone. In two minutes mother had half buried herself 
in the moist loose earth and we four chicks, looking a fright in a mixture 
of oil and dirt were snuggled against her sunning ourselves in the first 
real comfort we had ever known. Soon the Indian returned and set down 
before us a flat tin plate containing the most delectable bits of grain you 
ever saw, with tiny stones and charcoal. Mother called to us to eat but 
would not} touch a bite until we could eat no more; but the Indian kept 
filling up the plate until she too was satisfied. Then Mary appeared with 
a tin can of white stuff that we were afraid of until mother drank and 
told us to drink. Did you ever taste sour milk? Great stuff, is it not? 
Then into the shade of the apple tree we went, mother with us, for a rest- 


ful nap. 
As dusk neared the Indian came with a barrel and two stakes one of 
which he drove down on either side of the barrel. ‘‘There isn’t a coop 


empty, biddy,’’ he said ‘‘but crawl in here and it will keep the dew off.”’ 
Mother crawled in and following her we found the softest, cleanest bed 
of chaff we had ever known. We slept without dreams. 

O the sheer delights of the days that followed. We were fed three 
times daily by the Indian or Mary. There was grain and dry mash and eggs 
and curds and bits of boiled meat with never a pancake, or coffee ground, 
or cold potato, There were wonderful jaunts with mother all round the 
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orchard. We found bugs and grubs and weeds and seeds and had many 
a merry chase after things that fly. Always the Indian smiled at us and 
Mary called softly, ‘‘Chick, chick-a dees.’’ How we grew! It was off with 
the old feathers and on with the new. Mother was positively fat, but 
happy. Rich blood was racing in our veins and we were clean. By July we 
were sleeping on top of the barrel instead of inside it. Mother was placing 
eges there. 

The Indian and I ee become good friends. I always ran to him and 
often sat upon his arm. A red letter day in August I recall. I wakened 
very early that morning. For several mornings past something seemed 
to vibrate in my throat. This morning I lifted both wings, puffed out my 
chest, then threw back my head and let the sound come forth from my 
throat. My sisters stared in admiration. I tried again with better effect. 
Then I heard a laugh behind me. It was the Indian. What did he think? 
Why, he lifted me up to a high limb on the old apple tree and ss said, 
‘Good boy. Do it again.’’ Again and again I crowed. saat time he laugh- 
ed. From that day on we were pals together. 

In early September, I heard Mary say, ‘“‘To-morrow is Sunday and you 
know we have guests for dinner. How about one of the birds in the 
orchard. They didn’t get a good start.”’ 

My heart leaped to my throat. Then the Indian said, ‘‘O, no!. Not one 
of those. One of the pullets is a peach and the others will soon lay. The 
male, especially, I have my eye on. He is deepening and richening wonder- 
iully out there in the shade. His quills are blood red. He has the genuine 
forward head carriage and his back is straight as a line. He has only a 
trace of smoke and I think he will moult that in a month.”’ . 

“Well, then, the mother hen would do” said Mary. I strutted up. I 
would fight for my dear mother to a finish. 

‘‘She is brooding,’’ said the Indian. “‘Only yesterday I put some of No. 
72’s eggs under her out in the barrel to try out a new mating in a Fall 
hatch. Why not order a nice leg of lamb?’’ 

“All right,’ said Mary and they went back to the house. 

On a day in late October the Indian was looking me over in a way he 
frequently had of late.

THE NON-SITTING RED 


Written for Red Hen Tales 
(Robert A. Harrison, College View, Neb.) 


Red breeders must consider with a jealous regard all the possible com- 
mendable qualities of the Red Hen. As a class the Red Breeders have held 
together with an eye single to better Reds and all Red breeders agree 
that the breed has made very satisfactory advancement since our last 
RED HEN TALES appeared. Color in Reds has made a general improve- 
ment the country over. The strong typed Red has become a settled reality 
in most every breeding yard. Little question has ever been raised over 
the type of the Red hen. Both the fancier and utility breeder have agreed 
fully on the satisfactory qualities of the Red type. After we pass the color 
and type make-up of the Red hen some might wonder if there were any 
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other great qualities to be sought. It is generally admitted that the lead- 
ing breeders of Rhode Island Reds have been much engaged in the prob- 
lems of improvement especially in gaining the permanent shade and 
uniformity of coloring desired. The improvement the last ten years has 
been nothing less than marvelous. The Standard is now almost duplicated 
in the leading show rooms of the country. Type has gained also and the 
long rectangular body of the Red is now known among the breeds as one 
of great symmetry and beauty. Along with the improvement of color and 
type in Reds has also gone the third of the great qualities in a good bird, 
namely the laying ability of the females of the breed. Striking though 
the fact may appear there were few Red breeders among the general 
advertisers five years ago who have tacit evidence of having paid any great 
attention to the problem of improving the laying powers of the Red breed 
It may be that it was supposed that there was no special improvement 
possible. However, the laying contests the country over have shown us 
about where the Red hen stands among other breeds as a reliable year- 
round layer. We all have seen and realized that there is still need of im- 
provement and most Red breeders have done some very practical things 
to make the laying powers of their Reds show up better in the tests. 
Selection for improved egg making has been practiced and the best layers 
have had the special consideration in matters of mating and breeding. 

It has been found that what can be done for the improvement of egg- 
‘laying ability in one season is quite insignificant compared to the possible 
improvement to be made in this respect in any breed. There is a gradual 
improvement possible through selective breeding to be carried on through 
the years. This is just what has been done with one or two of the old 
breeds which are known as egg types. Years of culling and selecting for 
egg layers has built the great strains of egg layers known as some of the 
high-record breeds within the circles of the laying contests. It is judg- 
ment based upon supposition to believe that any of the great heavy laying 
strains were equally good layers at their inception. It is pure ignorance 
to suppose that any breed of poultry is gifted with the powers of specially 
high production without a basic reason. The Red breed, if good layers 
when first known as such, were so because of qualities for laying in the 
breeds from which they sprang. It is unscientific to suppose that we can 
have a result without a cause. Equally so the improvement to be made in 
the egg laying ability of the Red hen must be based on causes sufficiently 
effective to bring results. We realize that under no manner of means 
could the Red hen be placed over against the average hen of a breed 
which had never been bred excepting for the primary purpose of egg pro- 
duction. On account of these very sufficient reasons the Red breeders the 
country over have given themselves very earnestly to the problems of 
finding and developing the heaviest layers among the Reds. The past three 
years have made reasonable progress in the matter of methods and 
processes in care, testing and selection as well as mating. We need great 
improvement yet, however, before we are to base our convictions, in mat- 
ters of the highest egg layers, on facts. The heaviest layers among the Red 
hens of a flock are not known as they might be and the importance of find- 
ing and knowing the heaviest layers has not been driven home in the 
minds of the Red breeders in the way to bring about the most satisfactory 
results. Heavy laying is treated too often as a fad and not a basic virtue 
within a breed. That Red breeder who treats the matter with indifference 
commits a crime against the breed as well as against future Red breeders 
who are to build their hopes and ambitions about the breed. Eggs to our 
best knowledge are a very essential product of a good hen. To be of high- 
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est value she has to be able to produce more than good feathers since her 
intrinsic worth is based on the character of her possible progeny. A non- 
producing hen, however perfect her body and feathering, is in reality 
worthless beyond the nominal value for food and the satisfaction to be 
derived in owning a thing of beauty. Production is the biggest word to be 
applied in the description of the most desirable Red for without that her 
value diminishes. by inverse porportions. 

It is not with any desire to arouse difference of opinion that this mat- 
ter of the heavy laying Red is mentioned because we all know the im- 
portance of each and every quality of the true Red. She must have a 
substantial color and the type of a Red before she can _ be credited as 
truly a typical Red. With these very essential attributes we then may in- 
voice her qualities as a Red. What is the heavy laying hen like of any 
breed? Sne lays almost every day. Her physical qualities contribute to 
the one bodily function of egg laying all the time. This is an essential 
characteristic of the body of the heavy laying hen of any breed. If we 
select the layers for many years out of any breed and build from them a 
breed of layers we will have such hens as mentioned; that is with bodies 
whicn respond to the one essential function all the year round. We have 
had such hens among the Reds, and every Red breeder who has given 
thought to the subject has found those hens which give themselves over 
‘to the one business of egg making from the day they begin to lay until 
their bodies, from age or disease are disqualified. These organs which 
function for the highest results in a heavy layer are quite as normal as the 
egg organs of the hen which fails to function half or less than half tne 
time. Yes, the hen which shows a bodily equipment in egg production 
which makes possible continuous egg-making, would by all odds be the 
most natural if comparison is to be made. The fully functioning organs 
do not of necessity make an egg every twenty-four hours. It is found that 
the element of time enters the making of an egg, also the foods eaten and 
the processes of digestion. When the hen has the food and the proper 
time for making an egg she lays if her egg organs are working perfectly. 
So we look to the heavy layer to be on the job all the time the year 
round, and if she is not we may look for the cause, and if it be within 
the bounds of reason, the cause can be removed. So it is with several of 
the so-called egg-laying breeds or egg types. Nature has responded so 
long to the demand, the conditions of which were made by the owners 
and care-takers of the egg layers, that they lay continuously even during 
the time the body is growing a new coat of feathers. Perhaps less eggs are 
possible at such times but the hen is making eggs even then if the con- 
ditions are made possible. The embryo eggs of a heavy layer are never 
absorbed as post mortems have shown. Egg making may be arrested but 
only during the times when the vitality is taken for other bodily pur- 
poses, within the nature of the hen. The pullet which takes up egg-mak- 
ing as her life work should be a non-sitter.

It is a fact that comparatively few get the chance to see the birds from 
the different parts of the country; some do of course, as breeders show, but 
it must always be remembered that thousands of good ones are raised 
that are never shown or at least, never get beyond their local or nearby 
shows. This is because everybody cannot make the few shows that are 
known as the big ones. It is a fact however, that it has become the rule; 
that no matter whether it is a small Fair or a large one the competition 
is keen and the quality excellent. | 

The Red breeders everywhere have helped to bring this about and I 
believe you will agree with me that the cause is the result of breeding in- 
formation that every red breeder has been willing to impart. 

What other breeders of a breed can you recall that have put forth the 
effort to help make the breed better that the Rhode Island Red breeders 
have? I can say, without fear of contradiction, that no matter whether 
you go North, East, West or South you will find quality and lots of it 
that will meet your most hearty approval. 

One great Boom for the Reds is the fact that no matter where you 
go you find the percentage of good ones throughout the flocks growing 
beyond man’s fondest hopes. 

The Booster Fund created a wonderful interest in Reds, yet many who 
have realized a rich reward, have failed to do their mite toward this Fund. 

It’s up to their conscience.

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_ PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE AT THE 
NATIONAL CLUB MEET 


Boston, Mass., January 3, 1922. 


I have come 1,000 miles to deliver this message, and while I have looked forward in the past years 
to be able to greet you in Boston, not until Thursday, last week, was I sure that I could come. 


I do not feel as though I am an entire stranger in your midst; for, during the past three years 
I have tried to be your obedient servant, working all the time to do the very best I could for the 


interest of the club and its members. I have corresponded with many men of many minds. Sometimes 
we have agreed; other times, we have not. 


This recalls to me the saying of Richard Baxter. After a lifetime of experience, he was led to say 


in his old age: ee find that good men are not so good as I once thought they were, and find few men 
are as bad as their enemies imagine.’’ 


The big problem is one of faith and confidence, true loyalty to the club and the breed it repre- 
sents. After today, I pass on my duties’to my successor, and I wish to state that she has the true 
mid-west pep and spirit. She hails from Missouri, where there motto is: ‘‘I must be shown that it 
can't be done’’; and believes that anything worth while is worth going after. 


So this message, I bring to you as individuals, committeemen or officers, whichever station you may 


fill. _Let’s give our newly elected president co-operation on all practical problems pertaining to the club 
and its growth. 


It is not for me to outline the plans for the future. Blowing bubbles is a.most pleasant recreation. 


ie old saying, that it takes gas to go up and ballast to come down and land safely, is still true 
oday. 


The wily bass jumps for the most attractive bait. There are enough good, capable, live wire club 
members that if just a little time is devoted by each, it would send the thrills of delight from coast 
to coast, creating an atmosphere of enthusiasm and good will that would carry the proper respect to 
every individual Red breeder and double our membership three times what it is today. I will suggest 
a few principles which are vital, important factors in our growth: Too much stress cannot be laid 


upon the necessity of increased membership; economic handling of the club’s funds; and _ rendering 
individual assistance to. its members. 


On three vital factors rest success or failure: 
i.—Strong state organization, with an active secretary sending out seasonable messages. 


2.—District organization with a president, secretary, and executive board who are ever 
i of the needs of its district, creating a keen rivalry between the states in its 
istrict. 


3.—The national or parent club which is the balance wheel for the state and district. 


The individual, state and district, all functioning as one, will, within a short time, make a 
remarkable change, but they are very largely influenced by the club president and a keen, active secretary. 


There should be some emulation held out to real, wide awake, active state secretaries and district 
presidents and secretaries who are willing to sacrifice a year or two years to fill an office from an 
active standpoint. My experience as your president has been where one can get good lieutenants working 
for him, that they will create captains, sergeants, corporals and privates that will put things over in a 
big way. A small token given by the National club to these efficient under officers, showing our ap- 
preciation of their good work, would stimulate others to want to serve the club in some capacity. 


One other important factor: Advertising is neither an accident nor a miracle, but great things 
would be accomplished if our breed could be advertised by the club in an attractive way at least three 
months in the spring. 


Analysis of the club’s expenses should be carefully gone into by the executive board or a committee 
appointed by the president, and a budget for doing certain things, systematically, outlined. 


You wouldn’t undertake to cross a Jake where the water is deep unless you were sure you could 
swim. Many club members have good ideas of what we ought to do, what is needed, and are far- 
sighted enough to see the value of breed advertising; thus, in a round-about way, create a greater 
business for every individual breeder. But no executive board nor officers of your club, who have any busi- 
ness sense, would go beyond their finances and plunge the club into debt, even though they were sure of 
creating this demand; therefore, this should be worked out at least a year in advance and then there 
could be no misunderstanding. Every important duty carries along with it responsibilities, and no 
officer wishes to be misunderstood. 


I would suggest that the sccretary-treasurer’s report for the past two years be gone over very 
earefully; that we should pick out the various items of expense and itemize them as follows: Salaries, 
secretary-treasurer; travel expense; office expense, which includes stamps, stationery, post cards, etc.; 
ribbons; cups, and any other expense that has entered into the carrying on of the club the past two 
years. Base this expense against the 2,000 memberships. I feel that this is conservative, and then 
see whether we are operating at a gain or loss. 


This will give the executive board a standard to work from. Membership over this amount could 
be reckoned on a percentage basis, allowing each separate item a per cent. 


If we wish to go further and the club officers felt a little bit uncertain in regard to undertaking 
some constructive work which required a certain stipulated amount and we were not quite sure the member- 
ship would sustain it, I would suggest that our secretary consult the leading breeders who are more vitally 
interested than the average individual and get them to underwrite a certain stipulated sum to be paid 
at the end of the year or at the end of certain period; in other words, I will illustrate: I, being well 
acquainted with most of:-the breeders in the state of Illinois, knowing of the loyalty and. spirit that 
prevails, would be willing to underwrite the sum of * * * to either pay, or raise the same among my 
fellow breeders this sum, in case there is a deficit. 


Well laid plans and the ability of the club to execute, I feel quite certain will get the proper 
support and in time 5,000 members will be enrolled, can be kept enrolled and entrusted to co-operate 
for a bigger club with greater working efficiency. 


Thanking the club members and the very efficient officers of the club for the support I have been

EXPLANATION OF RECEIPTS AND DISBURSEMENTS. 


The membership fees represent over 38000 members paid in since last 
report. Advertisements are from the 1921 receipts and the 1922 Red 
Hen Tales just issued. Rebates and exchange represent funds returned 
from the Kansas City annual paid by the Heart of America show and 
redeemed checks. The sustaining fees are from the $38.00 balances paid 
into treasury. The Boston meet fund is money paid into treasury by 
voluntary subscription. 

Note postage. Much of this is caused by the second notice for dues. 
The rebates columns and secretary’s salary explain themselves. The Herald 
Printing Co. printed the 1921 Red Hen Tales. Of the total in that column 
$1200 was for the Red Hen Tales contracted for at cost price on all material 
and labor PLUS 20 per cent. This work was done at a.time when labor was 
uncertain and stock at its highest, besides much work was done at the 
Herald office which might have been done at the secretary’s office, yet other 
work prevented, and it had to be done by the printing company.

ARTICLE I. 


Name. : 
Section 1. The Club shall be called the Rhode Island Red Club of 
America. 
Section 2. The address of the Club shall be that of the Secretary- 


Treasurer. 
ARTICLE II. 


Object. 

Section 1. The object of the Club shall be to promote the breeding of 
Rhode Island Red fowls; to urge the adoption of the true type and color 
by breeders, exhibitors and judges; to advance the true interests of the 
breed; and to bring their unequaled all-around good qualities to the at- 
tention of the world. 

ARTICLE III. 


; Membership. 

Section 1. All members in the Club shall be Active Members. 

Section 2. Any person of good character and reputation may become an 
active member or a sustaining member of the Club: Application shall be 
made to the State Secretary, the District Secretary or the National Secre- 
tary-Treasurer, and must be accompanied by the membership fee for one 
year. 

Sec. 8. Membership shall be acknowledged by the Club membership 
card and shall date from the time of such acknowledgment, terminating on 
October 1, following, unless renewed. Membership for any year may be 
proven by the card of the Club for that year. 

On September 1, of each year, the secretary shall notify each member 
of the Club that dues are payable October 1. Any member who has not 
paid his or her dues by November 1 shall receive a warning notice and if his 
or her dues are not received by December 1, the secretary shall drop said 
name from the membership roll. 

Sec. 4. The Annual Dues shall be $2. Of this sum, $1 shall go to the 
Club treasury, and 25 cents to the District treasury, 50 cents to the Branch 
treasury, and 25 cents for the official organ, which will be mailed free to all 
members in good standing. A Sustaining Membership may be taken 
out by any member by paying a fee of $5.00 per annum, $2.00 of which 
pays the regular annual dues, the $3.00 balance going into the Booster. 
Fund to insure its constant operation. No membe: is obliged to take out 
a Sustaining Membership. It is entirely optional with the free will and 
accord of each member. : 

Sec. 5. Charges of misconduct of a member must be made in writing 
to the Secretary-Treasurer or to the President; they shali be considered by 
the Executive Committee with the defense of the member; the said Com- 
mittee may, on a majority vote, suspend or expel the member. 

Sec. 6. An expelled or suspended member may appeal from the decision 
of the Executive Committee and the matter shall then be submitted to the 


vote of the Club members at the Annual Meeting. Unless the majority of © 


the members voting shall reverse the decision of the Executive Com- 
mittee, an expelled member shall be ineligible to future membership in 
the Club. 

Sec. 7. Members may resign by giving notice to the Secretary-

in arrears for dues or if there,be any charges pending against him. 

See. 8. The United States and Canada shall be divided into five major 
districts; this division is made in order to have five major meetings and

to the State meets, to secure better representation for members in all 
parts of the country and bring about closer cooperation. The country shall 
be divided into Districts as follows: 


District 1, or Eastern: All states east of Indiana and Kentucky and 


ners of North Carolina; all Canada east of the 85th Meridian of Longi- 
tude. ’ 


District 2, or Southern: All states south of Kentucky and Virginia and 
east of the Mississippi River. 


District 3, or Southwestern: All states south of Kansas and Colorado 
and west of the Mississippi River. 


District 4, or Central: All states west of Ohio and West Virginia; north 
of Oklahoma; east of Wyoming and Colorado; and all Canada that lies 
between Alberta and the 85th Meridian of Longitude. 

District 5, or Western: All states west of Nebraska; north of New 
Mexico; and the Provinces of British Columbia and Alberta. 

District officers shall be President, Vice-President, and Secretary- 
Treasurer; these three officers together with two members at large to 
constitute the District Executive Committee. The members of the Club 


- residing in the District shall decide the place of holding the District meet- 


ing by a mail vote, and the Club District Cup shall be offered at this 
place. 


The Secretary-Treasurer of each District shall be bonded; the amount 
of the bond to be decided by the District Executive Committee; the 
Premium per bond to come from the District treasury. 

Districts may be governed by their own Constitution and By-Laws, but 
these must not conflict with the Constitution and By-Laws or Rules of 
the Rhode Island Red Club of America. 

As soon as Districts are organized the District Secretary shall notify 
the Secretary-Treasurer of the Club. The Secretary-Treasurer of the 


Club shall keep the District Secretary informed as promptly as possible 


of new members, of those who are in arrears or against whom there are 
charges pending in the District territory. 


Sec. 9. Any State in the Union or Province in Canada shall organize 
a branch, of this Club, providing there are at least ten members in each 
proposed branch territory. These branches shall hold annual meetings at 
the show at which the state cup is offered for the purpose of electing 
officers and transacting other business as may come before the branch. 


Branch officers shall be President, Vice-President, and Secretary- 
Treasurer; these three officers to constitute the Executive Committee for 
the Branch. The members of the Club residing in the branch territory 
shall be members of the branches. The members of the branches shall 
decide the place of holding the branch meeting by a mail vote and the 
Club State Cup shall be offered at this place. 


In states and provinces where no branch has been organized, the 
National President shall appoint a state Secretary whose duty it shall be 
to look after the interests of the Club in his state or province, and to per- 
fect a state branch as soon as ten or more members are secured. In making 
these appointments the president shall be guided by the choice and recom- 
mendation of the District officers. 


See. 10. District Secretaries who fail in the proper performance of 
their duties can be removed by the District Executive Board, and a new 


Secretary to fill the unexpired term shall be elected by the District Executive 
Board. 


See. 11. Branch Secretaries who fail in the proper performance of their 
duties can be removed by the Branch Executive Committee and a new 
Secretary to fill the unexpired term shall be elected by the Branch Execu- 
tive Committee.

ARTICLE IV. 


| Officers. 

Section 1. The officers of this Club shall consist of a President, a Vice- 
President, a Secretary-Treasurer, and an Electicn Commissioner. 

Sec. 2. All officers shall be elected by ballot and the one receiving the 
highest number of votes shall be declared elected, excepting the Secretary- 
Treasurer. The Secretary-Treasurer shall be appointed by the Executive 
Committee February 10th of each year, and he shall be subject to dis- 
missal by said Executive Committee at any time his conduct is such as to 
warrant his removal from office.

Sec. 4. The Executive Committee shall carry out the instructions of the 
Club, shall authorize expenditures (but no expenditures shall be author- 
ized beyond the assets of the Club), shall devise means to carry out the 
objects of the Club, shall make such rules as may be deemed necessary 
during the year for the conduct of meetings, the awarding of prizes, etc., 
and shall perform such other duties as are delegated to it by the constitu- 
tion and By-Laws. 

Sec. 5. The President shall preside at such meetings as he may attend, 
shall carry out the instructions of the Executive Committee, shall approve 
proper and authorized claims against the Club, and shall perform such 
other duties as are customary to the office and not herein otherwise 

delegated. 
: Sec. 6. The Secretary-Treasurer shall, as Secretary, conduct the gen- 
eral correspondence and keep the records of the Club. He shall, as Treasurer, 
collect all money due, and shall pay from the funds of the Club such 
claims as are properly authorized and approved. He shall furnish a bond 
of not less than $1000. Amount of bond to be decided by the Executive 
Committee. The premium of said bond to be paid by the Club. | 


Sec. 7. The Secretary-Treasurer shall be paid a salary of $500 per 
annum, out of which he is to pay his clerical expenses. 


Sec. 8. An officer shall remain in office until his successor is elected 
or appointed. 


Sec. 9. Officers appointed by the President shall hold until the next 
annual election. 


Sec. 10. The Election Commissioner shall publish a nominating ballot 
in the September issue of the Official Organ. There shall be blank lines for 
filling in the nominations for the two elective officers. Each member will 
detach this blank, fill in his nominations, sign and mail to the Election 
Commissioner to reach him not later than the last Tuesday in September. 
He shall on that date count the nominating ballots and shall ascertain 
by mail who among the three candidates for each office receiving the 
highest number of votes are willing to stand for office. Inform each 
candidate of the number of votes cast for him and for each of the other 
nominees thus honored for the same office. 

On receiving authority to formally announce the various successful 
nominees, the Election Commissioner shall mail copy for the election 
blank to our Official Organ to be printed in the November issue. This 
blank will be printed in our Official Organ, and is to be cut out, filled in, 
signed, and returned by mail to the Election Commissioner by each mem- 
ber on or before the first Tuesday in December following. The Election 
Commissioner shall close the polls at 3 P. M. of the first Tuesday in De- 
cember, shall count and record the votes, shall immediately notify the 
officers of their election, and shall send a copy of the election returns to the 
Official Organ for publication in the January issue. — 

The official election ballot printed in the Official Organ, and mailed 
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to each member in this manner, shall have printed on it the names and 
addresses of all candidates to be voted for, and opposite each name a 
square shall be printed. The ballot shall contain full instructions for the 
guidance of voters as to the manner of marking. 

The counting of ballots shall take place at a specified place and hour 
after 3 P. M. of the first Tuesday in December. Announcement of same 
shall be printed on the election ballot. Each candidate shall have the 
right to be present in person or by an accredited representative to witness 
the counting of all ballots. No vote shall be counted, excepting those on 
the official ballot. No vote shall be counted that has not been properly 
marked, and legibly signed by a Club member. No ballot shall be counted 
that has been in any way changed or tampered with. No change can be 
made in a ballot once cast, even by a Club member. 


ARTICLE V. 


| ; Voting. 

Section 1. An Election Commissioner shall be elected by a majority 
vote at each Annual Meeting of the Club. The duties of the Election Com- 
missioner are given under Section 10, of Article IV..This Section also 
gives the method of procedure to be followed in our Annual Election. 

Sec. 2. Officers of the Club shall hold their respective offices until 
their successors are elected and accept their positions. The terms of newly 
a officers shall commence the first day of February following\ such 
election. 

Sec. 8. The officers of each District shall be elected by a mail vote 
taken in the same manner as prescribed above for the National officers. 
The District Election Commissioner to be elected at the District Annual 
Meeting, and follow the instructions outlined for the National Election 
Commissioner in securing the votes for the District Officers. 

Sec. 4. Immediately after the adoption of this Constitution, the presi- 
dent shall’ appoint a temporary Election Commissioner for each District 
to conduct an election for District officers, terms of their offices to cor- 
respond to those of the National Club. 

* mm 5. District officers shall hold office as per Section 2 of this 
rticle. 

Sec. 6. No proxies can be voted at any meeting of the Club, excepting 
each District can send a representative to the Annual meeting and em- 
power him to cast one vote for each ten members in his District on such 
matters as may come before the Annual meeting. This proxy must be 
signed by the President and Secretary of his District. 

Sec. 7. No State shall be entitled to more than one office in Parent 


Club or District. 
ARTICLE VI. 


Committees. 
Section 1. The President may appoint Committees to prepare for and 
handle any special matter, meeting, event or action. 

Sec. 2. District Presidents may appoint Committees to prepare for and 
handle any special matter, meeting, event or action pertaining only to his 
District. 

Sec. 8. State Presidents may appoint Committees to prepare for or 
handle any matter, meeting, event or action pertaining only to their State 


or Province. 
ARTICLE VII. 


Meetings. 

Section 1. Annual meetings of the Club will be held to discuss and 
decide any; changes in the Constitution or By-Laws or measures for the 
good of the Club and to act on any business not properly covered by the 
Executive Committee. 3 

Sec. 2. Special meetings, as may be deemed advisable shall be arranged 
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for by the Executive Committee, and announcement of the time and piace 
shall be made sixty days before such meeting. 

Sec. 8. District Annual meetings will be held to discuss all matters per- 
taining to the District not properly covered by the District Executive 
Committee. ‘The time and place of the Annual meeting shall be decided 
by a mail vote of the District Executive Committee. 

Sec. 4. Special District meetings, as may be deemed advisable, shall be 
arranged for by the District Executive Committee and announcement of 
the time and place shall be made sixty days before such meeting. 

Sec. 5. State meetings may be held at such time and place as the 
members from any state may decide by vote. Such vote shall be taken by 
the State Secretary. 

Sec. 6. Special meetings may be called at the request of three members 
for a State, or may be arranged for by the proper officers without request. 
Notice of such meeting shall be given to members in the territory covered 
by the meeting. 

Sec. 7. In the absence of proper presiding officers at a General, 
District or State meeting, a chairman shall be chosen and a clerk appointed 
who shall send a copy of the minutes to the proper Secretary. 

Sec. 8. Twenty-five members shall constitute a quorum for a meeting 
of the Club. 

Sec. 9. Ten members shall constitute a quorum for a District meeting. 

Sec. 10. Five members shall constitute a quorum for a State meeting. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


Prizes. 

Section 1. The Executive Committee shall have power to offer prizes 
out of! the funds of the Club, amounting to fifty per cent of the sum in 
the treasury. 

Sec. 2. District Executive Committees shall have power to offer prizes 
out of the funds in the District Treasury amounting to not over fifty per 
cent of these funds. These District prizes to be offered at District shows. 

Sec. 8. Branch Executive Committees will follow Section 2, Article VII, 
for their Branch Annual meetings. 

Sec. 4. All prizes offered by the Club shall be open to competition only 
to birds owned by members. 

Sec. 5. A Display must consist of at least one cock, one hen, one cock- 
erel, one pullet and one pen and as many more as exhibitor sees fit to enter, 
scale of points to govern as follows: 6 points for first prize; .4 points for 
second; 8 points for third; 2 points for fourth; 1 point for fifth. Pens to 
count double as follows: 12 points for first; 8 points for second; 6 points 
for third; 4 points for fourth; 2 points for fifth. All places below fifth 
to count as fifth. This rule to govern in all shows in which members of 
the Club exhibit for prizes of the Club. 


ARTICLE IX. 


Publications. 

Section 1. The Club shall issue each year a year book or register that 
shall contain a full list of members, the Constitution and By-Laws, the 
report of the Annual meeting, the reports of the officers for the preceding 
year, records and announcements of the Executive Committee and essays and 
papers by the members. This shall be carefully edited and the Executive 
Board may insert or omit any matter at their discretion. This year book 
shall be published as a volume by itself, or incorporated in the official 
Club organ, as the members may vote each year at the annual meeting. 
In the absence of such a vote, the Executive Board shall decide the method 
of publishing same. 

Sec. 2. Notices and announcements may be issued through the official 
organ, and shall also be sent by the pexery to all papers having a 
circulation of over 5000. 
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Sec. 8. By the majority of the votes cast at the Annual meeting, an 
official organ of the Club shall be adopted for one year. 


ARTICLE X. 


_ Amendments. 

Section 1. This Constitution or the By-Laws may be altered or amended 
by a three-fourths vote at the Annual meeting, or by the same vote at a 
special meeting. 

Sec. 2. Amendments to this Constitution or By-Laws must be submitted 
to the Secretary by members ninety days before the Annual meeting, or 
any special meeting called for that purpose. 

Sec. 3. Proposed amendments shall become part of the Constitution 
upon receiving a three-fourths vote at the Annual meeting or such special 
meeting.

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THE FUTURE FOR RHODE ISLAND REDS

HERE are so many things that can be done from day to day to still 
further stimulate the interest in Rhode Island Reds .and increase 
the already rapid rise in popularity of this breed that one needs to 
do little more than impress upon each Red breeder the importance of 
his singing the praises of the Reds whenever the opportunity pre- 

sents itself. There are many times when we can create that opportunity. 
and no real live Red breeder will fall short in this unless he be mentally 
sluggish or lacking in vigor. One can’t expect much more from a sick 
human than from a sick chicken. . 

It is my purpose to do everything possible to boost the Reds effectively 
and some of the evils to be overcome in my opinion are the underrating 
of one’s own ability to mate and breed exhibition Reds that will win, the 
lack of real study of the breed’s characteristics and tendencies and the 
too prevalent idea that one must buy exhibition birds or eggs for producing 
exhibition stock from the green fields far away. 

Not much credit is due anyone when he wins simply because he is 
financially able to spend more money for exhibitiin birds than his com- 
petitor. No one can lay claim to being a real sportsman if he wins that 
way any more than the hunter who buys his bag of game to take home and 
claim a lot of glory. 

There are times, of course, when the purchase of stock is necessary 
to fill in or to strengthen the flock for breeding purposes or in a case 
of a beginner who wants to secure the best foundation he can afford upon 
which to build up a flock. The basis upon which real interest and enduring 
enthusiasm is founded is the red blooded, high class sportsman who finds 
exhilaration in matching his brains against the other breeders in the 
mating and breeding of his birds and who studiously goes at the task 
of improving his birds from year to year because of his love of the game 
and his determination to win on his own merits. ‘ 

Every experienced Red breeder should help the beginner to get results. 
Has it occurred to you that every failure of new converts to our breed has 
its deadly negative effect: upon the volume of Red business by turning 
breeders away from Reds and converting them into knockers instead of 
boosters. The Eastman Kodak Company made a master stroke when they 
conceived the idea of making it easy for everyone to not only take but to 
develop and finish a successful picture. The Red breeders could take that 
business principle to heart and practice it with much profit. 

It is back number stuff when one follows the policy of “carrying 
secrets to the grave” and tries in this advanced age to succeed on the 
narrow lines of monumental selfishness and fear that he will lose his 
deserved place among men by co-operating to the fullest extent for the 
advancement of his own line of endeavor. : 

Don’t be shortsighted fellows. You will eventually slip if you don’t 
wake up to the importance of this fact and the breed will be held back 
in just the proportion that Red breeders fail in their duty to the whole 
mass that are and can be interested. Get the Reds to going on a bigger 
and bigger scale by constructive work and there will be more business 
than you can take care of. 

There must be a big volume of demand to make a big business, there- 
fore, the vital thing is to create that demand and then by satisfactorily 
supplying it not only with birds or eggs but also with educational informa- 
tion that demand will materially increase and be permanent. 

Throw your whole weight behind your efforts to secure new members 
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for the Rhode Island Red Club of America and lay special stress upon 
the importance of everyone reading the Rhode Island Red Journal. 

There is a saying that “Every man is as lazy as he can afford to be.” 
But if we are going to put the Reds way above all the others, which in my 
Opinion is the place they deserve, every Red breeder will have to hit the 
ball during the coming’ year. 

There are a number of wide awake Red breeders in the Third District 
and with their help I know we will have a membership of wide awake 
Red aoa by the end of the coming year that all of us will be mighty 
proud of.

SP A-LIPTLE RED PULLET GOULD TALK 
A SEQUEL TO A NEAR TRAGEDY 


By H. R. REED. 


HEN last year’s Red Hen Tales came, my Master told me the 
story of “A Near Tragedy,” and said, “Babe, your life story 


makes a good sequel to that, and you must tell it for the benefit 
of blue-bloods whose masters want to be kind but fail through 
ignorance. bps 

“My earliest recollections are of a nice warm nest of straw, where I 
hatched with two sisters, and a brother that my foster-mother killed by 
stepping on—all that was left alive by the tender mercies of the express- 
man who brought us in a setting of eggs. I never knew my real mother, 
but Master had seen her and said she was three years old, still had a good 
color, and also a trap-nest record—whatever that means. My foster-mother 
was mean and little, and had black and white bars all over except on her 
neck, which was gray. 

“When we were two days old we were put in a clean new coop, with 
sand and chaff on the floor, and sour milk to drink, of which we grew 
very fond. Outside there was grass and water and clover, a row of 
rhubarb where we used to lie in the shade and dust ourselves, and a little 
stream of fresh cool water. We had plenty of good things to eat, fed 
often at first, and later kept in hoppers where we could help ourselves 
whenever we came home from chasing bug's in the orchard. And we were 
always hungry. : 

“IT have faint memories of troubles we had,—little red bugs that 
crawled on us at night, and others that bothered us all the time; but they 
were short lived, as our master often sprayed the coop with a vile smelling 
liquid, and put powder on different parts of our bodies. But unfortunately 
oo apes our heads, and it was here we had the worst trouble, as I will 
tell later. 

“We enjoyed life and grew rapidly until we were six weeks old, by 
which time I was beginning to grow nice dark feathers. Master used 
to show me to Mistress and say, ‘Look at that pullet. Looks like a winner. 
Exhibition color already, and absolutely clean.’ Then mother started to 
get cross at us, and finally drove us out of the coop. That night she 
disappeared, and we never saw her again. 

“In the meantime a few insects had fastened on our heads, where 
there was no powder, and soon there were a lot of small ones, which quickly 
sapped our strength. So one night after mother left, it turned very cold, 
with snow on the mountains, and in the morning when Master came to 
look after us, I was shivering and could hardly stand up, being so weak. He 
‘cussed’ the weather, took me in the house and put me in a box by the 
fire, and fed me lots of dainty food to tempt my appetite; but he didn’t 
do anything to fix my head, where the insects were torturing me. I was 
ravenously hungry, eating everything in sight, but refused to stand up, 
dozing most of the time. After three days of this, during which Master 
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had gotten pretty discouraged, the Red Journal came, and in it an article 
_ by Judge Card on Pests. Master read it, and then called to Mistress, 
‘Look here. Did you ever see any head-lice? They say either lard or 
pyrethrum powder is good. Let’s try both.’ So between them they greased 
and powdered me until I was a sight, but my head soon started to feel 
better, and the next day I got on my feet, just a little wobbly, and went 
outdoors to find my sisters. | 

“Life from then on went smoothly, and I ‘soon regained my weight 
and strength. When I was five months old, and looking very neat and 
pretty in my final coat of glossy new feathers, Master put me in a big 
cage, and every time he came near he petted and handled me, so I was 
not a bit afraid. Then he took me to a big building where there were a lot 
of cages, with a fine looking chicken in each one. The next day many 
strange people came to look at me and admire me, and one man in a long 
gray coat poked a stick at me, looked at my undercolor, and finally tacked 
a white ribbon on the cage. He told my Master later, ‘Boy, you have a 
winner there. If she were two weeks farther along in development now, 
she would have won the blue.’

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MAKING THE RED BREED 
ROBERT A. HARRISON, College View, Nebraska. 
Me poultry breeders have turned to the Reds during the past ten 


years than have ever turned to any other breed during the same 

length of time. Please, this is not boasting as you will see if you 

will follow this line of facts. More poultry breeders are contri- 

buting to the Red breed than are working for the perfection of any 
other fowl.

There are 
five Red breeders allied within the unifying forces of club organization to 
one member of any other club of any other breed. Numbers tell. There 
are more poultry breeders, advertising Reds as a product of their handi- 
work than can be counted of any other breed almost two to one. Count 
the advertisers in the leading’ poultry journals beginning with The Rhode 
Island Red Journal. If there are more advertisers who profit by raising 
and selling Reds then it is evident that more people are buying Rhode 
Island Reds thus sustaining the expense of advertising. There is only 
one thing that keeps an advertisement continuously in print; namely, the 
sale of the product advertised. There may be some things which can not 
be said in point of numbers but we aré speaking of the Red breeders. 


Rhode Island Reds are in the making. This fact has been too often 
lost sight of. The Red breeders are having a “tremendous lot” to do with 
the nature of the breed today. The change from twenty years ago has 
been a miraculous transition. And half of the Red world today would 
be “thunder struck” to see what the few. have done and are doing in the 
making of the perfected Red. More speechless astonishment has been oc- 
casioned by. the exhibit of “the best” Reds at the greater shows than has 
ever been in evidence over the creation of any other single thing of human 
design. I say that believing that the Rhode Island Red is in reality a made 
breed in the truest sense of the term. But the making is a continuous 
process and must be kept going. The beauty is of that perfected symmetry 
and brilliant luster of the red hue shaded in uniform tints and slightly 
modified coloring in different specimens. So great and wonderful are 
these fowls of perfected beauty that the interest in the breed is captivating 
the best and most persistent poultry breeders not yet established with a 
breed. The interest in the Rhode Island Red breed is becoming world-wide 
and world inspired because there is not limitation set upon the adoption 


ee 
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of the breed and foreign countries have followed the craze as persistently 
as have the people who first gave the breed place. 


It is something to sketch or paint a beautiful picture. ‘The world owes 
much to the esthetic tastes and gifts of the creators of beauty in the fine 
arts; but none the less gratitude is due in appreciation of the Rhode Island 
Red fowl which in reality was first designed, charted, visualized, described 
and finally perfected in living specimens. Instead cf few artists the breed 
has had many dévotees of the breeders’ craft.. There is a satisfaction and 
pleasure bordering on devotion which holds Red breeders to the art of Red 
breeding. That’s all. It is simply one unfathomed interest in the practical 
problems of creation. The designer measures and visualizes and the painter 
applies his colors in relative proportions until exact shades are obtained. 
It may be surmised that poultry breeding is something else but Red breed- 
ing of the finer sort is that. No wonder the art of Red breeding snares so 
many in its toils and entraps the uninitiated in the mesh of breeding 
problems. You can’t get anywhere without going in the direction of your 
destination. The perfected Red is obtained by the blending of the elements 
of good breeding. This may sound like a figure of*speech but it is under- 
stood literally by those who have produced something toward present-day 
Reds. What has been done in Reds the Red breeders are proud of. It may 
be they are the proudest general class of poultry breeders today but they 
have something to be proud of because the some thing's in the big proportions 
can be said of no other created American or foreign breed. After a poultry 
breeder adopts the Reds the breed is his and no amount of legalizing could 
make the birds with Red characteristics belonging to him any more his. 
The breed literally belongs to the Red breeders. Who could gainsay! 

What I started to say I am almost ready to say. If the Red breed 
belongs to the Red breeders they have something to take care of. Many 
of the most devoted Red breeders will not, can net and perhaps should not 
be expected to fully comprehend what is involved in “keeping a breed.” 
Some have appeared to think that the breed went as it would and the 
breeders trailed on behind. But oh, how blind. Were it not for the great 
centers of interest gathered within the districts where shows are planned 
and where organizations become effective Reds could not and would not 
have been adopted as they have. Were it not for the distinctive interest in 
Reds taken by some and the responsibilities carried out on the part of 
delegated officials within the organized membership of the Red Club 
surely Reds would be, inspite of all their merits and attractiveness, sub- 
merged by the clamor and fuss made over some of the more. common breeds 
of poultry. There have been, while men slept and Red breeders) dreamed 
dreams, certain Red Club officials “sweating blood” as it were to keep the 
interest among club members properly focused upon the great essentials 
for the interest of the breed. It may be that you can’t direct the interest 
of the breed as it is seattered into all countries and climes but you ean if 
properly informed delegate these responsibilities to others who will perform 
these duties for all if properly supported. No poultry organization lives 
excepting in name without action. You as a member may bring fire into 
any cold camp if you will by strongly supporting the Reds and their best 
interests. This is the method which has held the Reds .strongly before — 
the public eye and has focused attention upon their unusual merits. So 
persistent and continuous have been the efforts of the organized club in 
its scattered parts that the name of the Red breed could not be forgotten. 
This has been a big part in the effort of “keeping the breed” before_ 
the public. 7 Pie 


It should be noted that the members of the Rhode Island Red Club of 
America have all been going one way. There is no secret in the unification 
of forces, but that has done more to “turn the trick” for Rhode Island Reds 
than any other single thing. No single Red breeder has been allowed to 
break step. The team work within the organization of the club has in point 
of human understanding done some creditable stunts in working out the psy- 
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chology of the mob mind. For a number of years Red breeders like sheep have 
been following the leader, whose where-abouts has been well known to all the 
flock even without the use of a bell. Surely, Secretary Card is not counting 
on full remuneration in this life else he would not examplify. so aptly the 
idea “not to the strong is the battle—but to the true and the faithful 
victory is promised.”. Nothing amidst all the buffeting that an official 
gets when serving a national organization with similar movements compet- 
ing has ever caused “that man Card” to lose sight of the primary interests 
of the club. Fortunate not only for Red breeders was the timely finding 
of Judge Card but providential for the breed was the election of the Sec- 
retary to guide in unifying exactness the spirit of the club. The national 
organization of Red breeders is doing more to make Reds popular than 
any other single influence. (The amicable spirit of the club is actually 
being taken on by the Reds). The Standard of Perfection has stood like 
adamant having been so wisely conceived in the beginning. Yet it has 
required wisdom of the highest sort to sympathetically soothe into peaceful 
sleep the constantly arising disposition for change. With this most im- 
portant advantage provided by the original makers of the breed together 
with the inherent merits of the Reds the aim of the organization has been 
kept foremost and never lost to the ever recurring clamor over nonessentials. 
There is nothing profited by attempting to localize or distribute any amount 
of credit in the leadership of the movement among Red breeders for better 
and more Reds because all men who have had to do with the work of 
popularizing Reds have been of the sort who saw clearly that with the 
loss of the single aim “better Reds” the work for the breed would be all 
lost. Thus today the officers and breeders alike, supported in an unusual 
way by the Red Club medium, The Rhode Island Red Journal, are pulling 
together and making not only the greatest of all breeds but the most 
popular and best known of all breeds, The Rhode Island Reds.

E ARE coming “Father Abraham” fifty thousand strong and the 
great Army of Red breeders undaunted and instilled with “pep” 
will fight their way to victory with the Rhode Island Red Club

It will be but a few years before this is accomplished. The thou- 
sands of Red breeders of today will be the foundation from which will be 
added the recruits as the months go by. Breeders who for years have been 
partial to Leghorns, Wyandottes and Rocks realize that there must be 
‘something back of the great popularity of the Rhode Island Reds. 

Let us analize the reasons. First, their value and popularity as an 
exhibition fowl. Second, their egg and meat producing qualities combined 
make an all purpose fowl. Third, their stamina and vigor are fitted for any 
climate and a choice may be made for either the Single Comb or the 
Rose Comb. 

Now an exhibition bird is only a fancy. Yet there are people who 

do not know that the “Poultry Fancy” is the foundation of standard bred 
birds. These birds are absolutely necessary for success. They produce 
a larger egg yield. They are more uniform in type and color. There are 
people who say that a mongrel bird will lay just as well or better. That 
is true in some cases and later in this article we will tell why. 
: The value of an exhibition bird depends on the color and type. Fore- 
most is color because that is the hardest to produce in the Rhode Island 
Red. Any one who doubts the popularity of exhibition Rhode Island Reds, 
let him go to any large poultry show and walk down the Red aisles. The 
wonderful color of the present day Reds cannot be put aside. The Reds 
exceed in numbers at practically every poultry show in the country. 

The majority of people who start in poultry are interested in the 
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prime factors that constitute the value of a fowl, namely the egg and 
meat value. Those who wish to make a success in the commercial egg 
business, usually prefer the White Leghorns because they are the best 
layers on earth. Others who wish a commercial meat fowl, choose a larger 
breed, but the large majority who are successful, combine two qualities 
and choose a breed that will give an average egg yield through all seasons 
of the year and receive a good price for the surplus cockerels that make 
choice table fowls, and the Rhode Island Red broilers and roasters cannot 
be surpassed. 


Stamina and vigor of Rhode Island Reds is a very important subject. 
In fact these qualities are the fundamental principles that make for suc- 
cess in poultry. Above everything, these qualities should be considered 
first. They should be bred the same as color or type. Those who do not © 
follow stamina and vigor closely will fall by the wayside sooner or later. 
All the years of work and experiment will be sacrificed. A 300 egg fowl 
is absolutely worthless as far as the breeding qualities is concerned, if 
the vitality and power of reproduction is sapped away by passing the 
danger line. Artificial lighting and all other facilities that increase the 
egg yield beyond a certain point, tend to lower the vitality and while per- 
haps it may not be noticeable at first, Nature will react in a matter of time. 
Therefore to go beyond a certain limit is dangerous. A breeder to be suc- 
cessful, must; watch his birds closely for all things that lessen the vigor 
and health and give the birds every advantage that will help to build up a 
strong, vigorous bird that will live, thrive and produce. Rhode Island Reds, 
naturally have strong and vigorous characteristics but like all other breeds, 
too little attention has been given to stamina and vigor. 

There is perhaps no other business where so many failures have been 
made as in poultry. The causes are easy to, define. Poultry farming is 
no small man’s job. It is no get-rich-quick idea. It requires method and 
many small details to look after. To produce a strong and healthy fowl, it 
is necessary that proper exercise and work be given from chick to maturity. 
One of the reasons why many so called common barn-yard fowls are better 
layers and live and thrive under all conditions, is that they are forced to 
work for their living from the very first. Too many fowls are over fed. 
They are not out hustling and active. Perhaps growing nicely but when 
at a certain age,- they begin to show leg weakness, signs of tubercular 
troubles and other symptoms of disease. Not all these signs are dug to 
poor vitality. More often to over and improper feeding with lack of 
exercise and work. 

Those breeders who enjoy a small back yard flock of standard, bred 
Rhode Island Reds take great pleasure in the care and development of 
their favorite fowl. These breeders, who on a small scale are developing 
and bringing to maturity prize birds, not only have the satisfaction of 
doing so, but the remuneration pays handsomely for the time spent from 
their regular employment. To the other class of breeders who are perhaps 
planning for some time in the future that they may own a poultry farm and 
make a living from Rhode Island Reds let me say first of all, the reins 
of destiny are in your own hands and you must surround yourself with : 
men who know more than you do regarding the business. Remember to be 
efficient in all things. That poultry farming is practical and. that there 
must be sufficient capital. Debts must not accumulate. That you must 
go slow and feel your way. Start with the very best quality birds that 
you can afford. If you have some source of income until you are estab- 
lished in the business, so much the better. You will meet many discourag- 
ments but you must face them courageously. The chances of success were 
never better than today for the country needs more and better poultry. 

Remember what the Rhode Island Red Club of.-America has done and 
is doing to promote the welfare of Rhode Island Reds. Tell your friends 
about the club and its affairs that they may become interested in the best 
breed of fowls on earth. The efficiency and honesty of the officers of this 
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club is above reproach. They have sacrificed much time'and labor. The 
Rhode Island Red Journal has been a factor in success for the breed and 
club, and its publication has grown to be the greatest specialty journal. 

The out-going president of our great club has made achievementsi of 
which we are all very proud and thankful. All hail the new president-elect 
whose reputation and honesty is the best. With the efficient officers to 
work with, the next year should be another prosperous one. Our tried 
and true secretary-treasurer, who has brought the club from obscurity and 
put it on a sound financial basis, will stand forth pre-eminent in Rhode

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PERTINENT FACTS ABOUT RHODE 
ISLAND REDS

Bs of all, it is a new breed and of a very mixed ancestry and it is 


still in the process of evolution, not having as yet attained “Purity of 

Blood” in its fullest sense. This acccunts for the many puzzling. and 

ofttimes discouraging results obtained from even the best bred strains. 

Its ancestral blood is from the strongest and most virile breeds 
known, mingled in complete and continuous cross breeding for over fifty 
years and their tremendous vigor and great prolificacy is the heritage 
from this crude but strenuous methed of breeding. Since 1898 the prin- 
cipal strains have been line-bred to produce a one-ness of character and 
breed traits. The careful, painstaking work of progressive breeders in 
line-breeding is already showing the purifying. effect of that correct method 
of breeding in the general rich red surface and oblong type which are the 
Standard characteristics of the breed. lLine-breeding of Rhode Island 
Reds is still in the kindergarten stage of breeding, yet, the results are 
wonderful in the power of prepotency, due entirely to line-breeding in 
which even at this stage of their breeding, entirely unrelated strains of 
line-bred Rhode Island Reds can be bred together with splendid results. 
It is out breeding akin to the original cross-breeding, practiced by the 
original Rhode Island Red breeders of ancient history, yet, unlike cross 
breeding the out breeding of Reds from line-bred stock, produces a likeness 
of the parent stock, yet it can be truly said that the results are not as a 
rule on a par with exact and continuous line-breeding. Nevertheless, many 
great winners were out-bred specimens standing out from their brothers 
and sisters like stars above the earth; whereas with a line-bred specimen of 
high order, one finds the majority of its brothers and sisters of the same 
high calibre. : 

In fact the great results of out-breeding Reds or the breeding of un- 
related specimens, proves the tremendous value of line breeding as the 
foundation method to induce and perpetuate that prepotent character which 
WILL transmit breed traits on the progeny of unrelated matings of the 
same breed. It also proclaims a near-purity of blood through the influence 
of the same prime law of line-breeding, as only purebred domestic fowls 
will reproduce their kind in the majority when unrelated specimens are 
bred together. The signs of its breed—incompleteness, which also marks 
the continued evolution, are today, mostly confined to the undercolor, which 
should be of a rich deep red matching the surface red as near as fluff and 
web can be matched in colors, yet, the ancestral bloods manifest them- 
selves in dashes of slate or smut and a pinkish cast in the majority of Reds 
of both sexes. All Red breeders must bear in mind that all other Red 
breeds have a dark slate undercolor, which is the natural undercolor of all 
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red fowls, wild or domestic and lest we forget these same domestic red 
breeds were used in the origin and development of the Rhode Island Reds. 

The Rhode Island Red undercolor of deep rich red is a man-made 
evoluted achievement accomplished by line-breeding and careful selection 
with that end in view. 


The signs or indications of this continual evolution mark the line 
of their history from 1898 to the present year. In 1912 all Red breeders 
would tell you that the rich red chicks at hatch would be the best chicks 
at growth. Today they have completely changed their idea of this because 
through the purifying process of line-breeding and evolution where the 
smut has become assimilated with the red to such a degree that we no 
longer find the smut in the majority, the tendency is for the chick that will 
come to maturity with the proper red surface and undercolor, to carry 
a primrose shade at hatch. Selection has shown its power also in eliminat- 
ing the smut from the undercolor or rather the fusing of the black or smut 
into the red pigment in harmonious conjunction with line-breeding. Yet, 
smut or pinkish red or light red undercolor are not always signs of poor 
breeding but rather the persistent reversion to the original undercolor of all 
red breeds used in their makeup. 

As regards smut there is a vast difference between BLACK-SMUT and 
Smoke-smut. Black-smut is always found on specimens with strong, rich 
red undercolor, smoke-smut found only in the silvery-red or pinkish under- 
colored specimens. Black-smut or black spots on surface of shoulders or 
wings, are called by some breeders as color-feed to strengthen the red 
and is valued very much for that purpose in breeding, whereas, smoke- 
smut weakens the red because it contains a modicum of white which is 
always injurious to red color. Be that as it may, the fact remains, that 
specimens with either black-smut or black spots on surface of wings and 
shoulders are held as valuable breeders because they are invariably closely 
related to the high-colored even rich red surface and deep red undercolored 
specimens of the best breeding that bring the top prices as exhibition 
birds. With the other sort of the smoke-smut undercolor, they are generally 
related to strains of lesser quality or careless bred strains which summed 
up means that the line-bred strains bred for strong undercolor contain pure 
black pigment free from white. This pure-black at times is found in over- 
abundance in some specimen of the same flock beyond the sections desig- 
nated in the Standard to contain black; hence the black-smut in under- 
color or the black spots on wings and shoulders is never a sign of mong- 
relism, in fact the contrary, but with the opposite smoke-smut will come 
from careless, breeding and many times from outbreeding when due care 
is not taken in selection; nevertheless, of the two methods allow me to say 
outbreeding, when conducted with well bred, line-bred stock, produces less 
objectionable undercolor than careless or indifferent line breeding. An- 
other all potent sign of the incompleteness of the Reds as a breed, is the 
great value placed on specimens which are nearest perfection in Standard 
requirements and as most families of exhibition Reds show the same even 
surface and oblong type, the extra valuable specimens are those that have 
the Standard undercclor of a deep rich live red into the skin. It is a 
common assertion among Red breeders that there is one hundred and 
twenty-five dollars between undercolor and surface, although undercolor 
is only counted as about fifteen per cent in the scale of points for the 
breed, but for instance two specimens alike in comb, eyes, rich, even red 
surface and oblong type, the one with a pinkish red undercolor may sell 
for twenty-five dollars whereas, the other with a rich deeper live red under- 
color matching the surface, will easily sell for $150 and it is the rarity of 
such specimens which commands the extra price even though the $25 bird 
may be as royally bred as the other, yet, lacking this one desirable and 
extra, valuable trait of a rich red into the skin undercolor matching the 
surface color throughout. : 

One quick way to detect good or bad under color without catching or 
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handling a Red, is to notice the color of stern under tail where there are 
no webbed feathers; in other words, where the undercolor is on the outside 
in plain view at all times. If this section is light or pinkish, rest assured 
that is the general quality of the under color of that bird, if a rich red 
same as rest of surface then one may depend upon a rich’ red undercolor 
throughout except on such birds that have the aforementioned black-smut 
or black spots on wings and shoulders. An index of poor ptgmentation is 
found in the large quills of the flight feathers or main tail. If quill is white 
where it enters the skin and a ways out, pigmentation is faulty in that 
bird and further proof is found in the weak undercolor as this white quill is 
never found on a rich deep red undercolor specimen. Faulty or imperfect 
pigmentation is the cause of white flights and main tail feathers as well 
as white in under color of hackle and around tail at base, yet sometimes 
white is caused in flights or main tail by an injury, and; this can be de- 
termined by the quality of the undercolor which if an injury. the under- 
color remains a deep rich red. Sometimes also faulty pigmentation is 
caused throughout the plumage by poor care, poor feeding or a general 
neglect of the growing birds, and is a point to be considered in the inter- 
change between the buyer and seller of eggs or stock. Proof of the above 
is to feed and care for the specimens properly and if bred right pigmenta- 
tion will be corrected by the good care and. these white places will come 
red through the corrected pigmentation. 

One other point which causes the novice and some vets to sneeze, 
is the black at base of hackle and which sometimes runs up into the 
hackle itself. At the base and end of hackle this is not serious as a defect 
and many a winner of the blue has had this defect yet carried, no other 
defect of sufficient fault to prevent winning the blue. My advice is that 
if one has a bird with this fault that carries a rich red live undercolor 
matching the surface which is lustrous and even over a true oblong, 
forget all about that black at base of hackle and take your chances with . 
this bird alongside the weaker undercolored specimens devoid of this black 
at base of hackle; and Here is another sneeze: a female devoid of black in 
flights generally is of one hue from head to tail and if on an oblong 
with rich red undercolor it would take a female of just as good color and 
type with proper black flights to beat her for the blue. 

By proper judging the bird with the least defects is always the winner. 
But the puzzle of the veterans, the notions of the judges and the despair 
of the novice and the query of all is: 


“What Is The Correct Color?” 

As the farmer said when he looked at the giraffe, “There aint no 
sich animal.” This query is really on a par with the age-old question of 
which is first the owl or the egg, a problem which has made the owl 
an emblem of wisdom because the owl is supposed to have considered 
this problem through the centuries since the world began and if the owl 
has solved this problem he never tells but continues to look wise as do all 
“authorities” on the correct color for Rhode Island Reds when pressed for 
an opinion. 

Nevertheless, partly in explanation yet never in answer, we may say 
that the Standard description designates no particular shade of red, sim- 
ply a rich brilliant red which may be from bright bay to dark cherry, and 
the more black the darker the shade of red with the tendency of the black 
to dim the lustre of the red which leads up to the fact that the brighter or 
bay red is the richer and more lustrous because it leads away from the 
point of dimness induced by the super-black pigment. Furthermore the 
bay-red or brighter hue is more apt to have an undercolor matching the 
surface than the darker hues which seem to tend to draw the red with 
the black well mixed into the surface leaving the undercolor several shades 
lighter than the surface although many times fully as rich as the under- 
color on the brighter bay red, yet the difference is so much more noticeable 
on the dark bird that the bright bay, all things equal, will win as it always 
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should because its color in its entirety comes nearer the requirements of the 
Standard, yet a bright bay. surface with weak undercolor is never in the 
- winnings with the darker bird as above described, and herein again comes 
the query, what is the correct color? 


This is the cause of the prevalent idea that the judges prefer the 
darker birds, an idea absolutely wrong when applied to a well-qualified 
Red judge who understands this fact that there is no set, fixed or correct 
color or shade of red for Rhode Island Reds. 

Every judge of Rhode Island Reds (and when I say judge of Rhode 
Island Reds I mean one who knows his book as regards Reds) simply 
‘seeks an even shade of rich brilliant red from head to tail with under- 
color to match regardless of some particular shade and it is a well known 
fact that at this stage of the evolution of the breed, the darker birds are in 
the majority and it is not a matter of preference of shade with the judge 
but a preference of the exhibitors and breeders in breeding something 
easy and placing their results before the judge in the show room for be it 
known also that ond can produce the real dark ones much easier than a 
bright bay rich brilliant specimen can be produced and more of them at 
that, therefore the judge has no alternative but to place the awards on 
the specimens exhibited and has no preference other than the even shade 
from head to tail which may fall on the darker birds with bigger chances 
thereof as the darker birds are generally in the majority in all show rooms, 
yet this does not prove the darker shade the right color nor does it prove 
that judges prefer the darker ones. It only proves a fancier weakness 
for something easy and also proves the process of evolution going on in 
this breed of such grand possibilities which is leading surely but slowly 
to the brighter red shade when the black pigment will be wholly assimi- 
lated into the red and so thoroughly mixed that no black will appear except 
where designated by the Standard,:and this is the evolution of continuous 
line-breeding with that end in view. We have but to consider an example 
to feel how true this is when “Purity of Blood” is achieved and accomp- 
lished in Rhode Island Reds. 

For instance; when a judge finds a specimen of the brighter bay hue 
rich and brilliant and even from head to tail with the oblong type so 
desired he may also find one with that live rich deep red undercolor into 
the skin matching with more certainty the surface. color and of a surface 
brilliancy far surpassing the best dark red ever bred and one more valuable 
as breeder of stay-red progeny providing black points are as they should. 
be according to Standard, ie: segregated in the sections designated for black, 
hence the superior bird but the one hard to find and even harder to pro- 
duce at the present time sufficient to outnumber the seeminz favorite of 
darker hue. Yet this paragon and the acme of all Red breeders dreams . 
and hopes, does not carry the correct color or one fixed by any description 
of the Standard, but matching in surface and undercolor comes nearer what 
the Standard requires than any other shade produced and it is such a bird 
that brings the long price regardless of pedigree because the talent knows 
it wili win under any qualified Red judge, against a roomful of darker 
specimens with undercolor naturally lighter than surface, which again 
proves that undercolor is the dollar sign on every Rhode Island Red 
produced (better stick a pin in this). 

Apropos of the above the safest and surest way to be recognized as a 
high class breeder of Reds is to always exhibit specimens as near Standard 
as possible regardless of who is to judge, in short never exhibit to cater 
to the preference of a judge, first because a well-qualified Red judge 
has no preference, placing the awards on the birds with the least defects 
and nearest to Standard, be it dark or bright-bay, and to supplement 
this, never exhibit at a show where an incempetent judge or one not 
qualified to handle Reds is to officiate. This last is the one sure way to 
prevent the all too frequent miscarriages of judgment in the judging of 
Rhode Island Reds which has disappointed and discouraged so ‘many as- 
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piring beginners and thoroughly disgusted the veterans and led the general 
public to believe that Rhode Island Reds are the great American mongrels 
of any shape, shade or size. | 

The shape of the Rhode Island Red seems even harder for beginners 
to understand than the color, in spite of the clear description in the 
Standard and the continual reference made to the oblong type of the 
breed. 

Long observations lead us to believe that there are as many people 
who are proportion-blind as color-blind, in other words people who see 
a curve as a straight line or interpret shallowness as depth, therefore a 
round, short bodied Red appears to them as long as the real thing, hence 
we find we must needs describe the Rhode Island Red body in the clearest 
and most simple terms and explain the oblong type in detail. 

An oblong is two squares set together. For instance—two six-inch 
squares set together make an oblong twelve inches long and six inches . 
deep and thus we see that an oblong body is twice as long as it is deep, 
following up which means that a Rhode Island Red body is twice as long 
as it is deep, with back line perfectly horizontal and straight and so held 
by the thighs and legs being set exactly under the middle of the body 
which equalizes the weight from front to rear. N. B.—A brick set on edge is 
exactly an example of an OBLONG. ‘Put one on top of your hen house 
and study. ‘ 


The sense of proportion also determines the length of leg with almost 
mathematical precision, as the oblong senses two squares so must the 
standing radius of the bird conform to the idea of squares, which means 
that two oblongs, one above the other containing four squares make a 
larger square and determines that the feet of the specimen cannot go 
below the bottom line of the larger nor stop short of it to hold perfect 
proportion in short means with Rhode Island Reds that the distance 
from the body to the ground is the same as the length of body. Or to 
put it another way, the length of body is exactly the same measurement 
as from back to the ground, thereby proving the senses of proportion of the 
Rhode Island Red and the proper length of leg for the breed. To have 
the leg and thigh longer than this would place the feet below the bottom 
line of the larger square and destroy proportion and gives the bird a giraffe 
appearance. To make leg, etc., shorter would again disturb proportion and 
make a creeper of the specimen. Over weight specimens are generally 
over-grown and out of proportion in every way and one should stick close 
to Standard weights and size for the breed. Also they are not so prolific 
as those of Standard weight and size. 

Coming back to the mainspring of all breeding namely, line-breeding. 
One would believe the subject held nothing new ever for Rhode Island Red 
breeders yet the majority of breeders have the most hazy conceptions 
of this method and confound in-breeding with line-breeding with both a 
BOOGY which makes for weak stock which in time “runs out” as the ex- 
pression goes. In-breeding and line-breeding in a sense are the same, yet 
much different in application. Line-breeding is in-breeding but in-breeding 
isn’t always line-breeding as it is generally known among breeders. 

The most simple definition of line-breeding is this: “The continual 
breeding of related specimens together.” In-breeding in its strictest sense 
is the breeding of sister and brother, father and daughter, dam and son 
together, while line-breeding is the breeding. of related specimens farthest 
removed in relationship. It is practiced more extensively than strict. in- 
breeding because it safeguards the beginner and assists those older breeders 
not versed in the fundamental principlesgwhich govern the breeding of live 
stock. In-breeding can be practiced without deleterious effects by breeders 
who fully understand the above mentioned fundamental principles but is 
full of dangerous pitfalls to the uninitiated or breeder uneducated in the 
mysteries. of breeding domestic animals. Line-breeding is breeding in 
line of the same family, hence its name. Yet, a sort of out-breeding system 
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is practiced to insure vigor and stamina and a system which does not so 
surely lead to failure with those not expert in the application of nature’s 
laws in breeding. It was supposed to have been started as a system be- 
cause breeders recognized the danger to the beginners of close in-breeding 
and rough and ready success which has always attended even indiscrimi- 
nate out-breeding or the mating of unrelated strains or the mating of 
breeds of different species in producing vigor and stamina of a high 
order. The advocates of line-breeding always mate specimens related, yet 
not closely related or of the same blood lines or family, for instance 
what one may call a distant cousin or something similar yet always of the 
same family line. 


Nevertheless selection is really more important than the bare practice 
of line-breeding or the blind following of any breeding chart which at its 
best is but a rudimentary guide-post on the way to success in breeding. 
The selection of proper specimens full of vigor and stamina even in close 
in-breeding will produce vigorous offspring just as sure as the crossing 
or out-breeding of different breeds or unrelated specimens of the same 
breed. But the knowledge of how is one that takes long years to acquire 
and the safe method is always line-breeding for the majority of breeders. 
While out-breeding is supposed to be the one great method to insure vigor, 
-out-bred stock may lack this great essential, because of improper selection 
of the parent stock. Yet out-breeding if long continued or indefinitely, 
will destroy heredity in physical functions such as flesh and egg produc- 
tion and also reduces breed characteristics of color and type, to a mediocre 
degree, unless long line-bred stock is used continually from year to year 
and even then only occasional flashes of high class birds are produced. 

In line with this thought are the many puzzling results in the breed- 
ing of the best families of Rhode Island Reds of today; yet a study of the 
breed history reveals its newness as a breed and. the numerous conflicting 
bloods in its original composition and which were never properly amalga- 
mated by in and line-breeding until about twenty-five years ago and to 
the dyed in the wool Red student there are no puzzles although many 
unexpected results which are, or should be, expected because of the evolu- 
tionary processes of line breeding with this breed. 

To the novice or beginner these peculiar results mean mongrelism, 
and really the origin and continued manner of breeding up to 1898 was 
along mongrel methods or radical cross-breeding of entirely different 
breeds which produces the unexpected always and now after twenty-five 
_ years of in and line-breeding to purify amalgamate or fuse into a oneness 
these several breeds, the unexpected is but the continual reversion to original 
bloods used from thirty to seventy-five years ago. Yet the novice who 
takes up Reds can see no difference between them so far as purity of blood 
is concerned than the White Faced Black Spanish bred in line for centuries 
to a purity of blood equalling the wild birds, and is vexed, disappointed 
and disillusioned, when he finds the unexpected foreign traits in his prize 
stock from the best blood obtainable, when as a matter of fact the Red 
breeders should be made to realize these imperfections and foreign ele- 
ments as part of the process of purification, and assist one another and 
study methods which will eliminate these elements or fuse them into one 
blood as a breed called Rhode Island Reds so that in time none of these 
objectionable traits will appear to mystify and torment the Red breeder, 
bearing in mind always that line-breeding and proper selection are the 
only factors which will bring about this “purity of blood” desired. 

Be it known of all men that the much heralded wonders of out-breeding 

would never have appeared but for the diligent and persistent line-breeding 
practiced since 1898 and every instance of phenomenal out-bred specimens 
being’ produced, can be traced to parents of long line-breeding on both 
sides although entirely unrelated but made, so tremendously prepotent by 
line-breeding as to carry-on even with the most radical out-breeding. 

The natural tendency of all domestic fowls is to become broody or to 
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set and hatch chickens, yet line-breeding and proper selection has even 
subdued this tendency so that today the onery-Red-sister is almost a thing 
of the past. The question of double mating is also a puzzle to the novice, 
yet the newness of the breed and its evolutionary condition prevents posi- 
tive assertions by even the best authorities as regards either method at 
the present time, nevertheless, single mating being easier to practice is 
the general method everywhere, as a questionnaire of over 500 answers 
proves, and where rigid and careful line-breeding is followed single mating 
has proven the most desirable valuable method, in that more good specimens 
of both sexes are produced by this method than by double mating, in fact, 
the double mating of Reds in this evolutionary stage of their existence is 
nothing more or less than “necessity-mating” to overcome some defects or 
defects in the parent stock. In fact, the breed and all its characteristics and 
unfinished traits which are merging into a completeness are all typically 
American. 

lts phenomenal rise to popularity unheard of with any other breed, 
its decidedly staple qualities and its workaday usefulness as well as beauty 
of plumage, its superiority in commercial worth, bear out the above men- 
tioned all-American cast of this great breed. Going farther we may men- 
tion as like our own splendid people, it is a composite of the best bloods 
of the universe with their foreword: Achievement and Progress.

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THE REASON FOR LINE BREEDING 
By L. C. GRAHAM, Minneapolis, Minn. 
\ N INTELLIGENT and observant breeder instinctively—yes often 


times without being conscious of the reason—becomes an ardent 
admirer of his chosen breed not alone because of its beauty or in- 
trinsic value but often because it has offered some seemingly in- 
surmountable obstacle to his endeavors to bring out some quality 
that seems to him important. It is not the things that come to us 
easily that hold our attention and interest, the charm lies in the endeavor to 
accomplish the thing that is elusive and sometimes almcst impossible. 

Much has been told us about the origin of the Rhode Island Red fowl, 
however, so much of this would-be information is so conflicting that we 
are left pretty much in the dark and have to draw our own conclusions. 

That the Reds are a made breed there is no doubt, composed of several 
breeds of different characteristics that oppose fusion and these opposing 
characteristics are continually cropping out showing in the offspring. 
The theory that “like produces like” is perfectly true, but not in the 
sense that it is often taken, for instance: It does not mean surface indi- 
cations exclusively. An exhibition male mated to an exhibition female 
will not produce all exhibition progeny by any means. They both have 
mixed blood, they have neither been bred to the Standard long enough 
to get the Cochin and Java blood so. thin that it will not show itself in 
some way in some of the young. For this reason and others it is im- 
perative that we do some constructive work, and to accomplish our ends 
we must resort to in-breeding. 

Just one word of caution before I proceed. It is not every one who 
has the knowledge or time to devote to efforts along this line ta safely 
practice in-breeding. It requires a skill that is not alone acquired by 
practice. Experience is of much value, but experience alone can not be 
depended upon to select the mates that “nick.” The breeder must keep be- 
fore him at all times the health of the birds. Without health his flock 
soon goes to pieces and he can accomplish nothing. My observations 
lead me to believe that one can practice close in-breeding and at the same 
time preserve the health of his flock, if he is a close observer. 

The tendency of all domesticated animals and especially of those 
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which have been developed in what may be called an unnatural degree, 
is to degenerate and this inclination can be overcome only by persistent 
strengthening of the cultivated attributes by continued breeding in the 
line which produced them. To mingle different characteristics is, there- 
fore, to introduce conflicting forces, each striving to assert its superiority 
and in a flock thus bred there will naturally be great variation in the 
character of individuals. Some will resemble one parent, some the other, 
while others will differ from both. This likeness and variation will not 
be confined to physical form, but will extend to the higher faculties. Some 
will have the disposition of one parent, some of the other, while others 
will differ from both. The more impure the blood of the parents the 
greater will be these variations; however, even with the purest blood 
there will be variations. We may mate individuals of equally fine qualities 
and purity of blood, yet they will not always produce progeny equal to 
themselves. It would seem that in such cases, like does not produce 
like. This is the point where many slip; the rule holds perfectly good and 
permits of no variations. The biood of the ancestors is making’ itself 
apparent and fighting for superiority. 

No perfect Red exists and though a good bird must certainly have: 
a preponderance of good over bad qualities the best have their faults and 
if care is not taken to discover them, it may easily happen that the two 
individuals with the same faults are mated, in which case natural laws 
will cause the reproduction of the fault in still greater degree in the 
progeny. The influence of like to beget like is equally potent in bad as 
in good qualities, therefore an intelligent breeder will select such mates 
that will insure the desired qualities as far as possible and avoid that 
which is undesirable. 

Because a bird has a great show record does not necessarily mean 
that he or she will reproduce its kind. Much depends upon the way in 
which it has been bred, whether it is sufficiently pure bred to possess the 
power to reproduce these qualities, whether or not it is prepotent in the 
direction desired. 

In-breeding is a dangerous thing for a careless or unobservant person 
to undertake and we do not advise the practice as a-general proposition, 
but we do say and without fear of successful contradiction, in-breeding 
in mating is the only way a strain can be established or permanently 
improved. 

Dr. Helen Dean King, of the Wistar Institute of Anatomy and Biology 
of the University of Pennsylvania, has proved that it is not harmful to 
inbreed, by mating together brother and sister white rats for forty genera- 
tions, a period that would correspond to 1,300 years in the human race. 
Under such close and continuous in-breeding this race of rats has im- 
proved instead of degenerating. Dr. King attributes the success of this 
experiment to the soundness of the original stock and the careful se- 
lection of the best animals of each generation for breeding. 

If the space were available I could relate instances where in-breeding 
with dairy cows had resulted in record making progeny. The same is 
true with our standard bred horses and beef cattle. 

There is no difference between line-breeding and in-breeding except 
in its intensity and any one who can successfully practice line-breeding 
is on the right track to establish a strain of Reds that will be heard 
from, from one side of this broad land to the other, but woe betide the 
man who is trying to line-breed and has started with the wrong stock or 
who is not a critical observer, for disaster will sooner or later overtake 
him, likely much sooner. 

There may be those who think because they have bred an occasional 
prize winner they are on the track, but unless there is method and science 
and a well defined plan back of the breeding he can not repeat the perfor- 
mance and after a few years will drop out of the game disheartened 
and discouraged. 
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It would be interesting to know the method used by E. B. Thompson 
with his Barred Rocks, or J. S. Martin with his White Wyandottes. So 
far as I know we have no such breeders among the Red men. It is doubt- 
ful if they could tell us in language that we could understand, just what 
their method of breeding has been to produce birds that can win at the 
foremost shows year after year. ' Such breeders are born not made. We 
hope that such a breeder will develop among the Red men. Such a man 
has not shown above the surface as yet although several have had 
the opportunity. | 

In our breeding operations, we must not forget breed-type and char- 
acteristics. These I consider of first importance for even if we have 
color without type we do not have Rhode Island Red and on the other 
hand type alone does not make the breed. It requires both type and color. 
to make a Rhode Island Red that we all can feel proud of and anxious 
for our friends to see. 

Some enthusiasts claim that they can get the Red type in two genera- 
tions. That may be true, but I know; from experience that type can be 
destroyed in one year.

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LEARNED FROM THE TRAPNEST 
By MRS. H. A. DANIELS, Grafton, Mass. 


AST year I wrote a Red Hen Tale concerning the building of a 

strain of high producing Reds. There is so much that is contri- 

butory to what I told of, then, that it seems feasible to continue 

along the same line. Am going to give, for what they are worth, 

some of the actual observations we have made in our work that 
may be of help to many, and interest to others. 

We are frequently asked how to iine breed for production? How 
to line breed for vigor? How to do these and not inbreed to the injury 
of the flock? How to introduce new blood for production? How to fore- 
tell what the results in preduction will be from certain matings, and so on. 
I will try and make clear some of these things as we see them and as our 
birds indicate. 

First in regard to the linebreeding for production. , As I have re- 
peatedly written and said the linebreeding chart cannot be followed blindly 
as in marking out a tennis court. Nature has her own way in spite of all 
we can do and it is not always our way. The breeding charts are) useful 
in that they indicate a real plan of work; but it is just like the housewife 
when she has a very special recipe and lacks some on ingredient. She has to 
do the next best way unless she can buy the necessary article. 

Before proceeding any further it is best to repeat what is said many 
times, as it has a direct bearing on the uses of the linebreeding chart. 
It is not always that show birds will reproduce themselves in quality. 
Neither will the breeders of show birds always produce all show birds. 
The same with the 200 egg hens. All 200 egg hens will not beget pullets 

that will lay 200 eggs. Neither will the dam of a 200 egg hen produce ALL 
200 eggers. Here is where the chart breeding gets its first bump. Unless 
each succeeding generation is better than the preceding the work is of 
little value. 

Prepotency enters so strongly into all breeding projects that it de- 
serves more attention than it gets. Sometimes we have prepotency re- 
versed, as it might be called, in that this power of transmitting qualities 
seems to be along: the line of inferiority rather than as desired. 

The very strict use of the trapnest' before very much is done in line 
breeding is a step forward. Not merely to ascertain the best layers but 
to find the ones that have the power to give to their get this ability. 
Along with this must be a reasonable degree of good Standard breeding. 
We will let the exhibition breeder tell us how to do this and confine our- 
selves to the production part of the work. | 


The trapnest can be made the most helpful tool for the many who 
want to actually breed better birds. Through its use we find the hen that 
lays the best. The hen that lays the well ‘shelled, large egg. The hen 
that lays eggs that will produce good looking chicks. The hen that lays 
eggs that hatch chicks that produce layers of ability. Also the reverse in 
all these instances. The latter are disposed of. 

Without these uses the trapnest is only half paying /its way. Take 
for instance the males from hens that have produced well themselves, and 
have been dams of pullets that are extra good layers. These males are 
most valuable material for the man who cannot trapnest or the one needing 
new blood for production through the male side. 

By the use of the trapnest we find the hen that is healthy. Good 
layers are never anemic, poor eaters and sluggards. When you have the 
good layer, if her eggs hatch well, she is doubly valuable. Many of the 
world’s best layers have been very poor in this respect. If her eggs hatch 
well and in turn her chicks produce pullets that lay well, the chances are 
strong that the eggs from, these pullets will hatch well if the male that 
sired them was bred from a hen with the same characteristic. This is 
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where it pays to use a new male on only a few females. I' have known 
of cases where people were so frantic to get a male from a super-producer 
they neglected to learn anything on this score with the result the breeding 
value ran down fifty per cent. 

When a scheme of breeding is to be followed it is very essential to 
have the. best possible material to work with. If the above traits are 
sie tg before the real work is begun much disappointment can be 
avoided. 


The plan of all linebreeding is to commence with the ideal unrelated 
pair. Breed them, then their offspring back: females to sire, son to dam 
then follow the tracings of the chart as nearly as possible. When we 
first commenced this work we had very few individuals to work with 
but had a definite plan to produce better birds as individuals and better 
layers as a whole. Out of our first venture we found two females out of 
four that nicked with the male producing BETTER than themselves. Today 
we have none of the blood of the two that, while good hens, did not mate 
with the male for good resuits. By carefuily kept records from season to 
season we used the blood, of the three first birds back and forth mating 
son to dam, daughter to sire, half brother and sister, etc. Today we 
have a large number of the offspring from these two hens and one male 
that are practically 100 per cent the blood of each hen and the one male, 
yet as individuals, are, as far as breeding’ purposes are concerned, unre- 
lated, and can be mated with as much safety as to vigor as the original 
trio. By selecting in each generation the best, both as to color and type, 
as well as production the present stock is many hundred per cent better 
than the original. Each year some distinct trait of the original birds such 
as in case of one hen who had a comb with many fine serrations, will 
show up. This year we have chicks removed six generations from her 
that are seven-eighths her blood that show this comb growth, others 
exactly the same breeding that did not show this trait so strong. . 

In line breeding these birds for production the very first thing that 
was considered was abundant vigor. Jt is a trait of our birds now just as 
much as any imaginable inherited quality. Of course good care is im- 
portant because the most thrifty will not do well without it. On the 
other hand the best care will not make an inbred, low vitality bird sing 
and scratch and lay well. 

When the chart is carefully studied and used as a guide to breed by, 
taking into consideration the freaky notions of old DAME NATURE and 
seeing in them a warning! to discard when necessary it is mighty useful. 
It is like the Auto Route Books—sometimes a road is under repairs and a 
detour necessary. This is not usually indicated and must be found for 
the traveller himself. He does not blindly follow the trail as the book 
indicates, as he would pretty surely come to grief. 

The introduction of new blood is often a question of moment. As 
above remarked it is best to use a new line of blood on only a few females. 
If your own are reasonably good do not put all your eggs in one basket. 
Two families, both equally good, do not always, when mated, produce even 
as good as themselves, as the combination instead of harmonizing is an- 
tagonistic. Why? I do not know, enough that it is. As much informa- 
tion as possible is desired about the ancestry of a breeding bird to be used 
on a good flock. This is not always available as not all breeders are doing 
intensive trapnesting and, pedigreeing. It is a 14 hours a day 365 days 
a year job and many do not care to be confined so closely. 

Where a known prepotent family can supply new blood there is an 
advantage in that, good results may be quite surely expected as the pre- 
potent male bred on this plan can do more to improve a lot of chicks than 
a bird bred by accident, as it were. 

Thousands ask yearly concerning the certainty of production. It 
seems they. feel they want a guarantee of a certain number of eggs. 
There is an old saying, “do not count your chickens before they are 
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hatched,” which might well be supplementary to “do not count your eggs 
before they are laid.” 

I was talking with a breeder of many good birds a little while ago 
and he told me of an instance at a Boston Show. A woman came to him 
and asked him if she bought baby chicks, how many eggs apiece he would 
guarantee the pullets to lay. He told her not one egg. She was 
very much surprised and could not understand. “Why, Mr. just 
over there is a man who has a 3800 egg strain and says every pullet will 
lay 300 eggs.” She was all in good faith. The lesson the breeder drew 


' from this was conclusive—the 300 egg man is no longer in business. 


There is no possible way to estimate the number of eggs a bird will 
lay. The Hogan test will give a very. good basis to pick birds from for 
flock matings. It is seldom that a bird testing well as a layer under this 
method does not lay well. (However if one wants absolute certainty use 
the trapnest.) There are two things often overlooked in these tests that 
are really important, especially in picking pullets that have never laid. 
I have tested out many pullets long before they were anywhere near 
production, then watched them when they got settled down. A pullet with 
soft flexible laterals (the bones above the breast bone on each side of the 
abdominal cavity) with a large gizzard will make a good layer if cared 
for right. These, combined with capacity and pelvic arch are good keys 
to production. 

By the consistent use of the trapnest and linebreeding based on care- 
ful selection for ALL POSSIBLE good qualities the man with a small 
flock can make relatively faster progress than the man with a large flock 
where individuals are not a known quantity. By a process of careful elimi- 
nation combined with the establishing of a strong trait of prepotency 
the smaller number of birds will produce more real good ones than a hit 
or miss bunch of many times the number. 

In the trapnesting of the linebred flock the females are better known 
and appreciated. Where this is not done and a careful study made of 
the breeding values of the gentler sex too much attention is paid to the 
male. -He is, in this case, half the pen; there is only one of him and by 
his masculine aggressiveness he calls attention to himself. Refinement in 
the females and an appreciation of their individual values are highly 
important. 

The value of a flock of REDS today is not measured by any single 
characteristic such as phenomenal production, extraordinary exhibition 
guality, etc., but by a reasonable combination of wee class STANDARD 
qualities and high flock average in production. 

The one or two splendid specimens in the show room or the 300 egg 
hen are sensational but the average man or woman with a flock that must 
be on a paying basis is more interested in the HIGH GENERAL AVERAGE. 
This is what we have attempted and, so far, have succeeded to a very 
pronounced degree and the above article is based on our actual work with 
actual birds with all the foibles and atavism that make the breeding of 
GOOD RHODE ISLAND REDS a fit test of the genius and true sports- 
manship of the lover of the best in poultry.

THE RED WINGED MALE BIRD 


By MRS. E. W. MAHOOD. 


UR correspondence with a great many breeders all over the United 
States has convinced us that few understand the use or value of a 
red winged male bird though he is often one of the most valuable 
a Red fancier has in his yards. It is true that the red winged bird 
is not as the Standard describes the ideal male bird but no one 

has ever made a success as a breeder of fancy poultry who has followed 
the theory that to produce good birds all that is necessary is to select for 
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the breeding pens, birds as nearly resembling the Standard description 
as possible. The secret of advancement is in being able to recognize good 
material for the breeding pens and in using it to the best advantage. 

Some of the very best breeding material in the yards of every breeder 
is to be found in the excess colored females with Standard wings or peppered 
wing bows or both and yet it is safe to say that a big percentage of these 
females, rich in color pigment in the form of smut in the undercolor, 
peppering and black in surface are sent tc market every season or else 
wrongly mated. This is greatly to be deplored for these females rightly 
used will do much to advance the color of the breed. 

Iti is true that every one does not agree with me on this point. All 
that I can say is that I am speaking from the knowledge gained from ten 
years’ experience in mating and producing Reds. I will not say that those 
who contend that good Reds may be produced by the constant use of birds 
without excess color are entirely wrong because the longer we live the 
more long believed and fondly cherished theories we find exploded but I 
will say that all our experience here goes to convince us more strongly 
each season that the excess colored females are exceedingly valuable and 
the longer we breed Reds the more we value these birds. I do not hesitate 
to add to this the statement that whether there are or are not breeders 
who are producing the highest quality Reds year after year without intro- 
ducing any smut or excess color or any birds bred from excess colored 
birds, still the average breeder of Rhode Island Reds is not in a position to 
discard his excess colored birds but on the contrary is wasting most val- 
uable material which might otherwise help to build up the color of his 
flock. This point cannot be too strongly emphasized for letters from all 
over America have convinced me that this is just what most amateur 
breeders are doing. 

There is a difficulty in the way of using excess colored females, to 
the best advantage, however, just as there is always some difficulty to be 
overcome whenever one is striving to attain any worth while goal. That 
is, to produce good results these females must be mated to red winged 
male birds which is our name for birds with no black markings in wing 
flights or with considerably less than the Standard calls for and these 
birds are usually hard to obtain as [I will explain. It takes judgment to 
know when a bird can be counted red winged. Usually a bird showing 
little cr no black in the primaries of the wing flights is called red winged 
but a bird with black in the primaries and none or little in the secondaries 
can also be mated with good results with excess colored mates. Also a 
bird without a great strength of black in his markings or markings that 
show a dull, faint black can be counted weaker in black than a bird with 
glossy green black markings or very intense black markings. Unfortunately 
these birds are not always easily obtained. Most breeders can use more 
good ones than they have and therefore it is hard to persuade them to 
part with a good one. For that reason it behooves every breeder of Reds 
to watch out for his red winged male birds or those that are short of black 
markings in wing flights, to take care of them and even to breed to get 
them. The best way to get them is to take a male bird with as little 
black in wing flights as you can find, that has also sufficient other good 
breeding quality and to mate him with a female as short in black markings 
as possible but with good strength of color. Tha amount of color neces- 
sary for such a mating every breeder has to finc out for himself. The 
strength of color needed is by no means a fixed matter as it depends 
almost as much upon the color strength inherent in the line or strain 
as upon the color of the individuals used. 

There is one point however that must be remembered in selecting a red 
winged male bird and that is that he does not necessarily have as great 
color strength as his Standard winged brother for the reason that we are 
expecting to mate him with females of greater color strength than the 
Standard winged bird can take. However the sounder and deeper colored 
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he is, the more valuable he is and there is one quality essential to his value. 
He must show a good red color in his wing flights. The red winged bird 
with lemon colored flights is valueless. The nearer to body and fluff 
color his wing flights are, the better. : 

In the same way; red winged females can be mated to advantage to 
excess colored or exhibition male birds but if you will look over your 
flock or that of any breeder who produces a large number of good birds 
you will find numbers of excess colored females for every excess colored 
or even strong exhibition colored male bird. This is in accordance with 
a well known law of color breeding which governs not only the breeding 
of Reds but the breeding of all parti-colored birds. On the other hand 
in any strong colored flock’ you will find fewer red winged, smooth clear 
colored females with strong breast and strong, sound undercolor in all sec- 
tions than you will females with some excess color in one or more sections. 

For these reasons your red winged male bird is a very valuable breed- 
ing bird. Watch for him. Take care of him and hang onto him if you 
want to make the greatest possible success of breeding fancy Reds. Indeed 
it is my belief that you cannot be really successful long without him.

A FEW RED NOTES FROM HOLLAND 


I am just home from the 25th exhibition of “Ornithophilia” at Utrecht, 
Holland, on Dec. 16-18 last. Being a jubilee (?) show it was the biggest 
poultry etc. show ever held in Holland: 5398 entries. From this number 
were 1180 entries in poultry (bantams not included) in the regular classes 
and besides, 145 numbers in the utility classes. Now, today it is just a 
year ago that we founded the Rhode Island Red Club of Holland with eleven 
members. We held our first club show at Ornithophilia these days. There 
were 101 entries, Single Comb Redg in the regular classes and 4 entries 
Rose Comb Reds; further, 15 entries of Single Comb Reds in the utility 
classes. In total there were two hundred Single Comb Reds exactly. It 
has been the biggest class in one variety (one color). Single Comb White 
Leghorns came next with 129 birds; Partridge Leghorns, 102 birds; White 
Wyandottes, 89 birds; Barred Plymouth Rocks, 54 birds, and so on. 

Our club had a stand at the show with an oil painting of Reds as the 
main attraction. This painting has been made more or less after the color 
picture in BLUE RIBBON REDS. 

At the end of the show our club had 46 members... Wm. H. Cook of 
Orpington, Kent, England judged the Reds. Mr. Cook has promised me to 
send me a report about the Reds for our official organ, *‘de Kleinveekeelt.”

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A PROTEST 


(Reprinted from 1917 Red Hen Tales.) 


In the breeding of live stock there are two classes in particular 
whose ideas are diametrically opposed one to the other, yet who are. 
as one in hindering the progress, popularity and success of whatever 
live stock they. chance to breed. They may be designated as the ultra- 
fancier and the ultra-utilitarian. Of the two the ultra-fancier is the least 
harmful as his choice, especially in poultry, is some breed of peculiar 
physical characteristics which pertains only to the fancy and in this narrow 
orbit he moves without much harm to the general welfare. But, the ultra- 
utilitarian uses for his fadism and sordid gain the most popular, most 
useful breeds and therein is he dangerous and a menace to the future of 
poultrydom. The ultra-utilitarian has only one object for which he bends 
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every energy and thought and that is high egg production which of itself 
is commendable but breed characteristics, traits, type and color are as 
nothing to this utility fanatic yet so untrue to his rabid utility ideas that 
he must needs use pure-bred stock to accomplish his object. To be 
absolutely true to the principles of utility he should use nothing but mon- 
grels or “just hens” that have no set color or feather pattern, type or 
breed characteristics; yet his breeding methods soon reduce the pure-bred 
foundation to just this condition: i e., “just hens” that are far removed 
from the characteristics of the breed of their origin or standard require- 
ments, and therein lies the danger to that breed. If he could use fixed 
external characteristics to determine great egg production, in time he 
would have a breed of type, if not of color, which would stand for advance- 
ment, but the ideas and theories that certain shapes mean great egg pro- 
duction have long ago been disproven as a fact, therefore, he has nothing | 
tangible to breed from except the past performances of dams and the pre- 
potent ability to breed one of the sires and as he has no regard for color . 
or type, it takes but a very few years before all identity of the breed 
chosen is lost. 

In white or black breeds this is not so apparent, but in this breed of 
our choice, Rhode Island Reds, these ultra-utilitarians are leading us back 
to the days of William Tripp with his Red Roosters and mottled, ring- 
streaked, speckled and all shades of hens. No doubt about the ability of this 
sort to produce large numbers of eggs; they did just this in William Tripp’s | 
time over seventy-five years ago; in fact, it is what kept them in exis- 
tence up to 1898 and is one great factor in the popularity of Rhode Island 
Reds today; nevertheless, in William Tripp’s day and up to 1898 market 
price only per dozen for their eggs was all that the breeder received; not 
until they became a recognized standard breed did their product in eggs 
command prices of any moment for hatching purposes and it’s just this one 
factor of standardized breeding that made the breed the most popular on 
earth; naturally their great ability as egg producers supported their 
standard worth, which only proves that utility and fancy are insepar- 
able factors in the progress and popularity of any breed, and any method 
or move which endeavors to pry asunder these two powerful influences 
tends toward degeneration’and ultimate failure. | 

In our egg laying contests the ultra-utilitarian has had full sway with 
all breeds, but—with Rhode Island Reds—are they reaping the harvest in 
egg sales which would seem their due from such great producers? 

In answer: It is apparent that one sale per order is the limit and 
if the buyer should get one look at the pen in the contest there would not be 
even the one sale. , Yet the buyer who does not see, but reads of the great 
record of a certain strain in this contest, sends out his good $10.00 for 
thirteen eggs from which to hatch chicks that he may have such layers; 
naturally he expects family or breed characteristics of color and type as 
well as this desired egg trait; they are advertised as Rhode Island Reds and 
in his mind this means an even shade of rich red from head to tail cover- 
ing, a shape oblong and horizintal; but when chicks grow to maturity he 
finds short, long, high and low types, with all shades of black, brown, 
yellow and red jumbled on the plumage of each and every bird and he believes 
he has been wofully stung as the evidence of his eyes causes him to believe 
that they are the worst kind of mongrels. His business sense tells him that 
$10.00 per thirteen is a pretty stiff price to pay for eggs from which to hatch 
chickens whose sole recommend is the ability to lay large numbers of eggs 
for eating purposes only, and which can be produced fresh from any 
market for an average price of 35 to 40 cents per dozen. Mr. Buyer is 
disgusted; but he feels that if the red color and the pronounced type were 
there he would have something to show for his $10.00 which would repre- 
sent a breed whereas his worse than mongrel lot excites his ire rather than 
his praise even with their great egg laying ability and he reckons that his 
$10.00 would have gone a long way toward buying fresh market eggs. 
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Therefore, he never repeats an order with an ultra-utilitarian and loses all 
further interest in Rhode Island Reds, deeming them all alike with no 
settled color. or type. But this is only one of hundreds of like instances and 
it is time that concerted action be taken by all progressive Red breeders 
to halt this pernicious method of breeding Rhode Island Reds, a method 
which has not even the merit of fadism, but is nothing less than perverted 
commercialism. 

Breeders whose mental calibre can only grasp one idea or problem at 
a time, assert that one cannot breed for eggs and standard requirements 
in the same strain of fowls. This has been disproven many, many times 
with the most modern strains of high show quality Reds and right in the 
egg laying contests at that. Good, sound, even red color and Rhode Island 
Red standard type is no bar to great egg production, and in a Rhode Island 
Red strain that combines a standard beauty as well as great egg production, 
there is certain advancement for that strain far above the misnamed Rhode 
Island Red whose only merit is high egg records and whose excessive 
demerits are entirely antagonistic to the traits and characteristics of the 
breed whose name they disgrace. 

The use of the score card at the egg laying contests is letting in much 
light and benefit to the laying ability of the high scoring specimens as well 
as revealing the low standard status of high laying pens which masquerade 
under standard breed names. In some pens of Rhode Island Reds (so- 
called) the names: “Harlequin,” “Joseph’s Coat,” “American Rainbows,” 
would be more appropriate and even the above names indicate a beauty 
not found on these counterfeit Rhode Island Reds of such mediocre show 


quality. Such pens are from the yards of the ultra-utilitarian and should 


not be recognized as Rhode Island Reds by any of the Red brethren in the 
vast membership of the Rhode Island Red Club of America. 

In one egg laying contest wherein were twenty-one pens registered as 
Rhode Island Reds, there were but four pens that really represented the 
breed as per standard requirements in type and color; these four pens were 
owned by progressive, up-to-date breeders of Rhode Island Reds, whose 
fame and names in the fancy world and exhibition halls are known from 
shore to shore of this great continent and whose strains are also noted 
for high egg production. The use of the score card in the laying contests 
will eventually weed out, automatically, these mongrelized or degenerated 
strains and the imposition in egg sales is also marking time for their 
elimination. Nevertheless, we, as club members, desiring the best for this 
best of all breeds should, as a body, discountenance the breeding and public 
display of such arrant caricatures of the justly famous. Rhode Island Reds.

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RHODE ISLAND RED COLOR 


(Reprinted from 1917 Red Hen Tales.) 


A summing up of a show specimen of almost any breed reveals that 
the surface color and the shape is three-quarters of the show worth of that 
specimen. 

' The idea of a correct red for Rhode Island Reds is still an idea and 
will be nothing more nor less until the standard describes a fixed shade 
of red. A rich, brilliant red as described by our standard can be ‘any shade 
from a bright red silk necktie to a ripe dark cherry, therefore, a most 
intangible hue unfixed in its character. 

We all have our idea of what shade of red we think is correct but 
that doesn’t make it so, and, according to the reading of the standard the 
other opinions have as much license to be correct as our idea. - 

Personally, the color on the wing bows of a high class Brown Leghorn 
male appeals to me as the handsomest shade of rich, brilliant red that 
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ever graced feathers and I believe if we could produce a Rhode Island Red 
with this rich, brilliant, sparkling shade of red covering the specimen from 
' head to tail in one even shade, we would have attained perfection in live, 
red color, but here is the intangible color description of the standard to 
make and to mould opinions as various as there are breeders, yet not- 


withstanding all this there is one tangible note in this Red standard. It , 


requires a harmonious blending of all sections; an even shade of rich, 
brilliant red and this word “even” is easy of interpretation and is the 
“keystone word” in Rhode Island Red color description. 

We may chase the chimera of correct color until the crack of time and 
never get anywhere in unity of opinion; but, these words, “harmonious 
blending and even” tangible and definite, have accomplished more in five 
years’ application than the fifty years prior in the search for a fixed red 
color. Be it dark, medium, cherry, rosewood or bright bay in all brilliancy, 
it fills the letter of the law for a rich brilliant red as laid down in the 
standard and dark birds are the most consistent winners because they are 
the most consistent in standard requirements of a harmonious blending of 
all sections and of an even shade from head to tail, and no one can 
dispute the fact that they are a rich, brilliant red, therefore, have every 
standard qualification. 

Now here is a point anent this dark red plumage. A red plumage 
too dark loses its brilliancy or luster. This a color-law of red, which, when 
it loses its power, not only loses its brilliancy, but its red color as well. 
Thus, the question of too dark means not red nor brilliant. 

On the other hand, the bright bays, the rosewood, the titians or the 
cherries are brilliant, yet generally of several shades of red on the one 
bird and do not conform to the standard requirements which call for a 
harmonious blending of all sections. The Brown Leghorn wing bow color 
surely would outclass the darker shades if covering the specimen in an 
even shade or a harmonious blending of all sections; nevertheless, the fact 
remains that such specimens are a rarity and if we were to breed for a 
fixed color of this grand hue we would be open to many doubts and peculiar 
deductions in both the breeding yard and judging aisle which would block 
the wheels of progress for the breed that are running so smoothly on the 


tracks of a harmonious blending of sections ahd one even shade from head 


to tail. A study of Rhode Island Red history for the last five years shows 
that the one and only factor which has placed Rhode Island Reds in such 
high estate as fancy fowls is the rigid application of the even shade which 
is the only tangible reading in the standard description for Rhode Island 
Reds. To have ignored this reading five years ago would have been criminal 
to the best interests of this grand New England production. Again I assert 
that rich, brilliant red does not describe a fixed color, hence there is no 
correct shade of red to conform to the standard as it now reads. 

There is an old saying that ‘of two evils choose the lesser.” In farm 
flocks, Rhode Island Reds of the darker strain are generally uniform in color 
and show much better breeding than farm flocks of the lighter red strains. 
The defects in dark birds in a farm flock of that shade are not particularly 
apparent unless handled, whereas, the birds of the light shades are mostly 
ring streaked and speckled or the females of a red approaching buff, with 
males well bedecked with pe hackles and golden saddles; all in all, 
suggestive of mongrelism. 

Thus it is that the dark reds are the most popular because they show 
the better breeding. 

In. dark males the tendency is to degenerate to a chocolate hue and 
dark females to a brown shade, yet easily detected because of the lack of 
luster which always accompanies these shades. 

The brigh bay sort of males have a defect in top plumage which is 
fully as defective as chocolate and that is a rusty top-tinge to the brilliant 
red which has the appearance of a sun burn. This is generally found on 
back and shoulders and mars uniformity of surface colors. The females 
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of the bay sort have the defect generally of unevenness of color from head 
to tail, a defect hard to overcome in the lighter red strains.

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JOHN MACOMBER OF WESTPORT IN 


CONNECTION WITH RHODE 
ISLAND REDS 


Among the early settlers of the “Old Bay State” we find three brothers 
by the name of Macomber (then spelled Maycumber). Descended from 
one of these we find in the sixth generation John Macomber of Westport. 
Besides being an “all-around” farmer as the times required, he endeavored 
to specialize along different lines. He first interested himself specially in 
the growth of mulberry trees, but finding that the silk industry could not 
be profitable in this climate, he, with Mr. William Tripp of Little Compton, 
determined to improve fowl. 

Little Compton, Rhode Island, joins the town of Westport, Massachu- 
setts. Mr. Tripp and Mr. Macomber decided not to go to the city of New 
Bedford the same day, as they both carried a great deal of produce for that 
time. Mr. Tripp had to pass Mr. Macomber’s home in going to New Bedford, 
and, therefore, Mr. Tripp’s market day was a day of friendly interchange 
of ideas for the beginning of a famous breed of fowl. 

The breed used by these men was Cochin China, crossed with Chita- 
gong. They both selected and exchanged with a view towards their ideal— 
a good layer and one that would dress well for the market. Mr. Macomber 
died in 1867 and, as no one of his family cared to continue the work, his 
part was lost to notice, while Mr. Tripp’s continuance of the work brought 
about the name “Tripp fowl,” and later another Little Compton man, Mr. 


' Isaac Wilbour, gave the name “Rhode Island Reds.” 


Mr. Tripp and. Mr. Macomber must claim jointly the honor of origina- 
tors. : 

‘Mr. Macomber died at the age of eighty-two years, and it was said of 
him by several of his townspeople that he was “a man who lived ahead of 


his time.’’ :

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Not only does the practice of pedigree work show the best layers; it 
also points out the most pre-potent individuals as well as those that fail 
in this regard, making selection a positive factor devoid of guess work or 
personal fancies. 
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The first article in this bock, by Mrs. H. A. Daniels, is worthy of that 
place because the foundation of successful breeding of poultry is in 
KNOWING first-hand the value of each breeding bird. This knowledge 
Saves years of experiments of the cut-and-iry methods so long practiced 
by poultrymen. Knowledge is power, and pedigreeing is power which raises 
the quality by assisting selection in its important place in line breeding, 
backing up that human factor and desire for PROGRESS. 
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Pedigreeing the flocks in conjunction with selection and line breeding 
is a long, strong step toward the correct procedure in the scientific breeding 
of domestic poultry. 
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Don’t forget the three factors, Line-breeding, Selection and Pedigree 
work. 
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Hinging right on the above splendid article is the question of incuba- 
tion, treated by E. H. Rucker. Without proper incubation and brooding, 
line breeding and selection are of no value with pedigree work pigeonholed 
for good. The GIST of Mr. Rucker’s article is BRAINS plus care and 
eternal vigilance. tee

PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


Dear Fellow Club Members:— 

During the past year the club has made what I hope is satisfactory 
progress. We have put out another booklet of an educational nature and 
have one more on the way. Such literature is a great help to the amateur 
breeder in his breeding problems, and encourages many people to take up 
the breeding of Rhode Island Reds who might otherwise choose another 
breed. This helpful literature will inevitably result in a rapid development 
of the breed. 

We have never had a satisfactory picture of a Rhode Island Red for our 
club literature. Mr. Card and Mr. Lester Tompkins have been working to- 
gether for several months, and a drawing is now almost completed which 
is far ahead of any other illustration which has been available for this 
purpose. We propose to use this in the book on judging, soon to be pub- 
lished, and also in the leaflets which will be sent out to those inquiring 
for information on the breed. 


The question of advertising Reds is another big matter. So far we 
have not been able to make Red breeders quite see its possibilities, though we 


have a number of faithful boosters who never fail to respond to any appeal — 


that is made. Whenever I see any of the advertising put out by the fruit 
growers, I cannot help thinking what might be accomplished by poultry 
associations in general, and by the Rhode Island Red Club in particular, 
through the right kind of advertising. We know that were eggs and chick- 
ens to take the place they shouid in our diet, the average life of man 
would undoubtedly be lengthened; the right sort of advertising would soon 
convince people of this fact. The impetus this would give to the purchase 
of poultry products is incaleulable. To convince the public that Reds are 
the particular fowl which will supply meat and eggs in the greatest quan- 
tity for the lowest cost would then not be hard. 


Last March the club, through its efficient Booster Committee, put on 
a campaign which perhaps was scarcely noticed. Small advertisements were 
inserted in a number of poultry publications and were paid for by a few 
of the loyal boosters to whom I have referred. In return those breeders, 
paying as much as $26 into the fund, received the list of names and ad- 
dresses of those responding to these advertisements; while those donating 
smaller sums of money were allowed to buy the list for a nominal sum. In 
this way the inquirers not only received Mr. Card’s reply, but were also sent 
catalogs by a number of Red breeders. Mr. Card received over 1,000 in- 
quiries from these few little modest one-inch advertisements, which ran for 
only three months in a few poultry journals. This year we are trying the 
same plan and are also spending a little out of the club treasury, which 
is now in a considerably better condition than ever before owing partly to 
the efficient administration for some years past and partly to the mem- 
bership campaign so successfully staged by the Booster Committee under 
Mr. Studier’s management. This campaign seemed necessary if the club 
were to make its usual progress in a year when business was somewhat 
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below normal, and the results seem to justify the work and expense, for the 
club has made rather more than its usual progress in membership. 

There are many possibilities ahead of the club. Too much must not be 
attempted at one time, owing to the unavoidable fact that most of the club 
officers can devote only a limited amount of time to club work; though it 
is amazing how much has been done by some of our faithful secretaries. 
The executive board can see that a more closely knit organization will work 
with much greater efficiency, and this is the next problem which it proposes 
to attempt to solve. 

Though I have written this letter as a representative of the executive 


board of our club I wish to take this opportunity to personally thank the 


members of the Rhode Island Red Club of America for the confidence ex- 
pressed and the honor conferred by re-electing me to the office of president 


of the club.

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THE PROGRESS MADE WITH PEDIGREE 
WORK IN BREEDING REDS FOR COLOR 
AND TYPEAS WELLAS PRODUCTION 


By MRS. H. A. DANIELS, Grafton, Mass. 


HE very work of pedigreeing chicks, which is usually done with the 
first object of increased production, offers the material that the pro- 
gressive breeder must -have to get the best results in his work. The 
really progressive breeder is the man who is combining high fecun- 
dity with Standard qualities. In the work for production alone it is 

possible to learn many things with the pedigreeing from each hen that can- . 
not be learned by any other method. Exactly the same principles of in- 
heritance, which is the basis of pedigree improvement, apply to any other 
quality one may be interested in. 

In the first place the pedigreeing must be done via one of three roads, 
either single mating, stud mating or trapnesting. The latter is the best, 
as it gives the full breeding value of a male by mating him to as many 
females as he can properly look after. Single mating is getting the least 
out of a male, as he has only one hen, while stud mating takes time and 
much equipment as each female (unless trapnested) has to be separately 
penned. 

The actual process of trapnesting a pen of hens gives the breeder 
much chance to learn. One factor in pedigreeing, which makes it so very 
valuable and which is too often overlooked, is the finding of the breeding 
value of each female. Far too much attention has been paid to the male 
and not enough to each individual mate. Many times in a mating it will be 
found that a small percentage of the chicks are marvelous as compared with 
the balance. Nine times out of ten they are from one hen. That hen, being 
positively identified, may make a man’s fortune. Just the same on the 
other hand with the one producing the cull. She may be the best hen to 
look at—and differently mated could be made to produce better chicks. As 
she is, the chances are, in an open nest mating she would remain, and the 
valuable hen be sold. This one factor alone should influence the breeder 
to pedigree more than is being done today. The locating of the producers 
of culls would pay, in the best pens anyway, by saving on “kicks” and the 
lesser number required to produce the good ones. 

The breeder starting in a small way, without idea of a large business, 
has, if he wishes to use it, the power to get a larger percentage of high 
class birds than the man with many hundreds. With the latter it is us- 
ually a case of mating up the pens, picking the good chicks and marketing 
the poor ones; whereas the man who is willing to use the trapnest (and also 
his head) can, by process of elimination in the breeding pen, raise the qual- 
ity of his average by leaps and bounds. 

It requires some one’s interested co-operation to look after the trap- 
nests and attend to the pedigree hatching, but the old saw “That which is 
worth doing at all is worth doing well’ will appeal to the man or woman 
who really wants to improve by their own effort. Many poultrymen com- 
plain of the extremely high valuation of the outstanding birds. Yet, on 
the other hand, suggest the study of line breeding and pedigreeing with its 
sister effort of trapnesting and they throw up their hands in holy horror 
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over the work and detail involved. THERE YOU ARE. It is fortunate for 
the poultry industry that there are some who really have the desire to 
create and do out of their own acquired knowledge, and that knowledge 
can best be sought by careful application and study. This is why I empha- 
size the importance of the lessons learned by the study of each female. 


In order to line breed a flock (a much abused and misunderstood term) 
one must knew, absolutely, the breeding value of each bird mated, not only 
in that generation but as far back as possible. Here is where the family 
tree of each male and female, which can only be obtained by the pedi- 
greeing of each chick hatched, is so valuable. 

Line breeding, in practice, is not the blind following of a chart or set 
rule. THAT CAN’T BE DONE. WHY? Because you are dealing with na- 
ture. The charts of line breeding are valuable in this—they indicate a 
process of action which can be followed as nearly as nature will permit. 
In order to line breed for any length of time from a certain family it is 
necessary to split this family so that the same blood in unrelated units 
may be always available to use when nature has a tantrum and does not 
do as you command her. Here again one must know each chick. It must . 
be readily identified as far back as you have positive knowledge of it. 

In mating a flock it has been tried by some to overcome the necessity 
for trapnesting in two ways. One, used a great deal by the production 
worker, is to use a pen of sisters and hatch chicks from them. This has 
not worked out very well and is only of use one season, as trapnesting or 
single mating would be necessary to get the pen of fuli sisters. On the other 
-hand, fanciers have tried to mate up a male with females as nearly alike 
as could be obtained. Here is where old Mother Nature will have her in- 
ning’s and the law of atavism show up. Provided the ancestors for many 
generations were exactly the same, there could be a possibility of a large 
majority of the chicks being as expected. This could not usually be the 
case, hence the female (clean), mated to the clean male whose dam was full 
of excess black, would throw chicks that would. revert to the grandam— 
with everyone wondering why. Anyone who wishes to experiment can take 
four females whose ancestry is known and mate them to a male selected 
for the purpose—having these four females as nearly alike, even to own 
sisters—and it will be proven that some of the chicks will revert to the 
ancestry of each dam and others to that of the male. Knowing this, and 
knowing the why and the individual, will do more than any other one thing 
to make certainty out of uncertainty in mating from year to year. 

The real value of a pen of breeders is that they are reasonably sure 
-of producing better fowl than they are themselves. Naturally some culls 
are to be expected—there are poor specimens of everything—but to have a 
large per cent of poor ones shows carelessness in breeding somewhere. As 
nature does not make a practice of perfection in every detail, she cannot 
be expected to do so in poultry, even when assisted by man. But the gen- 
eral average should be representative. This can only be achieved by selec- 
tion. Positive selection can only be made by pedigree work, as selection 
must be based on that which has gone before as well as the actual bird in 
hand. 

This brings us to the theories of Darwin and Mendel. I shall leave 
the application of their findings, however, to someone with more academic 
learning than I have. Fut the trapnesting and pedigreeing of REDS I do 
understand and I know whereof I write. Not that it is a secret or science so 
very complicated or wonderful. Many times I think the real secret is in the 
genuine wish to improve, and the use of a degree of the applied science of 
constructive effort. 

After the careful pedigreeing of each chick hatched from a mating: it 
is possible to determine much that is contributary to the next year’s work. 
If trapnesting is done for the year (which it should be to get the fullest 
value), every detail of production is known. By checking the incubation 
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of the eggs, the fertility, hatchability and vigor value of each bird is a known 
quality. Some otherwise good females will not lay hatchable eggs, and a 
few chicks from those that might hatch, mixed in, could have much influence 
on the future hatching results of some one’s flock, as this trait can be 
transmitted as well as high fecundity can. 

Chicks from some hens will not make the growth and steady develop- 
ment that others do, and elimination of a poor trait can be made there, 
both in the chick and by the disposal of its parent. The size and color of 
the egg can also be considered. Then when the chicks are pedigree-hatched 
and those from a certain dam prove extra good in development, good in pro- 
duction and reasonably representative of the breed, with marked vigor, the 
dam and sire can be saved, and more of their blood used in the flock, as 
well as their chicks. A proven sire or dam is worth a dozen youngsters that 
are untested, yet the young stock from proven ancestry are better potential 
possibilities than were they not pedigreed. The more generations of this 
work lie back of any bird, the better it is in every possible way. Within 
the next ten years will be evolved a definite way to determine 
the actual dollar and cents value of each increased year of pedigree-breed- 
ing improvement. This is only in its infancy, as applied to poultry, but it is 
most assuredly the royal road to success.

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ARTIFICIAL INCUBATION 


By E. H. RUCKER, B. S. A., M. A., Ottumwa, Iowa. 
T HIS is not meant to be a scientific treatise on incubation. It is, how- 


ever, based on practical experience in hatching 500,000 chicks each 

year, as well as on scientific knowledge of incubation. The percent- 

age hatched makes the ledger either black or red, and we have 

experimented on a large scale to make it as black as possible. The 
percentage hatched depends largely on the operator’s knowledge and con- 
trol of temperature, moisture, ventilation, as well as the very important 
operation of exercising the embryo chick. 

The temperature in the incubator depends somewhat on the tempera- 
ture outside of the machine. When the incubator room is very cold, around 
the temperature of 40 to 50 degrees, it is necessary, especially if the oper- 
ator is using a good deal of ventilation, to have the temperature in the in- 
cubator a little higher than he would normally have it. An ideal tem- 
perature is about 101, 102, and 103 degrees for the first, second and third 
week of incubation, with the room temperature at 65 to 70 degrees; 102, 
103, and 104 for the first, second, and third week would be better if the 
room temperature is around 40 to 50 degrees. If the room temperature is 
very warm it is not necessary to run the temperature over 102% degrees 
’ the last week to secure a good hatch. These temperatures are intended to 
be taken with the bulb of the thermometer hanging one and one half inch 
above the bottom of the tray on which the eygs rest. This is about on a 
level with the top of the eggs. A temperature of below 101 will retard the 
hatch, while a temperature that runs over 104 for any length of time be- 
fore eggs pip will not bring off as good a hatch nor as livable-a chick. 
High temperatures seem to weaken the chicks after hatching. A tempera- 
ture of 108% to 105, if about fifty per cent of the chicks are out and a lot 
of eggs pipped, will benefit the hatch if the rise comes just at this time 
and is not a permanent reading. 

The question of moisture is usually a stumbling block to amateurs, 
because there is no set rule by which he can successfully operate. It takes 
a good deal of experience to know, by looking at the air cell in front of 
the candle, whether or not it is just right for that period of incubation. 
If the eggs are not properly dried down, there will either be too much mois- 
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ture, evidenced by a sticky jelly-like substance which drowns the chick, or 
causes it to stick in the shell. On the other hand, we have the condition 
where they are dried down too much, and the chick is either weakened and 
cannot kick out, or becomes so dry that it sticks to the shell and cannot turn 
in its effort to pip. The condition of atmospheric moisture also changes 
from one day to another, as well as from one week to another, so that it is 
necessary for the operator to study the proper evaporation. For controlling 
the moisture there is no method as efficient for an amateur as watching 
the air cell of the egg, and setting a hen at the same time the machine is 
set. By comparing the eggs in the incubator with the hen’s eggs you can 
either supply more moisture or less moisture to the incubator or floor of 
the room, or take away the moisture and supply more ventilation, depend- 
ing on whether the incubator egg contains more or less water than is in 
the hen’s egg. With a little study the operator can in this manner tell, 
by simply placing an electric light under the eggs, whether the air cell 
is about right for that period of incubation. Keep in mind that the water 
inside the egg is what counts, and not the moisture in the incubator or 
room. Often it is a good idea to supply moisture even when the eggs are 
just right at the time of hatching, as this causes the shell to take up a 
quantity of moisture and soften so that the chick can pip through. The 
ventilation and temperature control the evaporation in the egg. If the eggs 
are not dried down enough the ventilators on the machine should be opened, 
so that the fresh air going through helps to carry off the surplus mois- 
ture. If there is too much moisture the floor, or part of the machine, should 
be moistened, as it is not a good idea to cut off the ventilation altogether, 
although it is not necessary to have a very rapid exchange of air in the in- 
cubator. Enough fresh air should move through it so that when opening 
the machine the air will smell fresh and pure and not eggy. Our method is 
to open the incubator, pull the eggs part of the way out and leave them in 
this position with the door of the incubator open once each day until the 
eggs have cooled to about the temperature of the eye, when the egg is 
placed in the eye socket. This will also give the incubator a good airing. 


We now come to what we consider the most important of the operations 
in hatching strong, healthy, livable chicks. It is contrary to nature for ani- 
mals to grow and be healthy without exercise, and plenty of it. Eggs are 
not turned simply to keep them from sticking to the shell, but to make the 
chick exercise. If you have ever candled an embryo you will note that when 
the egg is given a turn, the chick always kicks and goes through muscular 
activities inside of the shell. Even if the turning does not make a better 
hatch it certainly strengthens and improves the muscular activity of the 
chicks so that they will be better able to kick out of the shell. Some- 
times it is difficult to turn eggs four or five times daily without letting 
the temperature run down. For this reason it is a good plan to have the 
machine slightly warmer just before turning, so that when the eggs are 
taken out and rolled around vigorously on the trays with the door of the 
machine closed it will only be a few moments before the incubator is back 
to temperature after the eggs are returned to the machine. In other words, 
we cool once a day and turn as often as practical, and at the same time 
keep the incubator up to temperature. By turning we simply mean to roll 
each egg vigorously around on the tray several times. It is not necessary 
that the eggs be turned exactly half way over and the eggs marked to see 
that they stay in such a position. Eggs should be turned from the day 
after the incubator comes to correct temperature after setting, up to the 
time the first egg is pipped. Then close the machine for the hatch. Keep in 
mind that you are exercising the embryo and not simply turning eggs. 
Surplus chicks should be taken out if there is no nursery tray, so that the 
hatched chicks will not interfere with those coming out. Chicks should not — 
be let into nursery until there are enough hatched to keep each other 
warm. 
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THE PROBLEM OF PRODUCING | 
HATCHABLE EGGS 


By W. H. CARD. 


N previous articles 1 have told of my experience in producing hatchable 
eggs through a manner of feeding, or rather through. feeding the proper 
things to produce hatchable eggs. It was with a great deal of pleasure 
and genuine concern for the benefit of poultrymen in general, that I 
read the splendid article by James Dryden in the July 1 issue of the 

Country Gentleman, entitled “The Big Hatching Slump”. It is worth the 
time of any poultryman to read, because it is a factor that must be dealt 
with, namely, how to produce hatchable eggs. He tells of the twenty million 
eggs used at the big hatcheries, and that over fifty per cent of this twenty 
million did not hatch. The eggs were fertile, but did not have power 
to get out of the shell, for no other reason than because of the destruction 
of the green feed by frost in California at the time when eggs were being 
incubated in large numbers. 

Among other things the article quotes the following statement by one 
big breeder: “I know one thing sure: green food will make good hatching 
eggs.” Right here is a whole sermon and a subject in itself. Five years 
ago I heard a lecture by Dr. McCollum of John Hopkins University of Bal- 
timore on vitamines, and the foods necessary to get these vitamines into 
the system of the growing young. And four years ago I started the ex- 
periment of feeding according to his system. At the same time it came’ 
to my mind that those factors, which would produce the maximum of 
growth and vigor in young animals, surely must produce the maximum of 
vigor and strength in the embryo in the ege before it was hatched, and if 
eggs were fertile from hens fed on those things which have the vitamines 
in abundance, the chicken in the egg would have the power to break the 
shell. 

Dr. McCollum said that the green tops of plants and milk were the 
things to feed the growing chickens. Following up this thought I believed 
that if I fed my laying hens plenty of green stuff, such as sprouted oats, 
cabbage or even green cured alfalfa or clover with sour milk, I would cause 
my hens to lay eggs that would in turn produce chicks under incubation with 
strength and vigor to break the shell—in other words, would cause my hens 
to lay hatchable eggs. Fertile eggs is no problem at all, generally speaking. 
All that is necessary are vigorous hens with a lively, vigorous male. But 
hatchable eggs is entirely another question. And this is what Mr. Dryden 
so explicitly and thoroughly writes about in his article in the July number of 
the Country Gentleman. 


In the four years of my experiments with green food and milk fed to 
my hens in the winter time, I have had not less than ninety per cent hatch- 
ability of all eggs placed in incubation during the time. Notice, I said all 
eggs; which includes, of course, the very few that must have been infertile. 
In one instance, of 500 eggs incubated there were but five infertile eggs in 
the lot. So it is not a question of fertility, but a question of hatchability 
that is the most important thing te be considered by poultrymen who 
desire to raise chickens in any numbers. I have said that one experiment 
counts for nothing; one must have this experiment repeated at least four 
times to accord it recognition as a fact. The tremendous slump in the hatch- 
ing of eggs in California is most conclusive proof that, in order to produce 
hatchable eggs, poultrymen must absolutely feed green food and milk. 


Years ago, before I ever knew about vitamines, I had said if I had to 
give up all but one food for my hens and chickens I would give up every- 


thing else but green food, because at that time I believed it a necessary 
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factor to sustain life. I did not know at that time that it was a necessary 
factor in producing maximum growth in young chickens and producing 
hatchable eggs of high quality. My experience has absolutely proved these 
things as necessary, and I am passing them on to my fellow poultrymen 
that they may act upon the suggestions that my experience and the article 
by James Dryden has called forth. 

These methods of feeding vitamines have revolutionized the poultry 
industry in the United States, and further practice will surely produce 
greater results in the years to come. 

Practical common sense along scientific lines is the great thought of 
success today.

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A STANDARD FOR COLOR OF EGG 
SHELLS 


By L. C: GRAHAM, Minneapolis, Minn. 


E, as breeders, have reached the stage in the development of our 
breed, when we can afford to look to the refinement and niceties 
of results with greater interest and, I think, without fear of det- 
riment in any way to the color or type of our breed. Would it 
not be gratifying to find, in the nests, eggs of all the same shade 

as to shells, eggs that would be uniform as to color and size? Most of 
us would answer “yes”. Some might ask “What would the uniformity of 
color and size have to do with it—an egg is an egg’. The uniformity in 
color of the shell and size of eggs makes a difference in price of from ten 
to twenty cents per dozen on most markets and is desirable in most circum- 
stances. We will endeavor to point out the reason for it and how to get 
uniformity in our products. 

In the opinion of many, who have studied the egg market closely, the 
color of shell and uniformity of size make a difference in price of from 
ten to twenty cents per dozen. Most will admit the truth of this statement 
as to New York City, but it has been determined that it is also true of 
other large market centers. While these markets may not demand a white- 
shelled egg, they do give a premium over the market for uniformity of color 
of shell and size. 


When eggs are selling for a price around a dollar a dozen, New York 
will pay a premium of as much as twenty cents per dozen for white-shelled 
eggs that are uniform in size. This prejudice has in our opinion been 
brought about through the indifference of egg producers other than those 
producing white-shelled eggs. The majority of buyers are not so dumb 
or prejudiced as to think the white-shelled egg furnishes more substance 
per dozen than a brown-shelled one, but they have been taught to demand 
a uniform color and size, and they are willing to pay a premium for it. 
Brown-shelled eggs would do just as nicely if they could be obtained with 
the same uniformity as to size and color as the white egg. These have not 
been obtainable to any large extent. 


The writer has been informed by persons who have studied the egg mar- 
ket and its demands closely, that those who are putting eggs of perfectly 
uniform tint of shell and size on the New York market are obtaining the 
same prices as for the white-shelled eggs. What the market prefers and 
for which it is willing to pay the premium, is uniformity in color and size. 
Any shade from a chalk white to dark brown will do so long as, every egg 
is the same. The New Yorker has got the uniformity bug so deeply seated 
in his system, that he will actually pay a premium for California white- 
shelled eggs, that have been gathered a month or six weeks, over New Jer- 
sey eggs that are offered on the market forty-eight hours (in many cases 
twenty-four hours) after being gathered. Producers of California eggs have 
a reputation for evenness of color and size. This premium for uniformity 
is well justified and if we look at it from their point of view, we will humor | 
it rather than combat it and try to force them to buy what we have for 
sale just as we choose to offer it. You say “Why cater to the New York 
market? There are other markets that will buy our eggs’. True, there 
are other markets, but there is no large market of which we have heard, 
that will pay as much for mixed eggs as it will for eggs uniform as to size 
and color, and there is no market in the world that will absorb and dis- 
tribute the quantity of eggs that New York will; so we must meet con- 
ditions as they exist. We cannot force markets to accept what they do 
not desire except at a lower price. 
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The demand is for uniform quality—and that we must supply if we 
are to hold our own in the egg market. The supply of uniform eggs is 


steadily on the increase, and if the Rhode Island Red breeders do not take 


some concerted action to get their product uniform they will have to take 
a back seat. 

It may not be necessary for the Rhode Island Red Club of America 
to adopt a standard color for Rhode Island Red eggs. However, we think 
so, as much more can be accomplished by doing this than if each individual 
breeder would work for a uniform cclor of shell in his own flock. In that 
case we would have the different tints of brown to contend with, and the 
Rhode Island Red would not be suited for co-operative work any more 
than it is today. 

The question naturally arises, as to what color of shell shall be 
adopted. Personally we prefer a light tint of shell, as the lighter the shade 
the more uniform will be the product up to a certain point. Many prefer 
the darker shell and the market will take them at as high a price as the 
market affords, so long as they are uniform in size and color. This is a 
matter that should be settled by the majority of Club members, after full 
consideration of’ the market and its demands. | 

Many are of the opinion that the white-shelled egg is closely associated 
with the breeds that have white earlobes. We know that all the breeds 
that have white earlobes lay white-shelled eggs, but why this is so, we do 


not know. It may be a cultivated characteristic that has been established 


in the white earlobe breeds, as they all have nearly, if not quite, the same 
origin. Nearly all the Rhode Island Red hens with white in their earlobes, 
with which we have been associated, will lay eggs of a lighter tint than the 
hens with fully red earlobes. This may be due to some breeding trait, 
such as reversion to some ancestor that had the same characteristic, but 
we are sure that every Rhode Island Red hen’s progeny can be induced to 
lay any color of shell that we may select as a standard, provided the proper 
selections are made in our breeding pens. 

That the Rhode Island hen will lay as many eggs in a given time as 
will the hens of any other breed of fowl has been well proven, but we 
must get them to lay a uniform color of shell and a uniform size. The. 
twenty-four-ounce-to-the-dozen eggs seem to have been adopted as a 
standard in most places, and that is a very fair sized egg, not so large 
but what we can expect a hen to lay her full quota of them during a 
season. However, we never noticed any difference in the number of eggs 
from the hen that lays a one and one-half-ounce egg and the one that lays 
a two-ounce egg. It is reasonable to suppose that if we could get the two- 
ounce hen to divide her energies into smaller portions, there would be a 
greater number of eggs. So long as the market’ says twenty-four ounces 
to a dozen, it seems unwise to strive for something larger when we can 
only get a slight premium over the price for the standard eggs. A dozen 
of two-ounce eggs should bring one third more than a dozen of one and 
one-half-ounce eggs, but the market pays less than a fifth more for them. 
The producers are the losers, to the extent of from five to twenty cents 
per dozen according to the state of the market. 

To enumerate will say that we, as a Club, should have a standard for 
eggs as to tint of shell and size of eggs. 

It is not because the market wants a shell that is white; what they 
want is a uniform color and that to-date has only been supplied by the 
white-shelled producers. 

That we can make a breed that will lay eggs of a uniform color, and 
comparatively even size, is as certain as producing color of feathers; and 
the color of feathers has nothing to do with the color of eggs. 

We hope this question may be decided at our annual meeting and some 
definite conclusions arrived at, as-much depends upon the uniformity of the 
product when any breed is considered on a co-operative basis, and the time

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IS THE RHODE ISLAND RED A PURE 
BREED ? 


By W. H. CARD. 


HE absolute and truthful answer to the above title can be given in two 

words: “NOT YET.” In the matter of reproduction of kind and 

like begetting like altogether too much is expected of the breed in 

color and type by that vast army of novices attracted by the 

sterling qualities of this extremely popular breed of American 
fowls. With this breed in its present stage of evolution there are 
no certainties of results that can be guaranteed by any breeder or 
breeders, even though from the best strains most carefully line bred 
for twenty-five years or more. The word “breed” to most people signifies 
purity of blood in accordance with name and species; yet a brief glance 
at the records of origin of our modern popular breeds should teach any 
intelligent person that the word “breed” does not always signify purity 
of blood by any means. 

The workings of the forces of nature and its laws involve years, de- 
cades and even centuries to fashion into breed-purity of a new breed the 
mingled bloods of different breeds in the origin; or, we may say, that 
complete one-ness which no longer reveals traits of the bloods of origin. 
This designates breed-purity, or describes a pure breed. 

The Rhode Island Red is a conglomerate composition of several decid- 
edly pre-potent breeds, still incompletely fused or melted into traits and 
characteristics of its own individuality, such as would proclaim it a pure 
breed. This is the main cause of the disappointments and unexpected re- 
sults from stock or eggs purchased by the novice breeder or breeders, who 
are naturally unversed in breeding lore, and ignorant of nature’s laws in 
this respect. 

It is the continuous struggle for existence of the submerged bloods or 
origins which create the unexpected and unexplainable results of the best 
planned matings of the best linebred families of Rhode Island Reds. 

The sooner the poultry world realizes that these submerged bloods are 
not as yet controlled nor completely merged into a one-ness of breed traits, 
the better it will be for the breed, and the quicker action will be taken 
through breed science to purify or merge these conflicting blood straine 
into a breed purity. 

Nine-tenths of our novices are battling in the darkness of ignorance 
as to what constitutes breed-purity, or the laws of nature which would 
create this purity so greatly desired. 

This does not apply only to Reds, it’s a fact with any breed. Even 
veteran breeders of old, established pure breeds, undertaking to breed Reds, 
are blind to these above mentioned facts and demand of this comparatively 
new breed results hardly possible with their own, centuries-old breeds. 
The query that reaches this office oftener than any other is, “How should 
I mate so and so to produce so and so in Reds?” This is actually a ques- 
tion beyond the ability of any breeder or expert to answer with any degree 
of truth and certainty, especially if male and females are of entirely un- 
related stocks. 

Even the breeder who religiously follows line breeding with Rhode 
Island Reds may expect the unexpected and unexplainable, no matter how 
the matings are planned and made, because of the unfinished and incom- 
plete fusion of the original bloods. 


_ 
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Naturally, the breeder who persistently line breeds Reds for any 
length of time is fairly sure of comparative results that coincide with his 
beliefs and faith in his stock; yet this rests entirely on the observance of 
nature’s laws toward blood purity through line breeding. Nevertheless, it 
involves many, many successive applications of this law and method to 
insure certainty of results, as revealed in all pure breeds whether of cattle, 
sheep, hogs, or poultry. 

Lhe one great and impelling reason why I write these thoughts is 
because of the continuous discouraged PLAINT of the novice, who views 
all breed character in the light of the first creations, conceded to be pure 
by the very power of their reproductive one-ness in every trait. | 

This novice knows nothing and cares less, seemingly, about the 
commingling of bloods to produce a so-called purebred animal or fowl to 
meet the advancing demands of modern times (the real cause of all new 
breeds). This novice cannot differentiate between the many centuries of 
blood lines and breed purity of the White-Faced Black Spanish and a Rhode 
Island Red of only a yesterday origin or a quarter of a century’s struggle 
toward blood purity. He is ignorant of the fact that this same process and 
law took centuries to produce this purity in the White-Faced Black Spanish. 

New as well as old breeders of Reds everywhere must come to realize 
these solid prime facts as outlined in the above, and to face and obey the 
inevitable laws that govern all animal life as to purity of kind and breed. 

Apropos of all this is the ZEST of achievement which wills to produce 
and reproduce, as like begets, to a one-ness of breed or kind. 

As a SOP to the discouraged and a spur to the live wires struggling to 
solve these vexing problems, I would say that if the Rhode Island Reds 
were as pure in breed traits as the White-Faced Black Spanish, the lure of 
accomplishment would be lacking, and the outstanding individual of high 
merit and price would not exist. Know ye, that it is the imperfections in 
~ breed which create the incentives to higher achievement with the true 

ancier. 

The “rara avis” in any breed holds the standards of value above the 
ordinary, and impels the breeder to constant and continuous efforts to repro- 
duce for the greater gain. 

With Rhode Island Reds breed-purity and its one hundred per cent 
reproduction and perfection means stagnated ambitions, from which the 
zest of achievement has departed together with breed popularity. But it 
is something we need not fear as that period of perfection with Rhode 
Island Reds is far in the future and the process of evolution still progresses 
with its attendant outcroppings of defects and reversions to original bloods, 
yet, with also its rare individual of merit to encourage the true fancier and 
to tantalize the novice. As a bit of recapitulation we ask that you ‘Give 
the breed a chance. Don’t expect one hundred per cent results. Persevere 
in line breeding. 

“Be careful in selection; place VIGOR first. Experiment and study. 


Use Common Sense in criticising as well as in breeding. Last, but not 


least: study; teach; enthuse; and keep everlastingly BOOSTING THE 
BREED.” 


OLD STUFF

HE old folks tell us of a man who used to start the singing at their 
old time prayer meetings. He couldn’t do it very well, but nobody 
else would, so he did it as a auty. The boys laughed at him as he 
threw out a “note”; other folks smiled, toc. He knew that but he 
considered this starting as his cross, and wear it he would. So I 

decided my cross to wear: to write a little common sense (don’t know why 
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they called it common), about my favorite breed, Reds. 

The beginners in any business that diligently seek knowledge are 
the ones that are the hard and fast success of the future. The range of 
human knowledge has gone so far afield that no one man is able, in the 
ordinary span of life, to compass even a superficial knowledge of many 
things. Life is too complex; there are too many avenues to be followed 
for any of us to hope to even approximate what is to be learned by follow- 
ing them all. . 

In science, art and literature there are open avenues of research and 
of knowledge, of which those who went before us have never dreamed. 

For us who have been for years engaged in the study of poultry cul- 
ture, there are things, such as breeding and developing our fowls into 
more perfect specimens, as to form and color and as egg producers, that 
a decade ago, when first promulgated, were looked upon as the imageries 
of a diseased brain. 3 

There are still plenty of new ideas in the world. The supply is inex- 
haustible; the best one yet has not been sprung. Nothing is impossible— 
it just simply hasn’t been done yet. But it takes brains, grit and deter- 
mination to put a big one over. Awaken, work and think, my fellow Red 
breeders! Are you discouraged with this year’s results? So was Colum- 
bus when his fellow townsmen tapped their heads and ridiculed his theory 
that the world was round. But that didn’t stop him. 

Among all the human crafts none is more wonderful than that of 
the potter. It’s a mingling of the visions of the mind through the functions 
of the fingers. They give expression to the vision, otherwise it could 
not be seen. As I study the potters at work with common clay, some are 
always moulding cheap jars, others moulding beautiful and expensive vases, 
etc. I cannot help but think as I visit some Reds breeders’ yards, that 
they all have the common clay and it’s up to the potter whether he moulds 
only market birds or beautiful useful birds. Take another view of your 
birds. No one has the perfect bird. If you need a better wing, find a 
bird with one to improve this; if you need a better surface, better under- 
color, better type, etc., use birds to improve these sections. If you have 
not got the bird to do it with, write to a breeder telling him exactly what 
you want and need, and don’t merely say “I need a cockerel or pullet” and 
try to describe the Standard. ; 

Color quality is more than a fancy. What one breeder may fancy has 
nothing to do primarily with the question of a perfectly marked bird. The 
Standard of Perfection, issued and governed by the American Poultry 
Association, determines the desired qualities in advance of the product 
produced. Breeders who breed for improved qualities study the require- 
ments found in the Standard for their chosen breed. They are not breeding 
each to his or her personal whims; they have one aim, and this is found in 
the Standard. : 

Fellow Red breeders, the Standard for Rhode Island Reds is all right. 
We have the best exhibition and utility breed, the best advertised breed, 
which means the easiest selling breed. Do not waste your energy on try- 
ing to change the Standard, but put your effort and energy into breeding 
the Reds up to the present Standard set for them, and I believe you will 
be kept busy for some years yet to come. 

P The most important question asked, especially by beginners, is, 

Whaut is the proper shade of Reds?” No artist has been able to puint or 
reproduce the shade. There being a great many shades of Red I want 
to say, there is not a proper shade of Red, but there certainly is a popular 
shade of Red. If you visit the good shows and study the Reds shown by ~ 
successful breeders, I believe you will find them all ready to show you 
their birds, too. If you cannot attend the shows, then study your Standard 
for-type and where black markings should be. | 


Write to a few good breeders for sample feathers from one of their 
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birds, and study the color and texture. Fix the ideal in-your mind and 
breed for it. In this way it will only be a few years when we can see 
one shade of Reds in all parts of the country. 

In conclusion let me say: The best picture has not been painted. The 
best book has not been written. The best Red has not been bred. If you 
can paint a better picture, write a better book or breed a better Red than 
your neighbor, though your house be far in the woods the world will wear 
a beaten pathway to your door.

husbanded against every boyish pleasure for that pen some day of not just 
Reds, but the best Reds. Meanwhile in bulletins from the United States 
Department of Agricuiture and College and such poultry papers as he 
knew of, he read what he could find about Reds. He graduated; worked 
and saved another year; then found at Spirit Lake a place with a widow 
who would turn over to him about one acre of ground and a good chicken. 
house and give him his room and board in return for milking six cows and 
choring about house and garden. He then had a bit over 250 dollars. 
For months back he had been studying ads and after some correspondence 
he sent $150 of his cash to Mr. Prominent Breeder, Way Back East, U. 
S. A., for a pen of Single Comb Reds. They arrived November 1, and to 
the boy they looked GLORIOUS.

Idaho, to hegin in earnest his life’s career as a Rhode Island Red fancier 
and breeder.

True, it was a pitifully young story: but life’s later 
experiences never come half so hard. All the crowd had drifted away: 
feed men had ceased passing up and down the aisles; and the figure of 
Old-Timer had grown dim in the gathering dusk in which could be seen 
only the glow of the spark in the bowl of his stubby pipe.

The silence lay heavy in the room except for one muffled sound. Was 
it a sob in the throat of a boy or was it merely the shifting of a bird in 
apen?

Breeder of Way Back East,” said the boy. ‘He is a prince, sir; and when 
I need new blood T’il show I am sorry for misjudging him on a mere mis- 
ia by sending my money straight to him and putting myself in his 

ands.’ 

At this there was a prodigious puffing at Old-Timer’s pipe. The smoke 
clouds swirling upwards seemed almost excited. ‘‘Well now, son,” finally 
he said, “That might do all right. but I wish to ask a favor of you.. When-, 
ever you do order stock again from Prominent Breeder, just put a message 
in the letter for me. Say, ‘And Old-Timer is likely to happen along most 
any time to look over the birds you send me.’ You see, I used to know 
Prominent Breeder and that message would be a sort of reminder to him 
that I will continue to take an interest in the stock he sends out.

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“T will gladly, sir,” replied the Youngest Fancier. “But if I might 
ask, what do you think of western Red men sending their money east for 
stock? I have heard remarks here at this show that make me ask the

For some time the Old-Timer only replied with a puff—puff. Then 
came this: “I reckon some Westerners have been sending considerable 
good money way back east for a number of years; and I reckon they are 
going to keep on doing it as long as the Easterners advertise and the 
Westerners don’t. As to honest dealing I opine human nature is about the 
same most anywhere. As to which has the best Reds, East or West, seems 
like there wouldn’t be many bird of any kind left in the East, with ali this 
western money we hear about going that way. But strains of Reds, son, 
ean’t be made by buying. In my day I have seen some fine birds come 
west from the Fast and that was the end of them. I sure would like to 
see more serious breeding done in the West. J reckon IN THE END THE 
BEST REDS WILL BE WHERE THE BEST BREEDERS ARE. It takes 
breeding and not buying to make Reds. Remember, son, that mating isn’t 
all of breeding either. It takes right growing and right handling to make 
right Reds.” 

The youngest Fancier saw a good deal of Old-Timer the rest of the 
week, but not until after he had bidden him good-bye did he discover, and only 
accidentally then, Old-Timer’s other name and the weight attached thereto 
among a world of Red breeders. 

The last word in the story is that of the Prominent Breeder of Way 
Back East and it came on the closing day of the show by letter to the 
Superintendent: 

“Yes, Frank; Old-Timer had me on the hip and his telegram sure 
rubbed it in. C. O. D. it came; cost me $8.93 and my first prize young pen.

Wrote me a loan, picked up a 
bird here and there and mated me up four pens. Smoked up all my 
matches and gave me a lecture, that scorches yet, on. lice and dirty litter 
and crowding and lack of green stuff and what these things would do to 
the offspring of the best Reds ever mated. Those four pens laid the foun- 
dation of every winning blood line I have held in the past twenty years; and 
I am just one dub out of hundreds he has put on his feet and no one the 
wiser. ° 

“Weasel and skunk, he called me in that telegram: C. O. D. at that. 
But my hat is off to him—the squarest Red man in the U.S. A. today and, 
so help me God, I go his way hereafter. Present that market junk to some 
orphanage in Portland. Keep this affair “entre nous” and give the kid 
from Idaho my winning young pen with a “God Bless You, Boy, Go to it.” 
Perhaps the next great Fancier and Breeder of Rhode Island Reds will hail 
from Spirit Lake, Idaho. 
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HOW TO BREED FOR TYPE 
By MAURICE F. DELANO. 


ECRETARY Card has assigned me.the above topic and asked me to 
give you the benefit of my many years of experience in breeding for 
type, not only in Reds but in other varieties as well. | 

First, just what do we mean by type as applied to a fowl? I 
have turned to the dictionaries to see just what their definition of 
the word is,;applied as we use it for poultry, and: find it briefly stated as 
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“veneral form or structure.” Another dictionary gives it “standard 
example.” Strictly speaking, neither of these definitions means exactly 
what we poultrymen mean when we refer to type, and my definition when 
applied to a fowl weuld be “the general form or structure when combined 
with proper station, proper preportions and proper feathering.” To pro- 
duce a symmetrical bird, approaching our Standard ideal, it wiil be im- 
possible to ignore any one of the factors that I have given in my definition 
when applying this word in the sense that we use it in poultry breeding. 

Since writing above a third dictionary has given the following: 
“A general form or structure common to a number of individuals; hence, 
the ideal representation or representative of a species, genus, or other 
group. Also, a division or group of animals having a_ certain typical 
structure of body.” | 

It would be impossible to give a simpler definition of ideal Red type 
than Secretary Card has used many times in his illustrated lectures and 
in his writings when comparing it to a brick that is carried horizontally. 
We all know that a brick is about twice as long as it is wide and we all 
know that it is angular. In breeding for the brick type in Reds we soften 
the corners a little to enhance the beauty of the bird, but the perfect speci- 
men can be compared with a brick. In breeding any variety for type it 
is necessary to know the characteristics of the original breeds that were 
crossed to produce the new variety, as reversion occurs in the breeding of 
all live stock, whether it be animals or birds and whether they have two 
legs or four. Therefore, in trying to produce the Red of modern type we 
have to realize that the dominant factor in the ancestors, that we are com- 
bating, is the blood of the game with its high station, high breast, whip tail, 
hard feathering and a body that slopes to the rear. The matter of body ~ 
earriage is determined absolutely by the balance of the bird on its legs. 
The legs of the game join the body just ahead of the middle, which makes 
the rear end heavier than the front end and the bird slopes. It has been 
a matter of years of careful breeding that has enabled us to overcome this 
inherited game tendency and gives us so many superb Reds today that 
balance on their legs so their bodies are carried horizontally. One of the 
real pleasures in mating and breeding poultry, or any animal, is the effort 
on the part of the breeder to overcome inherited tendencies and produce a 
specimen as near his ideal as skillful breeding will make it. I do not know 
over how long a term of years reversion will crop out, but my belief is 
that it will stretch on to infinity, and the day will never come when our 
Reds are absolutely free from reversion to gamey carriage. 

The hardest thing to breed for in producing the ideal Red type is to 
counteract this gamey influence and produce the proper balance of the body 
on the legs, so that the bird will naturally carry itself in a horizontal 
position. When a specimen is properly balanced we need have no worry 
about the proper length of keel, as the breast bone will project far enough 
ahead of the legs to balance the bird and give it the brick type that we 
want, when the tail is carried at the proper angle. Try the experiment 
sometime of dry-picking two specimens that have not the proper color to 
make them worth while as breeders. Let one be a_ bird of horizontal 
carriage and the other a bird that has gamey type, or slopes backwards. 
Place the two bodies side by side after the feathers have been removed and 
notice how little real difference there is in the body formation of the two 
birds. Then think a minute what it was in the live specimens that made 
the apparent difference in type beside the balance or horizontal carriage 
of one, and you will realize that it was mostly a matter of feathering and 
tail carriage. The matter of proper length, formation aud thickness of the 
feathers on a bird have more to do with the type and symmetry than per- 
haps you have imagined. | 

If you will handle your best typed males you will find that they carry 
broad feathering, and that they carry a feather that is fairly long, and that 
the web of the feather is stiff enough to support the weight of the feather 
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without drooping too near the butt. This feather formation will give your 
male a beautiful full hackle, a broad full saddle and a tail of the proper 
length. As a rule, with this feather formation he will not carry a high 
tail, and while there may not be any more feathers on his carcass than on 
his brother’s that does not have this typical back and saddle, the breadth 
and length of the feathers will give the impression of there being more of. 
them. A male of this kind will have wide tail feathers, wide tail coverts 
and a wide pair of sickles. You will have’ in your flock another male that 
has pretty good type and you will wonder just why the cockerel, such as I 
described, outclasses him, but when you carefully analyze the feathers of 
the bird you will find that they are narrow in every section, particularly 
in the hackle, saddle and tail sections. In the nature of things it would be 
an impossibility for these feathers to give the broad appearance that the 
wider feathers give the bird. Therefore, in breeding for type select very 
carefully wide-feathered birds in both sexes. Width of feathering in the 
female does not seem to adversely affect the type’as much as it does 
in the male. I have seen some very fine type females that had a feather 
much narrower than I like, but rarely ever a narrow-feathered male that 
carried really fine type. ‘Slaee : 
Do not discard your narrow-feathered males altogether, nor your 
narrow-feathered females. I am not supposed to touch on color in this 
article, but it seems to be characteristic of really good males and females, 
that are a little narrow in feather, to have particularly rich, hot undercolor; 
and it seems to be characteristic of the wide-feathered birds to be a little 
duller in undercolor. The ideal bird will eventually have a wide feather 
and hot undercolor, and today we are getting enough that combine the two 
to show that the blending of the two types of feathers is desirable, and it 
would be unwise to discard a particularly fine undercolor male or female 
altogether from the mating just because the feathers were not as wide as 
we would like to have them. Of course, in mating a bird of this kind it 
is wise to put with it birds of the other sex that are unusuallv wide in 
feather, paying particular attention to the top secondary wing flights. 
The question of proper proportion can well include proper station. 
- The ideal pictures in the Standard of Perfection are those of a two year 
old male and a two year old female. <A cockerel and a pullet that had the 
same pronvortions as the ideal pictures would be squatty and too low down 
as adult birds. The ideal cockerel and pullet will show quite a little more 
station or length of leg and thigh combined than will the ideal cock and 
hen. Some day the illustrated Standard wil! have four pictures in each 
variety. It has been a day dream of mine for many years to have this 
done. I believe that the American Poultrv Association is going to he big 
and powerful enough when the next revision year rolls around in 1931 to 
be able to spare the necessarv money to devcte four pictures to each vari- 
ety. This will greatly simplify the matter for the novice or beginner who 
does not understand that birds do settle as they age, both in body struc- 
ture and in length of plumage. The idea of what is the proper proportion | 
will vary somewhat with the ideal of the breeder. Personally I have always 
been a warm admirer of a bread back with the width carried back to the © 
tail, and a wide tail that has the same wicth as the saddle; and when this 
tail is carried with a profusion of tail coverts and in the best with a pro- 
fusion of saddle hangers it adds the crowning beauty to any male for me. 
Years ago I produced this type back and tail on the Plymouth Rock and on 
the Wyandotte and I am glad to say that I am getting it now on a large 
percentage of my Red males, and my sense of. proportion for a Red requires 
a broad back, saddle and tail to make the specimen approach the ideal in 
tvpe for me. It requires careful breeding to produce this saddle and tail. 
Not only should you select a male that has balance with the feather forma- 
tion I have described and with his tail of Standard carriage or lower if 
vou have him, but you must select a female to mate with him with a per- 
fectly smooth straight back, wide saddle and a wide, low tail that is 
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naturally spréad and as flat as possible. Some of the White Rock females 
that I usedyears ago could be designated as duck-tailed and occasionally 
I am getting: a Red female now with this tail characteristic and they are 
going to help very greatly in lowering and widening the tails of the Reds. 

Strictly speaking the head points on any bird are a part of the type. 
Personally I do not care for an effeminate head on a male bird, but I want 
the comb and wattles to be in proportion to the size of the specimen, and 
a bird that is overweight should have a little larger comb and wattles to 
be in proportion than a bird that has just Standard weight. 

In conclusion I will say that this article was not designated for the skill- 
ful, experienced breeder, but for the army of YOUNGER BREEDERS 
that are swelling our Red ranks every year and WHO ARE GOING TO 
DO THEIR PART in making the BEST CHICKEN THAT WAS EVER 
ORIGINATED IN AMERICA more BEAUTIFUL and more PROFITABLE. 

If there are any points in breeding for type that I have inadvertently 
omitted, I will be very glad to have you write and ask me any questions 
that occur to you, as anything that I have learned during my long experi- 


ence in breeding Reds and that will help you to make short-cuts, I am glad 


to place at your disposal. ‘To me there is no more beautiful bird or animal 
than a Rhode Island Ked-that approaches our ideal. We have made great 
progress in breeding for color, and the next few years are going to make 
great progress in breeding for superb average type in our Red flocks all 
over the country. ° 
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THE CORRECT RHODE ISLAND RED 
FEATHER 


HE feather of a Standardbred Rhode Island Red fowl is of a cer- 
tain shape, size and texture appearing synonymous and in keeping 
with the broad backs, deep bodies and the horizontal, oblong type of 
the breed. This feather of the Standard Rhode Island Red is fairly 

broad and oval in shape, rounded at end and web of a firm texture with 
fluff or under part of feather the same width of web and extending not 
quite half the length of feather into skin; feathers of the above description 
overlapping one another so as to cause entire body plumage to appear like 
one covering or coat, making individual feathers indistinguishable if of one 
even shade of red from head to tail. 

The primaries, secondaries and main tail feathers carry this same broad 
quality and smoothness with rounded ends in harmony with the body feath- 
ers. ‘The 1923 Standard defines such a feather as having barbs or ribs 
of the web completely hooked tcgether; this is but another description of 
the broad, fairly oval web of firm texture overlapping one another and pro- 
ducing the one piece of cloth effect seen on all high class, even colored 
Rhode Island Reds. Feathers of this sort preclude any tendency to split 
or slip wings; on the body plumage they bring out the red shades to a 
higher degree of brilliancy than feathers of a narrow, pointed shape which 
are also of a slimsy, infirm texture that cannot carry the brilliant red 
hues of the true Rhode Island Red color. This slimsy, narrow feather is 


a héritage of the game blood in Rhode Island Reds yet, has not the hard- 


ness nor smoothness of the true game feather, retaining only its narrow 
shape; the web also degenerates into a fluffiness akin to the under part 
of the feather, the general effect being a rough, uneven surface far removed 
from Rhode Island Red plumage characteristics except the color, yet which 
lacks the lustre of the true Rhode Island Red feather. Specimens carrying 
this sort of feather are generally of an even shade of red from head to tail 
and is the one big reason WHY breeders continue to use them in their 


breeding operations, yet they are more detrimental than helpful because © 


of the attendant evils of the slimsy, infirm web, tendency to split or slip

wings and surface fluffiness, truly foreign to a first class Rhode Island Red. 

Sometimes these narrow feathers have a FREAK tendency to carry the 
web down along the shaft, about half the width of feather, into skin, hav- 
ing tufts of the fluff oe ‘each side of feather below the surface. Such birds 
generally carry the even red shade but are of a slanting back, gamey type 
much unlike the Rhode éieheat Red type. This game shape is increasing by 
the hard web center and narrow skape of feather. 

Almost subconsciously, Red breeders have sensed the fitness of the true 
Rhode Island Red feather to the breed and only as the narrow defective 
feather of slimsy web appeared were they brought to see the beauty of 
this oval feather “with barbs or ribs completely hooked together” to make 
a firm, smooth web to fit the Standard type of the breed. 

The recognition of the true feather-type of the Rhode Island Reds by 
breeders and judges everywhere marks 2 tremendous advance in the breed- 
ing of Rhode Island Reds toward the purity of blood and a oneness of 
breed traits so much desired by all concerned. 

Bear in mind that just as much a part of the true Rhode Island Red as 
the even color or oblong type is the broad, fairly oval feather of firm,. 
smooth texture. It places the finishing touch to the oblong Standard type 
and heightens the lustre and brilliancy of the Rhode Island Red plumage 
into a silky red mantle of one, even shade of red from head to tail, un- 
equalled in its beauty and splendor of live and potent color characteristics 
by any other breed of domestic fowls in existence today.

DEFECTS IN RHODE ISLAND RED COLOR 
By W. H. CARD, Manchester, Conn. 
(Reprinted and revised from January, 1923, issue American Poultry J ournal.) 


{RST: there is no such thing’ as a fixed color or correct shade of red 
for Rhode Island Reds. BUT: it is distinctly specified in the Stand- 
ard that it must be an even shade of red from head to tail; be it 
medium, bay, dark blood red or shades between. 

Secondly: there is no gainsaying the fact that the surface and shape 
of a Rhode Island Red is three fourths of its standard value. It is such 
because surface and shape convey to the general observer, the judge, the 
breeder and the novice, the breed identity; namely, being of an even shade 
of red and oblong type it represents a Rhode Island Red according to Stand- 
ard qualifications. (Please note that the Standard illustrations so far as 
they are concerned, convey no other thought than surface color and type 
for the breed- identity. ) Therefore, making surface and type with breadth, 
depth and length the MAJOR parts of the Standard description, and if we 
eliminate type from this discussion and grant a 50-50 basis for surface 
color and type, it would still leave the surface color pre-eminent over un- 
dercolor, head points, legs and toes combined by a margin of over 50 per 
cent above these minor sections. In other words, allowing for the #2 of 
value or 75 points for surface color and type, this would give undercolor, 
head points, legs and toes 25 points. Now, dividing surface color from 
type, it would give surface color 373 points against the 25 points of the 
aforesaid minor sections. Even if we ‘allowed the much discussed undercolor 
.25 points it would still be a secondary, subordinate, or minor factor to sur- 
face color, not only by points but from the very fact that is underneath 
the surface and hidden from the general observer in recognition of the 
breed. Such being the case, we must consider undercolor defects of much 
less importance than surface defects, allowing always for relative color 
defects against the antagonistic color defects. For instance, black, black 
smut, yellows and varying red shades are relative or related color, there- 
fore, relative defects because they are the prime colors which, in combine, 
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make the color called Rhode Island RED. Such related cclors are defect- 
ive ONLY when varying in different sections or appearing in sections where 
they do not belong. Black belongs to the Rhode Island Red color scheme, 
but must be segregated only in wings and tail and at base of hackle in 
the female. It is a relative defect when found in body sections of surface 
or undercolor. Even the red colors are defective if unevenly distributed, 
yet never losing their relation to the Rhode Island Red color; therefore, 
never so serious as the unrelated or antagonistic colors or shades which 
are grey smut and white. (I am waiving the thought that white is not 
a color for the sake of a clearer presentation of my thoughts.) There is 
also what is called a silvery rec hue in undercolor which is also a defect 
and antagonistic because of the white. White does not belong to the Rhode 
Island Red color as it is in no way a part of its composition. White makes 
the grey smut by mixing with the black, it makes the silvery red by mix- 
ing with the red (this last sometimes appears in surface and causes 
the splashy or blotchy effect seen on females). White in surface color 
is a disqualification. Wing flights are part of the undercolor because coy- 
ered or hidden. Secondaries are of the surface, therefore, white flights are 
not disqualifications, but a white secondary would be a disqualification, yet 
white never appears in the secondaries. Furthermore, a feather in sur- 
face must be ALL WHITE to be 2 disqualification. WHITE is the under- 
mining enemy of the Rhode Island Red color and should be severely penal- 
ized in any section where it is not a disqualification but always measured 
and determined by quality and quantity of the white; that is, grey smut 
is not so serious as pure white nor is silvery red as serious as grey smut, 
while black in any section where it does not belong is but a wayward 
factor in the red, consequently we must make allowances for black and 
study its control. 

The foregoing and the above explenation should show the reader 
clearly WHY the surface color is of far more importance than the under- 
color, and I desire to STRESS this point. We do not deny the importance of 
undercolor but we do declare that it is much cver-stressed to a point where 
it is made to outshine the great value of an even red surface. HEAR YE 
ME. Standard undercolor is ONLY important under an even red surface 
from head to tail. The richest, deepest red undercolor ever imagined or 
seen can never make a winner of a Rhode Island Red with a golden yellow 
hackle and saddle over a light, pure red undercolor under a rich, even 
red surface from head to tail. In fact, the golden yellow hackle and saddle 
specimen is but fit for market in spite of its splendid undercolor, whereas 
the other bird would be a good representative of the breed and of a value 
much beyond market prices. Right here is shown the value of undercolor 
as follows: that richest, deepest red undercolor under the rich, even red 
surface, increases Standard quality of a Rhode Island Red to a ten fold 
ratio in any part of the world. This is beyond contradiction. So far, 
we have considered extremes of both surface and undercolor. 


Now, what constitutes a defect in surface color? Without a shadow 
of a doubt the answer is, “Any variation of color from head to tail.” There- 
fore a Rhode Island Red surface color that shades the slightest on hackle 
or saddle is defective in surface and must be so considered in judging if 
we are to abide by the Standard rulings and the letter of the law. Of course, 
it may be slight and not serious enough to overcome high class minor qual- 
ities, yet, everything else being equal, its major importance as a defect 
must not be overlooked for the very good reason that it is on the surface. 
Against this we may place smut in the undercolor (SMUT is black) or 
black at base of hackle, defects (if you please) of the minor sections, mak- 
ing them of minor importance and hidden defects. This again brings us 
to a comparison of defects in a lesser degree. All else being equal, the Red 
with a slightly shaded hackle should not win over a Red of an even shade 
of red from head to tail with a bit of black at base of hackle, because the 


shaded hackle, while a minor defect of the major section, being on the sur- 
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face is more defective than a minor defect in the minor section, like a bit 
of black at base of hackle. In short, a minor defect in a major section is 
a greater defect than a minor defect in a minor section (scale of points 
prove this). (A slightly shaded hackle is what is called a blended hackle 
or one that blends with back yet not quite the same shade, but one per- 
fectly even matches exactly with black in color, tone or shade, the blended 
hackle is legacy of the old taint yet after all is but a taint not at all se- 
rious, nevertheless, the matched hackle is the magnet that lures the fan- 
cier on to greater endeavors and is really the ACME of color tone on a 
Rhode Island Red.) The same distinctions and differentiations can be 
made with smut bars in undercolor and with light or varying surface of 
breast or fluff in favor of the smut bars always, according to quantity. 
One is a defect inside or hidden, the other a defect where all may see it. 
BUT, common sense and judgment must be used in these applications. Per- 
sonal desires must not magnify defects one is opposed to nor minimize 
defects one desires to overlook. 


THE BIG, MAIN THOUGHT is an even, rich red surface from head 
to tail, making allowances or subordinating undercolor defects and penal- 
izing surface defects to the limit with this end in view. All far-sighted 
breeders, all progressive judges and Standard-makers have fought for this 
even shade of red ever since the beginning and organization of the Rhode 
Island Red Club of America in 1898. It is our Standard and as a Standard, 
far above criticism. This even shade of red has always been and is now the 
PARAMOUNT ISSUE. It made the breed what it is today, a breed with- 
out a peer in beauty, usefulness and popularity. To recede one iota from 
this belief in an even shade of red from head to tail, to allow any degree 
of leniency for surface defects in our Standard requirements, is to start 
the breed on the toboggan slide of retrogression to the ultimate ruination 
and extinction of the breed, our desires, our hopes and all we, as a Club, 
have worked for in this quarter of a century of the Club’s existence. 

In this article I have tried to make clear, above all other factors, this 
great main thought of an even shade of red from head to tail. With this 
one object in view of inducing Red breeders to produce and re-produce it 
in earnestness and honesty of purpose by the true science of reproduction 
which is nothing more or less than rigid selection and careful linebreeding: 
to a COMPLETE PURITY.

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ADVERTISING AND SELLING RHODE 
ISLAND REDS

EFORE me is a telegram from a prominent Kansas City business 
man which reads in part as follows: “I have inquiry from Balti- 
ae more and Ohio Railroad for seven thousand Rhode Island Red setting 
eggs from Missouri and Illinois to be delivered in March. Write 
me if you know large breeders who would be interested.” Today’s 
mail brought half a dozen letters from people who want to know where 
they can buy high producing Rhode Island Reds and every day I find 
similar letters in my mail. These many letters and the telegram from 
which I have quoted show what a tremendous demand there is for Rhode 
Island Reds in all parts of the Universe. These letters are not confined to 
the United States, but they come from South Africa, Australia, England 
and other far-off countries. Everywhere there is a ready market for this 
popular breed. | 
On the other hand we find people in all walks of life and in every sec- 
tion of the country who have more good birds than they need, men and 
women who are anxious to dispose of their surplus at a profit. The prob- 
lem is how to get the buyer and the seller together, but with modern meth- 
ods and means of merchandising it is a problem that is very easy of solu- 
tion. It is simply a matter on part of the seller of offering his surplus 
for sale through mediums that reach the people who are in the market to 
buy. This is done through advertising in such books as Red Hen Tales or 
some good poultry journal. 


Advertising, when backed by a quality product, is without a doubt the 
most powerful foree in the business world of today. In fact national 
advertising is influencing our habits and viewpoints and even our mode of 
living. Advertising has enabled Wrigley to earn enough profit on a five- | 


cent package of chewing gum to erect a world famous sky scraper in 


Chicago and a palatial island home off the California coast, and at the same 
time to put out a better product than most of his competitors. 


With such a tremendous force behind it, advertising is the logical 
means through which to sell Rhode Island Reds, whether you have only a 
dozen birds in your back yard or a whole quarter section farm covered 
with them. | } 

Advertising, in order to produce results, must be of the right kind, 
correctly worded, properly displayed and inserted in a. medium that will 
reach the right prospects. While advertising is a science that few have 


mastered, inexperienced people have been known to write ads that had a 


greater selling power than any ever written by a trained expert. Page 
advertisements have been run that brought little or no results and the same 
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subject treated in a different way in smaller space in the same publication 
brought a flood of orders. 

Advertising is merely a short sales talk that you are making to a very 
large audience, and a great deal depends upon the way you present your 
proposition whether or not they will buy from you. Experts tell us that 
an ad must do four things: Attract attention, arouse interest, create desire © 
and stimulate action. In order to get people to read your advertisement 
you must first get their attention. Glance over a page of advertisements 
and note that there are usually two or three that stand out from among the 
others. Study these ads and try to find out what it is that attracted your 
attention. Sometimes it is an illustration, or it may be the wording of the 
heading, or perhaps an unusually clever display. Anything out of the 
ordinary will attract attention. A friend of mine who is a clever adver- 
tiser, once found a way to make his ad stand out by simply changing the 
location of a small illustration. He was using a half inch ad with the head 
of a chicken used as an _ illustration. This advertising was run in farm 
papers among other advertisements of a similar nature. This advertiser 
observed that in all of these advertisements the illustration appeared on 
the left side, so in glancing down a column of these ads they all looked 
alike. It occurred to him that he could make his ad stand out by simply 
switching the cut in his ad over to the right side. His ad was the only one 
in the column with a right hand illustration, and that naturally attracted 
attention. 

Any money spent for illustrating an ad is money well invested. The 
illustrations need not be expensive, and even a cheap stock cut is better 
than no illustration at all. If you want to attract attention to your adver- 
tisement do not crowd too much copy into small space. It is better to be 
brief and say less so.as to enable your printer to use larger display type. 
If you cannot boil down your message it is better to pay for a little more 
space rather than to spoil its effectiveness by crowding the space full of 
small type. 

After you have attracted the attention of the reader you must have 
something worth while to say that will arouse his interest and create a 
desire for your product. This can be done by means of an interesting, 
clever description of your birds. Bring out any points in which your birds 
xxcel and give as much information as possible in the fewest possible 
words. To express a thought in ten words that usually requires twenty is 
one of the arts of a clever advertiser. While you want to make your 
proposition as attractive as possible and thus create desire do not exagger- 
ate or try to deceive, because this would only react against you. Be truth- 
ful in your advertising, but don’t overlook any good points of your birds. 

When you have created a desire for your product the sale is not yet 
closed. Many people have a desire for certain things and still they do not 
purchase. It is now up to you to stimulate action. This can be done by 
offering a free catalog, mating list or circular, or by urging the reader to 
write for further information. Many times an ad can be so worded that 
prospects will order direct without further correspondence. In order to 
bring this about the ad should contain all the necessary information about 
price, terms of sale, etc. 

The publishers of most of the better poultry journals maintain a 
special service department for such people who cannot write their own 
advertising copy. If you do not feel competent to prepare your own copy 
write to the publishers of your favorite poultry journal telling them every- 
thing about your birds and the prices you ask for them, and they will be 
glad to write your copy free of charge, or at least to offer helpful sug- 
gestions. | ; 

There are two kinds of advertising, classified and display. Classified 
advertising is set in a uniform style of small type, and these small ads are 
usually classified according to breeds, or sometimes by states. These ads 
contain no display type or illustrations and are charged at so much per 
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word. Display advertisements, or space ads, as they are sometimes called 
are measured and charged for by the inch. The fewer the number of 
words that are used in a given space the better will be the chances for a 
good display. An inch is a space one inch deep and one column wide. It 
can also be run half an inch deep and two columns wide. To determine the 
number of inches in a display ad multiply its,depth in inches by its width 
in columns. For instance a space two inches deep across three columns is 
a six inch ad. 


If you have only a limited number of birds, eggs or chicks to sell, 
classified advertising will prove the most profitable, because this is the 
most inexpensive kind of advertising. If you do not know how much ad- 
vertising you ought to use, figure out how much you have to sell and then 
plan to spend at least one-tenth of that amount for advertising. Some 
advertisers spend as high as one-fourth of their sales for advertising. If 
the copy is of the right kind, the larger the space used the greater will be 
the returns for every dollar invested. Page advertising is by far the most 
profitable advertising for the large breeder who has enough birds to fill 
all orders that result from such advertising. 


Spasmodic advertising very seldom pays as well as advertising that 
is run continuously. All the most successful breeders, those who are really 
making money out of their mail orders, advertise year-in and year-out, 
every month of the year. They are doing this because they have found 
that it pays. If you have eggs for sale in the spring and stock in the fall 
you will get much more business if you will let your advertising run all 
summer than you will by dropping out when the egg season is over and 
not start again until you are ready to sell your stock. Many people meke 
up their minds where to buy long before they are ready to place their 
order, and when they do get ready to buy they usually patronize the ad- 
vertiser with whom they have become familiar by seeing his advertising 
constantly. 

It is possible to sell good stock without advertising, but through adver- 
tising in a good medium you will get in touch with buyers who are willing 
to pay what your birds are actually worth. You can also sell worthless 
stock through glaring ads, but it never pays to deceive the public and the 
winning combination is good advertising backed by a quality product. By 
giving customers just a little more than you promise you make friends and 
build up a permanent business, because a satisfied customer always comes 
back and often induces his neighbers and friends to send you their orders. 

Advertising alone does not always make direct sales, and in the major- 
ity of cases it merely brings inquiries which must be answered and followed 
up. Here it is very desirable that you have some neatly printed letterheads 
and envelopes, not necessarily expensive, for your correspondence. The 
effects of the very best advertisement will be nullified if inquiries are 
answered with a poorly written letter on cheap tablet paper. People like 
to buy from breeders who do business in a business-like way, and all in- 
quiries should be answered promptly and conscientiously. Do not describe 
one thing and then send something else when the order is received. It is 
advisable in quoting prices to keep a carbon copy of such quotations, and 
this is where a typewriter comes in very handy. <A typewritten letter not 
only gives a business-like air to your correspondence, but it enables you to 
keep a carbon copy of every letter you write without extra work. File all 
of your correspondence alphabetically so that you can quickly find any 
letter that you may want. Keep an accurate record of every order and 
inquiry. This can be done either in a special book kept for that purpose 
or by means of a card index. 

It pays to follow up inquiries a second and third time at intervals of 
about ten days in case the order is not received. Jt must be remembered 
that as a rule the party who answers your ad also writes to other adver- 
tisers at the same time, and usually the advertiser whe answers the most 
promptly and sends out the mest convincing sales letter lands the order. 
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What I have said about the letters also applies to mating lists and other 
printed matter. Remember that your prospect cannot visit you and see 
with his own eyes what you have for sale and so he generally judges the 
quality of your stock to a great extent at least by the kind of letters you 
write and the quality of your printed matter. 

As stated earlier in this article, the demand for quality Reds is tre- 
mendous, and anyone who has a surplus can readily turn it into cash if he 
advertises it in the right way in a medium that reaches a large number of 
Red breeders.

PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


Dear Fellow Members of the Rhode Island Red Club of America:— 


The year 1923 has marked a sad event in the life of our club for the 
“reaper whose name is Death” suddenly on Sept. 7, 1928, cut down with 
“his keen sickle” our well loved, deeply respected secretary, Wetherell H. 
Card, whom we all looked upon as the very heart of our organization, the 
source of its life and strength. In dedicating to his memory this 1924 edi- 
tion of Red Hen Tales we are trying in a small way to show our appreciation 
of the indefatigable energy, the unquenchable enthusiasm, the faithful spirit 
with which he served us. 

We know that the work Mr. Card did for our club was typical of his 
whole life both in his home and in his community. No one in close touch 
with him could help feeling his serene spirit and knowing he had heeded 
the command to 3 


“So live, that when thy summons comes to join 

The innumerable caravan which moves 

To that mysterious realm where each shall take 
- His chamber in the silent halls of death, 

Thou go not, like the quarry-slave at night, 
Scourged to his dungeon, but sustained and soothed 

By an unfaltering trust, approach thy grave 

Like one that wraps the drapery of his couch 

About him, and lies down to pleasant dreams.” 


While it was impossible after August to undertake any new work the 
year has not been unmarked by accomplishment. The most important work 
done was the publishing of the booklet containing an article on judging by 
Mr. Card: which many consider the greatest exposition he ever wrote on 
the subject, and the excellent and pithy article on the same subject by 
Mr. Johnston as well as the drawing of a Single Comb male by Mr. Card. 
Mr, Card had hoped to add to this a drawing of a Rose Comb female but 
was cut off too soon by the Great Reaper. He also sketched a design for the 
emblem of the club which he completed far enough so that we hope to be 
able to have it finished in accord with his idea and available for club 
members soon. 

The matter of processing Reds which has been rumbling underground 
for some years came to the surface this year and club officers and members 
have made their sentiments in the matter so plain that this feeling seems 
to have gone a long way toward eliminating the evil. I am glad to say 
so far this season I have had no reports of the appearance of any of these 
suspicious birds at our principal shows. I am not sanguine enough to be- 
lieve that the evil is yet wiped out but hope my feeling that the tide has 
turned will prove well founded. The committee appointed to find tests 
which will show up birds processed by the use of any solution containing 
alkali has already sent in a report which was published in the January 
number of the Rhode Island Red Journal and thus is available to all club 
members and other readers of our official organ. 

Mr. Card’s loyal friends and followers cherish. warmly a feeling that 
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his place can never be filled. There will always be a corner in our hearts 
reserved for him. Mr. Studier, our new secretary, however, will make a 
piace for himself both in the hearts of our members and in the work of the 
club. The executive committee is to be greatly congratulated upon being 
able to secure his services and as the spokesman of the executive committee 
I wish to urge all officers and members of the club to give him the enthu- 
silastic and loyal cooperation which many have already offered. 

Again I wish to thank club members for the honor you have conferred 
upon me by re-electing me as your president. I appreciate this manifesta- 
tion of confidence more deeply than I can find words to express and wish 
to assure you I will try to prove worthy of your faith in me. :

SECRETARY’S GREETINGS 


Someone wrote me soon after my appointment as secretary to succeed 
the late W. H. Card that I would have to have very big feet to fill the 
latter’s shoes and by this time I have fully realized what a task it is to 
manage as large an institution as the Rhode Island Red Club of America. 
{ can now better understand what Mr. Card must have been up against 
when he took office in November, 1911, and believe that very few of the 
present members really appreciate fully what Mr. Card has done for the 
club.. He was appointed secretary at a time when an emergency existed 
because his predecessor had absconded with $800 of the club’s funds, repre- 
senting to a large extent money paid in on advertising in the forth- 
coming issue of Red Hen Tales. The club then numbered about one thousand 
members, was several hundred dollars in debt and without funds. In addi- 
tion it faced the necessity of making good with those who had paid their 
money for advertising in Red Hen Tales. Mr. Card buckled right down to 
the task of straightening things out. At great personal sacrifice and untir- 
, ing effort he managed to pull the club through the crisis. Immediate re- 
quirements were financed through loans without interest on part of each 
member of the executive committee and even at the end of the first year all 
obligations had been met. When Mr. Card died the club had about five 
thousand. members and nearly three thousand dollars in the treasury. It 
was largely Mr. Card’s personality and his ability as a writer, lecturer and 
mixer that was responsible for his success in building up the club. In spite 
of this great growth of the club the surface has hardly béen scratched when 
we consider what the club can and should accomplish if all pull together 
for a common cause. To accomplish the utmost, personal interests must 
give way to the bigger interests concerning the cause of the breed and its 
breeders as a whole. We must forget that there is an east and a west, a north 
and a south and eliminate all personal favoritism, grievances or grudges. 
At this writing it is impossible to give a clear-cut outline of what I intend 
to accomplish. I am just beginning to get an insight into the magnitude 
of the task that lies before us. It would not be wise to make any promises 
at this time, and I only ask that members pass judgment on the present 
administration only on the basis of results accomplished. Some people are 
so busy telling about the things they have to do that they never find time 
to do them. For that reason I prefer to buckle down to the task that lies 
before us rather than to talk or write about it, in the hope and with the 
expectation that each and every branch and district officer as well aS-every 
individual member will give the national officers their wholehearted co- 


operation. |

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MINUTES OF THE NATIONAL ANNUAL 
MEETING OF THE RHODE ISLAND 
RED CLUB OF AMERICA 


HE national annual meeting of the Rhode Island Red Club of America 

was held in the Hotel Martin, Dés Moines, Iowa, at 11 o’clock, 

Sunday morning, December 30, 1923. Mrs. EK. W. Mahood, president, 

presided. Roll call was taken, which showed the following members 

present: Mrs. E. W. Mahood, Webster Groves, Mo.; A. G. Studier, 
Waverly, Iowa; J. P. Schuy. Waterloo, Iowa; L. H. Geyer, Traer, Iowa; R. 
G. Stoakes, Traer, Iowa; W. L. Johnson, Brooklyn, lowa; Herman Swanson, 
Ottumwa, Iowa; Mrs. A. Wilson, Harlan, Iowa; Guy Davis, Scranton, lowa; 
J.B: Kintsley, Watertown, S. Dak.; EK. H. Rucker, Ottumwa, Iowa: Mrs. 
C. P. Rusch, Battle-Creek, Towa; Henry Reinhold, Sioux City, Iowa; W. C. 
Gray, Sioux City, Iowa; Mrs. Lawrence L. Mize, Mt. Sterling, lowa: Bar 
Zimmermann, Van Wert, Iowa; H. J. Hemmerling, Waterloo, Iowa; Lee W. 
Fox, Brookville, Ohio; M. A. Anderson, Minneapolis, Minn.; O. W. Berg, 
Minneapolis, Minn. 

A. G. Studier, secretary, reported that is was impossible to read the 
minutes of the last meeting since some of the records had been destroyed 
by fire and he was unable to locate these minutes. 

To honor the memory of former secretary W. H. Card, deceased, all 
members present arose. 

The motion was made by Mr. Rucker and seconded by Mr. Anderson, 
that all members who had already paid their membership dues, be en- 
rolled in the club. 

Unfinished business of the club was transacted as follows: The question 
of Junior Club work was brought up for discussion. It was asserted that 


since no direct returns are realized from this work, it is not a paying 


proposition, because young people, unless they are very successful in their 
winnings the first year, will not show thereafter. It was moved and sec- 
onded that the matter of Junior Club work be laid on the table to be dis- 
cussed later. The prevailing sentiment was that the best solution of the 
problem would be to charge the junior members to the age of sixteen, a 


fee of $1.00, which would entitle them to the club literature but would not 


give them the privilege of competing for the prizes offered. Because of 
lack of time the matter did not come up again for discussion, but it was 
the sense of the meeting that the matter be turned over to ‘the revision 
committee for solution: 

Reports 

The financial report of the Rhode Island Red Club was presented by Mr. 
Studier, which showed a balance in the treasury of $2,900.37, at the time of 
his taking over the office. Financial report from December 1 to 26 showed 
a balance in the treasury of $3,539.89. Mr. Hemmerling moved that the 
report be accepted. The motion was seconded and the report stood approved. 

A letter received from the secretary of the Rochester, N. Y., Show was 
read. This contained a bid for the next annual meeting. It was moved and 
seconded that the executive committee be recommended to vote for Rochester 
as the next annual meeting place of the club. 

Mr. Studier read a communication submitted by the Minnesota State 
Branch in regard to annual dues as follows: 

“Whereas, the club constitution in Article III, Section 4, declares the 
annual dues to be two dollars, fifty cents of which is to be returned to 
the state branch treasury, some of the more active state branches that hold 
regular monthly meetings, that offer prizes at the state meets and other 
shows and encourage other activities for the advancement of the breeding 


- 
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of Rhode Island Reds, have found that the amount stated is not sufficient 
to meet the expenses and in the past it has been necessary for the fifteen 
or twenty active, whole-hearted members to make up deficiencies. Therefore, 

“Be It Resolved, That the members of the Minnesota State Branch pe- 
tition the national organization to alter the said Article III, Section 4, 
of the constitution so that each state may have the privilege of charging 
each member of their state organization an additional fee of one dollar to 
enable them to enjoy all the advantages of membership, such as competing 
for prizes offered by the state branch and such other privileges as are 
offered by the state branch.” 

It was decided that since this is a local condition which does not exist 
in other districts, it would not be expedient for the national club to handle 
the matter. Since several requests for changes in the constitution had been 
received, the motion was made by Mr. Reinhold that a revision committee 
be appointed by the president; motion seconded by Mr. Gray; stood approved 
as stated. 


The matter of raising additional funds, was discussed. It was sug- 
gested’ that a club emblem be made and cuts sold, to be used on their 
individual stationery by club members; also that club buttons be sold to 
members. Literature and club buttons were distributed for inspection. 3 

It was moved by Mr. Gray that the request of the Minnesota State 
Branch be referred to the revision committee, who are to give the Min- 
nesota members a hearing on the question. Motion seconded and passed. 

A resolution presented by Mr. Fred Crosby in regard to the amend- 
ment of the by-laws of the constitution was read as follows: 

“Be It Resolved by the Rhode Island Red Club of America in meeting 
assembled, that Section 2 of Article III under the head of Membership in 
Constitution and By-Laws of Rhode Island Red Club of America be 
amended to read as follows: ‘Any person of good moral character and repu- 
tation may become a member of the club. Application shall be made by 
signing application blank and pledge as follows: I hereby apply for mem- 
bership in the Rhode Island Red Club of America and enclose $2 to cover 
my dues in parent club, district and state branch until October ............ , Mrs. 
Mahood’s booklet on breeding Reds, Harold Tompkins’ booklet on line breed- 
ing, Card’s and Johnson’s booklet on judging, a copy of Red Hen Tale 
and a year’s subscription to the Rhode Island Red Journal. < 

“ “Tt pledge protection of the public through truthful advertising, honest, 
upright business methods, honest production and sale of hatching eggs, 
chicks and stock. I agree especially to advertise only true and accurate 
trapnest records and to avoid exaggerated and misleading claims regard- 
ing egg production in any of my advertising. 

3 “*T pledge my word of honor that I will not use any method of fitting 
or processing that will alter the natural color of a Rhode Island Red, and ~ 
my birds will all be exhibited and sold with their natural color.’ 

“The signing of said application and pledge shall be required of every 
applicant for membership, and no applications will be received in any other 
form than provided herein. Appiications may be made to the state secre- 
tary, the district secretary or the national secretary-treasurer, and must 
be accompanied by the membership fee.” 

Mr. Crosby’s resolution was seconded. | 

After some discussion a vote was taken and the resolution was voted 
down. Mr. Rucker recommended that the revision committee be instructed 
to incorporate the sentiments contained in the new application, in a code 
of ethics to be included in the constitution. The motion was seconded by 
Mrs. Mize and stood approved. ‘ 


The secretary reported that complaints had been received to the ef- 
fect that state officers were not active enough and Mr. Anderson moved 
that the meeting recommend to the revision committee that they include 
in the constitution a provision for a nominating committee. The motion 
was seconded by Mr. Fox and stood approved. 


He 
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The matter of secretary’s salary was presented. The motion was made 
and seconded that the secretary receive a salary of $1,500.00 per year and 
furnish his own stenographic help. Motion carried. (For the information 
of club members it might be stated that during the last few years Mr. 
Card had been receiving $1,200.00 per year and in addition $780.00 was 
allowed for stenographic service, a total of $1,980.00.) 

In order to lower expenses it was suggested that the number of rib- 
bons offered at poultry shows be reduced from eight to four, which met 
with approval. The motion was made and seconded that shape and color 
ribbons be cut to four. Motion stood approved. 

The motion was made and seconded that Mr. B. M. Wood be reappointed 
election commissioner for another year. Carried unanimously. 


Mr. Gray moved that a committee be appointed to draft a resolution 
of condolence to Mrs. Card from the national meeting. Motion seconded 
and. passed. The following committee was appointed by the president: 
Mr. Gray, chairman; Mr. Rucker; Mr. Studier.

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W.H. CARD PASSES AWAY 


Dies at His Home in Manchester After an Illness of Three Weeks. 
Was Secretary of Rhode Island Red Club Since 1911. 


ETHERELL H. Card, secretary of the Rhode Island Red Club of 

America, died at his home in Manchester, Conn., on Friday, 

Sept. 7, 1923, at 4:30 p.m., after an illness of two weeks with heart 

trouble and other complications. Mr. Card returned from Phila- 

delphia less than three weeks before, where he had been called as 

a judge at a poultry show and where he attended the A. P. A. meeting. 

When he reached home he was feeling poorly but believed his sickness was 

due to his drinking some cold soda water. He thought it was only tempo- 

rary and at first paid little attention to it. Later on he became ill and. 
Dr. Harry R. Sharpe, his physician, was cailed. 

The doctor ordered him to go to bed immediately. His condition grew 

worse and Dr. Sharpe, who is a nephew, saw that Mr. Card’s illness was 

likely to prove fatal. His heart action was poor and other complications 


_ developed. 


Judge Card, by which title he was commonly known, was one of’ the 
best known poultrymen in the country. He was born in Millerton, N. Y., 
63 years ago. When a young man he moved io Bristol and about eighteen 
years ago came to Manchester to live. He made friends rapidly and in a 
short time became interested in Manchester and its many organizations. 

He took an interest in poultry very early in life and made the subject 


a life study. He became interested in the Manchester Poultry Association 


and helped to build up that organization. At the time of his death he was 
president of the Connecticut Poultry Association, and was also president of 
the newly organized Manchester Community Club. For years he was secre- 
tary and treasurer of the Rhode Island Red Club of America, which organi- 
zation he lived to see grow to a membership of more than 5,000. Practically 
every state in the union was represented in this club, and his duties as 
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secretary and treasurer brought him in close touch with the leaders in 
poultry in all sections of the country. He originated the White Laced 
Cornish fowls which were adopted as a Standard breed at the Chicago 
Poultry Show in 1912. 

Mr. Card had just compiled a book on the breeding of poultry, turkeys, 
ducks and geese. This bcok is in the hands of the publishers and Mr. Card 
had expected good financial returns from its publication. 

Judge Card was planning a long trip to the Pacific Coast and back 
through the south the coming winter. He had been engaged as judge at 
many big poultry shows all throvffh the west and was looking forward to 
this trip with a great deal of interest. Mrs. Card had planned to accompany 
him. 

Besides being a poultry man, he was a natural born artist. He took 
a lively interest in drawing and painting and fitted up a studio in his home 
where he gave free lessons to boys and girls who were interested in drawing. 
He at one time studied with Charles Noell Flagg of Hartford, and recently 
did creditable portrait work. His high speed drawings of poultry illustrat- 
ing his lectures, coupled with his ready wit made him a most popular 
entertainer. 

Judge Card was « member of Manchester Lodge of Masons, as well as 
a member of King David Lodge of Odd Fellows and the American 
Mechanics. At the beginning of the year he was appointed deacon of the 
Second Congregational Church. He was a thorough believer in all forms 
of church work, and took a lively interest in the activities of the church. 
He had a splendid class of boys in the Sunday school, and due to his in- 
fluence and good advice every one of them has joined the church. He was 
very enthusiastic over all forms of clean sport for young people. He organ- 
ized a baseball team, “Card’s Trumps,” which a few years ago made quite 
a record locally. 

After coming to Manchester he made his home for many years with 
his nephew, Dr. Sharpe... Later he built the attractive bungalow on North 
Main street. 3 

Besides his wife, he leaves two brothers, Sidney of Springfield and 
Melvin of Bristol, and one sister, Mrs. John S. Barnes, of Bristol. Mr. and. 
Mrs. Card had one child, who died in infancy. 

The funeral was held from his late residence Monday afternoon, 
Sept. 10, at two o’clock. The Rev. Raymond A. Beardslee officiated. The 
bearers were representatives from the various lodges to which he belonged, 
and neighbors. Delegates from the Masons, Odd Fellows and Red Men 
of Bristol attended the funeral. Among the many beautiful offerings were 
set pieces from the neighbors, the Red Men of Bristol, the local Odd Fellows, 
his Sunday school class of about twenty young men, as well as a beautiful 
floral piece sent on behalf of the Rhode Island Red Club by Harold 
Tompkins, vice president of the club. The body was taken to Bristol for 
interment in the West Cemetery. . 
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A PRINCE HAS FALLEN IN BATTLE !

URING the World War we were again and again startled by the 
news that a prince had fallen in battle.

The Rhode Island Red Club 
cf America has lost its crown prince, for “Wid”. Card was, as all Red 
breeders must admit, its very genius, its very soul. It was his enthusiastic 
leadership that put the breed of Rhode Island Reds on the poultry map of

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the world. But for that wise leadership and sane counsel the Reds would 
not have obtained the popularity which is their present heritage. 

Mr. Card was not only a prince in his leadership, but he was also 
princely in his official duties as secretary of the club—courteous, kind, 
genial, affable and usually correct in his decisions. The office of secretary 
of such a large club gives to the occupant a rare chance to boost his own 
interests. He could have sold birds at a higher figure than any of our 
breeders get, but he chose rather to be a counsellor to the breeder rather 
than a profiteer as a salesman. The emoluments that might have accrued 
through the prestige of his office by buying and selling were spurned for 
they were an offense to his honest soul. The spoils of office were a tempta- 
tion which he scorned. Self aggrandizement was never seen in his official 
relations. 

Had he followed the tactics which several of our Red breeders have 
followed in their hyperbolic advertisements, the breed of Rhode Island Reds 
would be today where some of its former enthusiasts are—buried in oblivion 
and disgrace. 

Let the present Red breeders take up the mantle of honesty that our 
lamented secretary has laid down—for that mantle is large enough for 
all to wear—and the breed so ably championed by our fallen prince will 
be a monument in itself for ages to come of the “honest-to-goodness” spirit 
of Wetherell H. Card. Such a mantle of honesty worn by every Red breeder 
will be a better, more suitable and a more abiding monument to the Rhode 
Island Red breed than any Compton stone that might be erected.

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A LEAF FROM THE BEGINNING OF 
EXHIBIT ION RHODE ISLAND RED 
HISTORY 


By W. H. CARD 
N WAY back in 1906 the Rhode Island Reds as exhibition fowls were 


considered somewhat of a joke because there seemed to be no set- 

tled idea or opinion of their color as show birds. Wherever exhibited, 

if there were forty specimens there would be forty different shades 

of red and some individual specimens would seem to carry the forty 
shades. To judge a class of Reds at that period taxed the ingenuity and 
common sense of the judge to the very limit. 

The Standard had been written and accepted, but up to that time but 
few (and very few at that) specimens had been discovered that were any- 
thing like the Standard. About this time I heard of one breeder in Massa- 
chusetts who it was claimed had a strain that showed Standard points for 
breed to high degree. This was A. C. Chapin of Chicopee Falls, Mass., and 
the progeny from his yards was the foundation blood for many of the best 


. strains of Single Comb Rhode Island Reds of the present time. 


Realizing that the members of our club desire every scrap of informa- 
— relative to the beginning of the breed as an exhibition breed, I wrote 
Chapin, who still resides at Chicopee, for data relative to the above, 
me following is his letter which I am using verbatim: 
“Mr. Card, 
“Manchester, Conn. 

“Dear Sir: About twenty-five years ago while in Newport, R. IL. L 
saw some light red chicks that I liked very much. Some among the flock 
were dark. They were not very even in color and the dark red ones I liked 
the best had quite a lot of black feathers scattered through the breast, back 
and wings, but the feathers that were red were a dark, rich, brilliant red. 

“Shortly after, I moved to Chicopee, Mass., and bought a few eggs from 
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a Mr. Howe of Springfield, Mass. I liked the chicks very much that I 
raised from those eggs, although the necks were lighter colored than the 
body. A year or two later I looked over some of the poultry shows; then I 
joined the Rhode Island Red Club and have been a member ever since. I 
got the club Standard which called for a rich, brilliant red; the more even 
the color, the. better. 

“Some of the breeders talked light red and some dark red, but the 
dark red ones were all smutty underneath. I heard a lot of talk at the 
shows about the right color but I could not see how a light red could be 
called rich and brilliant. 

“A rich red must mean a dark red, but he must be red. So I started 
to breed the dark red ones. I bought eggs from two or three breeders and 
Selected the chicks, when old enough, that were strong in color where my 
Reds were weak. Later, I showed and won several cups at different poul- 
try shows. I learned that in order to breed good Reds you must think 
and concentrate your mind on Reds, think Reds night and day, and you must 
know yourself whether they are good or not, thinking along the line that . 
I produced a pen in 1905 or 1906 that would breed winners at almost any 
show. In 1907 I showed a cockerel at Springfield, Mass., that was my idea 
of a good cockerel, very dark red all over, and good clear undercolor, red 
eye and good comb. No one would believe at that time that he was sound 
in undercolor; even the judge would not believe it until he handled him (by 
the way, Mr. Card was the judge, I believe). After a three-day show I got 
the cockerel home and he was all in, tired out. He lay on the ground, 
stretched his head on the ground and lay there like a tired boy. He never 
fully recovered. He was probably the most handled bird that was ever 
in a show and about three weeks afterwards I found him dead in the poul- 
try yard. I believe he was the greatest cockerel ever built up to that 
time. 

“We have had lots of good ones since, but never a bird like him. There 
is an old saying that the good ones die young, but they do not all die. I have 
had good ones that lived several years. In order to get good ones, I find 
you must breed from good ones. 

“I have bred several other breeds, but I like Reds the best. 

“Respectfully submitted, 
(Signed) “A. D. CHAPIN.” 


The cockerel Mr. Chapin speaks of in his letter was the first even 
colored Rhode Island Red I had ever seen and later on I told A. S. Bailey 
of Cobalt, Conn., about him and he commissioned me to buy three cockerels 
as near like him as possible from Mr. Chapin, which I did, and they were 
the founders of the famous Bailey Strain of Reds which were such phenom- 
enal exhibition Reds a decade ago. 

The famous cockerel which George Tracey so often writes of carried 
this same blood and the great color, type and breeding prepotency of that 
cockerel, whether outbred or inbred, came wholly from the Chapin blood. 
In Tracey’s write-up of Mr. Chapin in the May, 1923, issue of Poultry Suc- 
cess he mentions the great Red pullet at Hartford, from the Bailey stock, 
bred_down from the Chapin cockerels of 1907 or 1909. 3 

We regret to write that Mr. Chapin never took advantage of the fame 
which his breeding operations brought him, yet still breeds Reds in a small 
way as a pastime. 

Mr. Bailey has given up active work, although still breeding a few of 
his favorites, but the blood still lives in the yards of several of our leading 
breeders in the East and the far West. 

This strain of Single Comb Reds may have had rose comb blood in its 
origin, but there appears no record of it in either Mr. Chapin’s or Mr. 
Bailey’s breeding operations, except the fact that Mr. Chapin secured eggs 
from Mr. Bean of South Braintree, Mass., who bred both Rose and Single 
Comb Reds at that time and really was the master mind behind the strain 
so well developed by Mr. Chapin in those early years, 
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The problems of breeding Rhode Island Reds today are tremendously 
simplified as compared with the biind puzzles of fifteen years ago. Yet our 
great progress with the breed today has come only through the persistent 
and determined efforts of these pioneer breeders to produce a race of fowls 
that conformed to the Standard in every particular.

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EARLY HISTORY OF THE RHODE ISLAND 
RED CLUB OF AMERICA 


By E. L. PRICKETT 
Ve secretary has requested me to give some information on the 


early history of the Rhode Island Red Club of America and I assume 

that he has made this request because I have been a member for 

21 years, having joined the club in 1902 and served as secretary 

in 1906 and 1907. The club was organized at Coffee Tavern, Fall 
River, Mass., in February, 1898. The following December, during the Fall 
River show, the annual meeting was held at which a Standard for Reds was 
formulated. This consisted of a single sheet 5 by 8 and a description of the 
shape of both sexes was to conform to the general idea of the American 
class, without requiring the distinctive contour of the Plymouth Rock, nor 
the proportionately fuller curves of the Wyandotte. A long breast or keel 
bone was desirable, and apparent vigor to be regarded equally important 
with the consideration of shape. 


I want to call attention here to the first color description which specified 
“color in both_sexes to be red throughout, uniformity of tint being desir- 
able in the pullets; the male to be deeper in tone and to have an accentuated 
depth of color on wing and back, this general color to be modified by the 
appearance of black in tails and under portions of wing flights in either 
sex, and a slight ticking of black in hackles of females.” 

You will note that this first Standard did not require an even shade 
of red for males. The main feature of this first Standard read, “The 
especial aim of the promoters of this breed is to conserve vigor and 
prolificacy rather than immaculate perfection of color.” The weights were 
Si seit for cock, 6 pounds for hen, 6 pounds for cockerel and 43: pounds 
or pullet. 


At the annual meeting held on Jan. 18, 1900, a committee of five was 
chosen to submit a revised and more detailed Standard. The matter was 
presented to the annual meeting, Jan. 17, 1901, but was rejected. The 
majority of the members present favored some alterations in the 1898 
Standard, so a committee of seven was chosen to submit alterations, and 
their revision was accepted at the afternoon session. : | 

At the meeting in 1900 a resolution was passed declaring that the club 
does not recognize the pea-comb in Rhode Island Reds and on Jan. 16, 1902, 
the club voted “that the secretary communicate with show managers in- 
forming them that it is the sense of the Rhode Island Red Club, that in 
premium lists, the Rhode Island Reds should be included in the American 
class, and not in the ‘any other variety’ class, and that the Rose and Single 


Comb varieties of the Reds be judged separately.” 


At the annual meeting on Jan. 16, 1903, it was voted to have the 
executive committee revise the 1901 Standard, which was done, and this 
was printed and distributed freely. The Standard weights at this time 


~ were increased to 8% pounds for cock, 73 pounds for cockerel, 63 pounds for 


hen and 5 pounds for pullet. 


The first serious discussion of having the Reds recognized by the 
American Pouitry Association took place at the 1903 meeting, and the 
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Single Comb variety was admitted to the Standard of Perfection at Roch- 
ester, N. Y., in 1904 and the Rose Comb variety at Cincinnati in 1906. ~ 

The first printed matter sent out was the small one-page Standard in 
December, 1898, then a two-page yellow folder in 1901 containing the Stan- 
dard and membership roll and in 1903 a two-page folder of the Standard. 

The first club catalogue, consisting of 80 pages, was issued in 1904, 
the second of 100 pages in 1905, the third of 120 pages in 1906, and the 
fourth of 196 pages in 1908. Since that time there have been issues of 
Red Hen Tales got out nearly every year, viz., 1909, 1910, 1912, 1918, 1914. 
1916, 1917, 1921, 1922, 1923, or fourteen editions to date. 

The growth of the club has been phenomenal. Starting in 1898 with 
a few breeders, in 190¢ it had reached a membership of 51; in 1901, 103 
members representing nine states and Canada. At this time honorary vice- 
presidents were elected in each state. In 1902, the club had 135 members 
and sixteen state vice-presidents; in 1906, 445 members less 61 (dropped); 
in 1907 644 members less 81 (dropped), representing 43 states and 8 
ee countries. At the January meeting in 1908 we had reached the 1,200 
mark. 


For the next three years the club continued to gain, but in 1911 it got 
in very bad condition due to an absconding treasurer who failed to register 
names and in fact neglected the whole business and embezzled nearly $1,000. 

It was at this time that it took the real courage and “never say die” 
spirit of the backers of the club to pull it through and put it on a sound 
footing again and few of the present day members appreciate the task 
your late Secretary Card had and the services he rendered during these 
years following 1911. There has always been a fighting spirit in the club 
tu protect their interest. There have been eruptions from within and without. 

About 1906 certain members of the midwest and west formed the opinion 
that this: club was a strictly eastern club. Many seceded and formed a 
National Single Comb Rhode Island Red Club. Then a littleglater a National 
Rose Comb Rhode Island Red Club was formed. Both of these were short 
lived. There was strong opposition to admitting both varieties to the 
American Poultry Association at the same time so the Single Comb variety 
was admitted in 1904. Then a surprise was sprung when a certain fancier 
tried to put one over on the club and actually did get Rose Combs admitted 
as American Reds in 1905 but the club fought the matter strenuously and 
in 1906 that name was withdrawn; in fact, the Standard for American Reds 
was slightly different and they were removed and the Rose Combs were 
admitted in 1906 with the same Standard as Single Combs except in de- 
scription of combs. : 


Once since that time, in 1913, the revision committee of the American 
Poultry Association proposed to change the name to just “Reds.” Ninety-six 
per cent of our club members voted against this change, believing that the 
early promoters were entitled to designate the breed name, and that the 
little state of Rhode Island was worthy of such notoriety. 

The club began offering state cups to states having ten or more mem- ° 
bers during the show season of 1905-06 and in 1907-08 one cup for ‘each 
variety in all states having thirty or more members. 

In 1907 drawings were made of males and females of each variety and 
cuts were used in Red Hen Tales for several years. These helped to fix 
the type in the breeders’ eyes, and they had a great influence in establishing 
a type out of which the present modern type has developed. 


It was also in 1907 that a more elaborate constitution and set of by- 
laws were got out. Up till about this time there had been an honorary 
vice-president in each state. They were then classified as state secretaries 
for the purpose of looking after the interests of members in their states. 

In 1908 state branches were organized which elected their own state 
officers and conducted business under the approval of the parent club. 

_ In 1920 a new constitution and set of by-laws was adopted. The club 
had grown to such a large membership that the country was divided up 
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into five districts for the purpose of holding district meetings at appointed 
shows, and to conduct business in said district for the interests of its 
members. State branches still continue to exist for the benefit of their 
members. 

For a number of years the club officers were elected at the annual 
meeting. In 1910 an election commissioner was elected and officers elected 
by ballot. In 1912 it was decided that the secretary should be selected by 
the executive committee and this method is still in force as it was found 
to be detrimental to be making yearly changes. One experience of electin 
a dishonest secretary by ballot was enough and there was the tendency of 
playing politics in order to get the office for personal s:ain. 

At the present time the membership of our club is over 5,000 and the ' 
club is in excellent condition financially. Long standing debts incurred 
during the critical period and soon afterwards have been wiped out and Mr. 
Card had the satisfaction of seeing this come to pass during his ad- 
ministration. 

No poultry club in the world has shown the pep, fight, endurance and 


prolonged enthusiasm in promoting a breed and an organization that we 


have and the consequence is that Rhode Island Reds have been greatly 
improved and become very popular both as exhibition and general utility 
fowls. : 
The presidents of the club from 1898 are here given up to date, also the 
secretary-treasurers. This data is worth while for every Red breeder’s files 
as it is real history. The list follows:

SUPREME

ICTURE, if you please, a modern Rhode Island Red male, in full 
feather, health and vigor, calling to his mates at dawn on a 
summer day, with the big red sun just rising over the eastern 
hills, and you have a picture of real life and beauty; for with these 
beautiful red birds standing out against a green background, when 
all the world is awakening and Dame Nature is in her full dress and glory, 
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you have something more than a dream to give you inspiration to carry 
on; and, in view of the following facts there is no reason under the sun, 
why anyone should not make life worth while, raising Rhode Island Reds. 

They are the most beautiful and most useful fowl on earth. They 
thrive and make good in any and all climates. They make an ideal fowl for 
the beginner, being very hardy and easy to raise; they are winners for both 
pleasure and profit. 

Mortality in Reds is very low on account of their strong constitutional 
vigor, which enables them to throw off disease. This counts big when the 
birds are counted in the fall and profit and loss is counted from shell to 
showroom, laying house or market. 

Bred to Standard requirements the Red female is known by all to be 
among the world’s greatest all-round layers, but her specialty is laying 
those big, brown eggs with golden yolks in the cold winter months, when 
egg prices are highest. . 

The Reds are splendid market fowl, their meat being sweet, juicy and 
of fine flavor. The chicks grow very fast, reaching broiler and frying 
size (12 and 2 pounds respectively) ahead of other well known meat breeds. 
This fact has been demonstrated, and right here is where top price is paid, 
for poultry meat. Confined in yards or pens the Reds are at home. 

On free range they are hustlers, and will pick up a good part of their 
feed. The females make good sitters and mothers but are not persistent; 
it takes only a few days to break them up and get them back to laying. 
The fact that the Rhode Island Reds lead all other varieties in numbers 
shown in most of the poultry shows of the country proves their superiority 
as an exhibition fowl, and no breed could win and hold this popularity 
without true merit to back it up. . 

R—stands for Right and they’re right all the time; as an exhibition 

bird they’re in the first line. 

E—is for Eggs, and that’s their main stunt; in filling the basket they’re 

way out in front. 

D—stands for Dinner and that’s where they shine, with their nice 

tender meat, all juicy and fine. 

S—is for Supremacy in chickendom life, throughout this vast world 

of envy and strife.

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SUCCESS IN BREEDING REDS 


By MRS. MARIE JOHNSON, State Secretary Arkansas Branch. 


BELIEVE that no one will dispute the statement that probably no 

other subject is of such vital interest to Red breeders as the above. 

We all dream of discovering some wonderful secret that will open to 

us the way of producing a flock of beautiful, rich, velvety Reds, with- 

out sacrificing any of the qualities that have made the breed what it is 
today—the most popular general-purpose fowl in the world. There is such 
a secret, but it is not to be learned in one breath-taking moment, but 
rather is the result of years of careful, intelligent, systematic selection and 
breeding. Nature does not evolve any sudden changes. They are rather 
a gradual evolution, and if at the end of each growing season we can see 
a certain, uniform improvement of the young over the parent stock we 
should feel that we are on our way. Too many become impatient, expect- 
ing to accomplish in one year or two what naturally requires many. They 
fail to appreciate the value of the breeding stock that they possess and 
continue to chase rainbows to their lasting disappointment. 

Now the first step essential to our success is VIGOR in our foundation 
stock. You who have read this statement before will instantly become 
bored, saying “old stuff,’ but before you pass this by, have you honestly 
faced the issue? Are you sure that you have not continued to breed 
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from some individual that lacks vigor because it happens to possess sound 
color, such as you wish to perpetuate in your flock? And, failing to do so, 
have you concluded that this linebreeding talk is all bunk, instead of. 
admitting that no fowl will reproduce their quality unless they possess 
vigor, or, as some prefer to call it, prepotency? Vigor is the real key- 
stone of our success and we must make that the base of all selection if 
we would arrive at our goal. It is an inherited characteristic, and can be 
intensified throughout the flock or allowed to degenerate, according to the 
manner in which we select our breeding stock. 


Second in importance I would say is the TRAPNEST. I know of 
no better way to accurately learn how to produce real Reds than by 
trapping our hens and pedigreeing their chicks. This is not at all difficult, 
as so many think, and the fascination of it, once you begin to really know 
your birds and their individual reproductive powers, will more than pay 
you for the extra trouble, to say nothing of the knowledge gained and 
its value to you from a business standpoint. No matter how enthusiastic 
we may be about our Reds, they must make good on the profit side of 
the ledger, and the traps are one certain aid to help bring this about. 


Each hen that is to be trapped wears a leg band with a number on it. 
My first pen is banded blue, numbered consecutively, the second banded red, 
the third yellow, and so on through the entire group. Numbers may be 
identical, the colors identifying each bird with no chance of a mistake. 
The same system of toe punching is used throughout. Each hen is given 
a mosquito bar bag with her number and the color of her pen on it. When 
the chicks hatch, they are punched with the punch given to their mother 
and wing-banded with the color of the pen from which they come. We-= 
use the tiny spiral bands and they are never lost. By this system I 
can use sixteen pens of pedigreed birds, know the individual offspring of 
each hen in,any of the pens, by simply punching and identifying with the 
color that his mother, wears. As they mature, the cockerels reserved as 
breeders are given number of their mother with her color, and the pullets 
are given their own number and their trap record is started from that day, 
and their record of performance compared with their parent stock and 
improvement noted. By wing-banding in the right wing one year, and alter- 
nating to the left the following year, and back again to the right for the 
third consecutive year, a check can thus be kept on ages of females in 
pens. Your records will give you any special information needed. 


~ Now, to those who have never done any work of this kind, some very 
interesting lessons are coming. For instance, your heaviest layer may be 
giving you the best hatches, or vice versa. Some persistently refuse to 
lay fertile eggs, and unless this can be remedied, must be removed from 
the breeding pen. Some are giving’ chicks of doubtful constitution, others 
are giving just the results that you want and are the individuals from 
which we must develop our strain. Consider the satisfaction of really 
knowing the performance of your hens, to say nothing of the value of 
eliminating the hen whose eggs are always infertile or hatch poor chicks, 
saving this space in your machines, and the added labor of handling these 
eggs again and again, or replacing settings shipped to customers. 


Pedigree work proves to us that this trait can be inherited and once 
we find the individual that possesses it, it is only a matter of time until this 
quality can be, to my certain knowledge, transmitted to the entire strain. 
Along with this we must bear in mind, always giving it equal consideration, 
the Standard requirements. If we select individuals that possess color, 
type, vigor and reproductive powers as proven by the trapnest and the 
pedigree, we can rest assured that they will transmit those qualities to 
our flock. If we select the qualities that we desire to see perpetuated in 
our flock, and fix them there with real breeding methods we will not be 
cisappointed. It is a great pity that some breeders think that all a Red 
hen should be is a good layer, when she might just as well be a thing of 
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beauty and a joy fanene in addition to being a profitable layer. It is 
just according to the desires of the breeder. 

When each pen of breeding birds is selected and assigned to a pen, 
a record sheet is made out, covering the individual both as to egg per- 
formance and Standard markings. Also, since I possess records on her 
parents, it is an easy matter to accurately estimate just what I may 
reasonably expect in the way of black markings, surface and undercolor, 
etc. It also enables me to eliminate to a large degree the extreme color 
culls, produced from a careless mating of black, etc. Now, when it comes 
to selecting the male bird to head this pen, these same records play an im- 
portant part. His inheritance of blood from female ancestry assures me 
his pullets will be profitable producers, with a high per cent of fertile eggs, 
strong, vigorous chicks, permanence of color. It is all there on paper, and 
with the living bird before you, so that you can really color mate as well 
as select for type and their surface markings, you also have a check on 
their hereditary tendencies which is of such vital importance. It enables 
you to breathe easily and when you ship eggs or chicks from that pen to 
your customers you almost know (if such a thing is possible) that they will 
get good stuff. 

In time, you get to personally know each family of birds and their 
individual characteristics, and your pride of possession keeps pace with the 
development of your strain and the solid satisfaction of doing something 
worth while for yourself and your customers who become real friends if 
their investment has proven a good one and they are the best advertising 
that a breeder could possibly have. 

Third, comes LINE BREEDING which is a very simple matter if records 
are kept as mentioned above, and chicks are pedigreed, for there are real 
family blood lines, possessing certain transmissible characteristics which, 
by intelligent mating will preserve vigor, egg production, Standard type 
and color. Each generation fixes our good points more firmly in the as- 
cendency and the defects more surely in the descengency. If we have not 
sacrificed vigor for some other point, it will never be necessary to introduce 
new blood, provided we keep a sufficient number of good family blood lines 
running on our own plants, that possess the characteristics needed. Line 
breeding will not develop a point that our birds never had, but it will 
intensify the lack of it, so we must be sure that our foundation stock 
possesses the qualities desired. Then, by careful selection, intelligent mat- 
ing, keeping of records, we develop the strain that gradually evolves into 
individual merit. 

Line breeding necessitates records, both as to performance and Standard 
requirements, pedigree work, and study on the part of the breeder. Then, 
if he would really arrive at the top of the ladder, he must select the 
best of young and old, condition them properly and enter them in a good 
show where he may see his birds compared with other breeders’ birds. 
If he be so fortunate as to win, he should be sure that he knows why, 
and if not so fortunate, he should know why the other bird won over his. 
Many a breeder loses his one best opportunity to really learn the short- 
comings of his birds by his attitude in the showroom. If he does not win, 
the judge has not given him a square deal, and with this viewpoint, it is 
impossible for him to see why, for none are so blind as those who will not 
see. I have in mind one Red breeder that has been breeding and showing 
Reds for about fifteen years. If he does not win, the judge is poor and 
his placings are all wrong and he does not know a Red when he sees one; 
this attitude does not hurt the judge in the least, but it does keep the 
breeder from seeing that his birds are weak in color, poor type, decidedly 
Orpington in size and build and present no improvement visible to the naked 
eye, from year to year—all because his egotism will. not admit that others 
can know more about Reds than he, or that they might possess informa- 
tion that would be of help to him. Yet he is always ready to advise others 
who know more about Reds than he seems to be able to put into living 
proof. My point is this: the showroom is the most wonderful place for 
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us to learn, if we go with that spirit, for we can see our birds put into 
comparison with others and if so fortunate as to win the blue, it is joy 
supreme and reward for our earnest efforts, and if not, we can learn what 
we must do to arrive at that goal. 

Fourth comes BUSINESS ETHICS. We may develop the finest strain, 
have hundreds of choice birds to sell, but upon the methods employed in 
daealing with our customers depends our permanent success. Securing in- 
quiries and shipping birds or eggs is one part of the business, and satisfy- 
ing the customer is another side. Upon our ability to interpret our cus- 
tomer’s wants, depends our repeat orders which always mean a-satisfied 
customer. No breeder ean long continue unless he can build up a satis- 
fied clientele. If every breeder “could only keep the enthusiasm with which 
he answered his first inquiry or shipped his first order! At the beginning, 
no order is too small to assume importance; later, as the business grows, the 
larger orders become common occurrences and it is so easy for the small 
orders to be indifferently treated. Yet, looking back, each of us must 
admit that no purchase has ever meant quite as much as our first invest- 
ment nor has our indignation been as great over a supposed wrong. The 
beginner buys from a certain breeder because he had sufficient confidence 
in his honesty to believe that he will treat him fairly. If the breeder 
would just follow that up with a friendly letter, setting forth the real 
worth of the bird and what can be expected from him, there would be 
fewer initial orders returned. If we are the breeders that we ought to 
be, we are interested in seeing our customers succeed, and it is our business 
to let them know that we stand behind them. I remember a good instance 
of this kind. A lady wrote me asking for advice about a good roup remedy, 
which 1 have been using in the poultry departmert of the Agricultural 
School and which has given wonderful success. I sent her the prescription 
an’ told her how to use it. Befcre the season was over I had sold her a 
cockerel, two settings of first pen eggs, a shipment of baby chicks, and her 
order is on file for a pedigreed cockerel for this fall. Yet, her first lettei 
did not contain one inquiry about breeding stock, and had I ignored her 
letter I would never have had the good customer that I have today. Her 
neighbors have ordered several cockerels, cn the strength of her recom- 
mendation, and I see a nice business developing around that one letter per- 
taining to a roup remedy. : 

Human interest is a vital thing in business and is often overlooked in 
our work, but larger organized businesses have made use of it, and it would 
be of material benefit to everv breeder of Reds if he would be as successful 
as his dreams have pictured. 

I believe that there are as many progressive breeders of high class 
Reds in Arkansas as in any state in the Union, and it is a pleasure to 
meet them at the state meet each year and exchange ideas. We are plan- 
ning on entertaining the national meet in the near future and it is our 
earnest desire to show the northern, eastern and western breeders that 
there are some real Reds and some enthusiastic breeders in the “Wonder 
State,’ and I take this opportunity to urge every one of you to remember 
that we are extending a cordial invitation to all of you to visit us, ship 

some good birds down and show with us, and we guarantee a taste of real 
southern hospitality.

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GROWING THE YOUNGSTERS

See ago I wrote Secretary Card, telling him of the success I 


have been having for a number of years in growing my Reds. He 
immediately wrote me, requesting that I write an article on this 
subject for the next issue of Red Hen Tales. The successful growing 
of young chicks is the most vital problem confronting the average 


-poultryman or woman. Success or failure of the plant depends almost 
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entirely on the proper growing of the young stock. Improperly grown 
stock does not have the ability to produce eggs in profitable numbers, neither 
does it have the constitutional strength that a good breeder should have. 
The quality of our eggs determines the quality of the chicks we hatch, and 
we cannot presume to produce quality hatching eggs that will give us a 
good hatch of livable chicks, until we master the art of growing our chicks 
into properly developed, vigorous fowls. | 

The man or woman who possesses breeders of this caliber and gives 
them the right kind of care can count on a large per cent of hatch from 
all eggs set, and on raising practically 10¢ per cent of all chicks hatched. 
Mr. Card, in his article in 1928 Red Hen Tales, has covered the subject of 
producing hatchable eggs. I have been using a very similar method with 
my breeders for the past seven or eight years, and I do not think the 
method he outlines can be improved upon. 

While the use of nutritive foods and the practice of regularity in 
feeding them are essential for success in all branches of poultry feeding, 
nowhere are these things more necessary than in the feeding of growing 
chicks. A person who is not willing to devote some time to the study of 
both science and nature will never make much of a success in the field of 
poultry culture. We must study science to learn the chemical composition 
of fowls, the eggs they lay, and the various feeds that are at our command. 
We must study nature to determine the habits of fowls, their likes and dis- 
likes and the nature of their digestive system. The chemical analysis of 
certain feeds would make them appear ideal for poultry, while the nature 
of the fowls will make them practically worthless. Several foods of this 
kind are very unpalatable to fowls, while others contain too much crude 
fiber. Unpalatable food must be mixed with other feeds to conceal it, and 
if you will watch your fowls you will find that they will not consume as 
much of the mixture as they will if the disagreeable food is left out. Fowls 
require crude fiber in limited quantities while.an excess of fiber compells 
the- fowls to use up considerable digestible food to furnish the energy to 
grind and pass off the fiber. 7 


A ration for growing chicks must be rich in protein and low in fiber. 
The nutritive ratio should be a little less than 1 to 4 and the fiber content 
‘should never exceed five per cent of the entire ration. Many people may 
say that a ration of this kind would be injurious, but the results I have 
secured. over a period of years have convinced me that most people are 
feeding too wide and bulky a ration to secure rapid, vigorous growth. Some 
seven or eight years ago I started out to devise some way to secure better 
hatches, less mortality and more rapid growth in my young stock. I soon 
hit on the method of securing better hatches but had my ups and downs 
with mortality and growth until I began to observe the habits of the chicks 
. in the flock that made the most rapid growth and seemed to be the most 
vigorous. By studying these chicks closely I noticed that they consumed 
large quantities of mash and a small amount of scratch grains; conse- 
quently they were getting a very narrow ration. These same chicks were 
regular gluttons for green feed and always on the lookout for it. From 
this study I decided that in order to get this rapid vigorous growth uni- 
formly in my whole flock I must reduce the nutritive ratio of my feed 
and feed it in a manner that would compel the entire flock to eat as narrow 
a ration as the chicks that were making this rapid vigorous growth. I 
put this method into practice four years ago and have received a nice, 
uniform growth ever since, and the most vigorous lot of chicks I have ever 
' grown during my fifteen years’ experience. I have not lost one chick from 
a natural cause in the past four years. I have been working right along to 
get the most rapid growth possible without injury to the chick. This year 
I have cockerels hatched April 28 that weighed three pounds on July 1. 


In mixing my rations I aim to use enough different grains to make a 
pleasing variety, using nothing but best quality. From the time the chicks 
are three weeks old and up to the time they are ready for winter quarters, 
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their feed is as follows: Mash, 30 pounds middlings, 20 pounds oats flour, 
10 pounds corn meal, 10 pounds meat meal, 5 pounds dried milk, with 
1 pound fine salt to each 100 pounds of mash. This mash fed dry in 
hoppers kept before them at all times. Their scratch grain is fed at night 
and is composed of 50 pounds cracked corn, 20 pounds wheat, 10 pounds 
hulled oats. There is no change in the ration until the chicks begin to reach 
maturity, at which time I begin to gradually widen the ration. 


I try to handle the feeding of my flock so that they will eat considerable 
more mash than scratch grain. In this way I hold the nutritive ratio of 
their entire ration at a little less than 1:4. 


In order to get the best results, even with the best of rations you must 
have a system of feeding and follow it to the letter. There is no doubt 
that the system or manner of feeding has considerable bearing on the 
health and development of your flock. When the chicks are twenty-four 
hours old I remove them from the nest or incubator, whichever the case 
may be. I never put more than fifteen chicks with one hen, in a well 
ventilated coop two feet wide by three feet long by two and one-half feet 
high. In artificial brooding I allow one-third to one-half the chicks rated 
by the manufacturers. 


After chicks are settled in their brooding quarters I give some fine 
sand and drinking water which has been treated with a good antiseptic. 
I have used many different kinds of commercial remedies but have been 
using one of my own for several years with most satisfactory results. 
Do not give chicks any food until they are 72 hours old; then give a light 
feed of a high grade starting food fed dry in pans or on boards. This 
is fed three times a day for the first three days. On the morning of the 
third day I place hoppers of the feed before them and let them help them- 
selves. The evening of the fourth day of feeding I give them a light feed 
of a good commercial scratch feed and from this time on they are hopper- 
fed on the starting feed and receive a feed of scratch grain in the evening. 
At the end of the second week I start to gradually change the’starting feed 
to a home-mixed growing feed. They receive fresh water three times a day, 
which is treated with antiseptic for the first three days and twice a week 
thereafter. Green feed is fed the fifth day and they receive an abundance 
of this every day for the rest of their lives. I see to it that all of my 
fowls, both old and young, have a liberal feed of green food at least once a 
day every day in the year. I grow garden greens for them during the grow- 
~ ing season and use sprouted oats during the winter time. 

By the time the chicks are three weeks old I have them weaned to 
the home-mixed mash, which is fed dry in hoppers, with scratch feed in 
the evening. In this way I force them to eat large amounts of the mash 
which increases growth to the maximum and reduces labor to the minimum. 
By this method I am producing big-boned, healthy, vigorous fowls that 
seem to be disease proof. 


To grow stock of this caliber you must have the best of feeds and keep 
your yards and houses in a sanitary condition at all times. You cannot 
raise healthy stock in filthy yards or crowded up in dirty, stuffy coops 
that are infested with lice and mites. 


The foregoing method has given me almost unbelievable results in 
growing young stock over a period of years. What I have done you can 
do, if you will only apply yourself. If you are not satisfied with your 
.present results try this method and see how many and better Reds you 
can grow. 
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DANGER SIGNALS

HEN a very popular and worthy work is being done it is natural 
for all interested, and especially those just about to undertake the 
same sort of work to ask, “What are the things which must be 
fought against in doing this work for the best possible results ?”’ 
There are three very important things to be guarded against in 

pedigree breeding for high production and Standard qualities. One is laxity 
in detail work. Everything which has any bearing on the breeding work 
must be recorded. For a year or two, with a small flock, one can keep 
track of this in their own mind. However, this soon becomes impossible and 
when stock and eggs are to be sold it is imperative that, for the protection 
of the customer, these things be kept track of with infinite care. It also 
makes for better work in the breeding pen to know all the minor details 
connected with every mating. Carefully kept trapnest and hatching records 
are necessary. These must be honest records. Faked records may sell a 
few birds at a good price for a few years but nothing in this line will hold 
a business after the progeny of these faked birds are tested out in custom- 
ers’ hands. A man or woman who builds his work on paper at his desk 
is fooling himself much more than he is the buying public. Official trap- | 
nest records are a splendid asset, yet again there is some chance for trouble 
there. It is the man back of the business in all cases. If he is honest his 
birds will sell themselves to previous customers. On this basis do your 
breeding honestly. If you do not care about the public or your own repu- 
tation, see to it that you are not bluffing yourself; you will not only fail 
to create a good reputation but you will demoralize your own character. 
(They are very different things—character and reputation.) 

ln order to. breed honestly and be honest with one’s self one must have 
a nickle-plated nervous system in culling chicks. This being honest with 
one’s. self has to go farther than the mere moral part of it. One must, 
for the good of. his work in pedigree breeding for combination qualities, 
allow no favoritism. There are three. masters we have to serve in this. 
One is vigor. No matter what the color of the chick or its egg produc- 
tion ancestry it must be discarded if it lacks in constitutional vigor. Second 
is production. Regardless of Standard qualities or vigor if the bird is an 
unprofitable layer it must be culled, aand its progeny (should it be a pullet 
that is bred) must be rigidly culled. Then as a third consideration—note, 
I put this last, as on it hangs the fu 
up vigor and production not matter how good, as a breeding bet, in favor 
of the bird that is reasonably representative of the breed. 

The question I am often asked regarding this is, “How do you do it, 
and not favor something somewhere?” This is the answer: By using good 
judgment: in culling and learning what makes breeding quality in the im- 
portant points. The poor layer is ditched at once. Someone says, “What 
is your limit on yearly production?” Ours is to fit our. circumstances—175 
egg’s. Another man would find, in his first few years’ work that a hen that 
laid 125 eggs was a safe breeding bet. It depends. In culling males we 
dispose of those that do not produce over 50 per cent good quality in chicks. 
They are marketed, not sold as breeders. In chick culling the chick is 
culled for quality—both. vigor and Standard—and then the wing band 
number is looked up in the file after the chick has been killed. It is rather. 
annoying sometimes to find that one has dressed a cockerel from a 250-egg 
dam because of such a seeming trifle (when compared with 250 eggs) as 
a poor carried wing, but it pays and pays well in the end. This sort of 
culling is being honest with one’s self. 

Another very important item to guard against and one which appears 
to contradict the first mentioned is to have a degree of patience and not 
to expect too much in the first few seasons’ work. Many a good poultry 
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man or woman has been spoiled because they did not have perseverance to 
stick to it and get the results of their work. The breeder for production 
does not get his high record flock the first year. Even after he has been 
at it a long time he has drones. He must everlastingly attend to the breed- 
ing and culling. On the other hand the exhibition breeder gets only a fair 
percentage of very high class specimens, and that not in the first year 
he commences progressive work. Why should the man even though he 
gets the best foundation stock obtainable, working for a combination of 
both the other men’s work in one bird expect to get Madison Square Garden 
winners that will all produce 200 eggs or more, in his first year’s efforts? 
The fact that many do strive for this end and want it all in a minute 
makes the producing of good quality in combination birds a problem. This 
is not a suggestion of discouragement, rather a challenge to the mettle of 
the Red breeders of tomorrow. It can be done—it has been done in a de- 
gree—but it is the Red of tomorrow on which we are building the present 
Rhode Island Red future and that bird must be far above the bird of today. 
The Red as a layer is an acknowledged fact. The interest and numbers 
in the Red alley at any show testify to its success as an exhibition breed. 
Now tomorrow MUST combine these two attractive features in the same 
bird. Neither the production of the Red nor the show qualities have been 
established in one year nor in ten. The future of the Reds is dependent 
on the interest. Interest is based on progress. Progress is based on study 
and development and the foundation of these is constructive work. To be 
interested enough to work there must be a very high goal. Emerson must 
have meant work with Rhode Island Reds when he said, “Hitch your wagon 
to a star.” The entire job must be tempered with moderation for a few 
years. Do not expect too much at first but make up your mind what 
you are going to do and then deliver the goods. 


The third stumbling block is one that confronts every poultry man or 
woman no matter what the object of the poultry work. This is a good 
sound working knowledge of the fundamentals of good poultry husbandry— 
just the ordinary things (so-called), feeding, general care, flock sanitation, 
cleanliness as applied to hens, incubation and development of young stock. 
All these things have much to do with any poultry plant, but the man 
working for this greater combination of all the other breeders’ work has 
to be right up to snuff or he will be lost before he starts out. No matter if 
you are a millionaire you simply must be able to know, practically, if work 
is being done right for the care of the flock. Too many people start in 
with poultry work and want to commence at the top. If a man is to run 
a manufacturing plant, for example a shoe shop, he has to learn leather, 
machinery and public demand. Of course he may hire experts:to do this 
but he will likely be done in place of the work unless he knows each man’s 
duties in a practical manner. If this applies in a measure in manufactur- 
ing how much more true it is in handling live stock of any sort. 


The aim of every man or woman who commences in real active work 
to produce the Red of tomorrow is to sell breeding stock and hatching eggs. 
It is far too real a business with too much of a demand for concentrated 
effort and intensive study for the casual poultry keeper. The combination 
breeder has another problem on his hands, peculiar to the advance in the 
business. This is the setting of new values on his wares. The best thing 
to do is to figure this way: Given a cockerel. Appraise his egg production 
ancestry at its actual cash worth, using the ordinary utility man’s scale 
to make a basis on. Suppose this bird is out of five generations of fe- 
males of 220 or more eggs. Never mind what he looks like (this is the 
utility man’s price gauge). Call him worth $20.00 at a rough estimate. 
Now forget that his female ancestors ever laid more eggs, than enough to 
reproduce their kind. Estimate his worth as a show bird. Suppose he 
could win the blue at one of the smaller shows on his Standard quality.’ 
The usual price of such a bird is around $25.00. Now as far as the uses to 
which this bird is to be put are concerned, he has two values. He is in 


- 
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fact two birds in one. It took just twice as much (and I think I am safe 
in saying some added) ‘skill and time to produce him. What is his true 
selling value? Cut out the possible shipping and overhead expense con- 
nected with the selling of two birds; still, we have theoretically sold two 
birds. Can we cut off more than $5.00? This bird is, then, an exceptional 
value at $40.00? . 

This part of the question is very important both from the angle of the 
breeder and of his customer. The former must get paid for his work— 
detail, skill and years of study. The customer must be able to realize when 
he has value for his investment. It is mighty important in this particular 
line of work and it will be necessary for this to be emphasized or the 
honest breeder will have difficulty in filling his orders satisfactorily. This 
is a “sure enough” danger signal. Both the breeder and the customer 
must remember that in the purchase of birds of this grade it is a double 
* sale—a sale of Standard quality and of production breeding. 

Personally I think the solution to these difficulties is the application 
of just ordinary good business sense and the golden rule. Obtain the best 
stock or eggs you can for your purpose, be honest with yourself, spare 
no detail; aim high but do not expect too much and keep everlastingly at 
it and a larger success than is usual will be yours. | 
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LINE BREEDING

opinions in regard to line breeding: The one, magic to conjure with; 

the other, a bogey man that sure will get you if you don’t watch out. 

Defendants of both viewpoints appear to be about equal in number 

among beginners, and I venture the guess that one group would have 
about as much difficulty as would the other if asked to state exactly of 
what line breeding consists. Since that statement touches closely heart- 
felt matters, this seems a very good time and place for me to confess that 
so would I. The truth is that line breeding is a term worked overtime and 
often in wrong places. I know very definitely what it means to Wayside 
Reds in theory and more particularly. in practise; but the word is used 
by so many writers to mean so many different things that who am I to 
step in and speak with authority? But there are some statements about 
line breeding to which experienced breeders practising it all subscribe, and 
I hope to help out some beginner by sorting out a few of these and pre- 
senting them simply in this article. 

First, then, I think all agree that all line breeding is breeding of re- 
lated birds; but that not all breeding of related birds is line breeding. Any 
breeding of related birds is correctly called inbreeding. _The factor that 
makes, of inbreeding, line breeding, is system. The line breeder abhors 
haphazard matings of related birds, those made by merely dropping down 
into a pen together birds known to be related but whose exact relation- 
ship is unknown, with no knowledge of how many generations of inbreed- 
ing lie back of the mating, and no knowledge of the nature of inbreeding 
itself. The purpose of lime breeding is the establishing of known blood 
lines, of known percentage. Let me illustrate my statement. Suppose a 
cockerel (Prince) is produced by mating an unrelated male (King) and 
female (Queen). Prince carries the blood lines of King and Queen in 
equal percentages, that is, Prince carries 50 per cent of Queen’s blood line 
and 50 per cent of King’s blood line. Suppose next we take an oft-used 
first step in line breeding by mating Prince back to his mother, Queen. 
The resulting chicks carry 50 per cent of their father Prince’s blood line and 
50 per cent of the mother Queen’s blood line. But Prince already carried 
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50 per cent of Queen’s blood line since she was his own mother; hence he 
gives to his offspring half of 50 per cent of Queen’s blood line or 25 per cent 
of Queen’s blood line to add to the 50 per cent they receive from their 
mother, Queen. Hence the chicks produced by mating Prince to his mother, 
@ueen, carry 75 per cent of Queen’s blood line and 25 per cent of King’s 
blood received through their father, Prince. I arbitrarily chose to mate a 
cockerel to his mother but other steps in line breeding are mating a daugh- 
‘ter to her father, a pullet or hen to her father’s full brother, or first 
cousins, or nephew and aunt, seldom but sometimes sister to brother, more 
frequently half brother to half sister, and so on. In any case if blood lines 
are known the per cent of any line carried in the chick can be worked out 
in a mathematical equation in known figures. This definite systematic. 
knowledge is what makes line breeding out of inbreeding. This also shows 
the definite purpose in line breeding, which is the concentration of a blood 
line that carries characters which a breeder wishes to fix “in his strain. 
The line of descent of characters is from germ cell to germ cell and no 
other way under heaven. The hope of the line breeder is by definite 
knowledge of the line to know and then control the inheritance of characters. 

Opposed to line breeding is outcrossing, by which is meant the breeding 
of unrelated birds, the offspring of which always carry two blood lines in 
the proportion of 50 per cent of each. No concentration of blood lines is 
possible in continued breeding: of entirely unrelated birds. 

Regarded as a bogey man, here is the thing that frightens first in line 
breeding. When we line breed, or intensify the blood line, we are intensi- 
fying the bad as well as the good. “Take for example the question of 
vigor,’ says the beginner who fears the bogey man. “The vigor will all 
run out of the strain, because where Prince carried 50 per cent tendency 
to weakness his chicks carry 75 per cent tendency to weakness and if we 
continue mating mother to son we shall continue to increase the tendency 
to any weakness the blood line contains.” 

Then up speaks the beginner who sees in line breeding only a magic 
to conjure by, “O no, not at all; where Prince was 50 per cent vigorous, 
his chicks will carry 75 per cent vigor and so we continue to breed in- 
creased vigor into the blood line.” 

‘Which just goes to show that we all see that for which we look. The 
man who line breeds, since he breeds related birds, does risk all the 
cumulative ills that may pile up when increasing the per cent of a blood 
line, but he faces a known danger with his eyes open because he knows 
not only what relation the mother angf father of his chicks are but he 
knows who they are, which makes it possible for him to size up the chick 
in the light of that knowledge, compare it with a bird known to be its 
parent and see what the parent is handing down to it of good or ill. 

Many a beginner holds the mistaken notion that because a man line 
breeds he lays out a chart or system extending into far future breeding 
operations and then rigorously follows that chart or system regardless of 
results. | Here is more nearly what happens in the actual line breeding 
operations of experienced and successful poultrymen: When a breeder 
comes into! possession of interesting breeding possibilities through the 
purchase of eggs for hatching or a single bird or a pair of birds, he gen- 
erally knows nothing of the breeding tendencies in these birds or of the 
relationship, if any, between them. The only thing he does know is that one 
or more birds exhibit desirable external visible characters, such as beautiful 
color, pleasing and correct type, or exceptional production ability or any 
of a dozen other things. He desires to breed this desirable character into 
a blood line. The only opening before him is to mate a single male to one 
or more females, and pedigree each chick from each female. This may 
give him a very vague and general idea of breeding tendencies. He will 
then select one of the more promising youngsters and mate it back, accord- 
ing’ to sex to one of the parents, to establish a concentration of that blood 
line that he thinks promises most in the character he desires to establish. 
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He does not expect a perfect bird as the result. Along with such charac- 
ter as he desires, he gets some others he regards as serious faults. Per- 
haps he anticipated this fault or wishes to get the most rapid progress toward 
improvement in the character he desires. In this case he probably added to 
the very first mating a ‘new blood” female that he knew from previous 
test breeding was strong at the weak point of his new mating or at that 
point that he desired to strengthen. If he is breeding to concentrate the 
male blood line, the mating is a daughter carrying 75 per cent of the 
male’s blood line to a cockerel of the 50-50 blood and the resulting chicks 
carry 872 per cent of the blood line he is establishing. Among these last 
chicks probably a few would show up with improvement at the weak point 
he was trying to breed away from. If none such do show up, he mates 
a cockerel of the last group of chicks back to the original new blood hen 
and while this weakens the blood line he is trying to concentrate, he still 
has 50 per cent of it and in nine cases out of ten he has submerged the 
fault and placed himself in a position to go back to concentration in his 
line with that fault no longer to contend with. Success in such a pro- 
ceeding depends upon growing’ as many as possible, say 20 chicks, in a 
season from each female and then close study of the birds and using good 
judgment and experience and skill in selection of the one or two out of the 
twenty with which to carry on the line. 


No experienced breeder lays out a chart or system which he follows 
regardless of results. He starts with the chart in mind but he more often 
than not follows it for a season or two and then files it away for a year 
or two or three while selection and judicious introduction of new blood either 
head off dangers that would wreck the line or strengthen some near good 
into an honest-to-goodness one; then he digs his chart out of the file and 
proceeds with the next step as ‘laid out therein. 


My next point is a vital one. Careful and successful line breeders step 
softly when they concentrate beyond the 75 per cent mark in any line. They 
do not do this in 100 lots in flock matings but with a few birds that they 
check up on carefully. They throw every possible safeguard about such 
matings and select first for vigor every time and then for hatchability and 
fertility. Generally they are carrying right along at the same time one or 
more ‘“‘compensation” matings, all ready to throw into the linebred line at 
its danger point. These matings are strong where the linebred one is weak. 
They avoid mating full brothers and sisters and often if they do so one. of 
the pair is a year older than the other. 


Finally I have this to say of fhe breeder who tells me he has bred a 
wonderful flock and fixed desirable characters in it by buying year after 
year new blood males that were entirely unrelated to his flock and to one 
another: If his flock truly is wonderful (not just wonderful in its owner’s 
estimation) then I am sure it is so because the males he has bought have 
come from carefully linebred flocks so that they are able to go into the 
outcrossed flock and by the cumulative breeding pull fixed in them by line 
breeding, they stamp their merit upon a wavering and wabbly lot of fe- 
male breeders and hold the offspring to the line; and next year and next 
some other linebred males step in and continue to stamp on that out- 
crossed flock good things fixed in them by concentration of a blood line 
by line breeding. 
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ADVICE TO BEGINNERS WITH RHODE 
ISLAND REDS

that the words mean. By “all-purpose” is meant a fowl which ex- 

cels in every branch of the poultry industry—a high producer of 

eggs, a fine meat fowl and one that has no peer in the showroom 

in active competition with the leading breeds of the world. Pre- 

potency is one big factor of the breed, which means an intensified power 

to transmit every good trait of ancestral blood as well as enhance and 

embody the conglomerate excellencies into high efficiency traits, belonging 
wholly to this production and all market properties. 

Line breeding is the only way one can make a permanent success with 
any bird in a show way. You cannot breed from different blood lines and 
expect any positive results. The old saying, “like begets like,” will not 
work satisfactorily in cross or out-breeding. You must know your blood, 
know how to blend it together, mix your black: so it will properly blend in 
your red. Why do we get so many inquiries for real dark birds without any 
smut? It’s because the inquirer doesn’t know we are not producing that 
strain yet; it will take years to get that far down the line. I remember 
when we had the pumpkin-neck Reds—my, it took lots of time, patience 
and hard work to get them with good, rich, clean necks, but we got there! 
If you remember, along about that time we were using our. breeders with 
lots of black in neck, and by penciling you could hardly find a clean-necked 
bird those days. Every good breeder those days seemed to think if he 
knew a good thing he must by all means keep it in an iron safe with the 
safety on, but today our best experienced breeders will do and are doing 
the thing they should do—telling how to produce good.Reds. Now I see 
some that have been in the game for only a short time claiming to be line 
breeding. Just a thought here—it takes from three to five years to even 
start to line breeding. It takes that much time to get your line to working 
right, knowing how to correctly blend your colors together for best results, 
raising a big per cent of good birds. Too many buyers do not regard the 
worth of a bird from an experienced breeder as they should—his blood 
line is established; you have a long, strong blood to back up the bird you 
are buying, while if you buy a bird as good—perhaps better as an in- 
dividual—you may not have anything that will back up his quality in the 
way of blood—he may be just a happen-so. In Reds today, with a real 
good bird heading a pen with average quality females you will get some 
extra good birds from that mating, especially males, yet the next year will 
show the weakness in breeding. Today an even surface and true type is 
not alone the all-sufficient open sesame to prize-winning in our poultry ex- 
hibitions. The modern Rhode Island Red must have all that, and also vivid, | 
powerful red hue clear to the skin, devoid of any sign of black or white to 
get a look in the show by our judges of today. Yet, black is one of the 
very strongest points as breeders. Be careful how you fight black in your 
Reds. You may need it, so use it carefully. Because of black in tail and 
wing's, black is a valued pigment in Rhode Island Red color, and in order 
to fasten it and fix black wings and tail, this hue has become an integral 
- part of all other sections where red is called for in the plumage of this 
breed. The influence of black is to deepen the red and it also has the 
power to spread the red hue evenly from head to tail. That’s why dark 
ones always win. . 

Since 1898 the principal strains have been line bred to produce a one- 
ness of character and breed traits. The careful, painstaking work of 


ps of all, the Rhode Island Red is an ‘“‘ideal all-purpose fowl” in all 
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progressive breeders in line breeding is already showing the purifying effect 
of that correct method of breeding in the general rich red surface and ob- 
long type which are the Standard characteristics of the breed. 

Line breeding of Rhode Island Reds is far from perfect. Yet, the 
results are wonderful in the power of reproducing, due entirely to line 
breeding in which even at this stage of their breeding, entirely unrelated 
strains of linebred Rhode Island Reds can and are outbred together with 
splendid results. Many of our great winners were outbred specimens 
standing out from their brothers and sisters like stars above the earth. 
Every year some of the very best show specimens, winners of the blue, are 
out-crosses of some high linebred strains. One instance, we recall, is that of 
a pullet here in Texas which won first shape, color special, grand champion 
female of the show, which was from two blood lines. Later she produced 
some very phenomenal winners. Another instance: At Dallas there were 
several winners raised by one man; he defeated a pullet and cockerel bought 
from a big breeder at $175.00 for the pair; and here let me say that this 
' breeder line breeds and wins wherever he shows. There has been so much 
written and said that the amateur may think there is no way to breed Reds 
except line breeding. This is the method I follow, but one can be very 
successful in a small way without line breeding by buying good, strong 
linebred birds, going back after new blood as needed, if quick results are 
wanted. Go to some breeder; tell him just what you wish to pay—and 
don’t think you can buy a $50.00 bird for $10.00; further, don’t think any 
breeder will send you a bird worth only $10.00 and charge you $50.00 for 
it. He knows what his birds are worth and will be glad to send you one that 
is worth the money. He wants you to be pleased. 

Why don’t the other breeds advance with the Reds? In some breeds, 
one man can own about all the winners at Dallas in his variety, but not so 
with the Reds. The veteran breeder of today may win this year; next 
year a breeder of two or three years’ experience will beat him and ‘very 
likely he will do it with outcrossed birds of two or more veteran breeders’ 
blood lines. | 

' The march of the Reds is still unopposed. Keep it so. Line breed 
if you want to, but don’t be afraid to buy a good cock or cockerel or pen 
from your competitor and test it out. It may be just what you have been 
needing to bring your stvain up to the top. 
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THE VALUE OF THE TRAPNEST IN THE 
DEVELOPMENT AND ADVANCEMENT OF 
EXHIBITION RHODE ISLAND REDS

T: superiority of Standardbred fowls over mongrels has been re- 


peatedly proven. In a bulletin from the Colorado Agricultural Col- 

lege, we find in an inquiry conducted by the United States Depart- 

ment of Agriculture covering the flocks of five hundred twenty-five 
farmers and representing thirty thousand fowls, that Standardbred 

fowls have an earning power 40% greater than the mongrelbred poultry. 
This does not take into consideration the greater sales value from a breed- 
ing standpoint for the surplus cockerels and other stock to be disposed of. 
What makes this difference? The bulletin mentioned says it is better 
quality, increased production, more economical production, and early ma- 
turity. Considering these facts, then, we must admit that as a business 
proposition the keeping of well bred stock instead of poor quality pays well, 
even if only a few are kept. Living in an age that is recognized as one of 
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the survival of the fittest it is imperative that we leave nothing undone that 
will advance the interest of our business, be it whatever it may. 

If the four reasons mentioned above make Standardbred fowls of more 
value than mongrels, then why not apply these four qualities to the breeding 
of Standardbreds, causing them in turn to have greater earning power than 
other less carefully bred birds of Standard quality or breeding? To those 
willing to go to the extra expense and trouble, the profit will only be limited 
by the faithfulness and intensiveness of the work. 


There is no way in which this can be accomplished as rapidly and 
thorvughly as by the use of the trapnest. With it the high record layers 
of each flock are discovered with unfailing certainty and accuracy. With it 
large numbers may be tested at the same time and by the same attendant, 
even while attending other duties about the plant. By the proper iden- 
tification mark on each egg as taken from the nest, we are able to pedigree 
each chick hatched and find which female, mated to a given male, produces 
the best chicks as regards Standard markings. This gives us a definite 
means whereby we may learn to mate our fowls to the best advantage in 
future work, eliminating chance to a great extent and putting our mating 
on a scientific basis. Of course if you plan to start your pedigreeing oper- 
ations with only a pair, trio or possibly a pen of birds it would be possible 
for you to learn the shape and color of each female’s egg to such an ex- 
tent that it would be unnecessary to use trapnests. This would lighten the 
work as it would not be necessary to make regular trips to the nests. How- 
ever, as soon as the work is begun in earnest it is advisable to begin by 
che pe as many females as possible in order to make the work worth 
while 

In beginning the work of trapping to improve the flock it is not ad- 
visable to work with poor stock. By securing a start of stock already 
brought to a high degree of perfection your labor will be considerably less- 
ened and the goal reached more quickly. You can purchase stock with the 
qualities you desire bred into them for generations for a fraction of the 
actual cost to you were you to start with mediocre stock and breed them 
up yourself. If you wish to do so though, perceptible progress can be made 
with any kind of stock if careful linebreeding is practiced with the most rigid 
selection of individuals. 

uch has been said and written of late about partial yearly records. 
While these may be of value and doubtless are, in bringing up the general 
flock average and in pedigreeing the offspring, it cannot be of as much 
value as a complete yearly record, showing the period during the year when 
the eggs were laid and finding the females that lay best during the winter. 
Therefore, no breeder who really desires to make rapid strides in the im- 
provement of his flock can afford to use this method who has the time and 
equipment for the continuous work. ‘Too much is left to chance in the partial 
test, as many pullets lay well in the two months or so in the spring recom- 
mended as an index, and later prove of no value whatever as continuous 
producers. 


One of the first qualities to choose for establishment in the flock 
should be the non-broody tendency. This can be developed in connection 
with other desired qualities and need not seriously interfere with any other 
work. The pullet who does not go broody throughout her laying year will 
make a much better record than the one that does, as a rule. It is dis- 
couraging to have a pullet of real exhibition quality start off with promise 
of a great record, only to see her go broody six or more times during the 
height of the season and lose each time seven to twenty-one days from her 
work of making eggs. She is so handicapped thereby that she has little 
chance of overtaking one that has been steadily at it all the time. 


As your work progresses you will have much to think about. When 
you have found the females which combine good production with exhibition 
quality and non-broodiness. some real constructive work may be begun. You 
will then begin your search for the prepotent ones, those hens and males 

at: 
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that have the ability to pass their good qualities on to their offspring. 
Without this, they would be worthless after they had passed the days of 
their individual usefulness. However, if they can pass on to their progeny 
the good points you have bred into them, their value can scarcely be com- 
puted. Here your pedigree work will be invaluable to you as by comparison 
of the young stock you can find which parents are producing the best re- 
sults. In the selection of the males to head your pens and flock, always 
pick them from the best producing females as the influence of the male on 
production is very marked. Many poor flocks of low producers have been 
brought to a high state of production through the use of males from a 
family of good producers and he himself, the son of a high record dam. If 
his full sisters have demonstrated their ability in the trap, so much the better, 
as this goes to prove that the dam is prepotent and if she breeds good 
pullets with producing ability, she will pass this on to her sons as well. 

Select, when possible, for your trapnest work, pullets that have been 
hatched comparatively early in the season or those that reach the age of 
about two hundred days near November first. At this age they will begin 
to lay when properly raised and given a start at this time have a distinct 
advantage over those beginning to lay later in the year or not until the 
first of the following year. While the late-hatched pullets sometimes prove 
the best-colored specimens, and occasionally make good records, as a rule 
the best records are made by those beginning earlier. Those pullets that 
begin to lay before they have seemingly reached maturity have never ap- 
pealed to me. To make a valuable producer they must have a well-devel- 
oped frame, coupled with an abundance of vigor and while these exceptional 
ones who lay at an extremely early age seem to have plenty of vigor, they 
seldom mature into specimens of the proper size. 

While carrying on your work, do not fail to make note of the female 
whose eggs hatch best, the one that shows the highest degree of fertility, 
whose chicks grow best, and that lays the best shaped, sized and colored 
egg. By comparing the fertility of the eggs from each pen you can tell 
whether the hen or the male is to blame for poor fertility, but you will 
find that it is almost every time the individual female. All this informa- 
tion and more that you will gather in your work will be valuable to you in 
the work of building up your flock and your success will largely be measur- 
ed by your ability to make use of this knowledge. Bear in mind always 
that the highest possible layer has not been produced, the perfect bird 
never shown, and no heights reached that you might not by greater progress 
and ability surpass. They might as well be yours when they are developed. 
Why not try? 
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REDUCING BROODINESS IN RHODE 
ISLAND REDS AND IMPROVING 
EGG PRODUCTION

HODE Island Reds are making rapid advancement in every way, 

R but I believe there is room for improvement in their records in the 

egg-laying contests. I know at least that I am getting better re- 

sults in the trapnest than some of the contest stations. I feel that 

my method of handling broody hens, rather than the breeding, should 

be given the credit. Of course, all obstinate broodies should be culled from 

the flock. I have followed this practice for years, but in view of all culling, 

I am sure that in one season of careless handling, my years of work in 
this connection would be almost if not entirely eliminated. 

I think it is an established fact that all breeds will lay more eggs in 
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a year if they are trapped. The reason for this is that they are always 
taken off the nest, or should be, in a short while after laying. At the con- 
tests it is generally the rule to relieve the nests three or four times in the 
morning and two or three times in the afternoon. When early removal is 
practiced, it has a tendency to keep the sitting fever or broody idea away 
from biddy, and gives her more time for consuming the food that is needed 
to make the egg for tomorrow. If she is allowed to stay on the nest very 
long, valuable time is lost to her and you, the chances being that she will 
lack just a little of getting the ingredients to make the next egg, so she 
misses a day. Next day she is all fed up and she will stay longer on the 
nest, so she has not time to gather rations for an egg and she will miss a 
day again; thus she is liable to become an every-other-day layer that will be 
inclined to go broody each thirty days, especially in April, May and June. 

It is a paying proposition to remove all hens from the nests several 
times a day, whether trapped or not; those that have not laid will go back 
on and those that have laid will get busy for tomorrow’s egg. My method 
for handling Mrs. Broody is to place her in a coop the first night she stays 
on the nest. I place her in a slatted bottom coop with wire on all sides ex- 
cept one, on which side the slats are placed perpendicularly one and one-half 
inches apart, the same space being’ used for the slats on bottom of coop. I 
nail pieces on each side of this slat front for brackets and place a board one 
by eight the length of the coop on a level with the slatted bottom. On this 
I place a feed trough almost the length of the board, leaving room for a wa- 
ter can on the end of the feed board. I keep their regular laying mash be- 
fore them at all times and feed them grain only at night and that in the 
mash trough so they will get additional mash. For spring and summer, 
this coop is roofed and placed under a tree where only the morning sun 
hits it. In the early spring I use a smaller coop which I have placed in 
the feed shed. Those who do not trap can band the hen every time she is 
broody and thus learn the persistent broody. I would be glad if all mem- 
bers entering their birds at the egg-laying contests would impress on the 
management the necessity of placing birds in a coop of this kind the first 
night the hen stays on the nest and the part that is just as important—to 
give her a chance at roosting time the third day. 

My birds made better records for me than they did at the contest and 
I am inclined to think it was the method of handling rather than the indi- 
vidual specimen. I have numbers of hens that start laying within the seven 
days after becoming broody; one laid 26 eggs during May and was broody, 
was placed in the coop on the first, let out on the fourth, laid the fifth, 
missed the sixth and finished the month without missing a day. This goes 
to prove that she was in excellent condition under this kind of handling. 
Always give every hen a chance after she has been cooped three nights; if 
she goes on the nest, place her back in the broody coop immediately; let her 
out two days later, and if she is the right kind for heavy egg production, 
she will be done with the broody idea, and in, fine condition to begin laying. 
If she is not that kind, you do not want her if you want to increase your 
egg production in your flock, and I would be sure not to send any of her 
chicks to an egg-laying contest, as the records they would make would not 
be likely to please you or do the breed any good. | | 

Some of the Reds have made some grand records, but with the proper 
handling we can increase the general average in egg production, thereby in- 
creasing the popularity of the breed to the advantage of all in every way. 
Let us all boost for the club and more Reds and do our part to keep them 
in their place, that of the best egg producers as well as the most beautiful 
of all domestic fowls. 
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HOW TO PRODUCE GOOD LAYERS IN 
RHODE ISLAND REDS 
By DONALD I. GOODENOUGH 


N BUILDING up the egg production in a flock of Reds, no doubt most 
of us agree that the trapnest is the best method. However, we can- 
not all take the time for trapnesting and yet would like to see our 
flock improving each year. We keep each year enough chicks for our 
own use, so that we shall have quite a good many more pullets than 
we wish to winter, giving us a chance to cull freely. As soon as the males 
can be picked out we take them out and at the same time we take out all 
chicks that are small or weak and band all that show unusual growth and 
vigor. From this time on the pullets are watched closely and any that show 
signs of weakness or lack of vigor are taken out and as they begin to 
teather, those showing poor color are culled and fattened. 
When they are nearly ready to lay and their combs are full and red, 
we take them from range to the laying houses, cull:them again very care- 
fully, especially for vigor and early maturity, taking out all that are much 
behind the rest in starting to lay. : 
At this time, if we have kept plenty of youn chicks to start with, 
our houses are well filled with the very best pullets. These pullets should 
lay well until the middle of the following summer. Then as soon as pro- 
duction falls much below 50 per cent it is time to start culling. 
All broody hens have been banded with celluloid bands each time they 
were broody. ‘That is, hens having been broody once will have one band, 
those having been broody twice, two bands, and so on. All hens that have 
' laid well through winter and early summer will have lost most of the 
yellow from their faces and shanks, so in culling we take out those show- 
ing much yellow color, also those with pale shrunken combs, hard fat in 
the abdomen, pelvic bones hard, rigid and close together, skin thick and 
inclined to be tight, and also hens having been broody too often. 
We cull every week or two until October. Sometime in October we 
go over the rest of the flock and pick our breeders for the following year. 
In selecting breeders we follow very closely the general instructions of the 
poultry departments of agricultural colleges as follows: 
High Producer— 
Comb—red, large, silky, full. 
Vent—white or bluish white, broad, moist. 
Eyes—prominent, set well apart. 
Eye ring, ear lobe and beak—white. 
Face—rather lean and free from yellow color. 
Shanks—white, thin and fat. 
Pelvic bones—wide apart, soft and pliable. 
Lateral processes of the, breast bone—soft, prominent, pliable. 
Skin—thin, loose, absence of hard fat. 
Back—broad, carrying well out to the tail. 
Body—deep both front and rear, slab-sided. 
Plumage—ragged, worn, late molt. 

Low Producer— 
Comb—pale, small, shriveled. 
Vent—yellow, shrunken, dry. 
Kiyes—shrunken, turning in toward beak. 
Eye ring, ear lobe and beak—yellow. 
Face—heavily fleshed and yellow. 
Shanks—yellow, round, full. 
Pelvic bones—close together, hard and rigid. 
Pelvic to breast bone—shallow or full of hard fat. 
Lateral processes of breast bone—hard, ridged, covered with flesh. 
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Skin—thick, underlaid with fat. 
Back—narrow and sloping. 
Body—shallow and round. 
Plumage—molting or completed molt. 
To my readers, I would advise a close study of these indications as 
outlined above for success in producing good layers in Rhode Island Reds. 
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OF WHAT RELATION IS FEEDING FOR 
EGG PRODUCTION TO BREEDING — 
FOR EGG PRODUCTION?

HE hen has come to be generally recognized as a machine, a natural 
one, taking the raw material: in the form of feed and producing 
therefrom one of the few perfect foods for human consumption—eggs. 
She is without a rival in her work as no product of human skill and 
ingenuity has been devised to compete with her. Therefore, it is 

the work of the breeders to further increase her efficiency rather than seek 
a substitute. 

Abundant proof is available to show that high egg production is the 
outcome of breeding rather than feeding. One of our leading agricultural 
colleges has completed a test along these lines. Several mongrel pullets 
were bought at random from a big city market. These were kept under 


ideal conditions for a year and made an average laying record for the year 


» 


of seventy-two eggs. The next breeding season they were mated to a cock- 
erel from a line of heavy producers, and pullets raised from this cross laid 
an average of one hundred fifty-six eggs, or more than double the record of 
their dams. This shows clearly the value of breeding in relation to feed, 
as no amount of any kind of feed would have caused these pullets of the first 
cross to lay as they did without the influence of the bred-to-lay male. 

The relation of feed and breeding to production is generally understood 
by successful breeders, but is perhaps not so well understood by the great 
army of beginners. All are aware, however, that a hen of any kind of breed- 
ing cannot produce eggs unless proper feeding methods are practiced by the 
poultry raiser or keeper. If only sufficient feed is given the hen to maintain 
health and body, be she mongrel or high production bred, she cannot pro- 
duce eggs which are the product of surplus feed. 

It is the ability of the hen to make use of this surplus feed that deter- 
mines her efficiency as an egg producer and if she has been bred over a 
long term of years to produce the maximum amount of eggs, then her ten-- 
dency is to do this, naturally. Her breeding has already fixed her capacity 
which in turn determines her possibilities. No amount of the most per- 
fectly balanced feed will cause her to: produce a greater amount of eggs 
after her capacity has been reached. It is much the same as with dairy 
cattle. While on a tour to several of the most successful dairy farms 
in the South recently, one of the breeders explained to the writer his 
method of determining the amount of feed for each cow. He began with a 
normal amount of feed or perfectly. balanced ration, gradually increasing 
the amount each day as long as the cow’s production increased. When she 
failed to produce more milk in return for the increase in the amount of 
feed, he ceased to increase the feed as her capacity had been reached and 
no amount of feed would cause the flow of milk to increase. 

If breeders are to profit from the keeping of domestic fowl, it is up to 
them, so to speak, to increase the capacity of their individual hens rather than 
the capacity of the plant. A certain amount of feed is necessary to main- 
tain the life of their “machines”; therefore, the lesser the number they can 
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breed to produce a given number of eggs the greater the profits. No doubt 
the mongrel or haphazard bred female can possibly be made to double her 
yearly production by scientific feeding and care but when her capacity has 
been reached with this extra care and feed she falls far short of the record 
made by her bred-to-lay sister with greater capacity bred in her. 

Several factors govern the capacity of the female and must be con- 
sidered in the breeding operations to give her ability as a producer, or 
rather an economical one. We should set several marks for her to reach 
and in this way test her out for use as a breeder. A reasonable amount of 
time should be allowed for maturity and all failing to mature in this period 
should be discarded as future breeders and all their blood eliminated from 
the flock. Those taking an unreasonable time to mature consume so much 
feed that the possible profit per bird'is materially decreased. While certain 
feeds have a tendency to mature them more quickly than others, neverthe- 
less this is a quality that is hereditary and can be bred in them to such an 
extent that it will become a fixed characteristic. A minimum yearly pro- 
duction should also be set and all pullets failing to reach it should be dis- 
carded along with the slow maturing ones, taking into consideration the 
time of year in which the eggs are laid, which determines to a great ex- 
tent their value owing to the higher prices prevailing in the winter period 
of high prices. 

After a flock of high producers has been secured give them the care- 
ful attention they deserve, feeding them all the well balanced mash they 
can consume as we now have an efficient flock and the more raw material 
of the right kind we can get them to consume the greater will be the return 
in eggs. Have a well planned feeding schedule, feeding a good scratch 
grain at regular times each day, which will maintain the health and vigor of 
your flock while under the strain of heavy production. They learn to look 
for the grain feed each day at the regular time and if it is withheld the 
production will suffer a slump at once. 
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J UDGING RHODE ISLAND REDS 
By H. L. MAPES 
A NY advice or suggestions I can make regarding the judging of Reds 


must be aimed primarily at the novice, for those of you who have 


been breeding and showing Reds for any length of time have al- 
ready found out by experience practically everything that I could 
have absorbed. 

I have had the good fortune to handle some of the greatest classes 
of Reds yet shown and for that reason alone I am induced to make even 
the slightest pretense of, giving advice. 

If, in the very first start, one does not love Reds, I feel sure he will 
never make a successful Red judge. There are men, endowed with almost 
unfailing judgment in connection with animals, who judge well every breed, 
but the average mortal will do well to confine activities to the one or two 
breeds in which he or she may be deeply interested. 

My chief suggestion to anyone who is now judging, or expects to judge 
Reds, is that they make the Standard of Perfection their Bible, so to speak. 
This Standard was adopted only after careful study on the part of the 
committee and often having the advice of every known expert, and no mat- 
ter whether or not you like every point in this Standard, you are in duty 
bound to put aside, absolutely, every idea or whim of your own and award 
your prizes not on what you like but on what the Standard demands. 

We who are judges constantly hear it said to us that we like this or that 
shade, dislike this or that defect, and do not mind other defects. This 
comes from the fact that sometimes, in awarding prizes, it may seem 
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to the casual observer that we have certain likes and dislikes, while as a 
matter of fact, we have made the decision not because we might condone the 
defect, but for the reason that, even with the*defect, we felt that, all 
around, the bird came nearest to fulfilling all the Standard requirements. 
I realize that no matter how hard you try along the line I have outlined, 
you will still hear the “like and dislike” remarks, but you will simply have 
to hew close ‘to the Standard and let the criticism take care of itself. 

I have myself been shown letters from big breeders to customers, 
stating that the bird they were sending would go high with me because I 
was not severe on black striping in male’s hackles. As a matter of fact, I 
believe, according to the Standard, that any surface defect is a most ser- 
ious one, and in judging I certainly take full cognizance of the defect; but, 
because at some time J have placed high a bird with striping, some one gets 
the idea that I am lenient with this defect. 

I do believe that some judges are inclined to judge according to some 
pet ideas of their own, but I warn everyone against this practice, for suc- 
cess will only come by following the rules of the game, and in this sport, 
the Standard is the one and only authority. 

It is, perhaps, natural that a judge should too severely penalize a fault 
which stands out prominently from the aisle, but that is one thing you 
should guard against most carefully. Never let a thought of the aisle 
judges enter your head or you will be lost. The man who can really 
judge and at the same time please the aisle judges does not exist, and you 
will only succeed by judging as you know you should, rather than with the 
thought in mind that there will surely be a lot of criticism if a first prize 
bird shows a defect easily noticed from the aisle. The best bird should 
win, and defects which can be plainly seen should not be magnified, but 
should have only the same consideration as the defects which may not be 
seen by the aisle judges. Remember that a bad comb or a poor colored eye 
are merely defects, even though they can be seen at a glance. Do your 
own judging and let the aisle judges do theirs. 

I might take up the question of the correct shade of Reds, but this 
subject has been most capably handled by Mr. Card in numerous articles 
published in the poultry press, and I, for one, am very sure that you will 
make no mistake in following his advice on this score. 


The Reds winning at the big shows are generally of the shade most 
desirable and it is this shade which, more than any one thing, has given 
the Reds the general popularity they now enjoy. I have a fairly good mem- 
ory for birds I have seen in the past and when I read some of the effusions 
about getting away from the ideal shade of the past and compare the 
great winners of ten or even five years ago with our present day winners, 
I am more than a little amused. It is true that in the past there have been 
outstanding birds, but as a matter of fact they were outstanding because 
they were the forerunners of what we have today in great numbers; and, 
too, they were about the same rich, dark color as our winners today. 2 

I still have preserved in good condition feathers taken from Sensation 
when he was a cockerel and again when he was a cock bird, and even under 
strong glasses it is absolutely impossible to tell these feathers from those 
taken from first cockerel at Syracuse last September, and from those of 
first cock at the Garden this past season. Sensation was a sensation, simply 
because he was several years ahead of his time. 


Birds are sometimes winning when their shade of Red is not most 
desirable, but also birds are winning with lack of black in wings, with 
peppered wing bows and numerous other defects. These birds are winning 
not on account of the defects but in spite of them, and the birds which are 
too dark are winning not because of the particular shade but in spite of it. 
The judge simply feels that, all around, the bird is the nearest to the 
Standard ideal, and it is just as foolish to criticise him on the score of 
poor shade of the winners as it would be to criticise the winners on ac- 
count of some other defect. 
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As a matter of fact, the shade of Red seen at the larger shows is 
practically the same from one end of the line to the other. Here and there 
you will find an exception but taken as a class you will find really but one 
shade. 


As to the actual detail of judging, hardly any two judges work alike 
and no one method combines all the good points and escapes, all the bad 
ones. Usually the Red classes are so large that unusual care must be 
taken and I keep a rather complete record of every bird. The notes are 
kept in a regular. note book and not marked on the coop card, for I have 
found that even months after a show some one who is interested writes me 
about particular birds, and it would be impossible to answer properly ex- 
cept in the case of some outstanding entry. 


I usually go over a class just for type, trying to get the bird in its 
natural station and not an unusual one. I never under any circumstances 
use a stick and I personally do not believe it a good practice to attempt 
to make a bird pose. I take notes of all the good and bad points in type, 
and then start through the class for a detailed examination. Every section 
is noted for good and bad points and a record kept. 


As one goes through a class in this way, there will be a few specimens 
so defective generally that they can be eliminated from further considera- 
tion, but I never throw a bird out of competition on the first time over, un- 
less the good points are few and the defects serious. Then, with my notes 
before me and a second examination from the outside, I may be able to 
determine that a few others are defective enough in type and color to be 
passed over, and it then comes to a question of comparison. 


Reasonably careful examination should soon get the class down to 
eight or ten birds and it will now be necessary to compare fully every 
entry with the others left in, and by elimination determine which ones 
should be placed and their respective ranks. 

In some cases there is one outstanding specimen, and if this is the 
case your work is just that much lighter. Usually the hardest contest is 
between the birds placed fourth and fifth and one or two which finally 
land outside the ribbons. 

We read many articles in the acuiery press calling for judging before 
the public is admitted and while there may be some arguments in favor 
of this plan, I feel sure that in this country it would not meet with success. 
Generally speaking, it is the public which supports the shows and while 
many of our visitors are not particularly interested in the actual work of 
the judging they still feel that they like to be around when the judging 
is done. This is, of course, a great factor in the dog and horse shows, but 
it is a great enough element of the poultry shows to make it worth while 
to have the judging going on while the show is open. 


‘Personally, unless the crowd is so great as to hamper the proper han- 
dling of birds, I prefer to judge with the aisle open, so that those fanciers 
who may be interested may look over the birds as they are being handled. 
I believe a great deal of good can come from this method and I surely think 
that it helps wonderfully as a sporting proposition. Anyone likely to be at 
all flustered by the crowd would better not try this method, but my own 
idea is that anyone who might be bothered by having exhibitors around 
him when judging should take up some other line of endeavor or sport. 
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A CRITICISM ON RHODE ISLAND RED 
| JUDGING

ARK TWAIN was wont to say, “Everybody talks about the weather, 
but nobody does anything about it.” There has been a great deal 
of talk about the judging of Reds and not very much done about it. 
Every man who is worth his salt makes mistakes. The writer freely 
confesses to having made fully his share of them, possibly more 

than the average, and with this thought in mind we can all do better work 
by being more careful, painstaking and conscientious in our judging. 

This article. is not written in a carping or fault-finding spirit, but 
rather with the hope that possibly it may lead to a general discussion of 
the principles underlying the correct judging of Reds and that it might be 
helpful in getting the many judges together in their views as to what con- 
stitutes a Standard Rhode Island Red. 


In thirteen years’ experience in breeding, following the shows and judg- 
ing it did seem to me for a long time that there were just about as many 
different ideas about judging as there were judges and it was almost a 
hopeless task to select birds that would be consistent winners, as one judge 
would pick certain types and colors while the next one would want something 
entirely different. The writer has seen disqualified specimens in the rib- 
bons many times, and has seen roach-backed, knock-kneed, split-winged, 
Leghorn-type, Langshan-shaped and even pure white-lobed birds win simply 
on account of their being pretty good in color. Yea, even birds with solid 
white primaries and with lots of pure white in neck, back and tail win 
over sound colored birds because the sound colored bird had lost his comb 
by freezing. 

Other judges seemed to think that the undercolor of the back was the 
only important section on the bird and if that particular spot happened 
to be good they placed, regardless of anything else. Much of the poor 
work was on account of the judge’s inability to recognize surface faults. 
It seemed that the average man was Able to see faults in the undercolor long 
before he was able to realize what was meant by level, even, uniform 
surface. Some of this poor work was due to carelessness, while the most 
of it was just pure ignorance. They simply did not know any better. Some 
of the worst offenders are some of the old-timers who have kept right on 
judging and placing Reds just as they did twenty years ago. Now most 
of us know that not more than fifteen years ago Reds with two or three 
shades of surface color if reasonably good in type and undercolor had a 
good chance to win even in some of the larger shows. The Red breeders 


- 


were, however, a keen lot and improved their favorite breed very rapidly. . 


Saddles and necks were quickly brought somewhere near the back and wing- 


bow color, and during the last six or eight years they have been working 
ou the more difficult problems of darker breasts, darker bodies and darker 
fiuffs. The improvement in these sections has been little short of miraculous 
when we consider that Mother Nature does not seem to agree with us that 
these sections should be as dark as the upper part of the bird. 

Sad to relate, many of the judges did not keep pace with the better 
breeders in these particular points and kept right on placing birds with light 
saddles, hackles, breasts and bodies long after the day of such specimens 
had passed. The judges who ride hobbies or are addicted to fads are 
those who have allowed themselves to be carried away by the fancied 
importance of one or more sections to the exclusion of the value of the 


bird as a whole, and this class of judges has worked an immense amount. 


of harm to the breed. The beginner with Reds has suffered especially at 
their hands, for he (the beginner) naturally looks up to the judge as a 
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sort of superman who could not possibly make a mistake and he naturally 
adopts these same ideas that were imparted to him by this faddist judge; 
so when this beginner steps out into fast company in a real show with a 
competent judge he often feels that he is not getting a square deal because 
this real judge’s ideas do not square with what he has already been taught. 
In some cases it may take several years for him to get straightened out 
and on the right road. 

In talking to Red breeders we soon find out that they make as much 
of a study of the judge under whom they are to show as they do of the 
birds themselves and many of us would be surprised if we could but know 
just how shrewdly these breeders have the judges sized up and their weak 
points as well as their good qualities dissected. I have heard them say, 
“This judge likes them dark”; another, “If there is any slate in the bird, no 
use showing under Judge Blank”; still another, “This fellow likes ‘em big, 
the bigger the better.” Again, “This judge never sees breast color” again, 
“This man is a crank on shank color,” etc., and strange to say they are 
nearly always right. 

There is, however, one very encouraging fact, and that is that the 
judging is getting better. Probably the outstanding reason for this im- 
provement is the splendid work done by the Rhode Island Red Club of 
America which has been blessed with high class, ultra-efficient officers 
for many years, and through the official organ, The Rhode Island Red 
Journal, has conducted an educational campaign that has had far-reaching 
influence with both breeders and judges. 

We have a number of outstanding figures among the Red judges, men 
whose work has been of such a high quality that their names have become 
household words wherever Reds are bred and shown. These men are 
worthy of the highest commendation, not only for their high class, con- 
sistent work in judging but for the information which they have so gener- 
ously passed along until its leaven is spreading through the whole mass. 
They have insisted upon good size, type, uniform surface and correct car- 
riage and have resolutely kept themselves free from fads and fancies. 


It seems that the essentials of Red judging are not so difficult or com- 
plicated as many regard them, if we bear in mind that first of all we want 
a good, solid, substantial chicken before we proceed to dress it up in 
feathers. Primarily, we want the characteristic Rhode Island Red shape 
or type, and by good type we mean much more than merely a long back 
and low tail, although these twe points are important. In addition to 
these we want a bird of good Standard size, neither too small or much 
over-weight. We want them wide and deep in body, which should be well 
balanced on good strong shanks set well apart. We also want that long 
under line as many birds are good in back shape but fail completely on 
shape of lower body and breast. We want none of these little narrow, 
roach-backed fellows without enough substance to make a good roast. The 
long body, low carried breast, forward carriage of head and moderately 
close fitting plumage are breed characters and should be insisted on. 


Next in importance after correct size and shape is surface color, and 
our late national secretary, Mr. W. H. Card (than whom no better Red judge 
lived) told us repeatedly that even, uniform surface is of prime importance, 
going so far as to say that the particular shade of red does not matter so 
one as it is of one even color from beak to where it breaks into the black 
tai 

In accepting this truth please bear in mind that Mr. Card said, ‘The 
particular shade of red.”’” He does not say brown, and the writer regrets 
to see so many brown birds in the ribbons simply on account of their even 
surface. For no matter who says to the contrary, the fact remains that 
brown is not red and whenever we accept brown as the correct color we 
should change the name of the breed. 

What the writer personally likes is a red as dark as can be had and 
still remain red and retain its high gloss on the males, something like the 
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ox-heart cherry with its high gloss and dark red shade. The importance 
of rich, sound undercolor can hardly be overestimated when such under- 
color is combined with correct surface and good type, but the best under- 
color in the world when found on a specimen with uneven surface is of no 
value, thus proving again Mr. Card’s contention that undercolor is after all 
a minor point. | 

There seem to be two distinct kinds of undercolor in Reds. One ap- 
pears to be a mixture of red and blue producing the well-known wine 
color or purplish cast to the feathers. This shade is prone to be associated 
with light gray in different sections, especially at base of tail. It also is 
found in connection with the defect known as silver barring which is 
simply a tendency toward white. In this particular kind of undercolor 
we seldom—lI believe I can say never—find the much prized sheen or silky 
appearance. 

The second kind of undercolor which is found in high class birds appears 
upon a very close examination to be Red with a slight mixture of yellow, 
not enough to give it an orange cast but yellow just the same. It is in 
this kind of undercolor that we find the much desired sheen or fire. This 
undercolor in its perfection and when combined with the proper surface is 
one of the most beautiful things in nature and should be constantly in the 
judge’s mind as his “ne plus ultra.” 

In discounting color faults we should bear in mind that black is a 
natural color in Reds and whenever it is found in too great a degree or 
out of place should not be penalized nearly as severely as light gray or 
white. This light gray or mouse color is simply a mixture of black and 
white and is very undesirable, while the silver barring so often found is a 
mixture of red and white and is an equally grave fault. 


Some judges seem blind to mealiness, others overlook shafting, while 
still others seem not to see lacing although these surface faults are all 
serious, detracting as they do from the soft, level shade desired. Slight 
peppering in wing bows and black striping in necks are both common faults 
and are both rather important, showing as they do in the surface. Smut 
or dark slate in undercolor should not be considered as great a defect as 
many other faults, although we want very little of it in the showroom and 
a bird free from this defect could naturally win over the one carrying it, 
other points being equal. White in this section is very serious. It is the 
bane of the Red breeder and is very difficult to breed out, there being one 
important exception to this rule. Mr. Card said that a little white over 
the hips is usually caused by the bird having been out of condition when 
these feathers were growing. This is undoubtedly true in many cases, but 
the writer has seen birds where this defect seemed to be inherent coming 
back persistently when removed, so I believe the safest plan is to discount 
the white severely whenever found. 

In score card shows we should be especially careful when we find what 
I shall designate as a major fault to cut this fault severely enough to put 
the bird out of the running. For instance, a bird with a light or pumpkin 
neck should be cut right up to the color limit for the section as this is a 
major defect and the bird is without value, no matter we good he may 
be in other sections. 

‘Now a bird with a defect in the undercolor (unless it sheuie be white) 
should be cut more leniently as this is what I shall call a minor fault. 
Wings carrying too much black or not quite enough should not be penalized 
severely for this, but if a wing should carry light-colored, weak, _washy 
flights ‘the cut should be as severe as the Standard allows, as this is very 
serious. We want a dark, even Red in the flights as these weak, washy 
wing's will breed on nearly every time. 


The idea of taking out several of the better specimens in the class 
for actual comparison is splendid and is, I believe, now commonly practiced 
by nearly all judges. Of course, every judge and breeder should own a 
copy of the 1923 “Standard of Perfection” but for fear that all have not 
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yet procured their copy, I will mention a few of the changes since the 
1915 edition, as follows: Any positive white in lobe, split wing, slipped 
wing, or twisted feather in wing or. tail now constitute a disqualification. 
Any form of processing which has resulted in altering the shade of color 
naturally carried by the specimen is now classed as faking. Pullet weight © 
has been increased one half pound. Carriage of female tail is now slightly 
lower. Back is now required to be “broad” its entire length, as well as 
many other changes. ~ 

: This article was ‘not written for the purpose of discrediting any judge 
but for the purpose of advancing the interests of the breed by discussing 
these many points of interest, and with the hope that such discussion may 
lead to more uniform, consistent work. So here’s hoping that we can all 
get together in doing justice to the birds themselves and to the breeders 
of this, the greatest fowl on earth, the Rhode Island Red.

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THE BROODING OF BABY CHICKS.

e HE brooding of chicks is a great problem in these days, when so many 

-’ of us are depending upon poultry raising as a means of a living, 

or, for the small back-yard fancier, a way in which to raise a few 

chicks in order to have fresh eggs for the table, and a fresh frier 
once in a while for his family. 

To begin. with, the man or woman who is not willing to work, or who 
does not keep his interest sharpened by strict attention to details, will be 
money in if he does- not start at all. 
| There are a good many things to be taken into consideration in the 
proper brooding of chicks, among them being the location or rather the 
‘part of the country in which you live, the number of chicks to be raised, 
and the kind of soil and drainage of the soil. 

I was fortunate enough in the year 1915, during the World’s Fair at 
San Francisco, to be able to visit the largest chicken town in the world (or 
it was at that time) at Petaluma, where I saw thousands upon thousands of 
‘White Leghorns being raised, practically all being hatched with incubators 
and raised in. brooders. I found the soil there very sandy and especially 
adapted to the raising of chicks. Of course they do not have the brooding 
problems there that we do here because of the climatic conditions, which are 
very favorable to the health of the chick from Feb. 1 until the chick is well 
along, out of the brooding house and out on the range. 

But they have other problems that do not bother us so much; namely, 
the problem of giving their brooder chicks a run on green grass. I did not 
see a spear of green grass in Petaluma. Every bit of green food has to 
be imported in the shape of lettuce, kale, or other roots that are relished by 
the chicks, and we all know that the chick should have an abundance of 
vitamines such as these green feeds provide, in order to do their best. 

Here in the east we are up against an entirely different proposition, 
because of the difference in soils, some being sandy and others being of 
clay and very damp. Also our severe climatic changes from Feb. 1 until 
late in the season make it difficult at times to know ba where and how to 
brood our chicks. 

Success with our chicks depends in a large part upon the ‘preparation 
that is given way back long before our chicks get to the brooder, that is to 
say, in the breeding ‘pen, before an egg is laid that will ultimately hatch 
the chick. Breeding stock must be fed right with the right kind of grains, 
plenty of green feed and some kind of milk, if we can possibly get it. Here 
is where your chick starts, and although a poorly fed pen of breeders may 
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produce a few chicks, they will not have the stamina that chicks from a 
well-fed pen will have. 

Then they must be hatched right, so that when they are taken from the 
incubator they will be all aboard for the next stop, which, of course, is the 
brooder. I am _ speaking now of the incubator-hatched chicks. The 
brooding equipment should be on hand early and should be running a day or 
two before the chicks are to be put into it. There are a great many kinds 
and descriptions of brooders, but the one I believe that has revolutionized 
the industry, especially for the commercial breeder, is the coal-burning 
brooder or the oil-burning brooder, which, if properly handled, will raise 
every healthy chick to maturity. Ideal brooding conditions have been cre- 
ated by the advent of these brooders, the labor item has been reduced con- 
siderably, and the loss is practicaily nothing in comparison to the methods 
which you and I used some 8 or 10 years ago, when it was certainly some 
proposition to raise a flock to maturity, especially during the brooding per- 
iod, without great loss. 

The colony brooder or stove I find is best operated in an individual 
house that has been thoroughly disinfected and whitewashed, or painted 
with Carbola. The advantage of the colony house is the fact that it can 
be easily moved to a new plot when the chicks have contaminated the 
ground to such an extent that it is not usable. 


The house should be at least ten by twelve for a stove of 500 capacity. 
Good litter, about an inch or so around the floor, should be put in and now 
you are ready to take the chicks from the incubator. Chicks should be at 
least 48 hours old before they are put in the brooder house. They are 
hatched at a temperature of 108 degrees, and for the first few weeks of 
their life, it is very urgent that they have the proper warmth. They should 
be kept at a temperature in which they are comfortable. We all know that 
the high death rate period in a chick’s life is in the first six weeks of 
brooding. In the colony brooder idea the chick is not confined to any 
certain degree of temperature, but will soon become adapted to the proper 
range of heat, and will find its own place in the brooder house. Go into any 
good brooder house just before dark, and you will find the little fellows 
lying around the brooder in a circle which will generally be just the 
same shape as the canopy above them. This is as it should be and in cold 
weather they will be nearer the stove than in the warmer weather. 

It is generally a good thing to put a piece of fine chicken wire around 
the brooder, just outside the canopy, when the chicks are first put in the 
brooder house, so that they will not stray away into a corner and get. 
chilled. It is only a matter of a few days before they will get accustomed 
to their new home, and then the wire can be taken down. 

There are three things in the brooding of chicks that I wish to impress 
upon your mind, and they can never be overestimated. One is to hold back 
on feed for the ‘first week or two, feeding sparingly, but often; second, be 
sure your brooder is supplying plenty, of heat for the first four weeks; and 
the third is strict attention to the sanitary condition of your coops. Keep 
them scrupulously clean. 

Mash hoppers for the chicks’ starting feed should be put in the coop, 
and drinking vessels for their water and milk. It is a good plan to put 
a record sheet on the side of the wall in which different conditions in the 
building can be noted down and here you can record the mortality record 
and also a record on the behavior of the stove so far as temperature is con- 
gone and this will be valuable in future broodings in this particular 

ouse. 

Should cannibalism or toe picking develop in a certain Ronee: eee ee 
good plan to slightly darken the window or windows with cheesecloth or 
newspapers to such an extent that the chicks cannot see as readily and are 
not attracted to the blood or the shining toes of the other chicks. 

Brooder chicks should be put out on the ground as soon as possible as 
I believe they are more prone to leg-weakness than hen-hatched chicks, be-

cause of their crowding, etc. If your chicks do develop leg-weakness in the 
brooder before you have had a chance to get them out on the ground, I 
have found that ordinary baking soda in the drinking water has stopped 
some severe cases without changing the rations or the conditions under 
which they are kept. However, the main thing is to get the chicks out on 
the ground before they are a week old, even in winter. Shovel snow if 
need be to get them on the ground. I cannot recall ever having heard of a 
case of leg-weakness in a brooder flock where the chicks have good-sized 
outdoor runs and a good amount of litter on the brooder house floor, in which 
the fine scratch grains furnished plenty of exercise for the little fellows. 
To sum up, the knowledge that we should have, if leg-weakness develops 
in our brooder chicks, is this: Get the affected chicks out on the ground 
and give as much space as possible. Feed a ration of standard feeds with 
a reasonable variety. Supply green food such as germinated or sprouted 
oats, and for immediate relief in bad cases, give ordinary baking soda in 
drinking water for two days—one tablespoonful to five gallons of water. 

Now what I have said about brooding is in part or mostly for the large 
or commercial poultryman that raises hundreds or thousands of chicks by 
the colony system that I have explained. 

Let us consider the small or back yard breeder for a while, who raises 
less than a hundred chicks or buys two or three dozen from the store, or 
hatchery. More chicks are killed outright by this class of breeders be- 
cause of improper feeding and brooding than by all your real commercial 
poultry breeders put together. When they get the chicks home the children 
are generally allowed to maul them until they are started on the. down- 
ward path to begin with. Then they will look around for some kind of a 
hat box or soap box to put them in, and whatever they grab first, that’s 
the chicks’ brooder. Then they are given all the water they want to 
drink and stuffed with any kind of grain and when they develop white 
diarrhea or something just as bad, the poor dealer or breeder of the chicks is 
cursed because his stock i$ not healthy and must be diseased. 

I know of a number of dealers and I believe the time is coming’ when 
every dealer that sells baby chicks should send out a small but comprehen- 
sive set of instructions with every sale of chicks, on what to do when you 
get the chicks home and open the box; what to feed, when and how often, 
and how to brood. 

Personally speaking, for a flock of from a dozen to fifty chicks I 
would prefer an International hover or Putnam brooder. I have used Put- 
nam brooders for my small pedigreed flocks of Reds for years; and I have 
never lost a single chick from defective brooding. 

I am not here to advertise any make or makes of brooders, as I am 
only interested in telling what I know to be a fact, but for a man with a 
few chicks in his back yard I could recommend either of these brooders 
along with a few others that I know are good. They are not expensive 
and will do the work. 


Then there is the man that uses sitting hens to raise a few chicks 
with. After the chicks are hatched it is a good plan to thoroughly dust 
the hen with a good lice powder and see that there are no head lice on the 
chicks. By all means, thoroughly disinfect the brood coop before placing 
the hen and chicks therein, using some good lice paint diluted with kerosene 
in the proportion of 75 per cent kerosene to 25 per cent lice paint. Use it 
at least four days before placing the hen and chicks in the coop. 


I think it is the best plan in hen-brooded chicks to shut the hen in a 
small brood coop and after the chicks are a week or so old, allow them to 
run in a small run as large as is consistent with the size of your place. If 
the hen is allowed to roam all over the place the chicks are liable to be-— 
come chilled from the wet grass in the early morning hours, and also are 
a prey for hawks or foxy cats. Above all keep your coop clean and free 
from lice, and you will not have much trouble with hen-brooded chicks. 

To sum up the whole situation in regard to the brooding of chicks, I 
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would say, “Given good strong chicks, well hatched, the man or woman 
who can raise a good big percentage of them into large, vigorous pullets 
and cockerels will be sure to make a handsome profit and get a world of 
pleasure from the poultry business.” 

Success with the brooder requires close application to the work, a good 
and complete knowledge of the needs of the chicks, and the proper equip- 
ment to do the work correctly. 

A natural liking for the work and an ability to tend strictly to details 
insure your success with chicks.

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HOLDING AND IMPROVING THE COLOR 
OF REDS 


By MAURICE F. DELANO 


HEN a letter came from Mrs. Mahood, the president of our club 
W about two months ago asking me to write an article for the 1924 


Red Hen Tales on the above subject, it looked like a very simple 

and easy thing to do, and I promised to produce the article. 

Last year I was assigned the subject, “How to Breed for Type.” 
After Secretary Card had received and read that article he wrote me that 
“what I had written regarding the relation of breadth and character of the 
feather in its relation to the type of the bird had struck him so forcibly 
that he was taking it as the theme of one of his syndicated articles.” So 
much has been written regarding breeding for color which in all probability 
has covered every phase cof the question, that it will be a miracle if I bring 
out anything that is really new in this article. All I can tell you is my 
method of breeding in order to hold end improve my color. 


Twenty years ago next November it was my pleasure and privilege to 
judge the Reds at the World’s Fair, St. Louis. Up to that time the majority 
of the winning birds throughout the country were distinctly two or three color 
birds. They were sound but not even. At St. Louis I found a cockerel] that 
was not only sound but absolutely even all over, with splendid head and 
fine type. I placed him first and told the breeders that the ideal Red could 
be and should be even in color. Two months later I found the same cockerel 
at Madison Square Garden where I was judging, and again placed him first. 
At Boston two weeks later this same cockerel was placed first by Dr. 
Aldrich and I was delighted to have it happen, as there had been some 
hammering of this even colored bird’s winning by two or three of the 
poultry editor reporters after the World’s Fair. I had seen an occasional 
even colored bird pricr to 1904, but none in the class with that cockerel. 
No one man had quite as much to do with the early development of Reds as 
did Dr. Aldrich of Fall River. He had real vision, ranked as the best judge 
of his day, and when he passed away so suddenly in his prime, the Reds 
lost a stalwart friend and a man that had been of prime importance in 
their early development. 


I have given you this incident because, to my knowledge, I was the 
first judge to select and place a bird primarily because he was even, This 
was my ideal then and I have held steadily to it ever since. My pleasure 
is in breeding and raising-a bird that is even, and stays even. 


In 1910 I raised a cockerel that was undoubtedly the richest surface and 
undercolor cockerel that had been produced up to that time, and this male 
was absolutely even. He won first at Madison Square Garden in 1911. This 
cockerel’s blood is still carried quite largely by my male line. In 1914 I 


raised a cockerel that won first at the Coliseum, Chicago Show, and a few ~ 


weeks later won first at Boston. This double winning clearly made him 
the champion of the year. I was offered and refused $1000.00 for this 
cockerel. He was held because in my opinion he was the greatest colored 
bird that had yet been prduced and I could not afford to sell him. This 
male was grandson of the 1911 winner. I am giving this history, not to 
call your attention to any winning made by me ten or more years ago, but 
to show you that I have had real experience in trying to breed to hold and 


improve color. These two fine males had splendid size and bone, were very © 


long, had good heads, and as has been previously said, they had superb 
color; but they had one defect in common—their legs were set just ahead 
of the middle and they both sloped slightly to the rear. My problem has 
been to reproduce and improve if possible their superb BORE, and have their 
descendants balance evenly and stand level, 
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In all my breeding experience I have never been afraid to use excess 
black in my matings; neither do I know of any successful breeder who has 
not done so. Part of my matings each year are clean on both sides and 
free from excess but the next year, I always work in some of the blood of 


a parallel line that carries a little excess properly placed. When mating - 


the champion cockerel of 1914 I went through my flock very carefully..and. 
placed with him just the females I had of the proper color and that balanced. 
perfectly on their legs, and still lacked two. I made a trip to the yards. 
of a breeder who had similar foundation to mine, and could not find a. 
female to suit me. When we reached the last pen he told me it was useless. 
to go in, as they were his reserve birds. I asked permission to handle, and 
finally asked a price on two pullets that carried a smut-bar. He said they, 
were not for sale. When pressed to put a price on them, he finally laugh-. 
ingly said $100 each, and I immediately took them. Even then he would 
like to have kept the pullets, as he thought his price prohibitive for smut-- 
bar females, but I brought them home, added to my mating, and secured. 
to level birds that were primarily from a female line and just. the birds. 
I wanted to complete that pen. Today I have blood lines throughout my. 
flock from my own females with that male, and from these two smut-bar 
females, and they were a real investment for me. 


Where should excess black appear on an ideal breeding female that: 
cannot be shown? Where should excess black appear in the ideal breeding 
male that is not clean? How much black is permissible? Is a smut-bar 
preferable to pepper? Can good birds be produced from males and fe- 
males carrying surface black on the lower breast, and, in the case of 
females over the back and saddle? These are all questions that I hope some 
day to be able to answer with a fair groundwork of definite knowledge as 
a basis for my reply but today I can only state my personal preference. 
I have used every possible form, have been successful in the majority of. 
cases and my experience has been paralleled by that of other breeders 
whom I have visited, and with whom I have talked. One old and successful 
breeder here in New England still wants a black bar across the wingbow 
of his pullet breeding male. 

For your convenience I am going to list and describe matings as I 
have found them in their percentage order in producing high class show 
birds for the following year: first, absolutely clean matings; second, a 
clean male, and females with excess black; third, an excess black male, and 
females that are clean; fourth, excess black on both sides. : 


Absolutely clean matings are really successful only when both male and. 
female have a wealth of rich color pigment stored up in every section, and 
where the breast and fluff are absolutely as rich as the wing-bow and back.. © 
In a mating of this kind the black markings must be very strong and sharp 
on one side or the other, or they will be much weaker in the offspring. 
Such birds exist and matings of this kind will increase as our supply of 
color pigment becomes augmented by careful breeding. This is the ideal:’ 


mating we are all striving for, but the tendency is for strength of. color. — 


pigment to weaken, and black markings to disappear. Have never seen 
clean matings followed year after year successfully. The excess color blood 
must be carried along to inject when necessary. 

The clean male and excess color female—a good rich red bird that has 
real strength of undercolor and color pigment, but may be a little weak in. 
black marking's, can be bred with the greatest success by using excess black 


in the females that are placed with him. The ideal form is a rich, even, 


sound surface color female with a smut-bar just below the surface, _and 
red next to the skin. Very close to such a female in breeding value is the , 
rich, sound female that is clean or nearly clean in undercolor, but has a. 


little pepper or surface black on the wing-bows. Then come the females 


that carry surface black in the form of a tip over the back and lower breast. 
These females, that were clean as pullets when hens, are fine breeders. 
Many rich pullets molt with surface black as hens. Females that carry 
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the smut to the skin are not choice breeders and are only to be used when 
‘they are exceptional, and the right ones are not available. 

The excess black male and clean females—I rank this mating very close 
to, and practically on a par with the preceding one. A male with very rich 


breast and fluff, mated with good, fiery red undercolor females, is bound - 


to produce many youngsters of the very choicest quality when this male 
carries a good, clean smut-bar across his back, or between his shoulders, 
and is red next to the skin. The great majority of these males weaken a 
trifle at the base of tail. It is not exactly white, nor gray, but a “petering 
out” of the smut color pigment. They make good breeders with the right 
females even though weak at base of tail a bit, and when sound in that 
section, they are great breeders. Many times these cockerels will molt 
out solid red in undercolor as cocks. 

The mating with excess black in both sides is not really cesirable. 
Personally I have never tried it, but have known of instances when good, 
rich chicks have been produced from such a mating. Personally, I would 
prefer such a mating to a clean mating that was weak in color pigment and 
bound to produce chicks lacking in richness of color. 

The hardest thing to produce on a Red is a hackle that absolutely 
blends with the back and breast color of the male, and that is absolutely 
free from black. It seems to be nature to put a little ticking at the base 
of the hackle where the main color is rich, and blends. A few are produced 
each year, and the percentage is growing. We are all trying, and of course 
when successful, it becomes the crowning glory. The real pleasure is in 
breeding such a hackle, however. 

Another hard section is the breast. When the breast absolutely blends 
with hackle, wing-bow, and back, and the undercolor is clean and hot, we 
have a great chicken, even though black markings may not be perfect. 
When we get the black markings sharp and clean on a bird that blends, 
combined with true type, and a good head we have what we are all striving 
for and we look for more worlds to conquer in reproducing this ideal in a 
majority of our flock. A very safe rule to follow in mating your birds is 
to have the breast color of your male match the back color of your females, 
and if possible, their breasts as well. This may not be possible in the case 
of the rich, dark-breasted male with excess black. Come as near it as 
you can. 

As to the ideal shade of color, the Standard description is worded as 
perfectly as it has been possible to do it. We all know what rich, even, 
brilliant red is and we know it in the bird when we see it. The sunlight 
I call the acid test, and always examine a bird in the shade first, and then 
in the sunlight. If the specimen will stand the sunlight without showing 


too many blemishes, it has the true red color we all want. IF JUDGES. 


WILL PENALIZE JUST AS HEAVILY THE BIRD THAT IS BROWN- 
ISH, CHOCOLATE OR SO BLACK A RED THAT IT HAS A VIOLET 
HUE, AS HEAVILY AS THEY DO THE BIRDS THAT ARE TOO 
LIGHT IN SHADE, WE WILL HAVE KILLED ALL INCENTIVE FOR 
PROCESSING OR ARTIFICIALLY MAKING THE BIRDS DARKER TO 
GET THEM EVEN. Some judges are already doing this, and when all 
take up this course of action the royal, rich, brilliant red will come into 
its own, and we can all take pride in our natural creations. 

The old, experienced breeder will find very little in this article that will 
prove helpful. My hope is that it will prove of some assistance to the 
great army of new breeders, and those of very few years of experience. 
I have given you the way that has helped me most. Some breeders will 
disagree but the great majority who have been successful have bred along 
very similar lines to those I have outlined above. I have bred Reds over 
twenty years, and am still learning. Five years from now I might modify 
some of my views. I have seen no reason for doing so up to this time. 
I wish you all the most successful season you have ever had, and trust this 
article will prove of some assistance.

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RHODE ISLAND REDS IN SOUTH AFRICA 


By C. W. PILKINGTON, President, Good Hope Rhode Island Red Club 


HE question as to what induced me to keep Reds has often been put 
to me, and my reply has been that I wish for a fowl that will both 
appeal to the eye, fill the egg-basket, and provide a good dinner! 
When I first became interested in poultry I searched the columns 
of poultry journals and noticed the keen discussions on Reds proceed- 

ing in the English journals. It occurred to me that if Reds could provide 
such opposition there must be something in them! Soon a pen was secured, 
but I found that I had been forestalled by another breeder; but as he soon 
did away with them | can fairly claim to be the first in South Africa to 
breed Reds. My first importation was a disappointment, but I was not 
downhearted. A cockerel was secured from this pen which carried every- 
thing before him, except on one unfortunate occasion at Port Elizabeth, 
where he was disqualified by the judge for having a single comb! I was 
not present at the show, but breeders there drew the judge’s attention to 
his error, and, as the classes could not be rejudged, my exhibit was awarded 
a special first. This incident is mentioned to show how little judges out 
here knew of the breed, and what Reds had to contend with. 


It soon became obvious that, to make the qualities of Reds better 
known, concerted action was necessary, so a specialist club was formed. 
From that date the advance of the breed was remarkable, Reds very soon 
spread through the length and breadth of the land, furnishing the features 
at shows. 

Reds met with a great deal of opposition from Buff Orpington breeders, 
just as they did in England; but the question can now be asked: “Where 
are the Buffs?” They are no more extensively kept in South Africa and 
they provide very small classes of shows. On the other hand Reds are 
conspicuous both for quality and number, and show societies put themselves 
out a great deal to secure the patronage of Red breeders. 


To gain this end breeders had recourse to importation both from England 
and America, the home of the Reds, and their activities have so far been 
justified, in that Reds have secured the highest honors at shows, culminat- 
ing in the winning of the silver cup for best South African bred fowl at 
the 1923 South Africa Championship Show, the trophy going to a beautiful 
specimen of a cockerel, excellent in type and color, a bird hard to beat. I 
had the honor of judging the Rhode Island Red classes at this show, and 
very proud I was when it was announced the selected judges (those not 
interested in the fowls nominated) had awarded the cup to this grand fowl. 


Rhode Island Reds are also holding their own at egg-laying competi- 
tions in various parts of South Africa, laying a large number of eggs 
weighing two ounces and over. This will be seen to be specially important 
when I mention that Government Inspectors are instructed not to pass eggs 
for export as first grade unless their weight is 2 ounces or over, and that 
through severity of inspection South Africa’s eggs have gained a splendid 
reputation on the European markets. 


What is very characteristic of the breed in South Africa (and probably 
in other lands, teo) is that “once a Red breeder always a Red breeder.” 
_ They retain the enthusiasm of those who have ever seriously taken them up. 
The ‘reason is not far to seek, as they thrive well in this climate, are most 
appealing in color, have plenty of “character” in their dispositions, and 
(most important to the housewife) they fill the egg-basket. And as long 
as they continue to fill these conditions (and they will!) breeders in this 
sunny land of South Africa have no fear for the future of Reds. 
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SOME NOTES FROM BONNIE SCOTLAND, 
“FOR AULD LANG SYNE” 3

N THE 1923 March number of the Rhode Island Red Journal I had the 
honor of introducing the Scottish Branch of the American Rhode Island 
Red Club to our trans-Atlantic fellow members and cousins, and I have 
been gratified by receiving letters from Red breeders in the states, 
Canada and New Zealand. Our late secretary, Mr. Card, whose decease 
has caused such a loss to the Red world and with whose widow we all 
sympathize in her loneliness, asked me to write an article for the 1924 
“Red Hen Tales.” The request was flattering to me, but I feel that it would 
be a piece of presumption on my part to write a technical article, and so I 
shall confine myself to giving a few notes only, in the hope that what we 
have done in Scotland will have its influence on other countries outside of 
the States, and that some of you in the States may profit from my remarks 
in the matter of sales. | | 

The population of England is, roughly speaking, seven times the popula- 
tion of Scotland; the membership of the British club is, roughly, 600 to 100 of 
the Scottish club; the membership of the English members of the American 
club is six to nineteen of the Scottish members. It has often puzzled me to 
find the cause of England’s backwardness in this matter. Our membership is 
really 24 but only 19 names appear in “Red Hen Tales” for 1928, and so I 
keep to the less number. If Scotland can send 19 or 24, England should send 
183 or 168. Why is it not done? Is there a jealousy among: officials and 
- others in the home club? If. there is, the example of Scotland might exorcise 
that evil spirit. Several of our members joined the American club first, then 
the Scottish club; and these members are not breeders of exhibition Reds, 
but having realized the value of the literature supplied by the American 
club, they felt it to be their duty to support the Scottish club. So will it be 
in England. I write this to encourage our English fanciers to follow the 
example of Scotland, and in the following paragraph I shall show the bene- 
fits to be derived by members of an English branch of the American club. 


The benefit that appeals to exhibitionists most strongly is the handsome 
silver cups for the best displays in Single Combs and Rose Combs, a display 
consisting of at least cock, cockerel, hen, pullet, breeding pen. I have often 
thought that the limitation of a display to seven birds would be an incentive 
to smaller breeders. A Tompkins, Delano, Scott, or Mahood can easily, 
from their thousands, enter a big team for the display, with the result that 
an Andrew (were I in America) considers it a waste of money and energy 
to enter the seven best of his hundred. 


But the main benefit is in the literature. We in Scotland like a good 
bargain and we do get it in the publications of our American club. At the 
present rate of exchange we get for two pence per week a mass of expert 
opinion from which even our foremost breeders can benefit: (a) The 
monthly Rhode Island Red Journal, (b) annually, Red Hen Tales, the year 
book of the club. I have before me the issues of 1921, 1922, 1923; and to 
select only one article from each, there are Mr. Card’s invaluable articles 
on Color; Mrs. Mahood’s “Red Winged Male,” which shows how female 
culls can be transformed into valuable breeders; Mrs. Daniels’ lessons on 
“Pedigree Work”; (c) Mrs. Mahood’s “What I Know About Breeding Reds,” 
giving in fourteen small pages more concise information than we have in 
all our Red literature here; (d) Harold Tompkins’ “Method of Line Breed- 
ing,” the secret of his success in the show arenas; (e) “Judging Rhode 
Island Reds,” by W. H.‘Card and J. C. Johnston. This brochure is the last 
product of our late secretary’s pen, and it will be in our hands, I hope, before 
this article appears. 

Surely that is a bargain that even an Aberdonian could not cavil at. 


Thea 
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One of those worthy Scots once visited Glasgow, and on his return was 
asked his opinion of that great city. “Man, i’ts a gran’ town, fine buildings 
an’ shops, gran’ tramway cars an’ picture hooses, but they’ re no honest. 
Dae ye ken I saw a bill in a shop window saying ‘1000 preens (pins) for a 
penny’ and I bocht a pennyworth tae tak’ hame tae the wife, an’ when I 
was in the train I coonted them an’ they were ane short. Losh me, bit 
they’re a lot o’ rogues.” I do not think this worthy Aberdonian could say 
there is one short when he Macon up the literature he gets for two pence . 
per week. 

But besides the above we may buy (f) the indispensable “Blue Ribbon 
Reds” with Mrs. Whitaker’s “An A-B-C Course in Judging R. I. Reds,” Mr. 
Card’s articles on “Shape Diagrams and Color Diagrams” and similar instruc- 
tive articles. Also (g) Mrs. Daniels’ “Success With Pedigreed Reds,” a gold | 
mine of information to the utility and exhibition breeder. A friend who is 
famous for his utility White Wyandottes saw the book, and, like the boy in 
the Pears’ Soap advertisement, “he would not be happy till he got it.” 

Lastly (h) then, are the illustrations which show the type to which we 
must breed, not caricatures depicting the opposite of what is meant. 


The above benefits appealed so strongly to us in Scotland that when 
I wrote a letter to the Scottish Poultry News, urging the formation of a | 
Scottish branch, twenty-four members were enrolled, cheering the heart of 
Mr. Card who in his usual courteous manner circularized his Scottish mem- 
bers through the same medium, complimenting them on being the first 
foreign (I object to that word) nation to form a branch. We hope to see 
a roll of thirty before the year is out. 

I should like to utter a note of warning or of advice to the “heid anes” 
in the States. If you are appealed to for eggs or stock, send only your 
best. The transit of eggs is very risky and I would suggest with all defer- 
ence and not in a spirit of Scottish parsimony that two sittings should be 
sent for the price of one. I have been gathering statistics regarding the 
hatchability of eggs from over-seas and the best record I have heard of 
was two dozen eggs from a Scottish breeder to a Canadian in Lethbridge, 
Alta., giving a hatch of thirteen. Another hatch was five out of twelve 
eggs. Other results have tapered down to nil. It has often occurred to me 
that you in the States with your immense numbers and consequent influence 


might prevail on the shipping companies to carry eggs for hatching in a 


part of the vessel far removed from vibration and of an equable temperature. 

Now for quality of eggs. Mr. C. H. Horn tells this story in “The Red 
Breeders’ Annual’ for 1923, a story of two Englishmen. Please note the 
nationality!! Mr. Smith suggested to Mr. Jones that they should exchange 
sittings of eggs. Mr. Jones gave an assumed assent, but as he distrusted Mr. 
Smith he carefully smeared Mr. Smith’s eggs with a dirty cloth and re- 
turned them. Three or four months after, Mr. Smith called on Mr. Jones 
and told him that the chicks were only velm for the pot. “I knew they would 
oe said Jones. “How?” said Smith. “Because they were your own eggs,” 

aid Jones. Now, apart from honesty being the best policy morally, it is 
the best policy commercially. One of our most prominent English exhibitors 
sells good eggs at a high figure, but if asked if they are from his best birds, 
he gives a negative reply, as the eggs from the select few are reserved for 
his own use. Another gentleman, now out of the fancy but who in his day 
was the king of the Red breeders, sold eggs from his very best birds without 
reserve, and I from my own experience can vouch for that. Each of these 
was honest, and it is that degree of honesty which should be cultivated and 
encouraged. 

Regarding stock: American breeders must realize that in Great Britain _ 
we have birds which, but from the fatiguwe of the ocean journey, would com- — 
pare with their best. So if stock is asked for, and if the top price is ready 
to be paid, only birds approaching perfection should be sent here. It should 
be realized that the freightage of even a single bird is about ten pounds 
from the Western Atlantic sea-board to this country, I mix and correspond 
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with many English and Scottish breeders and I’ve heard of birds being re- 
ceived which, but for the expense of returning, would have been sent back at 
once. In cases where birds cannot be sent on approval, it is far from honor- 
able—in fact it is unadulterated roguery—to send birds that will not give 
entire satisfaction. 
Shakespeare says: : 
“Who steals my purse steals trash.... 
But he who filches from me my good name 
Takes that which not enriches him, 
And makes me poor indeed.” 
It is bad enough for a second party to filch a man’s good name; it is idiotic 
for a man to filch his own good name 
To sum up: Let the small numbers in England and elsewhere be in- 
creased to ten when a branch may be formed which will be entitled to two 
display cups for Single Combs and Rose Combs respectively. And let breed- 
ers all the world over aim at retaining their good name and at extending 
their business by sending the best value for money received, erring if at 
all on the other side of liberality.

WHY NOT ROSE COMBS? 
By C. L. SIBLEY, Wallingford, Conn. 
[® SURELY seems as though the Rose Comb Reds are going to give 


their Single Comb cousins a run for their money in the next few years. 

Nearly every breeder of Rose Comb Reds has had more business than 

he could take care of this year. The writer has talked with several 

leading breeders of the variety, and it seems to be an accepted fact 
that there is a scarcity of really high class Rose Combs. Many inquiries have 
been coming in from the northern sections of this country and also from 
Canada, asking for prices on good Rose Comb Reds. The past severe winter 
has perhaps had something to do with it as many breeders had a great deal 
of trouble with frozen combs. The Rose Comb, with its neat, low comb, must 
have seemed a desirable variety to breed on some of those nights last 
winter when the mercury dropped clear out of sight. Certain it is that this 
past spring brought more inquiries for Rose Comb eggs and chicks than 
breeders were able to fill. 


And why shouldn’t the Rose Comb be as popular as the Single Comb? 
It has all the good qualities of the Single Comb and in addition a few ad- - 
vantages over it. Personal preference seems to have been about the only 
factor that has entered into the breeding of the varieties. Years ago, when 
the Reds were in the making, the Rose Combs and the Pea Combs were 
more numerous than the Single Combs. Also, the first fine color strains of 
Reds were Rose Combs. Robert Tuttle showed some of the finest birds as 
to color ever shown up to the time, and they were Rose Combs. Several 
times in late years, the prize for the best Red at the Boston show has gone 
to a Rose Comb bird. However, the fact remains that during the last few 
years, the Single Comb classes have been far ahead of the Rose Comb 
classes in all our big shows. The show entries are a fairly good. index of 
the relative popularity of breeds. In the south, practically no Rose Comb 
Reds are bred. Now for a few reasons why they should be on a par with 
their Single Comb relatives. 


The Rose Comb is the older variety. Its blood first gave color to the 
strains of Single Combs. Therefore, we may feel that the Rose Comb has 
a longer breed history behind it, and a more settled one, and it can reason- 
ably be expected to reproduce itself with a greater degree of uniformity 
than the Single Comb. It is true that_in most flocks of Rose Comb Reds, 
‘ true Red type is more general than in Single Comb flocks. The Rose Comb

seems naturally to be a more compact bird than the Single Comb. Less of 
the tall, rangy males are to be found in the flock of Rose Combs, at least 
in our own experience, viewing the flocks of many representative breeders. 
In asking John Payne about this characteristic, he agreed that the Rose 
Combs seem to run naturally to the blocky, compact Red type, with less of 
the long-legged birds in evidence. 

In the winter it surely is a fact that the rose comb does not freeze as 
easily as the single comb. Frank Platt, writing in the American Poultry 
Journal, pointed out that the wattles on a Rose Comb will freeze as quickly 
as those on a Single Comb, but the truth is that a bird with a frozen comb 
is weakened to a condition where his wattles will freeze more easily, and 
personally we think that a Rose Comb is really more frostproof, both as to 
comb and wattles. This is quite an item with the general farmer who may 
not have the best of housing for his flock, or does not have the time to 
bother with thawing out frozen combs. Another point about these Rose 
Combs was made by Mr. Platt in his write-up of the Chicago show. As 
everybody knows, the Hillview Farms’ exhibit of Leghorns was stolen before 
the Chicago show, and was discovered in a cellar near a furnace. The 
heat of the furnace had caused the combs of the Leghorns to “sprout” as 
they term it, or in other words to grow out of all proportion. That has 
happened to Single Comb Red males which have been in a warm express 
car on their way to a show, and we know of one instance in which a really 
wonderful male was put way back because of one of these “sprouted” 
combs. Naturally, a Rose Comb Red would have withstood the warm 
express car far better, as far as comb development was concerned. 

One other advantage the Rose Comb Red enjoys at this time is this: 
The amateur has a far better chance of winning with Rose Combs than he 
would with Single Combs in these days when Single Combs are cooped in 
our shows by hundreds. At any good-sized show, it is quite a trick to take 
a blue in the classes of Single Combs and many a good bird has to go home 
without a ribbon. In the smaller classes of Rose Combs being cooped in 
our shows, the beginner stands just so much more chance of getting that 
ribbon which encourages to greater effort. Many an embryo fancier has 
been discouraged by being beaten in a class which was far beyond him. 
In the majority of shows in the northern part of this country and in 

Canada, the classes of Rose Comb Reds are well filled but not simply over- 
flowing with good birds, as with the Single Combs. A win in a good class 
is an honor, and almost any beginner working with a good strain can bring 
home a ribbon or two in the Rose Comb classes. : = 


This article is not designed to boost the Rose Combs at the expense of 
the Single Combs. The Single Combs can stand on their own well earned 
popularity, but the Rose Combs, being less in numbers, should have a good 
word spoken for them. True, they are having a small boom at the present 
time, but if we can help this boom along for this worthy variety of the best 
breed on earth, we surely want to do it. 


In thinking of Rose Combs, we are always reminded of Judge Card’s 
witty article, published in the Red Journal a couple of years ago on the 
absence of sorehead in Rose Combs in the south. Sorehead or chicken pox 
is one of their dreaded diseases, but certainly he proved that it did not 
affect the Rose Combs in the south at all. Why? Because there weren’t 
any Rose Combs! There’s a big moral in that story of his for the beginner 
with Reds in the south. |
